Monday  Morning  Session 


The  opening  session  of  the  17th  Conven- 
tion of  the  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Latliers' 
International  Union,  held  at  the  Royal  York 
Hotel,  Toronto,  Canada,  October  19-25th,  con- 
vened at  10.20  o'clock.  Delegate  Densmore, 
President  of  Local  97  presiding. 

CHAIRMAN  DENSMORE:  The  Brothers 
will  come  to  order.  Brother  Mokedanz, 
will  you  tile  the  door  in  the  meantime. 

If  the  delegates  will  come  to  order  now, 
we  will  get  started.  It  is  the  usual  pro- 
cedure to  open  these  conventions  with 
prayer,  and  we  are  very  fortunate  in  having 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Dickson  here,  who  is  going  to 
open  the  convention  with  prayer. 

REV.  MR.  DICKSON:  Almighty  God,  our 
Heavenly  Father,  our  conception  of  Thee 
is  such  that  we  believe  that  Thou  art  in- 
terested in  organizations  such  as  this  that 
represent  the  welfare  of  humankind.  We 
look  upon  Thee  as  our  elder  brother.  Thou 
art  interested  in  what  man  does,  even  the 
making  of  his  daily  bread  by  the  sweat 
of  his  brow,  and  in  this  regard  we  thank 


Thee  for  Thy  Son,  who  Himself  was  a 
worker  and  who  toiled  among  us  as  one 
of  us.  Therefore  we  commend  to  Thy  care 
and  guidance  this  convention  and  all  who 
represent  it  and  all  who  take  part  in  guid- 
ing the  destinies  of  these  men. 

We  thank  Thee  for  the  term  "brotherhood" 
and  for  all  its  implications.  When  we 
think  of  brotherhood,  we  think  of  honor, 
we  think  of  honesty,  we  think  of  integrity, 
we  think  of  justice,  and  feel  and  believe 
indeed  it  is  for  no  other  purpose  that  these 
organizations  exist. 

We  thank  Thee  for  the  concern  of  the 
workers  not  only  to  protect  themselves  but 
to  look  after  the  less  fortunate  men  who 
may  be  at  the  mercy  of  an  organization  that 
may  have  no  heart  or  soul. 

Therefore,  our  Father,  we  beseech  Thee 
that  as  a  result  of  this  convention,  this  city 
will  fart  better  and  all  who  gather  around 
these  tables  will  be  nobler  citizens  in  that 
they  have  tried  to  acknowledge  the  principle 
of  the  Golden  Rule  of  "doing  unto  others 
as  they  would  have  others  do  unto  them." 
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And  now,  we  beseech  Thee,  to  constitute 
us  as  a  body  of  workers  who  acknowledge 
Thee  as  the  Head  of  life  and  source  of 
all  present,  through  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord, 
Amen. 

CHAIRMAN  DENSMORE:  The  next 
speaker  is  Alderman  Howell,  representing 
His  Worship  the  Mayor.  The  Mayor  is  the 
one  who  invited  us  here.  Alderman  Howell 
will  represent  the  City  of  Toronto. 

Alderman  Howell! 

ALDERMAN  WALTER  HOW'ELL:  Mr. 
Chairman  and  Gentlemen:  I  find  myself 
in  a  very  awkward  position  this  morning, 
that  of  being  a  pinch  hitter  for  a  pinch 
hitter.  His  Worship  Mayor  McBride  is 
very  ill,  as  most  of  you  know,  and  has 
been  for  some  time.  I  have  a  letter  here 
from  Mr.  Densmore  to  His  Worship  the 
Mayor,  and  I  see  a  notation  on  the  bottom 
from  Mayor  McBride  himself  saying  that 
if  it  is  at  all  possible  and  his  health  permits, 
he  wished  to  attend  this  convention  himself. 
I  am  telling  you  that  so  that  you  may  know 
the  man's  heart  was  in  the  right  place  when 
he  invited  you  here. 

Then  Acting  Mayor  Controller  Robbins 
was  to  have  been  here  this  morning.  Some- 
thing unforeseen  happened  and  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Control  was  called 
this  morning,  hence  your  humble  servant 
was  asked  to  come,  very  glad  of  the  op- 
portunity of  coming  and  meeting  some  of 
the  men  in  the  building  trade,  because  un- 
fortunately I  have  had  some  of  the  mis- 
fortunes that  some  of  you  fellows  have  had, 
I  have  tried  to  make  my  living  in  the  build- 
ing trade,  and  I  can  assure  you  it  has  been 
very  difficult  for  some  years  back. 

I  see  by  the  same  letter  I  have  in  my 
pocket  it  dates  back  the  end  of  1929,  and  I 
presume  that  was  the  time  of  your  last 
convention  in  St.  Louis.  Well  at  that  time 
we  were  still  making  a  little  money.  The 
building  trade  has  been  in  a  very  awkward 
position  for  the  last  seven  or  eight  years, 
but  I  sincerely  hope  that  we  are  finding 
our  way  out  of  the  woods  as  far  as  the 
depression  in  the  building  trades  is  con- 
cerned, because  I  know  we  are  all  agreed 
tTiat  it  is  long  overdue,  when  we  just  look 
around  among  our  own  close  circle  of 
friends  and  find  how  many  of  them  are  all 
coupled  up,  two  and  three  families  in  one 


home,  and  there  should  only  be  one.  And 
I  hope  that  for  next  year — in  the  very  early 
part  of  next  year — we  will  be  into  more 
prosperous  times  if  not  into  a  building  boom 
in  this  country  as  well  as  our  neighbors 
to  the  south. 

Taxation  adjustment  must  be  brought 
about.  A  lot  of  taxes  have  been  piled  on 
real  estate,  that  do  not  belong  to  real  estate. 
I  am  not  finding  fault  with  the  projects 
that  the  taxes  are  supposed  to  go  to,  such 
as  Old  Age  Pensions,  Mothers'  Allowances, 
Hospitalization  and  Relief.  That  does  not 
belong  to  Real  Estate.  That  is  a  purely 
Federal  matter  as  far  as  I  am  concerned, 
and  until  such  time  as  we  get  the  taxes 
adjusted  we  are  just  hampering  the  building 
trade  and  holding  it  back.  And  I  hope  that 
will  be  cleared  up. 

As  far  as  the  City  of  Toronto  is  concerned, 
we  appreciate  you  gentlemen  coming  here 
with  your  convention.  We  hope  for  you  a 
most  successful  session,  and  if  there  is 
anything  at  all,  while  you  are  here  in  session 
that  the  city  representatives  could  do  for 
you  to  make  your  stay  a  little  more  enjoy- 
able and  thereby  a  little  more  profitable, 
I  want  you  to  feel  at  perfect  liberty  to  come 
up  and  make  your  wants  known  to  the 
Acting  Mayor  or  to  the  City  Clerk. 

Those  are  my  orders  to  give  you  men,  and 
you  got  it.  The  city  is  yours  as  long  as 
you  are  here.  Go  out  and  make  good  use 
of  it,  and  we  know  you  won't  abuse  it. 
Again  I  say,  I  am  sorry  that  His  Worship 
the  Mayor  is  not  here  with  you.  I  will 
see  that  a  letter  is  sent  on  telling  him  that 
you  are  here,  getting  on  with  your  business, 
and  I  am  sure  he  will  be  pleased  when  I 
tell  him  that  this  is  another  one  of  those 
conventions  that  opened  with  prayer. 

I  thank  you,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

CHAIRMAN  DENSMORE:  And  now. 
Brother  Delegates,  we  will  hear  from  Bro. 
Jno.  Noble,  Secretary  of  the  Building  Trades 
Council  and  President  of  the  Central  Labor 
Council. 

Brother  Noble! 

BROTHER  NOBLE:  Mr.  Chairman,  Mr. 
President  and  Delegates  to  the  Lathers'  In- 
ternational Union  convention:  On  behalf 
of  the  Toronto  Central  Labor  Council,  it 
certainly  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  welcome 
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you  here  this  morning.  I  know  that  you 
will  not  look  for  a  long  speech,  because  you 
have  a  great  deal  of  business  to  attend  to, 
and  being  in  the  building  trades  as  well  as 
being  x)resident  of  the  Trades  and  Labor 
Council,  I  know  the  problems  with  which 
you  are  confronted.  Your  problems  are  no 
different  to  ours.  Our  problems  are  all  the 
same. 

The  representative  of  the  City  was  speak- 
ing of  the  question  of  taxation.  That  is 
one  of  the  problems  that  has  always  con- 
fronted the  worker,  not  only  in  the  build- 
ing industry  but  in  every  industry. 

Our  constitution  is  somewhat  like  your 
own.  You  have  a  lot  more  states  than  we 
have,  but  you  have  also  got  a  federal  govern- 
ment. "We  have  got  a  number  of  what  we 
call  provinces  here  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  nine  of  them.  We  have  also  got  a 
federal  government. 

The  contention  of  the  International  Trades 
Union  movement  in  this  country  before  all 
the  governments  has  always  been  that  the 
questions  of  social  legislation  such  as  Un- 
employment Insurance,  Old  Age  Pensions, 
Mothers'  Allowance,  Minimum  Wages  for 
Women  and  Girls,  and  all  the  other  social 
legislation  that  we  are  responsible  for  see- 
ing that  it  is  placed  on  the  statute  books, 
we  claim  that  these  are  Federal  matters 
Instead  of  State  or  Provincial  matters.  That 
is  where  we  get  always  into  trouble  in 
regards  to  the  dual  position  of  the  govern- 
ments. My  own  impression  is  that  the  time 
is  not  very  far  distant,  when  the  workers, 
both  in  this  country  and  the  country  to 
the  south  of  us,  are  going  to  make  it  well 
known  to  all  the  governments,  that  we  must 
have  more  centralization  of  control  as  far 
as  the  taxation  is  concerned.  What  the 
workers  in  this  country  have  been  up 
against  for  some  time  is  the  question  of 
unemployment,  and  we  know  that  you  have 
been  cursed  with  that  disease  as  well  as  we 
have,  and  you  are  not  out  of  it  yet  any 
more  than  we  are.  We  did  have  a  Federal 
Government  here  pass  legislation  that  would 
have  given  the  workers  some  relief  in  the 
form  of  an  Unemployment  Insurance  law, 
and  we  found  that  the  election  came  on 
shortly  after  in  the  Federal  field  and  a 
new  government  or  new  Party  went  into 
power,  and  that  Party,  instead  of  putting 
the  law  into  effect,  referred  it  to  the  courts. 
They  referred  it  to  the  Supreme  Court  of 


Canada.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  has 
ruled  that  it  is  not  a  matter  for  the  Federal 
government  but  a  matter  for  the  various 
states. 

Now  you  see  what  we  are  up  against.  They 
refuse  to  put  it  into  effect — one  State  won't 
put  it  into  effect  because  the  other  State 
won't. 

Now  we  believe  that  is  one  of  the  neces- 
sary measures  in  this  country  that  we  must 
have  in  the  near  future,  no  matter  what  the 
law  or  what  the  States  say,  the  workers  are 
not  going  to  be  satisfied  to  go  on  in  the 
manner  they  have  been  going  on  for  the 
last  six  or  seven  years.  It  is  an  impossi- 
bility if  they  are  going  to  have  stable  gov- 
ernment, if  they  are  going  to  have  sane 
government — then  they  must  give  the 
workers  some  of  the  rights  which  are  justly 
theirs,  and  they  must  do  it  as  a  Federal 
responsibility  and  not  as  a  State  responsi- 
bility, because  in  our  Old  Age  Pension 
scheme  in  this  country  we  found  it  was 
almost  impossible  to  get  some  of  the  States 
or  Provinces  to  adopt  a  Federal  law  that 
had  been  passed  by  them,  making  it  optional 
for  the  Provinces  to  take  advantage  of  it, 
with  the  Federal  Government  putting  up 
50  per  cent,  and  later  on  75  per  cent,  of 
the  cost,  the  Provincial  Government  taking 
the  responsibility  of  administration,  and 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  only  two  or  three  of 
the  Provinces  have  taken  on  that  law  yet, 
although  it  has  been  in  effect  since  1928,  so 
you  see  the  matter  of  State  and  Federal 
responsibility  is  a  matter  which  the  workers 
have  to  take  up  very  seriously  and  make 
those  in  control  realize  that  whether  it  Is 
a  State  or  Federal  responsibility,  they  must 
be  dealt  with. 

These  are  some  of  the  problems  with 
which  we  are  concerned,  and  with  that  is 
linked  up  the  question  of  taxation.  Alder- 
man Howell  says  that  real  estate  is  carry- 
ing too  much  of  the  burden  as  far  as  taxa- 
tion is  concerned,  and  that  is  what  is  re- 
tarding the  business  as  far  as  the  building 
trade  is  concerned. 

We  agree  there  is  something  retarding  it, 
we  agree  the  workers  are  paying  too  much 
in  taxation;  we  agree  that  many  things 
which  are  put  on  real  estate  and  on  the 
localities  are  Federal  responsibility,  because 
the  Federal  government  has  the  power  of 
the  wider  form  of  taxation.    And  that  is 
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where  it  should  he.  We  believe  that  in- 
comes should  be  taxed  higher  than  they  are 
now — a  grraduated  income  tax  is  one  of  the 
things  which  are  required,  and  many  other 
reforms  along  that  line. 

Perhaps  in  this  city  we  have  what  there 
is  in  very  few  other  cities  on  the  continent. 
We  have  a  taxation  form  liere  that  is  known 
as  an  exemption  on  a  house  less  than 
$4,000  in  value.  Those  houses  are  only 
taxed  up  to  60  per  cent,  of  their  value  for 
taxable  purposes.  Some  people  think  that 
is  right,  that  the  lower  priced  house  should 
be  exempted  in  that  way.  I  am  not  one  of 
those  people  who  think  that  way.  I  believe 
that  we  need  reforms  in  our  Taxation 
system,  and  I  believe  that  one  of  the  ways 
to  do  that  is  to  make  every  property  100 
per  cent,  taxable.  And  if  we  had  that  even 
in  this  city  we  would  have  a  lot  lower  taxa- 
tion on  the  working  man's  home  than  we 
have  at  the  present  time,  because  where  you 
allow  exemptions  for  one  class  of  people, 
while  the  law  does  not  allow  it  with  the 
others,  they  get  it.  There  is  no  question 
about  it. 

One  very  good  example  that  I  might  show 
you  was  away  back  in  1913-1914.  The 
City  then  wanted  to  buy  out  the  Street 
Railway  property,  at  that  time  that  was 
owned  by  a  private  company,  and  the  com- 
pany wanted  20  million  dollars  for  it,  and 
still  they  were  taxed  at  less  than  4  million 
5  hundred  thousand,  only  about  25  per  cent, 
of  the  value. 

If  you  go  through  the  large  homes  in  the 
City  of  Toronto  today  you  will  find  that 
many  of  the  large  homes,  costing  40,  50 
and  60,  70  thousand  dollars  are  not  taxed 
at  more  than  25  per  cent,  of  their  value. 
But  they  say  the  working  man  is  fairly 
treated  because  he  gets  a  little  exemption 
on  a  house  valued  at  less  than  $4,000. 

I  say  if  the  taxation  form  was  changed, 
and  if  property  owners  had  to  pay  on  100 
per  cent,  of  the  properties  value,  that  there 
would  be  more  working  people's  homes  built, 
and  there  would  be  less  taxation  than  there 
is  at  the  present  time.  Some  of  the  city 
fathers  don't  see  it  that  way,  some  of  the 
city  officials  don't  see  it  that  way,  but  I 
have  given  it  considerable  study  and  I 
have  gone  over  some  of  the  properties  and 
looked  at  them  and  found  out  what  they 
are  taxed  at,  and  I  know  if  they  were  taxed 


at  100  per  cent,  of  their  value,  there  would 
be  a  change,  instead  of  an  increase  in  the 
percentage  of  taxation  there  would  be  a  re- 
duction, but  it  would  not  be  the  working 
man  that  would  pay  it,  it  would  be  the  big 
business  man  and  the  financier,  and  they 
are  the  people  who  should  pay  it  and  not 
those  who  are  just  merely  eking  out  an 
existence. 

I  know  you  have  many  problems  coming 
up  before  you  during  your  convention.  I 
know  that  the  unemployment  situation  is 
one  of  the  problems  that  you  will  have  to 
deal  with:  reforms  in  your  own  organiza- 
tion to  take  care  of  some  of  these  things, 
because  many  of  the  International  organiza- 
tions have  been  very  badly  hit,  including  the 
International  Brotherhood  of  Electrical 
Workers,  to  which  I  belong.  I  know  what 
their  problems  are,  and  they  are  no  dif- 
ferent to  yours.  I  know  the  serious  situa- 
tion they  have  passed  through  during  the 
last  six  or  seven  years. 

Our  own  International  Convention  is  tak- 
ing place  at  this  hotel,  likely,  next  year.  We 
have  not  had  one  since  1929,  but  we  are 
going  to  have  it  next  year. 

So  that  the  problems  that  you  are  con- 
fronted with  are  just  the  problems  we  have 
been  confronted  with.  They  tell  us  in  this 
city  that  as  far  as  employment  is  concerned 
that  in  January  this  year  we  were  .9  over 
100  per  cent,  over  the  employment  figures  of 
1926.  Taking  the  flgures  of  1929,  and  in 
the  beginning  of  this  year  we  were  over  100 
per  cent,  employed,  but  at  the  present  time 
we  have  about  50,000  heads  of  families  un- 
employed in  the  City  of  Toronto,  at  least 
they  are  on  relief.  And  that  is  one  of  the 
problems  we  have  been  confronted  with, — 
the  bad  employer,  the  employer  who  pays  a 
man  with  a  wife  and  family  $8  and  $9  per 
week  and  then  he  goes  to  the  City  of 
Toronto  and  gets  relief  in  order  that  he 
may  live,  and  he  can't  live  decently,  but  he 
is  at  least  existing,  and  the  city  through 
the  tax  rate  is  subsidizing  some  of  the  rot- 
ten employers  of  the  City  of  Toronto.  And 
the  same  thing  is  taking  place  all  over  the 
country. 

Now  the  position  the  Trades  Union  Move- 
ment has  taken  in  this  city  is  this,  but  we 
have  never  been  able  to  get  the  city  officials 
to  see  it:  we  say  that  no  man  who  works 
should  draw  relief:  he  should  either  demand 
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to  draw  enough  to  live  decently,  or  he 
should  leave  the  job  and  go  on  relief  in  tiie 
proper  way.  The  City  officials  sliould  not 
allow  the  taxpayers  to  subsidize  any  em- 
ployer, no  matter  who  lie  may  be.  And  I 
think  that  is  a  sound  position  for  the  Inter- 
national Trades  Unions  to  take.  We  want 
a  man  to  get  proper  wages  and  proper  con- 
ditions, because  we  know  what  it  has  been 
on  the  building  industry  right  here  in  the 
City  of  Toronto  and  other  districts.  Up  here 
in  the  Village  of  Forest  Hill,  the  residential 
district  for  our  wealthy  people,  where  we 
have  $40,000,  $50,000  and  $60,000  houses, 
we  have  non-union  bricklayers  going  up  and 
laying  brick  for  $4  per  thousand,  and  they 
have  to  pay  their  laborer  out  of  the  $4. 
Now  I  don't  need  to  tell  you  men  what 
amount  of  wages  that  bricklayer  was  get- 
ting. And  then  they  were  coming  down  to 
the  City  of  Toronto  here,  getting  IVo  hours 
off,  in  order  to  pick  their  voucher  and  get 
the  relief  from  the  city. 

Now  we  brought  these  discussions  and  the 
names  of  some  of  the  men  to  the  attention 
of  the  city  officials,  and  we  never  could  get 
any  action.  We  don't  think  that  is  a  healthy 
condition  of  the  building  industry.  We  know 
it  is  not.  We  know  that  those  things  have 
got  to  be  changed  and  the  workers  have  got 
to  organize  strongly  to  change  them  and  be 
able  to  put  the  pressure  on  the  proper  auth- 
orities to  change  them. 

That  is  the  position  that  the  worker  has 
got  to  assume,  if  he  is  going  to  get  his 
rightful  place  in  society,  the  place  where  he 
rightfully  belongs,  and  that  is  where  he 
will  get  a  decent  wage  and  decent  working 
conditions  in  order  that  he  may  live  as  a 
decent  citizen  of  the  country  to  which  he 
belongs. 

Now  Mr.  President,  Chairman  and 
Brothers,  I  think  I  have  kept  you  long 
enough.  I  hope  this  convention  will  be  a 
successful  one,  that  you  will  settle  some 
of  the  difficulties  that  you  have  before  you, 
and  that  it  is  going  to  be  profitable  not  only 
to  your  own  organization  but  to  the  Inter- 
national Trades  Union  movement  in  general. 

On  behalf  of  the  Trades  and  Labor  Council 
I  want  to  say,  "Welcome  to  the  City  of 
Toronto.  If  there  is  anythiiig  the  Central 
Labor  Council  can  do  for  you,  while  you 
are  here,  I  am  sure  we  will  be  only  too  glad 
to  assist  you  in  making  this  convention  a 


huge  success  so  far  as  your  International 
organization  is  concerned. 

CHAIRMAN  DENSMORE:  Our  delegates 
will  hear  from  Brother  Sinfield,  Local  30. 
He  is  also  President  of  the  Buildings  Trades 
Council  and  business  agent  for  the  Sheet 
Metal  Workers. 

BROTHER  E.  W.  SINFIELD:  Mr. 
Presdent,  Officers  and  Brothers:  I  wel- 
come you  on  behalf  of  the  Building  Trades 
Council  of  the  City  of  Toronto.  It  is  the 
first  time  since  my  tenure  of  office  in  the 
Building  Trades  Council  that  any  organiza- 
tion affiliated  with  the  Buildings  Trades 
Council  has  held  their  convention  in  the 
City  of  Toronto.  And  I  also  want  to  say 
that  as  regards  what  has  been  said  by  the 
former  speakers  in  regard  to  taxation  and 
legislation  and  all  this  kind  of  stuff  does  not 
mean  a  great  deal  to  a  Building  Trades 
mechanic.  The  only  way  he  can  get  any- 
thing, and  the  only  way  he  has  ever  got 
anything  is  by  fighting  and  fighting  all  the 
time.  There  is  nobody  comes  along,  no 
alderman  or  politician,  or  whatever  he  may 
be,  has  ever  come  along  and  handed  you 
anything  on  a  platter.  You  have  to  battle 
for  it,  and  you  have  to  battle  all  the  way. 

We  have  in  this  country  here  the  Trades 
&  Labor  Congress  of  Canada,  which  is  the 
legislative  mouthpiece  of  the  International 
Trade  movement,  we  have  a  certain  piece 
of  social  legislation  that  has  been  put  on 
the  Statute  Books  in  the  last  five  years, 
we  have  here  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 
what  is  called  the  "Industrial  Standards 
Act  of  Ontario",  supposed  to  be  a  deal  be- 
tween legitimate  organization  of  employers 
and  employees  to  make  any  agreements 
that  may  be  effective  between  employers 
and  employees,  and  give  it  the  force  of  law. 
But  what  do  we  find?  We  find  the  legti- 
mate  Trades  Unionist,  he  goes  along  to  his 
employers  and  battles  and  battles,  and  gets 
an  agreement.  The  Government  comes 
along  and  takes  the  wages  and  hours  out 
of  it,  gives  the  remainder  the  force  of  law 
and  puts  it  into  effect.  And  then  what  the 
hell  good  is  the  organization  when  you 
fellows  haven't  a  damn  thing  to  do  with  it? 

Pardon  my  language,  gentlemen,  but  I  take 
it  I  am  talking  to  building  trades  mechanics. 

When  I  was  approached  yesterday  to  come 
down  here  by  your  local  committee,  I  did 
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not  expect  to  get  here  due  to  the  fact  that 
we  had  a  schedule  pending  with  the  Ontario 
Government  at  the  present  time,  but  we  find 
that  when  we  go  up  there  to  make  an  agree- 
ment with  the  Manufacturer's  Association 
we  find  that  the  big  fellows  on  the  outside 
say:  "You  fellows  can't  encroach  on  my 
factory  for  that's  my  business  and  you  can- 
not come  near  it." 

Now,  the  organization  which  I  represent 
has  battled  for  this  organization  from  one 
end  of  the  country  to  the  other.  It  is  not 
many  years  ago  since  we  had  a  good  fight 
with  these  people  and  our  organization  spent 
a  lot  of  money,  and  I  say  to  you  we  are 
not  going  to  bow  or  submit  to  any  manu- 
facturers' association  or  to  anybody  else. 
We  hold  our  work  inviolate  and  we  are  go- 
ing to  irrespective  of  what  the  manufacturers 
say.  When  I  learned  my  trade  I  learned 
as  a  tinsmith,  making  pots  and  pans  and 
stuff  like  that,  and  they  have  taken  that 
from  us,  and  now  they  want  to  take  the 
air-conditioning  and  everything  else  away 
from  us.  We  are  not  going  to  submit  to 
the  dictates  of  any  other  organization  or  to 
the  dictates  of  these  people. 

The  representative  of  the  city  who  was 
speaking  to  you  this  morning  spoke  about 
the  Mayor  of  the  city  being  sick.  I  will 
say  this,  brothers,  that  we  have  had  in  the 
last  four  or  five  years  a  very  sympathetic 
Mayor  and  a  Board  of  Control  in  this  city. 
The  Mayor  of  the  city  has  been  a  pretty 
good  fighter  and  any  time  the  building  trades 
organization  went  to  the  City  Hall  with 
anything  to  put  before  the  Mayor  and  the 
Board  of  Control  we  always  had  a  good 
battler  in  Mayor  McBride  of  the  City  of 
Toronto.  He  is  one  of  those  kind  of  fellows 
• — ^just  as  you  are  yourselves — if  you  have 
anything  good  to  put  before  him  he  will 
fight  for  you,  but  if  it  is  no  good  it  is  no 
good  taking  it  to  him,  and  that  is  the  prac- 
tice of  some  of  the  building  trades  mech- 
anics. 

There  is  another  matter  I  want  to  touch 
on,  and  that  is,  I  was  elected  President  of 
the  Building  Trades  Council  when  the  de- 
pression was  pretty  well  under  way.  We 
have  in  this  city  what  is  known  as  a  dual 
organization,  a  national  organization — Can- 
ada for  the  Canadians — and  when  you  take  a 
look  through  the  membership  of  the  roster 
of  their  officers  and  one  thing  and  another, 


90  per  cent,  of  them  were  brought  over  on 
a  boat — I  was  brought  over  on  a  boat,  as 
far  as  that  goes — but  I  believe  when  these 
fellows  get  to  this  country  they  should  ac- 
cept the  established  institutions  and  not 
try  to  ruin  everything  that  has  been  built  up. 

I  think  your  convention  is  going  to  have 
a  direct  bearing  on  that  particular  situation. 
1  know  that  your  organization  in  this  city 
has  had  to  battle  and  battle  hard  in  the 
last  four  or  five  years.    The  period  of  de- 
pression we  went  through  added  impetus  to 
it.    These  fellows  who  go  into  the  unem- 
ployed line  and  collect  25  cents  every  day 
and  are  given  a  kind  of  a  union  card  had 
never  meant  anything.    I  know  that  your 
officers  and  members  of  this  convention  com- 
mittee are  the  backbone  of  the  lathers'  or- 
ganization in  this  city  and  have  worked 
hard,  and  if  such  a  thing  could  be  arranged 
that  the  lathers  could  put  an  international 
organizer  in  this  city  to  work  in  conjunction 
with  the  Building  Trades  Council  to  try  to 
clear  this  stuff  up  that  has  been  going  on 
around  the  Forest  Hill  Village.    I  would 
call  them  journeyman  contractors,  they  go 
up  there  and  take  a  job  for  a  price  and  they 
don't  give  a  damn  about  wages,  hours  or 
condition  or  anything  else,  and  the  result  is 
that  a  good  many  of  the  building  trades 
mechanics  are  not  working,  and  these  fel- 
lows are  taking  advantage  of  the  situation 
and  getting  the  work.    If,  after  your  delib- 
erations here,  you  feel  that  you  can  see  fit 
to  put  an  organizer  in  the  field  here  for  five 
or  six  weeks,  possibly  two  months,  you  would 
bring  Local  97  back  to  the  position  they 
were  in  in  1929.    It  is  not  so  much  on  the 
big  work,  the  more  substantial  work  done 
on  the  city  is  now  being  controlled  by  the 
Building  Trades  Council,  but  your  organiza- 
tion is  getting  the  benefit  of  that.    But  this 
house  work  has  to  be  cleaned  up  in  this 
city,  and  we  are  starting  out  now  in  an 
attempt  to  clean  it  up.    It  is  only  the  last 
five  or  six  months  that  we  have  been  able 
to  see  the  light  of  day.    The  situation  that 
has  existed  has  existed,  I  know,  in  all  your 
cities  in  the  United  States.    When  you  see 
men  coming  in  there,  always  good,  substan- 
tial Union  men,  with  their  life  savings  all 
gone,  for  they  have  spent  it  in  order  to 
keep  from  public  charity,  and  in  most  cases 
the  homes  went  for  the  bailiff  came  along 
and  took  away  the  furniture,  still  those  men 
had  guts  enough  to  stay  with  the  organizar 
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tion,  realizing  that  was  tlie  only  thing  they 
had  left. 

Now,  Mr.  President,  and  Brothers,  I  am 
not  going  to  enlarge  any  further.  I  hope 
that  your  deliberations  here  in  the  City  of 
Toronto  will  be  successful,  and  I  hope  that 
after  your  meeting  here  you  will  always 
look  to  the  City  of  Toronto  as  a  good,  hos- 
pitable city.  I  don't  know  what  arrange- 
ments your  local  committee  have  made,  but 
I  do  feel  other  organizations  that  have  had 
their  conventions  in  this  city  have  gone 
away  well  satisfied  with  the  hospitality 
which  has  been  shown  to  them  in  the  City 
of  Toronto. 

I  thank  you,  Mr.  President.  (Applause). 

CHAIRMAN  DENSMORE  (Local  97): 
Now,  brother  delegates,  speaking  from  your 
own  Local  97,  although  we  cannot  do  every- 
thing we  expected  to  do  back  in  St.  Louis 
convention  as  things  have  been  tough,  but 
on  behalf  of  Local  97  I  want  to  welcome 
you  here  with  all  the  best  wishes.  Tomorrow 
evening,  in  this  hotel,  there  is  to  be  a 
banquet  and  dance,  but  we  will  hear  about 
that  later  on.  On  behalf  of  Local  97  I 
want  to  welcome  you  here  and  we  hope 
your  deliberations  are  successful. 

I  am  now  going  to  turn  the  gavel  over  to 
President  William  J.  McSorley. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:    Mr.  Chairman, 

to  the  representative  of  the  clergy  of  this 
city,  and  also  to  the  Toronto  central  body 
and  the  Building  Trades  Council,  I  feel  sure 
I  am  expressing  the  sentiment  of  the  entire 
delegation  here  when  I  say  we  fully  appre- 
ciate all  of  the  kind  words  of  welcome  as 
well  as  the  suggestions  that  have  been  made 
by  those  representatives,  and  I  desire  to 
assure  them  that  we  will  do  everything  in 
our  power  to  try  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
for  which  this  convention  was  called,  which 
is  not  alone  to  the  advancement  and  better- 
ment of  our  own  membership,  but  to  con- 
tribute as  well  to  the  success  and  progress 
of  the  Trades  Union  movement  in  general, 
both  throughout  the  United  States  and  Can- 
ada. 

I  do  not  know  that  we  will  be  able  to 
deal  with  any  subjects  which  may  have  any 
effect  upon  their  tax  system:  We  have  cur 
own  views  on  that  subject,  and  those  are 
matters  which  we  must  take  care  of  in  our 


own  respective  localities,  and  while  we  may 
be  able  to  deal  with  such  subjects  in  a  na- 
tional or  international  manner,  I  do  not 
believe  that  our  convention  would  have  any 
right  to  attempt  to  start  to  deal  with  the 
question  of  taxation  upon  real  estate. 
In  any  particular  locality  you  may  rest  as- 
sured that  we  will  do  everything  we  possibly 
can  do  in  order  to  make  our  stay  here  pleas- 
ant and  profitable,  and  that  when  we  leave 
they  will  find  we  have  not  stolen  any  of 
their  monuments  or  beautiful  parks  or  any- 
thing like  that.  We  want  to  go  away  from 
here  with  the  good  wishes  and  goodwill  of 
the  people  of  Toronto,  and  we  also  want  to 
leave  behind  a  good  impression  of  both  our- 
selves and  of  the  work  we  are  attempting 
to  undertake  in  this  convention.  I  want  to 
thank  you  all  for  your  kind  assistance. 

I  now  declare  the  convention  open  for 
such  business  as  may  properly  come  before 
it.

Our  Convention  in  the  year  1906  was  held 
in  this  city,  and  I  feel  sure  that  I  express 
the  sentiments  of  all  delegates  in  attendance 
at  this  Convention,  when  I  state  that  we  are 
pleased  with  the  selection  of  the  city  of 
Toronto  in  which  to  again  hold  our  Conven- 
tion and  transact  the  business  of  the  Inter- 
national Union. 

This  Convention  marks  the  thirty-seventh 
year  of  our  organization's  history  and  exist- 
ence, and  during  that  period  of  time  our 
International  Union  has  experienced  many 
difficult  periods  and  has  had  to  overcome 
many  obstacles  that  have  loomed  up  in  the 
way  of  depressions  and  other  chaotic  con- 
ditions that  have  confronted  it,  but  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  the  past  four  years  have 
been  the  severest  test  to  which  our  Inter- 
national Union  has  been  subjected  due  to 


the  depression  which  was  primarily  caused 
by  the  breakdown  of  our  economic  condition 
in  1929,  when  the  stock  market  collapsed. 
We  all  have  our  opinions  as  to  what  were 
the  contributing  causes  of  this  economic  and 
financial  collapse.  The  result  of  the  depres- 
sion was  felt  by  building  trades  organiza- 
tions in  the  most  severe  manner,  as  almost 
our  entire  membership  was  thrown  out  of 
employment.  This  coupled  with  the  unem- 
ployment in  other  trades  and  industries  at 
one  time  reached  the  staggering  number  of 
more  than  fifteen  millions  unemployed.  This 
condition  existed  until  after  the  inaugura- 
tion of  President  Roosevelt  in  1933  when 
steps  were  taken  to  formulate  on  a  large 
scale  a  Public  Works  Administration,  which 
was  created  for  the  purpose  of  initiating  a 
program  of  constructing  public  buildings  for 
the  relief  of  unemployed  building  trades 
mechanics. 

We  are  all  familiar  with  the  set-up  of 
the  National  Recovery  Act  and  its  Industry 
Codes  which  were  instituted  for  the  purpose 
of  preventing  the  further  spread  of  cut- 
throat competition  among  all  industries  in- 
cluding the  building  trades.  Our  own  Inter- 
national Union  was  successful  in  getting  a 
Code  which  had  set  forth  wages  and  work- 
ing conditions  which  were  very  favorable 
to  our  membership  in  comparison  with  many 
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other  codes,  in  fact  there  were  only  four 
International  Unions  that  had  wages  in  a 
code  which  were  as  high  as  those  contained 
for  lathers  in  the  Lathing  &  Plastering 
Code.  We  are  also  all  familiar  with  the 
Supreme  Court  decision  invalidating  the 
National  Recovery  Act  by  declaring  the  same 
unconstitutional,  and  while  the  National  Re- 
covery Act  and  its  industry  codes  were  in 
no  way  perfect,  yet  after  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  declaring  both  the  Act  and 
the  Codes  unconstitutional  many  industries 
including  a  part  of  the  building  industry, 
went  back  to  the  old  chiseling  and  cut-throat 
methods  of  operation. 

During  this  depression  period  our  organi- 
zation like  all  other  building  trades  organi- 
zations lost  much  of  its  membership  and 
was  forced  to  use  all  of  the  resources  at 
our  command  in  order  to  maintain  our  stand- 
ards of  wages  and  working  conditions,  and  I 
am  happy  to  state  that  during  the  year  1936 
conditions  have  begun  to  look  better  and 
brighter  for  all  building  trades  mechanics 
including  our  own  members  by  the  improve- 
ment of  working  conditions  and  the  volume 
of  work  that  has  been  started  since  the  first 
of  this  year,  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  within 
the  very  near  future,  our  International  Un- 
ion will  be  able  to  regain  the  ground  which 
it  lost  due  to  the  loss  of  membership  during 
the  depression. 

One  thing  during  this  depression  that 
stood  out  very  clearly  was  the  fact  that 
where  our  local  unions  and  membership  were 
thoroughly  organized  and  worked  in  har- 
mony and  co-operation  with  each  other  they 
were  at  all  times  able  to  maintain  their 
standards  of  working  conditions  i.nd  wages, 
notwithstanding  the  shortage  of  work  that 
was  in  the  market. 

We  were  also  unfortunate  in  having  some 
of  our  money  deposited  in  two  banks  that 
were  closed  as  a  result  of  the  bank  holiday. 
We  are  in  hopes  that  we  may  be  able  to 
recover  a  large  part  of  our  funds  from  these 
banks  as  a  result  of  the  liquidating  of  the 
same,  but  at  the  present  time,  we  are  un- 
able to  say  Just  what  amount  will  be  recov- 
ered. We  have  already  received  a  15  per 
cent,  dividend  from  the  Standard  Trust 
Bank  of  Cleveland,  which  was  one  of  the 
closed  banks.  The  Secretary-Treasurer's  Re- 
port will  show  in  detail  the  amount  of  money 


we  had  deposited  in  both  of  these  banks  at 
the  time  of  their  closing. 

ORGANIZING 

Since  our  last  Convention  we  have  ex- 
pended in  organization  work  the  sum  of 
$96,415.-67.  Owing  to  our  financial  condi- 
tion during  the  depression,  we  were  forced 
to  practically  discontinue  the  organizing 
work  except  in  emergency  cases,  and  I  sin- 
cerely trust  that  in  the  very  near  future 
our  organizatiooa  will  become  sufllciently 
strengthened  financially  to  again  carry  on 
the  necessary  work  of  organizing  the  lathers 
of  the  United  States  and  Canada  more  thor- 
oughly than  ever  before. 

JURISDICTIONAL  DISPUTES 

Since  our  last  Convention,  we  have  had 
numerous  jurisdictional  disputes  on  jobs  in 
different  sections  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  due  to  the  attempt  of  other  trades 
to  encroach  upon  our  jurisdiction  rights. 
This  coupled  with  the  claims  for  jurisdiction 
over  new  innovations  In  the  building  in- 
dustry by  our  own  membership  and  other 
trades  was  primarily  responsible  for  many 
of  these  disputes.  These  conditions  coupled 
with  the  fact  that  there  had  been  a  split 
in  the  Building  Trades  Department  for  a 
period  of  two  years  was  also  responsible  for 
intensifying  the  encroachment  on  each  oth- 
er's jurisdictional  rights.  There  has  been  a 
Committee  of  six  appointed  by  the  Consoli- 
dated Building  Trades  Departments,  for  the 
purpose  of  devising  ways  and  means  of 
establishing  a  tribunal  for  the  settlement  of 
jurisdictional  disputes.  The  report  of  the 
Committee  of  six  which  was  adopted  by  the 
Special  Convention  of  the  Building  Trades 
Department  held  in  Washington,  D.C.,  dur- 
ing the  month  of  March  1936,  provides  for 
the  selection  of  a  referee  who  will  have  full 
power  to  render  decisions  in  all  jurisdic- 
tional disputes  submitted  to  him.  The  man 
chosen  for  this  position  was  Dr.  John  A. 
Lapp.  Dr.  Lapp  was  formerly  connected 
with  the  Federal  Emergency  Administration 
of  Public  Works,  and  has  accepted  the  invi- 
tation of  the  Committee  to  act  as  referee  and 
has  assumed  his  duties  on  the  first  day  of 
Odtober  1936,  and  I  am  herewith  incorporat- 
ing a  copy  of  the  rules  of  procedure  govern- 
ing International  Unions  in  the  presenting 
of  claims  to  the  referee: 
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RULES  OF  PKOCKDUIIK 

The  following  are  the  rules  of  procedure 
under  the  plan  for  the  settlement  of  juris- 
dictional disputes  approved  by  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Building  Trades  Department  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  March  25, 
1936. 

(1)  Disputes  over  union  jurisdiction  will 
generally  arise  locally  and  the  first  effort 
to  settle  them  will  be  local.  Wherever  in 
any  community  any  plan  for  the  settle- 
ment of  such  disputes  is  in  effect  it  shall 
be  used  in  the  first  instance  to  bring  about 
an  agreement  or  settlement.  Any  local 
agreement  or  settlement  will  be  for  the 
particular  job  only.  An  appeal  may  be 
taken  directly  to  the  Referee  by  any  In- 
ternational Union  affected  by  the  terms 
of  any  local  agreement  or  settlement. 

(2)  If  no  local  settlement  is  achieved  then 
the  President  of  the  Building  Trades  De- 
partment, under  Rule  37  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Building  Trades  Department, 
notifies  the  International  Presidents  of  the 
unions  concerned,  and  directs  that  they 
or  their  representatives  adjust  the  dispute. 
Failure  for  five  days  to  adjust  the  dispute 
or  to  meet,  places  the  matter  automatically 
in  the  hands  of  the  President  of  the  Build- 
ing Trades  Department,  who  may  render  a 
decision.  Any  decision  by  the  President 
of  the  Building  Trades  Department  shall 
be  for  the  jurisdiction  of  the  job  only. 

(3)  Any  international  union  aggrieved  by  a 
decision  of  the  President  of  the  Building 
Trades  Department  or  aggrieved  by  any 
local  settlement  that  was  not  appealed  to 
the  President  of  the  Building  Trades  De- 
partment may  bring  such  appeal  to  the 
Referee. 

(4)  Two  or  more  international  unions  may 
by  agreement  submit  a  jurisdictional  ques- 
tion to  the  Referee  for  a  decision  without 
the  necessity  of  proceeding  under  Section 
37,  but  before  rendering  a  decision  the 
Referee  shall  present  the  proposed  agree- 
ment to  all  of  the  International  Unions 
in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  of 
other  jurisdictional  claims. 

(5)  When  the  Referee  receives  a  claim  from 
an  international  union  for  jurisdiction 
over  certain  work  a  copy  of  the  claim  shall 
be  sent  by  registered  mail  to  each  one  of 


the  nineteen  unions  of  the  Building  Trades 
Department,  with  a  request  that  unions 
having  objections  or  counter  claims  must 
submit  them  to  the  Referee  within  a 
certain  length  of  time.  Among  such  coun- 
ter claims  to  be  requested  is  whether  the 
issue  has  already  been  decided  by  binding 
national  decision. 

(6)  The  Referee  may  hold  preliminary  hear- 
ings or  request  briefs  on  the  question  whe- 
ther the  subject  of  the  claim  has  already 
been  decided. 

(7)  When  the  Referee  has  satisfied  himself 
that  the  subject  has  not  been  decided  he 
shall  set  a  date  and  place  for  hearing  and 
notify  all  parties  to  the  dispute.  Such 
hearings  shall  not  be  held  within  fifteen 
days  following  the  settlement  of  the  date. 

(8)  The  claimant  shall  be  heard  first  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  cross-examination 
of  representatives  of  other  contesting  un- 
ions and  by  the  Referee.  Representatives 
of  counter  claimants  shall  next  be  heard 
in  rebuttal  of  the  claim  and,  likewise,  shall 
be  subject  to  cross-examination  by  repre- 
sentatives of  the  claimant  and  by  the  Re- 
feree. Rebuttal  testimony  may  be  offered 
by  the  claimant.  Oral  arguments  may  be 
presented  by  the  parties  to  the  dispute. 
A  period  of  at  least  one  week  shall  be 
allowed  for  the  filing  of  written  briefs. 
A  copy  of  each  brief  shall  be  submitted  by 
the  party  making  it  to  the  other  party  or 
parties  and  five  days  additional  shall  be 
allowed  for  counter  briefs,  copy  of  which, 
likewise,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  other 
parties.  The  Referee  may  order  a  demon- 
stration of  the  work  involved  in  the  dis- 
pute or  may  proceed  with  representatives 
of  the  parties  concerned  to  view  the  work 
in  operation.  Should  the  Referee  be  dis- 
satisfied with  the  completeness  of  the  case 
presented  to  him  he  may  direct  a  re-hear- 
ing on  the  points  on  which  the  deficiency 
appears.  Decisions  shall  be  rendered  with- 
in ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the 
hearings,  which  date  shall  be  computed 
from  the  last  date  on  the  filing  of  briefs. 
The  decision  shall  be  announced  as  pro- 
vided in  the  rules  set  up  for  the  Referee 
by  submitting  the  same  to  the  parties  to 
the  dispute  and  to  the  Building  Trades 
Department  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor.    The  Building  Trades  Depart-

ment  will,  according  to  the  rules,  submit 
the  same  to  all  International  Unions  and 
to  all  Local  Building  Trades  Councils 
throughout  the  United  States. 

The  above  rules  will  have  no  bearing  upon 
bona  fide  decisions  that  have  been  rendered 
by  the  Building  Trades  Department,  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  and  the  Na- 
tional Board  for  Jurisdictional  Awards,  pro- 
vided that  such  decisions  do  not  come  under 
the  ex-parte  classification  or  which  were 
rendered  upon  the  evidence  of  only  one  side 
or  the  other.  All  such  ex-parte  decisions 
will  not  be  recognized  and  will  be  given 
further  consideration  by  the  referee.  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  the  above  arrangement  of 
selecting  a  referee  which  was  agreed  to  by 
myself  and  my  co-delegates  to  the  Special 
Convention  of  the  Building  Trades  Depart- 
ment in  Washington,  D.C.,  is  both  fair  and 
impartial  and  with  such  a  high  standing 
man  as  Dr.  Lapp  all  sides  in  my  opinion, 
will  receive  fair  and  just  consideration. 

Your  delegates  to  the  Building  Trades  De- 
partment Conventions  have  held  conferences 
with  the  Iron  Works  in  reference  to  the 
question  of  the  possibility  of  entering  into 
an  agreement  between  our  two  International 
Unions  regarding  the  question  of  steel 
houses.  Your  representatives  had  a  very 
friendly  and  cordial  meeting  with  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Iron  Workers  and  agreed 
to  give  further  consideration  to  the  subject 
matter  and  to  hold  another  meeting  after  all 
available  data  on  Steel  Houses  could  be  col- 
lected. I  would  therefore  recommend  that 
your  representatives  to  the  next  Convention 
of  the  Building  Trades  Department  be  again 
instructed  to  confer  with  the  Iron  Workers 
with  the  above  object  in  view. 

Since  our  last  convention,  we  have  had 
quite  a  number  of  jurisdictional  disputes 
with  th'e  carpenters'  organization  in  differ- 
ent sections  of  the  country  over  the  question 
of  jurisdiction  of  metal  base,  door  and  win- 
dow casing  beads  and  guards,  as  well  as 
other  metal  specialties,  used  in  connection 
with  lathing  and  plastering.  Some  of  these 
materials  upon  which  there  has  not  as  yet 
been  any  definite  decision  rendered,  will 
more  than  likely  be  referred  to  the  Referee 
tor  his  consideration  and  decision,  unless 
some  sort  of  an  amicable  agreement  or  un- 
derstanding can  be  arrived  at  between  the 


officers  of  our  International  Union  and  the 
officers  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Car- 
penters and  Joiners  and  if  it  becomes  neces- 
sary, I  would  recommend  that  our  future 
delegates  to  the  Building  Trades  Department 
and  American  Federation  of  Labor  be  also 
empowered  to  confer  and  if  possible,  enter 
into  an  agreement  covering  these  classes  of 
work,  with  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Car- 
penters and  Joiners. 

NATIONAL  AFFILIATIONS 

At  the  present  time  our  International  Un- 
ion is  affiliated  with  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor,  Building  Trades  Department 
and  the  Workers'  Education  Bureau,  and 
are  working  under  cordial  and  friendly  re- 
lations with  all  of  these  organizations.  We 
have  informed  our  membership  through  the 
columns  of  the  Lather  regarding  the  split 
in  1934  between  the  two  factions  in  the 
Building  Trades  Department.  We  have  also 
set  forth  the  cause  for  this  split  as  well  as 
have  reported  upon  the  Delegates'  Reports 
of  the  Atlantic  City  Convention  where  an 
agreement  was  reached  by  both  sides  for  the 
purpose  of  effecting  an  adjustment  of  all 
matters  in  controversy  between  both  sides. 
This  Committee  has  since  met,  drew  up  the 
plans  for  a  settlement,  a  Special  Convention 
was  held  in  Washington,  D.C.,  which  I  have 
referred  to  in  another  part  of  this  report 
and  a  solution  arrived  at  we  hope,  through 
the  selection  and  appointment  of  a  referee 
to  settle  jurisdictional  disputes.  It  would 
serve  no  good  purpose  for  me  to  go  over 
this  matter  again  in  detail  in  this  report, 
excepting  to  say  that  the  difference  between 
the  two  Building  Trades  Departments  have 
been  settled  and  all  Building  Trades  organi- 
zations are  again  affiliated  with  the  Depart- 
ment, and  I  sincerely  hope  and  trust  that 
we  may  be  able  to  work  in  co-operation  and 
harmony  with  each  other,  to  the  end  that 
the  best  interests  of  all  building  tradesmen 
will  be  served,  and  while  I  realize  that 
there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  friction  and 
bitterness  among  local  Building  Trades 
Councils  on  account  of  the  split,  I  would 
advise  that  all  of  our  local  unions  again 
put  forth  their  best  efforts  in  order  to  build 
up  the  local  Building  Trades  Councils,  as 
it  is  only  through  this  medium  that  the 
interests  of  organizations  and  their  member- 
ships can  be  protected.  Local  Building 
Trades  Councils,  Central  Labor  Unions  and 
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State  Federations  of  Labor,  all  have  their 
proper  functions  to  perform  for  the  benefit 
of  our  movement.  Therefore,  all  of  our 
membership  should  assume  their  portion  of 
the  responsibility  of  assisting  these  move- 
ments by  aiding  and  assisting  in  every  way 
possible  to  make  them  successful  in  their 
respective  localities. 

STRIKES 

Since  our  last  convention,  we  have  had 
quite  a  number  of  small  strikes  which  were 
called  in  most  cases,  to  maintain  our  stand- 
ards of  conditions  and  wages  and  in  many 
instances  to  stop  other  trades  from  encroach- 
ing upon  our  jurisdiction  rights.  Many  of 
these  strikes  we  were  compelled  to  go  on 
against  P.W.A.  and  W.P.A.  Administration 
work  in  order  to  protect  the  interests  of 
our  membership  and  their  conditions,  as  we 
have  found  in  many  localities  local  and 
slate  Administrators  of  both  the  P.W.A.  and 
the  W.P.A.  who  were  absolutely  hostile  to- 
ward organized  labor  and  who  persistently 
refused  to  recognize  our  standards  and  con- 
ditions, but  in  most  cases,  we  have  been 
successful  by  demonstrating  and  using  our 
economic  power  in  forcing  such  Administra- 
tors to  respect  our  laws,  standards  and 
working  conditions.  The  officers  of  our  In- 
ternational Union  have  been  dealing  with 
the  P'.W.A.  and  W.P.A.  Administrators  at 
Washington  in  the  same  manner  in  which 
they  would  deal  with  any  other  independent 
contractors  and  it  is  only  fair  for  me  to 
say  that  in  so  far  as  the  heads  of  these 
administrations  are  concerned,  they  have 
been  both  fair  and  sympathetic  towards  our 
movement.  Our  trouble  has  been  caused 
mostly  by  local  and  state  Administrators 
against  whom  we  were  compelled  to  take 
action  from  time  to  time,  by  removing  our 
men  until  a  proper  settlement  was  made  on 
their  projects. 

WOOD  LATHING 

There  is  quite  a  number  of  our  local  un- 
ions throughout  the  United  States  and  Can- 
ada that  have  not  given  the  necessary  and 
desired  co-operation  in  order  to  preserve 
and  protect  the  wood  lathing,  plaster  board 
and  other  such  substitutes  as  are  used  on 
residential  work,  which  means  that  large 
volumes  of  work  which  our  membership 
could  be  doing  is  falling  into  the  hands  of 
non-union  lathers  and  other  tradesmen  in 
different  localities.    This  is  a  condition  that 


should  not  be  permitted  to  exist  and  a  way 
to  remedy  this  condition  should  be  provided 
for,  even  to  the  extent  of  granting  separate 
charters  to  men  working  on  this  particular 
class  of  work  in  the  different  localities,  and 
in  order  to  permit  the  future  officers  of  the 
International  Union  to  be  able  to  cope  with 
this  situation,  I  would  recommend  that  sec- 
tion 53  of  the  International  Constitution  be 
amended.  All  of  that  part  of  this  section 
after  the  word  "requirement"  be  stricken 
out  so  that  your  officials  will  be  able  to 
organize  local  unions  in  territories  where 
such  indifference  is  displayed  towards  this 
particular  part  of  our  craft. 

TRANSFERS 

During  the  depression  period  there  were 
many  of  our  local  unions  that  refused  to 
accept  transfers  of  traveling  brothers,  and 
it  became  necessary  for  your  International 
officers  to  issue  drastic  instructions  to  such 
local  unions  that  were  violating  the  transfer 
law.  It  must  be  understood  that  the  trans- 
fer law  sets  forth  the  basic  principle  upon 
which  the  International  Union  is  founded, 
and  it  therefore  necessarily  follows  that  the 
transfer  system  of  our  International  Union 
must  be  fully  protected  so  that  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  our  membership  traveling 
from  one  locality  to  another  will  be  pro- 
tected, even  to  the  extent  of  revoking  char- 
ters of  local  unions  who  insist  upon  violat- 
ing this  basic  law  of  our  International  Un- 
ion, and  to  this  end,  I  would  recommend 
that  the  law  be  clearly  set  forth  in  the 
constitution,  empowering  the  President  to 
revoke  the  charter  of  any  local  union  that 
insists  upon  such  violations  as  in  some 
cases,  drastic  action  is  absolutely  necessary 
in  order  to  preserve  the  basic  principle  of 
our  transfer  system.  As  many  of  our  local 
unions  use  many  different  kind  of  subter- 
fuges in  stalling  off  the  acceptance  of  trans- 
fers of  our  traveling  brothers,  by  attempting 
to  postpone  action  upon  clear,  bona  fide 
transfers  from  week  to  week,  just  simply 
because  they  do  not  want  any  more  men  in 
their  town  or  that  some  members  of  the 
Examining  Board  or  Executive  Board,  as 
the  case  may  be,  may  have  some  personal 
prejudice  against  the  member  presenting  the 
transfer,  this  is  a  condition  as  I  have  stated 
before,  which  should  not  be  tolerated  by  the 
International  Union  and  for  that  reason,  I 
make  the  above  recommendation. 
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DISTUIC'T  AXD  STATE  COUNCILS 

At  the  present  time,  we  have  registered 
at  the  General  Office  nineteen  State  and  Dis- 
trict Councils,  scattered  throughout  the  Un- 
ited States  and  Canada.  These  councils 
have  in  the  past  done  some  very  good  and 
effective  work  in  bringing  about  a  bettor 
degree  of  co-operation  and  harmony  to  exist 
among  the  members  of  our  local  unions 
which  are  situated  in  close  proximity  to  each 
other.  In  later  years,  this  has  been  extend- 
ed to  cover  many  entire  states.  These  coun- 
cils have  also  done  a  great  deal  towards 
helping  to  bring  about  a  more  uniform  stand- 
ard of  wages  and  working  conditions  for 
our  membership  in  the  different  states  and 
localities  where  they  are  established.  Due 
to  the  depression,  many  of  our  local  unions 
dropped  out  or  became  suspended,  and  in 
other  cases  we  find  some  of  our  local  unions 
hesitating  to  become  affiliated  with  either 
the  state  or  district  councils.  The  law  of 
the  International  Union  makes  it  obligatory 
upon  the  part  of  our  local  unions  to  become 
affiliated  with  either  the  State  or  local  Coun- 
cil in  their  district,  and  we  believe  that  since 
conditions  in  the  building  industry  gener- 
ally are  beginning  to  improve,  all  of  our 
local  unions  should  again  become  affiliated 
with  their  respective  local  councils  so  as  to 
insure  that  the  best  interests  of  all  our 
membership  will  be  served  by  their  coming 
into  contact  with  the  representatives  of  oth- 
er sister  local  unions  in  District  and  State 
Council  meetings  throughout  the  country. 

I  might  also  add  that  it  is  my  belief  that 
one  of  the  principal  functions  of  our  Dis- 
trict and  State  Councils  should  be  to  carry 
on  a  campaign  among  their  membership 
advocating  a  better  standard  of  workman- 
ship and  materials  to  be  used  in  our  in- 
dustry. There  have  been  many  cases  where 
avaricious  employers  and  designing  foremen 
in  our  industry  have  attempted  to  disregard 
all  the  rules  and  ethics  of  mechanical  ability 
by  erecting  our  work  in  a  flimsy  and  un- 
workmanlike manner,  the  avaricious  con- 
tractor to  make  higher  profits  and  the  de- 
signing foreman  to  make  a  record  for  him- 
self and  perhaps  a  bonus  from  the  contrac- 
tor. Both  of  these  elements  are  a  detriment 
to  our  industry  and  our  local  unions  through 
their  State  and  District  Councils  should  en- 
deavor to  establish  minimum  specifications 
and  requirements  under  which  our  work 


should  be  erected  so  as  to  preserve  the  in- 
dustry from  those  who  would  destroy  it  by 
their  chiseling  methods  of  erecting  work  in 
a  flimsy  and  unworkmanlike  manner. 

FUNEKAL  BENEFITS 

Since  our  last  Convention,  we  have  paid 
out  in  Funeral  Beneflts  the  sum  of  $188,- 
514.76.  This  would  average  for  the  seven 
years  since  our  last  Convention,  approxi- 
mately ^27,000.00  per  year,  and  while  we 
have  paid  all  of  our  death  claims  up  to 
date,  it  is  my  firm  belief  that  our  organiza- 
tion with  its  present  approximate  member- 
ship of  between  five  and  six  thousand  paid- 
up  members,  can  not  continue  to  pay  the 
present  rate  of  benefits,  unless  an  adjustment 
in  our  law  as  to  the  length  of  membership 
is  made.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that 
the  Law  Committee  give  consideration  to 
this  subject  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  firmly 
establish  our  funeral  benefit  funds  on  a 
safe  and  fair  actuarial  basis. 

LAW  SUITS 

Since  our  last  Convention,  the  Interna- 
tional Union  has  been  involved  in  six  law- 
suits : 

1 —  In  reference  to  the  action  of  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  International 
Union  regarding  the  postponement  of  our 
Convention  in  1932  and  the  repeal  of  the 
Convention  Fund  Law  by  referendum  vote. 
All  litigation  in  reference  to  the  postpone- 
ment of  the  Convention  was  withdrawn 
from  the  Court  of  Appeals.  I  am  firmly 
of  the  opinion  that  this  Convention  should 
enact  some  legislation  that  would  eliminate 
the  possibility  of  any  reoccurence  of  this 
kind  by  incorporating  into  the  constitution 
a  provision  that  would  allow  the  officers  of 
the  International  Union  in  cases  of  emer- 
gency, to  submit  to  a  referendum  vote  of 
our  membership,  any  such  emergency  pro- 
positions when  they  arise. 

2 —  A  suit  was  caused  by  the  Interna- 
tional Union  attempting  to  recover  the 
shortage  of  the  former  Treasurer  of  Local 
No.  74  from  the  Lloyd's  Casualty  Com- 
pany, who  held  the  bond  on  the  former 
treasurer  of  Local  No.  74.  The  Bonding 
Company  won  this  suit  on  the  evidence  of 
the  auditor  who  had  previously  audited  the 
books  of  Local  No.  74,  who  testified  on  the 
stand  that  there  had  been  a  previous  short- 
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age  in  the  former  treasurer's  accounts. 
This  resulted  in  the  case  beinp  thrown  out 
by  the  Judge. 

.S — A  suit  against  one  of  our  tenants 
for  back  rent.  In  this  case,  the  Interna- 
tional Union  was  awarded  judgment  and 
recovered  the  restaurant  fixtures  and  a 
diamond  ring,  covering  part  of  the  arrear- 
ages owed  by  this  tenant  who  had  walked 
out  and  left  the  fixtures  in  the  premises, 
making  it  necessary  for  the  officers  of  the 
International  Union  to  take  this  action. 

4 — A  suit  was  brought  against  the  In- 
ternational Union  by  some  former  mem- 
bers of  Local  No.  308.  This  suit  was  de- 
cided by  both  the  lower  Court  and  the 
Court  of  Appeals  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  in  favor  of  the  International  Union. 
I  am  pleased  to  add  that  since  that  time, 
the  relationship  of  the  International  Union 
and  Local  308  and  its  officials  has  been 
both  cordial  and  harmonious. 

fi — A  suit  against  the  International 
Union  by  a  group  of  members  from  West 
chaster  County,  who  were  suing  the  Inter- 
national Union  for  the  sum  of  $40,000.00. 
This  suit  alleged  that  the  former  officers 
of  the  International  Union  authorized  the 
Treasurer  of  former  Local  No.  8  to  squan- 
der the  funds  of  that  local  union.  This 
suit  was  heard  by  a  referee  on  the  several 
diiferent  occasions  and  finally  was  thrown 
out  of  Court,  and  a  decision  rendered  by 
exonerating  the  former  officials  of  the  In- 
ternational Union  of  any  such  liability. 

6 — As  a  result  of  the  failure  of  the 
Standard  Trust  Bank,  where  some  of  our 
funds  were  deposited  and  which  funds 
were  insured  by  a  depository  bond  held  by 
the  Federal  Surety  Company  of  Daven- 
port, Iowa,  in  complying  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  policy  of  this  depository  bond, 
we  notified  the  Federal  Surety  Company  of 
the  failure  of  the  Standard  Trust  Bank 
within  ten  days  after  the  bank  had  closed. 
We  were  both  sorry,  surprised  and  aston- 
ished to  hear  from  the  receiver  of  the 
Surety  Company  to  the  effect  that  the  Fed." 
eral  Surety  Company  was  in  the  hands  of 
a  receiver.  After  receiving  this  informa- 
tion, we  immediately  began  suit  to  restrain 
the  trustee  from  disposing  in  any  way  with 
the  bonds  and  mortgages,  which  were  put 
up  by  the  bank  at  the  demand  of  the  Fed- 


eral Surety  Company  as  security  for  our 
depository  bond.  This  suit  was  fought 
through  the  Courts  of  Cuyahoga  County 
where  we  contended  through  our  attor- 
neys, that  the  mortgages,  bonds  and  se- 
curities which  had  been  put  up  by  the  of- 
ficials of  the  bank  as  security  for  our  de- 
pository bond  should  be  turned  over  to  our 
organization.  The  Courts  decided  that 
the  officials  of  the  bank  had  no  right  to 
put  up  any  bonds  or  mortgages  as  security 
for  a  depository  bond  unless  such  security 
was  put  up  to  protect  the  funds  of  a  poli- 
tical subdivision  of  the  state  or  of  the 
state  iself,  and  under  this  ruling,  we  lost 
any  right  or  title  to  these  bonds  and  se- 
curities. This  case  was  appealed  to  the 
Appellate  Court  of  the  state  of  Ohio  and 
the  decision  of  the  lower  Court  was  sus- 
tained. This  places  us  in  the  same  posi- 
tion as  any  other  depositor  in  the  bank 
and  only  being  entitled  to  the  same  per- 
centage on  the  liquidated  funds. 

All  of  these  suits  have  been  carried  on 
during  the  depression  years  and  have  been 
quite  an  expense  to  the  International 
Union.  I  am  pleased  to  state  however, 
that  our  attorneys,  the  law  firm  of  Payer- 
Corrigan  &  Cook  have  been  very  consid- 
erate of  our  financial  condition  and  have 
agreed  to  hold  the  balance  of  their  bill 
which  amounts  to  about  $2500.00  until  the 
International  Union  is  in  a  better  financial 
position  to  pay  it  than  at  the  present  time 
and  for  this  consideration  your  officers 
have  extended  their  thanks  to  this  law  firm 
for  their  reasonable  services  and  their  con- 
sideration in  reference  to  our  financial 
condition. 

I  will  also  report  that  during  the  de- 
pression and  at  the  close  of  the  banks, 
your  officers  were  compelled  to  borrow  $10,'- 
000  from  the  Central  National  Bank  of 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  order  to  carry  on  our 
business.  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the 
report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  will 
show  that  $8,000.00  of  this  money  has  been 
repaid,  leaving  a  balance  still  owed  by  the 
International  Union  to  the  Central  Na- 
tional Bank  of  $2,000.00. 

I  might  also  state  that  during  this  same 
period  of  time,  the  membership  of  Local 
No.  46  permitted  the  International  Union 
to  use  the  sum  of  $5,053.50  which  was  the 
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refunds  of  their  members  on  the  Conven- 
tion Assessment.  Both  of  these  loans  aided 
and  assisted  the  International  Union  to 
pet  over  its  roughest  period  during  the 
depression,  and  I  desire  to  take  this  op- 
portunity of  thanking  the  officers  and 
membership  of  Local  No.  46  for  this  gen- 
erous action.  I  may  also  add  that  this 
indebtedness  has  been  repaid. 

The  above  attorney's  fees  and  the  bal- 
ance due  the  Central  National  Bank  are 
the  only  liabilities  of  the  International 
Union  at  the  close  of  fiscal  year  ending 
August  31,  1936,  and  considering  what  we 
have  gone  through  during  the  depression, 
I  think  this  record  of  the  International 
Union  coming  through  the  depression  is 
one  that  we  should  all  feel  proud  of. 

During  the  depression  period  and  ow- 
ing to  the  unemployment  existing  during 
this  time,  many  of  our  membership  were 
suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues.  Many 
of  these  suspensions  were  caused  by  cir- 
cumstances over  which  the  suspended 
members  had  very  little  or  no  control  and 
in  order  to  try  and  remedy  this  situation 
the  following  letter  was  sent  out  from  the 
General  Office  on  January  12,  1934,  copy  of 
which  is  as  follows: 

"Dear  Sir  and  Brother: 

Up  to  the  present  time  there  have  been 
no  codes  approved  for  the  building  con- 
struction industry.  We  have  been  informed 
that  the  supercode  which  has  been  pre- 
sented to  the  National  Recovery  Admin- 
istration by  the  United  States  Construc- 
tion League,  along  with  nineteen  other 
codes  affecting  that  many  contracting  and 
subcontracting  trades,  have  been  referred 
to  the  President  by  Administrator  John- 
son for  his  consideration  and  approval. 

There  will  be  a  meeting  with  the  Presi- 
dent, it  is  hoped  some  time  during  the 
present  month  and  as  a  result  of  this  meet- 
ing, the  officers  of  the  several  Interna- 
tional Unions  involved  believe  that  a  code 
for  the  building  construction  industry  will 
be  signed  by  the  end  of  January  1934. 
There  will  be  no  definite  scales  or  uniform 
wages  affecting  building  trades  mechanics 
set  forth  in  these  codes,  such  as  there  are 
contained  in  the  agreement  with  the  Pub- 
lic Works  Administration.  In  lieu  of  any 
definite  or  specified  scale  of  wages  for 


building  trades  mechanics,  there  has  been 
substituted  a  provision  providing  for  col- 
lective agreements  between  employers  and 
employees  covering  certain  defined  areas. 

I  am  herewith  quoting  these  provisions 
which  I  believe  will  be  contained  in  the 
building  construction  code: 

"In  each  division  or  subdivison  of  the 
industry,  as  defined  in  the  schedule  incor- 
porated in  this  code  relating  thereto,  em- 
ployers and  employees,  as  a  result  of  bona 
fide  collective  bargaining  between  truly 
representative  associations  of  the  em- 
ployers and  employees  respectively  con- 
cerned may  establish  by  mutual  agreement, 
for  a  specifically  defined  region  or  locality 
the  standards  of  hours  of  labor,  rates  of 
pay  and  such  other  conditions  of  employ- 
ment relating  to  occupations  or  types  of 
operations  in  such  division  or  subdivision, 
as  may  be  necessary  to  effecuate  the  policy 
of  Title  I  of  the  Act. 

After  the  President  (as  authorized  in 
Section  7  of  the  Act)  has  approved  any 
such  agreement  arrived  at  within  any 
such  division  or  subdivision,  it  shall  be 
deemed  prima  facie  unfair  competition  for 
any  employer  in  such  division  or  subdivi- 
sion to  fail  to  comply  with  the  standards 
of  maximum  hours  of  labor,  minimum 
rates  of  pay  or  other  conditions  of  em- 
ployment so  approved,  and  prescribed  by 
the  President  in  respect  of  the  perform- 
ance within  the  defined  region  or  locality 
of  the  types  of  operations  concerned;  and 
the  failure  of  such  an  employer  to  desist 
from  such  unfair  competition  after  being 
given  due  notice  and  opportunity  to  be 
heard,  shall  constitute  a  violation  of  the 
requirements  of  this  Code. 

The  Administrator  shall  establish  one  or 
more  Boards  for  each  division  or  subdivi- 
sion of  the  industry  concerned  to  investi- 
gate any  complaints  of  unfair  competition, 
as  defined  in  this  section,  which  Board 
shall  consist  of  two  employer  and  employee 
representatives  and  an  impartial  chair- 
man. Each  Board  shall  give  notice  and 
opportunity  to  be  heard  to  each  complain- 
ant and  respondent  and  thereafter  notify 
said  parties  of  its  findings  and  report  them 
to  the  Administrator,  as  a  basis  for  appro- 
priate action  to  enforce  the  requirements 
of  this  Code." 
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By  the  above  provisions,  which  I  believe 
will  be  contained  in  the  new  code,  it  can 
be  readily  seen  that  the  wapes  of  our  mem- 
bership shall  be  arrived  at  by  collective 
agrreements  between  our  employers  and 
our  local  unions  and,  inasmuch  as  it  is 
anticipated  that  a  revival  in  the  building 
construction  industry  is  to  begin  after  the 
first  quarter  of  1984  when  the  Public 
Works  programs  are  to  get  under  way, 
and  with  this  thought  in  mind,  we  would 
like  to  advise  all  of  our  local  unions  if  they 
have  not  already  done  so,  to  endeavor  to 
hold  conferences  with  their  employers  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  wage-agree- 
ments for  the  coming  year. 

We  also  believe  that  it  would  be  good 
policy  for  our  local  unions  to  make  an 
effort  wherever  possible,  in  order  to  try 
and  rehabilitate  our  local  unions  back  to 
their  former  numerical  strength,  to  make 
provisions  to  reinstate  all  former  members 
who  were  suspended  or  dropped  from  the 
rolls  for  minor  offenses  or  infractions  of 
the  rules  of  the  local  union,  as  well  as  to 
remit  all  fines  for  minor  offenses  and  in- 
fractions of  the  rules,  wherever  possible. 

In  order  to  co-operate  and  assist  local 
unions  reinstating  their  ex-members,  the 
International  office  stands  ready  to  grant 
a  special  dispensation  of  the  nominal  sum 
of  $3.00  to  reinstate  these  ex-members  at 
headquarters. 

I  sincerely  trust  that  all  of  our  local 
unions  having  a  large  number  lof  sus- 
pended members,  particularly  those  who 
were  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues, 
will  co-operate  with  us,  so  that  we  may  be 
able  to  again  start  to  rebuild  our  Interna- 
tional Union  into  its  former  numerical 
strength  which  it  enjoyed  prior  to  the  de- 
pression. Trusting  that  your  local  union 
will  give  this  matter  due  and  careful  con- 
sideration and  that  you  may  see  your  way 
clear  to  co-operate  with  us  to  the  end  that 
we  may  again  bring  back  into  the  fold 
those  who  intend  to  continue  to  work  at 
our  industry  and  who  are  on  the  outside 
at  the  present  time,  I  am

As  a  result  of  many  of  our  local  unions 
co-operating  with  the  International  Officers 
we  have  succeeded  in  reinstating  approxi- 
mately 1,800  members  by  this  dispensa- 
tion, and  while  this  dispensation  of  $.'J.90 
was  discontinued  on  July  1,  1936  there  are 
still  quite  a  large  number  of  reinstate- 
ments coming  in,  and  which  in  our  opinion 
shows  very  good  signs  of  our  Interna- 
tional Union  getting  back  into  its  former 
numerical  position. 

Since  our  last  Convention,  there  have 
been  four  meetings  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil which  meetings  have  dealt  with  some 
very  important  subjects  and  which  will  be 
reported  to  this  Convention  by  First  Vice 
President  Moore,  and  any  attempt  upon  my 
part  to  recite  them  here  would  only  be 
duplication. 

I  regret  very  much  to  have  to  report 
since  our  last  Convention,  that  we  have 
been  unfortunate  in  losing  three  of  the 
Vice  Presidents  of  our  International  Union 
(Second  Vice  President  Edward  N.  Kelley, 
who  passed  away  August  12,  1931;  Roland 
B.  Jefferis,  who  passed  away  February 
19th,  1930  and  Third  Vice  President  Wm. 
J.  Murphy,  who  passed  away  February 
29,  1936) ;  a  former  General  President  and 
a  former  General  Secretary-Treasurer  in 
the  person  of  brothers  J.  H.  Bell  and  J. 
B.  Bowen  who  passed  away  since  our  last 
Convention.  In  the  loss  of  brothers 
Kelley,  Jefferis,  Murphy,  Bell  and  Bowen 
the  International  Union  has  lost  five 
very  capable  and  efficient  officers,  men  who 
had  spent  many  years  of  their  life  time 
in  the  cause  of  the  trade  union  movement. 
They  all  rendered  untiring  and  unselfish 
service  to  the  cause  of  our  International 
Union,  as  well  as  to  the  cause  of  the  trade 
union  movement  in  general. 

Since  our  last  Convention,  I  have  de- 
cided on  two  hundred  and  nineteen  ap- 
peals submitted  through  this  office  by  our 
membership,  as  well  as  by  local  unions 
and  I  desire  to  say  that  I  have  at  all 
times  attempted  to  decide  these  matters  in 
a.  fair  and  impartial  manner,  and  while  I 
have  perhaps  made  many  mistakes,  I  de- 
sire to  assure  the  membership  that  if  such 
was  the  case,  they  were  unintentional  upon 
my  part,  at  it  has  always  been  my  aim  to 
decide  all  questions  referred  to  me  in  a 
fair,  just  and  equitable  manner. 
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In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  take  this  of  your  deliberations  in  this  Convention

One  stock  I  just  mention  in  particular, 
to  show  just  what  has  happened.  About 
two  and  a  half  or  three  years  ago.  General 
Motors  Stock  got  down  about  as  low  as  $8 
a  share,  and  last  Friday  it  was  reported 
at  575  a  share,  so  that  this  depression  is 
no  different  than  any  other.  It  seems  as 
though  the  workers  are  going  to  be  the 
last  to  recover.  In  the  depression  there 
has  been  no  deflection  of  capitalization. 
Industry,  I  think,  with  a  few  exceptions, 
has  been  capitalized  almost  to  the  point  it 
was  in  1929.  In  1929  the  professors  of 
economics  in  this  country  said  our  depres- 
sion was  brought  about  because  of  the  top- 
heaviness  of  the  stock  market  over  capi- 
talization of  industry,  the  onward  march 
of  the  machines  and  our  production  has 
been  increased  and  our  consumptive  me- 
thods have  remained  dormant.  Some  of 
you  have  read  articles  on  technocracy  and 
the  advancement  of  machines.  Of  course, 
in  your  line  of  work,  you  see  a  great  deal 
of  change  now  in  the  putting  on  lath  as 
compared  to  that  of  few  years  ago.  There 
is  a  marked  change  in  the  condition  of 
every  industry,  until  at  the  present  time 
we  cannot  absorb  the  number  of  human 
beings  that  depend  on  wages.  We  are 
unable  to  purchase  back  the  commodities 
and  necessities  of  life  that  we  are  able  to 
produce.  If  we  were  able  to  do  that,  the 
poor  people  here  in  Canada — and  they  are 
not  any  different  here  than  in  the  United 
States — it  would  affect  the  poor  people 
here  in  Canada.  I  come  here  about  each 
year  on  an  extended  visit  to  my  friends 
and  relatives  —  about  100  miles  east  of 
here — and  I  find  that  we  have  the  same 
economic  problems  here  as  in  the  United 
States,  and  if  all  the  people  here  in  To- 
ronto today  could  buy  the  necessities  they 
need,  such  as  clothing,  shoes,  furniture 
and  the  various  necessities  of  life,  Simp- 
sons and  the  other  big  store  here  would 
be  out  of  stock  and  supplies  by  tomorrow 
morning.  And  then  people  would  never 
liave  bought  a  lot  of  things  they  had  no 
need  for,  they  would  just  confine  them- 


selves to  the  necessities  of  life.  The  shelves 
of  the  stores  would  be  unloaded,  and  we 
would  be  ready  then  to  produce  again.  By 
reason  of  the  machines  our  means  of  pro- 
duction have  increased,  and  in  a  few 
months  time  we  would  be  ready  to  sit 
down  again. 

It  seems  as  though  the  appeal  of  our 
labor  movement  has  not  been  listened  to 
by  those  who  are  again  operating  on  the 
old  basis.  What  they  have  in  mind  is  the 
development  of  commodities  with  no  con- 
sideration of  the  fact  that  we  have  to  have 
customers  for  those  commodities,  other- 
wise the  manufacturing  of  them  is  of  no 
avail,  and  we  are  proceeding  along  the 
lines  of  consumption  as  we  did  in  the  old 
days,  and  our  consumptive  methods  are  at 
a  standstill. 

In  1929  the  talk  of  a  bill  that  was 

passed  in  which  the  Chicago  labor  move- 
ment was  quite  helpful  and  then  going 
down  with  the  previous  mayor  to  Wash- 
ington because  of  the  Boulder  Dam  bill 
we  went  there  because  we  figured  the 
Boulder  Dam  would  create  power  from  the 
rivers  and  waters  of  the  Imperial  Valley 
and  that  valley  alone  would  be  a  source  of 
supply  for  our  entire  nation.  Before  we 
were  able  to  complete  the  Boulder  Dam, 
the  farmers  were  cutting  down  their  till- 
age and  their  production  because  there 
was  already  too  many  commodities  in  the 
market.  There  was  not  an  over-produo- 
tion,  but  there  were  too  many  commodities 
stagnant,  too  many  not  getting  into  the 
hands  of  the  people.  Down  at  Montreal 
there  were  boats  loaded  with  wheat,  tied 
up  at  the  docks  with  nowhere  to  go,  and 
the  harbours  of  New  York  and  the  rivers 
of  Chicago  loaded  boats  were  tied  up  hav- 
ing no  place  to  go.  About  30  miles  from 
Chicago  a  farmer  owning  a  40-acre  oat 
field  made  investigations  as  to  what  he 
could  get  after  threshing  and  sending  his 
oats  to  market,  and  then  he  found  it  would 
be  cheaper  to  burn  down  the  oat  fields 
and  he  burned  down  40  acres  of  oats. 

We  know  ourselves  we  are  so  close  to 
nature,  and  we  are  approaching  the  time 
when  nature  will  recall  us.  We  realize 
that  we  were  in  some  manner  tampering 
with  labor,  and  instead  of  opening  up 
the  markets  and  making  it  possible  to  se- 
cure markets  through    the    old  methods 
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taught  in  the  early  days,  that  is,  earning 
our  bread  by  the  sweat  of  our  brow,  those 
who  did  the  work  have  produced  too  much 
sweat  for  the  amount  of  bread  to  be  got. 
They  did  not  heed  calling  a  shorter  work 
day  and  work  week  and  increased  wages 
so  that  would  be  able  to  complete  the 
cycle. 

Just  recently,  down  in  the  cotton  fields, 
a  machine  has  been  invented  that  will 
throw  thousands  of  these  people  out  of 
employment,  because  of  the  onward  march 
of  the  machine. 

Our  labor  movement  is  an  economic 
movement  along  the  lines  of  collective  bar- 
gaining. When  our  organization  was 
formed  it  was  to  secure  wages,  hours  and 
conditions  for  men  in  employment  in  in- 
dustry. Based  upon  the  same  economic 
system  as  we  have  now.  The  oranization 
did  not  organize  for  any  other  economic 
or  political  achievement,  and  in  the  last 
20  or  25  years  it  has  been  more  active 
than  before  that.  The  minds  of  our  great 
labor  movement,  which  is  the  only  move- 
ment that  has  been  able  to  stand  and  keep 
organized  in  the  test  of  time  has  been 
bombarded  with  literature  from  all  sorts 
of  new  schemes  and  economic  develop- 
ments which  will  bring  us  out  of  the  con- 
dition we  are  in,  and  put  the  worker  on 
top.  Our  labor  movement  has  been  very 
negligent  in  supplying  the  members  of  or- 
ganized labor  as  to  what  really  are  the 
fundamental  principles  of  the  Trades 
Union  movement.  The  men  are  able  to 
get  literature,  the  financial  source  from 
which  it  comes  you  have  given  no  thought 
to  in  the  United  States.  In  every  local 
union  there  is  a  generous  supply  of  litera- 
ture coming  from  a  movement  whose  poli- 
cies may  be  correct  but  is  no  part  of  our 
movement,  because  we  have  not  yet  ac- 
cepted any  part  of  it.  I  am  referring  to 
the  Communist  movement.  I  don't  care 
about  criticizing  the  worker,  or  about  criti- 
cizing the  Communist  party.  Perhaps  and 
perchance  they  have  the  right  economic 
and  social  change  in  their  efforts.  How- 
ever, as  we  reflect  back  over  what  has 
been  attempted,  and  if  you  will  permit, 
I  will  call  your  attention  to  those  in  Illi- 
nois and  the  northwest  country,  where 
there  was  developed  what  was  known  as 
the  Farmer  Labor   Party,   and   they  still 


luainlain  and  operate  as  the  Farmer 
Labor  Party  in  Illinois.  The  last  con- 
vention that  party  held  was  packed,  and 
those  of  the  workers'  party  who  later  de- 
clared themselves  as  the  Communist  Party 
attended  the  Farmer  Labor  Party  con- 
vention and  re-named  it  the  Farmer 
Labor  Party,  and  from  that  time  on  the 
party  was  unable  to  continue,  but  held  a 
convention  under  the  name  of  the 
Farmer  Labor  Party,  which  proves 
conclusively  that,  even  though  we  are  able 
to  take  the  Farmer  Labor  Party  bag 
and  breeches,  they  were  able  to  walk  away 
with  it  and  the  Trades  Union  movement 
said,  "All  right,  take  it,  it  is  your  baby. 
Let  us  see  what  you  do  with  it."  They  let 
the  baby  starve  to  death.  Those  are  the 
facts  and  we  should  not  concern  ourselves 
a  great  deal  about  the  political  programme 
of  the  Communists.  We  know  of  their  ef- 
forts to  destroy  the  Trades  Union  move- 
ment. They  are  now  sitting  at  the  local 
unions  and  decided  to  come  back  and  be 
nice  babies  again,  but  the  experience  of  us 
as  trades  unionists  is  that  their  purpose 
is  to  destroy  the  present  structure  of  our 
American  Federation  of  Labour,  to  carry 
out  the  ideas  that  have  along  political 
lines.  That  is  a  thing  they  might  possibly 
be  right  in,  but  we  have  established  a 
labour  movement  here  that  has  accom- 
plished things. 

This  is  an  admirable  convention,  and  I 
was  curious  to  know  what  was  going  to 
happen  in  the  International  Lathers'  Union 
and  I  was  very  much  pleased  to  be  at  this 
convention  today,  and  it  indicates  that  the 
International  Lathers'  Union  and  the  officers 
had  something  within  their  bosoms  that  was 
fundamentally  sound,  and  that  they  were 
able  to  maintain  their  standards  of  wages 
and  conditions,  and  they  are  as  good  now 
in  a  great  many  cities  that  I  know  of  as 
they  were  previous  to  the  depression,  even 
though  there  is  not  so  much  building  now 
as  in  the  past.  They  have  control  of  what 
is  being  done. 

Mr.  Chairman,  those  of  us  who  are  observ- 
ing things,  the  outlook  is  right  near  at  hand 
for  a  greater  and  increased  building  boom, 
a  building  boom  that  will  excel,  it  seems 
to  me,  that  of  any  other  that  we  have  had 
in  the  past,  because  since  1929  there  has 
been  such  an  enormous  doubling  up  on  the

part  of  families,  and  that  is  a  hard  thing 
for  the  different  branches  of  families  to 
do, — that  is,  to  live  under  the  same  roof. 
The  best  way  for  relatives  to  get  along  to- 
gether is  to  have  a  nice  space  of  distance 
between  them,  and  the  less  frequently  you 
see  them  you  get  along  very  much  more 
harmoniously.  Since  1929  they  have  been 
thrown  together,  and  now  they  are  anxious 
to  get  into  apartments  of  their  own,  but 
right  at  the  present  time  these  apartments 
are  not  available. 

They  have  established  the  standing  of  the 
stock  market  and  there  should  be  an  ex- 
pansion of  credit  and  the  necessity  for  a 
building  construction  program  is  quite 
evident  to  all  of  us,  and  will  have  to  begin 
and  to  take  place.  When  that  starts  and 
your  organization  is  holding  to  the  pro- 
gramme and  the  American  Labor  movement 
is  ready  to  control  that  situation  and  able 
to  see  that  your  members  are  taken  care 
of  and  to  see  that  the  work  is  properly  done 
and  done  under  trades  union  conditions. 
So  I  congratulate  you  in  having  held  fast 
during  this  extraordinary  period,  and  in 
coming  down  here  I  am  asked  to  extend  to 
this  International  Union  and  to  its  officers 
to  which  you  have  had  the  honour  of  having 
your  President  representative  of  our  great 
American  Federation  of  Labor  over  on  the 
other  side  at  the  British  Labor  Assembly. 

I  am  sure  his  report  of  what  has  taken 
place  over  there  will  be  beneficial  to  the 
delegates  and  to  those  who  read  the  report 
later  on.  We  are  pleased,  in  the  Chicago 
Federation  of  Labor,  to  extend  to  you  the 
greetings  of  that  federation  with  the  wish 
that  you  will  have  a  successful  deliberation, 
and  that  when  you  leave  here  you  will  build 
a  still  greater  International  Lathers'  Union. 

I  notice  that  in  this  convention  you  will 
deal  with  problems  pertaining  to  your  or- 
ganization. I  was  very  pleased  to  learn 
of  your  having  established  a  Chinese  branch 
in  connection  with  the  International.  I 
understand  that  there  are  a  couple  of  reso- 
lutions from  your  Chinese  local,  and  I  am 
sure  that  when  these  resolutions  are  up  you 
will  indeed  look  after  the  interests  of  your 
Chinamen  and  see  that  is  properly  taken 
care  of. 

It  is  a  very  great  pleasure  to  be  here, 
beause,  knowing  your  oflBcers  and  being 
well  acquainted  with  the  officers  of  local 


74  and  members  of  our  Federation  News 
that  I  represent  here  today,  let  me  say  to 
you  gentlemen,  briefly,  that  if  we  had  no 
Federation  News  today  we  would  have  had 
to  reorganize  it  if  Local  No.  74  had  not 
re-subscribed  its  membership.  That  was 
when  buildings  were  going  up  and  the  Fed- 
eration News  would  have  had  to  suspend,  for 
we  were  on  our  last  legs,  but  they  saw  the 
necessity  of  trades  union  information.  When 
you  stop  to  think  how  little  trades  union 
information  gets  into  the  hands  of  the  gen- 
eral public — the  public  is  always  steered 
off  on  another  track  so  far  as  our  economic 
movement  is  concerned. 

If  you  read  of  the  years  of  the  late  Samuel 
Gompers  you  will  read  his  address  to  all 
other  conventions  and  he  called  the  atten- 
tion of  the  delegates  assembled  at  those 
conventions  to  retain  the  support  of  the 
Labor  Press.  But  there  has  not  been  that 
support  forthcoming.  This  job  of  mine  has 
been  a  tough  and  hard  one,  but  I  am  glad 
to  be  able  to  report  to  you  now  that  the 
Confederation  News  is  not  only  on  its  feet, 
and  its  subsidiary,  the  Buyers'  Guide,  is 
carrying  on  on  its  own.  It  is  turned  over  to 
the  broadcasting  station  that  the  Chicago 
Federation  of  Labor  has  helped  to  pay  for 
the  bills  that  goes  with  the  maintenance  of 
a  large  broadcasting  station,  so  that  is  quite 
a  change,  and  that  has  been  made  possible 
because  of  Local  74.  I  beliece  I  have  their 
friendship  and  I  think,  on  the  other  hand, 
they  recognize  the  value  of  labor's  publicity 
to  carry  a  message  properly  into  the  homes 
of  labor  since  we  established  and  got  the 
broadcasting  station  going.  Thanks  to  the 
efforts  of  our  Secretary  and  President,  the 
building  of  that  station  enabled  us  to  carry 
the  message  into  the  homes  of  the  workers 
every  day  and  at  the  same  period  of  time 
that  the  other  stations  do.  We  have  made 
an  application  for  a  50,000  kilowatt  power 
station,  and  if  we  get  that,  you  will  be  able 
to  pick  it  up  at  any  place.  That  is  labor's 
own  station,  and  there  is  nobody  drawing 
any  dividends  from  that  station  outside  of 
the  fact  that  we  are  getting  paid  our  salar- 
ies, and  I  am  sure  the  members  do  not 
object  to  paying  wages  when  service  is 
rendered.  That  station  has  rendered  ser- 
vice to  the  great  labor  movement,  and  they 
(the  Communists)  are  careful  now — in  fact, 
more  cautious  and  careful — as  to  what  they 
say  previous  to  the  installation  of  that  sta- 
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tlon,  because  we  at  the  station  can  say  that 
Is  not  so,  and  these  are  the  actual  facts  and 
represent  the  policies  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor. 

In  spite  of  all  the  setbacks,  your  labor 
movement  is  going  ahead,  and  you  have 
gone  ahead,  and  as  far  as  the  depression  is 
concerned  It  has  been  by  the  depression  that 
the  worker  has  learned,  and  it  is  by  the 
depression  that  we  formed  unions.  It  seems 
as  though  we  have  to  be  bumped,  we  have 
to  be  plastered  against  the  wail  in  some 
manner,  and  that  we  have  to  continue  to 
fight  to  hold  and  maintain  and  develop  our 
economic  movement,  and  unless  we  get 
these  jolts  we  seem  weakened. 

If  there  is  anything  I  can  say  with  re- 
gard to  the  activity  I  am  engaged  in,  I 
would  say  to  your  delegates  in  the  same 
manner  might  your  International  Union 
introduce  a  resolution  to  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  and  demand  that  labor 
get  a  national  publication.  The  railway 
brotherhoods  and  the  railway  crafts  have 
a  labor  paper  which  comes  to  those  who 
work  in  the  railroad  industry,  and  it  carries 
the  message  of  organized  labor  to  them 
every  week.  A  labor  publication  is  hardly 
second  to  the  broadcasting  station  when  it 
comes  to  carrying  information  necessary  for 
those  to  know  about  the  labor  movement, 
and  if  this  international  and  others  brought 
a  resolution  asking  that  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  call  together  the  respective 
groups  which  are  interested  in  promoting 
labour  publications  under  the  control  of  your 
central  bodies  that  we  establish  a  national 
paper  where,  every  week,  our  trades  unions 
will  get  the  message  of  organized  labor,  and 
then  they  can  go  to  the  other  fellow  and 
say,  "This  is  the  program  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  whatever  state  it  may 
be  in,"  and  then  they  would  not  be  ignor- 
at  of  where  we  stand,  and  would  not  be 
subject  to  all  kinds  of  information  that  the 
other  fellow  talks  about,  and  a  lot  of  con- 
demnation that  is  heaped  upon  us.  If  it  is 
right  that  they  should  carry  this  propaganda 
into  the  homes  of  our  workers,  and  if  it  is 
the  proper  course  for  them,  then  there  is  no 
need  for  a  publication  of  trades  union  infor- 
mation. If  we  do  not  believe  that  it  is 
proper  information,  and  if  we  believe  we 
have  to  get  further  information  into  the 
homes  of  all  the  people  with  regard  to  the 


efforts  ol  the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
and  if  we  can  bring  home  to  them  the  fact 
that  the  existing  laws  upon  the  statute  books 
of  the  nation  were  so  placed  there  through 
the  efforts  of  tlie  representatives  of  organ- 
ized labor  through  their  International  Union 
with  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  it- 
self. If  we  could  say  to  them  that  that  law 
was  introduced  in  there  and  was  made  in  the 
Executive  Council  in  chambers  of  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor — you  speak  of  these  important  bills 
as  being  promoted  by  Senator  This  and  Sena- 
tor That  and  the  other  senator,  but  the  bill 
itself  had  its  origin  in  the  labor  movement. 

That  is  where  the  birth  of  those  bills 
took  place, — the  birth  of  those  bills  were 
given  to  in  that  body. 

So  that  if  the  public  can  understand  the 
constructive  ideas  that  have  been  carried 
in  our  American  Federation  of  Labor,  and 
while  we  do  chafe  under  these  depressions 
and  while  we  deplore  these  depressions. 
Delegates  and  Officers,  we — when  I  say  we 
I  mean  the  working  class — we  are  respon- 
sible for  their  existence.  If  previous  to 
1929  we  had  had  5-6ths  of  the  total  worker;- 
organized  in  America  instead  of  l-6th,  if 
we  have  been  able  to  get  a  standard  of 
wages  in  all  parts  of  industry,  that  stand- 
ard of  wages  would  have  had  a  purchasing 
power  to  buy  the  commodities  produced,  and 
the  stagnation  of  over-production  would  have 
been  set  back  at  least  to  a  great  extent,  but 
instead  of  that  during  the  period  of  my  life 
time — I  think  it  is  about  54,  51 — in  1881 — 
in  the  period  of  that  American  Federation 
of  Labor  we  reached  a  high  point  one  time 
of  at  least  over  5  million.  Five  million  set 
the  standards  of  wages  in  the  United  States, 
affected  the  standards  of  wages  in  Canada, 
and,  yes,  it  helped  naturally  in  Mexico  and 
other  countries,  and  that  was  developed  by 
one-sixth  of  our  workers  joining  the  Am- 
erican Federation  of  Labor. 

Can  you  conceive  of  the  power,  the  force 
and  the  influence  we  would  have  had  if  we 
had  had  5-6th  of  the  workers  in  industry 
instead  of  l-6th,  and  if  we  would  have  had 
that  force,  why  we  could  have  harnessed  the 
power  of  the  workers  as  great  as  the  power 
that  goes  into  Boulder  Dam. 

And  it  is  not  so  much  what  the  program 
is  going  to  be  as  it  is  the  development  of 
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the  organization  first.  When  this  organiza- 
tion was  formed  first  you  did  not  complete 
its  job  then:  you  have  held  convention  after 
convention.  For  what  purpose?  Well  you 
find  that  this  thing  ought  to  be  changed  and 
that  thing  ought  to  be  changed,  and  in  the 
evolution  of  time,  we  find  it  necessary  for 
more  conventions,  and  when  you  get  through 
here  to-day  you  won't  complete  the  job  in 
a  year  or  so.  Then  you  will  have  another 
convention  and  you  will  amend  the  things 
you  do  to-day  and  add  things  to  your  con- 
stitution, because  we  learn  to  walk  by  walk- 
ing; we  learn  to  do  by  doing.  We  are  In 
an  age  of  evolution,  and  we  become  uneasy 
in  this  age  of  evolution  because  we  consider 
it  too  slow,  and  we  are  slow,  and  I  believe 
there  has  got  to  be  a  more  solid  definite 
programme  of  policy  of  information,  of  pub- 
lization  of  our  efforts;  and  that  can  be  done 
by  developing,  as  I  say,  a  national  weekly 
newspaper,  daily  papers  wherever  possible, 
developing  WCFL  to  a  50,000  watt  station, 
keep  control  of  that  station,  and  then  you 
can  answer  any  kind  of  insidious  propaganda 
that  is  developed  against  you,  whether  from 
Fascists  or  Communists,  when  you  consider 
that  propaganda  detrimental  to  you,  because 
you  will  have  means  available  by  which  you 
can  reach  the  minds  of  those  who  will  see 
to  it  that  you  are  properly  taken  care  of. 

It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  for  me  to  be  here 
with  you  men.  There  are  a  number  of  you 
whom  I  have  known  a  long  time.  I  have  had 
the  privilege  of  coming  to  a  number  of  your 
conventions,  with  no  axe  to  grind  except  to 
say  "Hello"  to  you,  to  wish  you  well,  to 
thank  you  for  your  many  kindnesses  to  me, 
and  to  wish  you  Godspeed  in  the  develop- 
ment of  your  organization.  I  hope  I  will 
be  spared  and  have  the  means  by  which  I 
can  come  and  attend  future  conventions  of 
your  International  Union.  Mr.  Chairman  and 
Delegates,  I  thank  you. 

(Applause) . 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  I  am  sure  that 
we  all  enjoyed  Brother  Wills'  talk,  and  I 
sincerely  hope  that  we  will  all  profit  by  it, 
and  that  in  the  future,  whenever  our  busi- 
ness gets  running  along  stable  lines 
again,  that  we  will  be  able  to  aid  and  assist 
him  in  the  spread  of  his  publication,  so  that 
he  may  be  able  to  spread  amongst  all  the 
people  the  real  news  of  the  Trade  Union 


movement  both  among  the  organized  and 
unorganized  of  the  country,  and  that  our 
position  and  our  policies  and  our  principles 
will  be  better  understood  by  all  of  the  people, 
and  that  we  may  as  a  result  of  the  dissem- 
ination of  this  information,  have  a  greater 
and  a  larger  fold  for  the  Trade  Union  move- 
ment of  our  country,  and  that  we  may  get 
not  only  the  5  million  but  perhaps  10  million 
members  affiliated  with  the  Trade  Union 
movement  in  the  United  States  and  Canada. 
I  again  want  to  thank  Brother  Wills  for  his 
kind  remarks. 

We  also  have  another  visitor  here,  the 
Commissioner  of  Labor  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  who,  I  feel  sure,  you  will  all  be 
pleased  to  hear  address  you  with  a  few 
remarks. 

DEPUTY  MINISTER  OF  LABOR,  MR. 
J.  F.  MARSH,  entered  the  platform. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  Brothers,  I 
have  the  pleasure  of  introducing  an  old-time 
Trade  Unionist  who  was  at  one  time  General 
Organizer  of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Car- 
penters for  the  Province  of  Ontario,  Brother 
Marsh. 

MR.  MARSH,  Deputy  Minister  of  Labor, 
Province  of  Ontario:  Mr.  President  and 
Fellow  Trade  Unionists — I  can  address  you 
that  way,  because  I  still  carry  a  paid-up 
membership  in  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpen- 
ters, but  instead  of  being  the  Commissioner 
of  Labor,  Sir,  I  am  the  Deputy  Minister  of 
Labor.  The  Minister,  or  what  you  might 
call  the  Commissioner,  is  called  in  this  coun- 
try the  Minister.  The  Minister  of  Labor, 
the  Hon.  David  A.  Croll,  was  quite  content 
that  I  should  come  down  here  and  say  a 
few  words  to  this  convention. 

I  don't  know  just  what  I  might  say  to 
you  that  would  be  of  interest  except  to  in 
a  brief  way  tell  you  how  our  Labor  Depart- 
ment functions  here  in  Ontario.  We  have 
a  Labor  Department  with  a  personnel  of 
approximately  200  employees,  inspectors  and 
office  staff,  those  engaged  in  the  Employment 
service  throughout  the  Province.  Our  De- 
partment is  divided  into  eight  Branches — 

The  Employment  Service  (what  we  call 
the  main  office).  First  of  all  I  suppose 
I  should  say  the  Employment  Service. 

The  Factory  Inspection  Branch. 
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The  Boiler  Inspection  Branch. 
The  Operating  Engineers'  Branch. 
The  Minimum  Wage  Branch. 
The  Apprenticeship  Branch. 
The  industrial  Standards  Branch. 

and  incidentally,  anything  else  that  comes 
our  way,  Sir,  and  there  is  lots  of  it  coming 
our  way. 

We  endeavour  to  look  after  the  interests 
of  labor.  It  is  called  the  Department  of 
Labor,  and  in  so  far  as  the  present  Min- 
ister is  concerned,  it  is  his  desire  that  we 
look  after  the  affairs  that  concern  labor, — 
wages,  hours,  factory  conditions,  safety 
measures,  endeavouring  to  find  employment 
under  proper  conditions,  and  all  that  sort 
of  thing,  which  he  thinks,  and  I  think  too, 
are  the  proper  functions  of  a  Labor  Depart- 
ment. 

I  suppose  the  conditions  in  Ontario  are 
very  similar  to  the  conditions  that  you  find 
elsewhere  throughout  Canada  and  the  Un- 
ited States.  There  are  spots  where  wages 
are  not  very  good,  hours  are  long,  people 
are  being  driven,  perhaps  not  with  a  whip 
behind  them  but  it  amounts  to  the  same 
thing — "If  you  don't  hurry  and  do  a  big 
day's  work,  we  can  get  somebody  else  to  do 
it  and  you  can  carry  on  some  place  else." 
That  seems  to  be  the  attitude  of  a  great 
many  employers.  We  are  trying  to  break 
that  down,  especially  In  endeavouring  to 
get  better  wages  and  better  working  condi- 
tions, and  while  in  many  places,  the  De- 
partment have  not  any  authority  because 
of  not  having  any  legislation  provided  for 
wages  for  men,  with  the  exception  of  our 
Industrial  Standards  Act  and  that  only 
functions  when  employers  or  groups  of  em- 
ployers and  groups  of  employees  can  sit 
down  around  a  table  and  agree  on  wages 
and  working  conditions,  and  where  there 
is  a  sufficient  number  of  both  employers 
and  employees  in  agreement,  then  through 
the  Department  and  through  the  Government 
itself  the  Wage  Agreement  is  made  effective 
by  law,  the  minority  who  may  disagree  or 
who  may  not  have  been  in  the  conference 
have  to  conform  with  the  rates  of  wages 
and  working  conditions  as  set  up  in  the 
agreement. 

That  is  one  thing.  It  is  new  in  this 
country  and  it  is  new  in  this  province,  and 
we  are  finding  difficulty  in  enforcement,  but 


it  is  like  every  other  law  you  know — there 
are  violators  and  violations  and  evasions. 
That  is  why  we  have  police  courts  in  this 
country,  and  I  presume  for  the  same  reason 
you  have  them  over  there  in  the  United 
States,  to  take  care  of  the  violator,  the  fel- 
low who  does  not  want  to  or  won't  live 
up  to  the  law. 

And  where  we  get  convictions,  the  em- 
ployer or  the  employee,  or  both  of  them,  are 
fined  for  violating  the  terms  of  the  wage 
schedule,  and  in  that  way  we  hope  to  be 
able  to  be  helpful  to  Labor,  not  only  in 
obtaining  better  rates  of  wages  but  in  main- 
taining those  wages  after  they  have  been 
made  effective,  first  of  all  by  negotiations 
and  then  by  Order-in-Council  on  the  part 
of  the  Government. 

Our  Factory  Inspection  branch  endeavours 
to  correct  conditions  where  things  are  un- 
safe, where  men  and  women  are  working  in 
conditions  that  will  be  detrimental  to  their 
health,  and  in  that  way  again  being  helpful 
to  labor.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Inspectors — 
and  we  have  about  50  working  at  the  present 
time — it  is  the  duty  of  the  inspectors  to  see 
to  it  that  all  of  the  Labor  laws  that  we  have 
on  the  statute  books  are  properly  observed 
both  by  the  employer  and  the  employee,  and 
I  think  we  could  keep  another  50  inspectors 
busy,  just  as  busy  as  the  50  that  we  have 
on  the  job,  because  there  are  so  many  people 
—and  again  I  want  to  say  both  employer  and 
employee — who  are  violating  the  terms  of 
the  law, — the  employee  because  he  seems  to 
think  that  he  is  forced  to  carry  on  just  the 
way  the  employer  wants  him  to.  In  some 
cases  they  do  it  quite  freely  and  frankly 
and  in  co-operation  with  the  employer,  but  I 
venture  to  say  in  most  cases  where  the  em- 
ployee is  violating  any  laws  so  far  as  hours 
and  wages  are  concerned,  it  is  because  it  is 
imposed  upon  him  by  the  employer,  and  if  I 
may  say  so,  Mr.  President,  that  that  is 
where  an  organization  such  as  yours,  such 
as  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
other  organizations,  properly  function.  I 
don't  think  that  we  have  a  law  on  any  stat- 
ute book,  whether  it  is  in  this  province  or 
any  other  province  or  in  any  state  of  the 
Union,  that  affects  labor  that  can  be  properly 
administered  without  the  whole-hearted  co- 
operation of  the  men  themselves  on  the  job, 
having  their  officials  act  for  them  when 
necessary.    We  find  here  where  the  people 
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are  organized  the  laws  are  better  observed. 
Where  there  is  little  or  no  organization 
amongst  the  employees,  then  it  is  a  job  for 
our  inspector.  They  have  to  do  the  whole 
job,  and  sometimes  it  is  very  difficult  to 
get  proper  information  in  order  that  Ave 
may  take  the  case  of  the  employee  into 
court  or  even  take  it  up  before  the  employer 

So  if  I  might,  in  the  way  of  encourage- 
ment— because  I  believe  Mr.  President  that 
no  matter  how  long  we  may  be  in  the  Trade 
Union  movement  or  how  active  we  may  think 
we  have  been  or  are  in  it  at  the  present  time, 
one  does  get  discouraged  at  times  and  feels 
like  throwing  his  hat  in  the  corner  and 
telling  his  wife,  "Well  I  am  finished,  some- 
one else  can  do  it."  I  felt  like  that  myself 
many  a  time. 

But  I  think  there  is  a  brighter  day  com- 
ing, and  it  won't  come  if  we  are  sitting  back 
waiting  for  the  other  fellow  to  do  it.  It 
won't  come  unless  the  Trade  Union  move- 
ment does  its  part,  and  they  have  to  use 
some  vigor  and  determination,  put  some 
punch  behind  their  elbow  in  order  to  have 
labor  conditions,  working  conditions  as  we 
would  have  them.  And  I  am  saying  this  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  we  may  have  in  the 
past  secured,  through  our  influence,  legis- 
lation that  will  be  helpful,  that  legislation 
can  not  be  properly  enforced  without  the 
co-operation  of  Labor  itself. 

In  very  few  cases  do  we  get  the  co-opera- 
tion of  employers  for  the  enforcement  of 
labor  legislation.  "We  do  in  some  cases  but 
they  will  tell  you,  "I  don't  want  to  be  a 
policeman  laying  information  against  my 
competitor",  and  sometimes  we  can't  blame 
them  for  that  because  they  meet  them  in 
their  associations,  around  their  council 
table,  and  in  other  ways  and  collaborate 
with  them,  and  then  go  out  and  lay  charges 
against  them  for  violating  the  law,  I  sup- 
pose they  think  it  is  not  playing  ball,  but 
nevertheless  they  do  recognize  that  there  is 
unfair  competition  when  the  other  fellow  is 
not  obeying  the  law. 

And  referring  back  to  our  Industrial  Stan- 
dards Act,  this  gives  an  opportunity  to  em- 
ployers to  petition  the  Department  to  call  a 
conference  of  the  workers  and  employers  of 
an  industry  in  a  certain  zone,  in  an  effort 
to  bring  about  a  rate  of  wage  that  will  be 
uniform  throughout  the  entire  industry  in 


that  particular  zone.  And  it  can  only  be 
done  with  the  co-operation  of  the  employees, 
and  in  most  cases  it  has  been  done  through 
the  Trade  Unions  and  the  employers — it 
brings  them  together. 

We  have  had  groups  together  that  never 
would  get  together  prior  to  the  enactment  of 
this  legislation.  And  employers  find  the 
employees  are  not  a  bad  lot  to  get  along 
with,  and  on  the  other  hand  the  employees 
have  found  the  employers  are  not  a  bad  lot 
to  get  along  with,  with  the  result  that  they 
have  established  a  wage  schedule.  In  every 
case  where  they  had  wage  schedules  estab- 
lished but  three  they  have  petitioned  for 
renewal.  So  that  we  are  establishing  a  re- 
lationship between  the  employer  and  the 
employees  in  industries  throughout  this  pro- 
vince that  will  make  for  better  wages,  better 
working  conditions,  and  friendliness  that 
will  bring  about,  I  presume,  better  produc- 
tion, for  that  is,  after  all,  what  the  other 
fellow  is  looking  for. 

Nevertheless  when  I  tell  you  that  we  have 
increased  the  wages,  and  when  I  say,  "we 
have",  I  want  you  to  understand  we  have 
only  been  the  Chairman  of  the  Meetings,  it 
has  been  the  employers  and  the  employees 
who  have  done  it — wages  have  been  in- 
creased in  some  cases  150  per  cent.,  and  yet 
after  he  gets  the  increase  some  of  them  are 
getting  30c  an  hour.  Now  you  fellows  don't 
have  to  be  mathematicians  to  figure  out  what 
he  was  getting  prior  to  the  conference.  But 
wages  were  ridiculously  low  in  some  of  the 
shops,  whereas  in  other  shops  in  the  same 
industry,  wages  were  considered  to  be  fair. 
And  while  it  was  hard  on  the  employee  who 
had  to  work  85  and  90  hours  for  $11  it  was 
particularly  hard  on  the  fair  employer  who 
had  to  compete  in  the  open  market  with 
the  fellow  who  was  paying  those  ridiculously 
low  wages. 

So  we  believe  with  this  piece  of  legisla- 
tion, we  are  doing  a  service  not  only  to 
the  employees  but  also  to  the  fair  em- 
ployer, and  I  believe  to  the  unfair  em- 
ployer too,  because  if  he  is  made  to  pay 
the  rates  of  wages  that  he  should  pay,  it 
comes  back  to  him  the  next  week  in  better 
purchasing  power.  So  we  believe  we  are 
benefitting  the  industry  as  a  whole.  And 
certainly  the  poor  fellow  that  used  to 
take  mother  home  $11  or  $9  or  $12  for  two 
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weeks  work,  I  know  that  mother  is  very 
much  more  pleased  with  the  envelope  that 
the  husband  is  takinfj  home  today,  even 
though  it  may  be  only  liOc  an  hour. 

Well,  now,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  awfully 
plea.scd  to  have  had  the  opportunity  of 
addressing  for  a  few  moments  in  my  ram- 
bling way,  the  Lathers.  You  are  of  the 
Building  Industry,  being  a  carpenter  I  am 
from  the  building  industry  too,  and  as 
your  Chairman  has  told  you,  I  used  to  be 
the  general  organizer  for  the  United 
Brotherhod  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of 
America.  I  have  been  one  of  those  "cake 
eaters"  we  call  them  over  here,  living  on 
the  Trade  Union  movement.  Neverthe- 
less, I  can  look  the  membership  of  our  or- 
ganization in  the  face  and  say  without 
any  fear  of  successful  contradiction  that 
every  dollar  they  paid  me  I  earned,  and  I 
believe  the  same  thing  can  be  said  of  your 
officials.  It  is  no  easy  job  to  represent 
labor  in  the  Trade  Union  movement.  I 
should  know:  I  was  at  it  for  22  years.  I 
first  started  as  Local  Business  Agent  in 
Niagai-a  Falls,  Ontario,  and  within  6 
months  was  covering  the  whole  Niagara 
Peninsula  with  11  local  unions.  I  stayed 
with  that  job  for  seven  years,  and  then  I 
was  supposed  to  get  a  promotion,  but  it 
carried  a  whole  lot  more  work.  I  was  ap- 
pointed General  Representative  of  the 
Brotherhood  by  our  present  President, 
Brother  Hutchinson,  and  I  remained  with 
that  job  until  about  two  years  ago,  when 
I  was  asked  to  accept  the  position  of  De- 
puty Minister  of  Labor  in  the  new  Gov- 
ernment in  Ontario.  It  was  a  job  I  did  not 
seek,  Mr.  President,  and  I  am  not  saying 
that  trying  to  be  boastful  or  egotistical. 
I  did  not  feel  like  leaving  my  employment 
with  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters.  I 
had  been  working  for  them  as  a  paid  of- 
ficer for  22  years,  the  better  part  of  a 
man's  life,  and  when  one  is  asked  to  volun- 
tarily leave  a  job  of  that  kind  and  accept 
another  job  which  is  subjected  to  political 
winds  and  everything  else  that  goes  with 
it,  well  one  has  to  stop  and  think  and 
consider  just  why  he  should  do  it.  The 
Cabinet  Minister  who  asked  me  to  accept 
the  job  proceeded  to  tell  me  why  I  should 
do  it,  and  I  fell  for  it,  Mr.  President,  and 
I  am  sitting  up  there  now  trying  to  look 
after  the  affairs  of  all  the  working  people 


of  this  province,  and  believe  me,  it  is  some 
job. 

However,  I  still  think  I  am  giving  some 
service  to  the  working  class  in  this  prov- 
ince. If  I  did  not  think  so,  I  would  not 
stay  there  another  minute.  I  know  that 
I  am.  And  I  have  been  asking  for  the 
co-operation  of  the  organized  workers  of 
this  province,  and  I  believe  I  have  been 
getting  it.  And  as  far  as  that  is  con- 
cerned, I  suppose  I  will  carry  on  until  I 
either  get  fired  or  I  want  to  quit. 

I  am  glad  that  you  have  the  Union  label 
on  the  gavel.  Sir,  the  Carpenters'  Union 
Label.  Well  now  I  did  not  want  to  talk 
about  myself.  I  did  not  want  to  say  any- 
thing in  the  way  of  justification  for  my 
being  on  the  present  job  either  because  I 
was  21  years  of  age  or  over  and  I  had  to 
make  up  my  own  mind  as  to  what  I  would 
do,  and  what  I  would  not  do,  and  as  I  say 
I  am  there  and  doing  the  best  I  can,  get- 
ting the  co-operation  from  a  lot  of  my 
friends  in  the  Trade  Union  movement. 

Well  now,  Mr.  President,  your  own  local 
Union  here  last  year  was  a  party  to  an 
agreement  under  the  Industrial  Standards 
Act,  and  they  will  be  able  to  tell  you  whe- 
ther it  Increased  the  wages  or  not.  I  don't 
think  it  did  insofar  as  the  Metal  Lathers 
were  concerned,  but  I  am  convinced  that 
insofar  as  the  Wood  Lathers  are  concerned, 
rates  of  wages  were  improved,  and  while 
there  may  have  been  and  I  guess  there  were 
many  violations,  nevertheless  the  minimum 
— and  believe  me  the  minimum  was  pretty 
low,  as  your  local  oflBcials  can  tell  you — was 
raised,  was  brought  up.  But  in  many  cases 
it  was  not  brought  up  to  the  schedule  rates 
as  provided  for  under  the  Act.  In  many 
cases  it  was.  And  we  hope  that  the  schedule 
may  be  renewed,  believing  as  we  do  that 
inasmuch  as  we  had  the  Act  amended  dur- 
ing last  session,  we  are  now  a  little  more 
careful  in  drafting  schedules  that  we  will 
be  able  to  give  better  administration  to  it. 

Again  we  seek  the  co-operation  of  both 
the  employers  and  the  employees  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  terms  of  the  schedules 
under  the  Act,  and  to  say  that  the  employees 
have  given  much  of  their  time,  that  is  the 
members  of  the  Boards  is  not  sufficient,  we 
must  say  that  employers  who  have  been 
members  of  the  several  Boards  have  given 
of  their  time  at  least  two,  three,  four,  five 
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hours  a  week  attending  meetings  in  order 
that  the  Act  or  the  schedules  may  be  prop- 
erly enforced. 

So  that  in  conclusion,  Mr.  Chairman,  1 
want  to  say  that  we  have  employers  in  this 
province  who  are  anxious  that  better  wages 
be  paid,  but  they  want  their  competitors  to 
pay  likewise,  and  they  are  using  the  Indus- 
trial Standards  Act,  in  co-operation  with 
the  employees,  to  the  end  that  there  will  be 
a  better  uniform  rate  of  wages,  more  uni- 
form hours  of  labor,  and  a  standard  of 
working  conditions  that  would  be  at  least 
passable  insofar  as  this  provinse  is  con- 
cerned. 

I  want  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  for 
giving  me  the  opportunity  of  saying  a  few 
words,  and  I  hope  this  convention  will  be 
successful  and  that  you  will  double  your 
membership  between  now  and  the  time  you 
hold  your  next  convention. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  I  want  to  take 
this  opportunity  of  thanking  Brother  Marsh 
for  his  address,  and  for  the  information  he 
has  conveyed  to  us,  and  I  feel  sure  after 
listening  to  his  remarks  that  many  of  us 
who  come  from  localities  that  have  some 
semblance  of  organization,  are  very  much 
gratified  because  of  our  conditions.  We  cer- 
tainly have  not  employers  paying  these 
pitifully  low  wages,  and  who  might  be 
titled  in  our  country  as  "Sons  of  Liberality" 
or  something  like  that. 

But  that  is  information  that  I  think  is 
very  good  to  have,  because  it  at  least,  im- 
presses upon  our  minds  what  can  be  accom- 
plished through  co-operation  and  harmony 
with  organization,  and  I  think  that  is  the 
question  here  in  the  Province  of  Ontario: 
what  they  need  is  to  recover  from  the  dis- 
organized condition  which  they  have  been 
placed  in  by  the  depression. 

I  happened  to  be  here  some  time  back  and 
had  conferences  with  some  of  the  building 
trades  oflScials,  and  at  that  particular  time 
received  a  lot  of  information  in  reference 
to  the  Act  that  you  spoke  of,  and  at  that 
time  it  was  not  received  very  hopefully, 
I  at  that  time  advised  them  that  the  Act 
would  be  subject  to  amendment  and  improve- 
ment from  time  to  time,  and  I  sincerely 
trust  it  will  be  improved  from  time  to  time 
to  the  end  that  you  may  at  least  get  a  decent 


set  of  standards,  for  at  least  the  building 
trades  mechanics  of  the  province. 

I  think  we  will  all  profit,  Brother  Marsh, 
by  the  information  you  have  given  us  In 
reference  to  the  Act  and  conditions  existing 
before  and  after  the  Act. 

Deputy  Minister  of  Labor  Marsh  retired 
from  the  meeting,  amid  the  applause  of  the 
meeting. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  At  this  time 
I  would  like  to  make  an  announcement  that 
I  believe  it  would  be  good  policy  on  the 
part  of  all  the  delegates  who  have  resolu- 
tions to  introduce  to  introduce  those  reso- 
lutions as  quickly  as  they  possibly  can.  The 
constitution  provides  that  the  third  day  at 
12.00  o'clock  midnight  is  the  limit  for  the 
introduction  of  resolutions  without  unani- 
mous consent;  and  I  want  to  make  that  an- 
nouncement so  that  everyone  will  under- 
stand the  time  limit,  and  all  those  who 
have  resolutions  to  introduce  I  advise  them 
to  make  them  as  soon  as  possible.  If  there 
is  no  more  business  to  come  before  the 
meeting — 

DEL.  PRANK:  (Local  190):  I  want  to 
make  a  motion  that  we  stand  quite  silent 
for  one  minute  in  remembrance  of  our  de- 
parted members  of  our  International  Union, 
as  well  as  the  late  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Minnesota,  as  well  as  of  all  others  who 
died  in  the  interests  and  the  cause  of  the 
Labor  Movement. 

Motion  seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  we  all 
rise  and  stand  silent  for  one  minute  as  a 
tribute  to  our  departed  members,  including 
the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and 
those  who  have  passed  on  who  were  en- 
gaged in  the  movement  for  the  common 
benefit.  You  have  heard  the  motion;  are 
you  ready  for  the  question.  All  those  in 
favour  signify  by  saying  "Aye";  those  op- 
posed. The  "Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 

(The  convention  stood  silent  for  one  min- 
ute). 

(The  chairmen  of  the  various  committees 
notified  the  members  of  those  committees 
where  to  attend  at  the  close  of  the  conven- 
tion). 
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DEL.  CASE:  (Local  47):  I  move  that 
we  adjourn  until  10.00  o'clock  tomorrow 
morning.  Seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have  heard 
the  motion;  are  you  ready  for  the  question? 
All  those  in  favour  will  signify  by  saying 


"Aye";  those  opposed.  The  "Ayes"  have  it, 
and  It  Is  so  ordered  that  we  stand  ad- 
journed until  10.00  o'clock  tomorrow  morn- 
ing. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  4.35  o'clock.

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have 
heard  the  motion,  that  the  Report  of  the 
Credential  Committee  be  received  and  the 
delegates  seated.

3.  Should  the  foregoing  order  of  business 
not  be  completed  at  one  meeting  of  a  ses- 
sion, the  order  shall  be  resumed  at  the  next 
where  it  stopped  at  the  previous  meeting, 
except  the  first  five  branches  of  the  fore- 
going order  shall  be  called  at  each  meeting. 

4.  All  petitions,  bills,  credentials,  appeals, 
resolutions,  amendments  and  so  forth,  must 
be  brought  before  the  convention  through 
the  secretary  who  shall  place  the  same  in 
the  hands  of  the  proper  committee  as  in- 
structed by  the  convention.

In  all  cases  wherein  the 
Resolution  Committee  deems  it  advisable  to 
present  a  substitute  for  any  resolution  plac- 
ed in  their  hands  for  consideration,  they 
must  present  their  substitute  in  duplicate  to 
the  Secretary  and  the  Resolution  Committee 
will  not  change  the  number  of  any  resolution 
placed  in  their  hands  as  given  by  the  Secre- 
tary. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Resolution  Commit- 
tee will  keep  a  written  record  of  the  Com- 


mittee's action  on  all  resolutions  In  a  book 
furnished  liim  for  tiiat  purpose  and  their 
report  to  tiie  convention  will  be  made  from 
the  same. 

6.  No  question  shall  be  subject  to  consid- 
eration or  debate  until  it  has  been  seconded 
and  stated  from  the  Chair.

And  they  shall  have  preference  in  the  order 
above  named,  the  first  four  of  which  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

8.  A  motion  to  close  debate  be  put  in  this 
form:  "Shall  the  debate  now  close?"  And 
if  adopted,  the  President,  shall  proceed  to 
take  the  question  on  the  resolutions  and 
amendments  thereto,  according  to  priority 
without  further  debate. 

9.  The  call  for  the  previous  question  shall 
be  put  in  this  form:  "Shall  the  main  ques- 
tion be  now  put?"  If  adopted,  the  effect 
shall  be  to  take  the  question  on  the  original 
resolution,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  debate. 

10.  When  the  decision  of  the  Chair  is  ap- 
pealed from,  he  shall  call  the  Vice-FVesident 
to  take  the  Chair.  The  party  appealing 
shall  then  briefiy  state  the  reason  for  his 
appeal,  the  President  shall  give  reason  for 
his  decision,  after  which,  without  further 
debate,  the  question  shall  be  put  thus:  "Shall 
the  decision  of  the  Chair  stand  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  convention?" 

11.  Every  member,  while  speaking,  shall 
adhere  to  the  question  under  debate  and 
avoid  all  personal  and  indecorous  language 
as  well  as  any  reflection  on  the  convention 
or  any  member  thereof. 

12.  Any  member,  while  speaking,  being 
called  to  order  (on  point  of  order)  shall 
cease  speaking  at  the  request  of  the  Chair. 

13.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once  on  the  same  question  until  all  the 
members  wishing  to  speak  shall  have  had 
an  opportunity  to  do  so.    Not  more  than  ten 
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minutes  at  one  time  shall  be  alloted  to  any 
one  delegate  to  speak  on  the  subject  before 
the  convention. 

14.  No  delegate  shall  interrupt  another  in 
his  remarks  unless  it  shall  be  to  call  him  to 
a  point  of  order. 

15.  A  motion  for  a  reconsideration  shall 
not  be  entertained  unless  made  by  a  dele- 
gate who  voted  in  the  majority,  and  shall 
require  a  majority  vote. 

16.  A  delegate  wishing  to  speak  shall  arise 
and  when  recognized  by  the  chairman  shall 
announce  his  name  and  local  number  before 
proceeding  to  speak  on  a  subject.

Membership  in  this  Union 
constitutes  a  delegation  on  the  part  of  each 
individual  member  to  the  Union,  of  exclu- 
sive designation  and  authority  to  the  Union 
to  engage  in  collective  bargaining  on  behalf 
of  its  members." 


Be  it  further  resolved  that  Sections  1 
and  2  be  printed  in  their  proper  places  in 
our  Constitution; 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  Section  2  be 
printed  in  due  books,  just  above  the  space 
where  a  member  signs.

WHEREAS,  Tom  Mooney  and  Warren  K. 
Billings  have  been  incarcerated  in  the  pris- 
ons of  California  for  twenty  years  having 
been  framed  and  convicted  on  perjured  evi- 
dence for  a  crime  which  they  did  not  com- 
mit and 

WHEREAS,  The  working  class  in  the 
U.S.  and  throughout  the  world  have  con- 
tinuously demonstrated  their  unshaken  faith 
in  the  innocence  of  these  men,  and  their 
determination  to  continue  the  militant  mass 
struggle  to  secure  the  immediate  and  un- 
conditional release  of  Mooney  and  Billings 
and 

WHEREAS,  Numerous  religious  institu- 
tions and  liberal  organizations  have  also 
demanded  the  freedom  of  Mooney  and  Bil- 
lings on  the  basis  of  their  proven  innocence, 
and 

WHEREAS,  Judge  Franklin  Griffin,  fore- 
most jurist  in  the  state  of  California  and 
Trial  Judge  in  Mooney's  case  has  declared 
the  following:  "The  Mooney  case  is  one  of 
the  dirtiest  jobs  ever  put  over  and  I  resent 
that  my  Court  was  used  for  such  a  con- 
temptible piece  of  work.  There  is  no  evi- 
dence against  him;  there  is  not  a  serious 
suggestion  that  any  exists.  Mooney  is  inno- 
cent and  ought  to  be  pardoned." 

The  Captain  of  Police  assigned  to 
investigate  the  "Preparedness  Day  Bomb 
Murders"  has  stated  that  Mooney  and  Bil- 
lings were  not  given  a  fair  and  impartial 
trial,  and  that  Mooney  and  Billings  should 
be  pardoned. 

The  ten  living  Mooney  jurors  plead  for 
his  pardon.  The  Chief  Prosecutor  of 
Mooney  says  that  Mooney  should  be  re- 
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leased.  The  Attorney  General  of  California 
had  on  two  occasions  requested  a  now  trial 
for  Mooney.  The  Captain  of  Detectives 
that  helped  convict  him  has  stated  that 
Mooney  did  not  have  a  fair  trial  and  that 
sanctity  of  the  Courts  has  been  violated. 
The  five  chief  witnesses  against  Mooney 
have  cither  confessed  to  or  have  proven  to 
be  purjurers. 

A  Commission  appointed  by  President 
Wilson  raised  the  doubts  about  Mooney's 
guilt.  In  1932  a  Commission  appointed  by 
President  Hoover  branded  the  case  as  an 
example  of  miscarriage  of  justice.  On 
May  23,  1933,  Mooney  was  again  brought 
on  trial  and  acquitted,  yet  he  was  sent  back 
to  prison  in  spite  of  his  innocence. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  we  send  a  com- 
munication to  the  Governor  requesting  him 
to  grant  an  immediate  and  unconditional 
release  of  Mooney  and  Billings  and  that  we 
urge  all  affiliated  locals  to  do  likewise,  and 
be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  we  urge  the  President 
of  the  United  States  that  he  instruct  the 
Attorney  General  to  intervene  before  the 
U.S.  Supreme  Court  for  immediate  release 
of  Mooney  and  Billings  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  L.I.U.  delegates  to 
the  coming  A.F.  of  L.  convention  be  in- 
structed to  introduce  this  resolution  to  said 
convention  with  the  proposal  that  a  Na- 
tional campaign  be  immediately  launched 
by  the  Executive  Council  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  for  the  freedom  of 
Mooney  and  Billings  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  this  convention  con- 
tribute the  sum  of  $200.00  to  the  authorized 
Mooney  Defense  Committee.   Be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolu- 
tion be  given  to  the  Public  Press.

The  L.I.U.  officers  to  obtain  for  this  pur- 
pose data  from  locals  now  having  same  in 
effect  so  that  other  locals  may  be  aided 
through  such  information  in  applying  equal 
distribution  of  work  in  a  manner  most  suit- 
able and  practical  to  them.  This  resolu- 
tion shall  not  be  construed  to  in  any  way 
curtail  the  autonomy  of  any  local  affiliated 
with  the  L.I.U.

WHEREAS:  If  these  members  instead 
of  losing  their  death  benefit  when  taking 
out  a  withdrawal  card  were  charged  full 
per  capita  tax  monthly  and  kept  in  con- 
tinuous good  standing  at  headquarters  and

they  can  secure  under  the  circumstances

WHEREAS,  A  policy  of  this  kind,  the 
discarding  of  aged  members  who  have  given 
their  best  years  to  the  industry,  because 
of  their  inability  to  pay  dues  through  un- 
employment, seems  like  an  ungrateful  ges- 
ture on  the  part  of  our  local  unions  and 
discourages  the  affiliation  of  new  members 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Most  of  these  older  mem- 
bers could  have  paid  their  per  capita  tax 
of  ninety  cents  per  month  or  had  their 
friends  pay  it  for  them  in  order  to  retain 
their  good  standing  at  headquarters  if 
union  dues  were  not  compulsory  when  they 
were  unemployed  under  certain  conditions 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  old-timers  in  the  L.I.U. 
would  thus  remain  in  an  eligible  position 
to  receive  their  full  death  benefit  to  which 
they  are  justly  entitled  under  the  circum- 
stances described  in  this  preamble.

(L.I.U.  Constitution)  with  its  fifty  per  cent, 
clause  is  to  guarantee  each  Local  a  nucleus 
on  each  job  in  its  territory  for  the  purpose 
of  decisive  enforcement  and  guarding  of  its 
wages,  by-laws  and  working  conditions,  and 

WHEREAS  the  intent  of  said  section  has 
been  changed  by  Executive  decree  so  as  to 
grant  the  employer  the  privilege  to  ignore 
this  law  beyond  a  certain  distance  from  the 
seat  of  the  Local  to  its  territorial  boundary 
line  with  regard  to  employing  fifty  per  cent, 
of  his  men  from  the  Local  in  whose  juris- 
diction his  work  is  located,  and 

WHEREAS  this  condition  reduces  the  in- 
centive of  each  Local  in  its  organizational 
work  throughout  its  entire  jurisdiction,  and 
also  increases  unemployment  among  the 
members  of  Locals  in  question.

Report  of  Executive  Council 


By  First  Vice-President  George  T.  Moore 


To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  to  the  Seven- 
teenth Convention  of  the  Wood,  Wire 
and  Metal  Lathers'  International  Union 
in  Convention  Assembled: 

Greetings! 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  both  privilege  and 
pleasure  that  I  have  the  honor  to  welcome 
you  as  First  Vice-President  and  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Council  of  our  International 
Union.  It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  me  to 
eee  so  many  delegates  present  after  a  seven- 
year  siege  of  depression,  and  unemployment 
with  its  attendant  suffering  and  want  to 
themselves  and  their  families,  and  it  is  en- 
couraging to  note  the  delegates  still  main- 
tain their  militant  and  progressive  spirit  of 
organization.  I  sincerely  trust  that  the 
sessions  of  this  convention  will  be  conducted 
along  the  line  of  endeavor  to  continue  to 
accomplish  the  greatest  good  for  the  greatest 
number  of  our  membership. 

There  have  been  four  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Council  since  the  last  Convention: 
the  first  one  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis  immed- 
iately following  the  last  convention  and 
three  meetings  held  at  the  General  Office, 
the  Minutes  of  which  are  as  follows:

September  14.    Evening  session  8  p.m.: 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  Chairman 
Moore,  with  all  members  of  Council  present. 
CASE  No.  1: 

Appeal  of  Local  Union  No.  32  in  reference 
to  funeral  benefit  of  Geo.  Schultz,  No.  984, 
presented  by  Secretary  P.  Mackie  of  Local 
Union  No.  32. 

Brother  Mackie  appeared  and  stated  the 
case  that  a  sister  of  Brother  Geo.  Schultz,  a 
Mrs.  L.  Doig,  was  looking  for  the  balance  of 
the  funeral  benefit  above  the  funeral  bill  of 
$227.60,  which  is  $272.40.  He  submitted  let- 
ters in  connection  with  the  case;  also  stated 
that  Mrs.  Doig  owned  her  own  home  and 
was  not  dependent  upon  Brother  Schultz. 
It  was  also  stated  that  Brother  Schultz  had 
three  sisters,  one  of  which  is  a  cripple  in  a 
hospital,  possibly  dependent. 

General  President  McSorley  gave  some  in- 
formation in  reference  to  the  matter.  Mo- 
tion made  by  Vice-President  Duty  and  sec- 
onded by  Vice-President  McKnight  that  the 
appeal  case  be  turned  over  to  General  Presi- 
dent McSorley  to  further  investigate  the 
circumstances  of  the  case  and  refer  same  to 
the  General  Executive  Council  for  approval. 
Carried.

Motion  made  by  Vice-President  Jefferis 
and  seconded  by  Vice-I'resident  Duty  to  ad- 
journ until  September  15th  at  1  p.m.  Car- 
ried.   Adjourned  10:15  p.m. 

September  15: 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  Chairman 
Moore  at  2  p.m.  All  members  of  the  Council 
were  present. 

Minutes  of  the  previous  meetings  were 
read  and  approved. 
CASE  No.  3: 

Re  Appeal  from  Local  Union  No.  377  vs. 
455,  West  Palm  Beach,  Fla.  Brother  J.  B. 
Eisenbrandt,  No.  26564,  of  Local  Union  No. 
455,  appeared  before  the  Executvie  Council 
with  voluminous  evidence  to  submit  on  be- 
half of  Local  Union  No.  455  and  took  three 
hours  to  explain  in  detail.  He  stated  that 
Local  Union  No.  455  requested  that  the  char- 
ter of  Local  Union  No.  377  be  revoked  be- 
cause of  many  violations  of  the  International 
Laws.  He  stated  in  part,  two  locals  in  West 
Palm  Beach,  Fla.:  one  made  up  of  white 
members,  No.  455,  and  the  other.  No.  377, 
composed  of  colored  members. 

Independent  union  there  in  1926,  with  a 
membership  of  200,  refused  Building  Trades 
Council  cards.  General  President  Wm.  J. 
McSorley  issued  charter  to  Local  Union  No. 
455  in  January  1926,  and  this  local  was 
seated  in  the  Building  Trades  Council  in 
February  1926,  which  eliminated  the  inde- 
pendent union. 

Local  Union  No.  377  notified  Local  Union 
No.  455  that  a  petition  was  going  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Sixteenth  Convention  in  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  and  Local  Union  No.  377  refused 
to  send  a  delegate  to  defend  the  local.  Bro- 
ther Eisenbrandt  further  stated  that  Local 
Union  No.  455  had  full  support  of  Plasterers' 
Union  who  would  not  cover  scab  work  or 
work  done  by  colored  lathers.  He  stated  that 
Local  Union  No.  455  would  accept  the  colored 
lathers  as  members  or  they  would  agree  to 
leaving  No.  377  charter  there,  providing  they 
agree  to  stay  in  the  jurisdiction  as  laid 
down  by  the  Building  Trades  Council  and 
not  accept  transfers  from  white  members. 


Ai)proved  by  the  East  Coast  District  Council 
of  Lathers.    Case  No.  3  to  be  continued. 

Motion  made  by  Vice-President  Haggerty 
and  seconded  by  Vice-President  Duty  that 
the  Council  adjourn  until  9  a.m.  Monday, 
September  16,  1929.  Carried.  Adjourned 
5:50  p.m. 

September  16.    Morning  session: 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  Chairman 
Moore,  first  vice-president,  at  10:15  a.m. 
Minutes  of  the  previous  meetings  were  read 
and  approved.  All  members  of  the  Council 
were  present. 

The  Council  then  went  into  further  dis- 
cussion of  Case  No.  3,  Local  Union  No.  377 
vs.  No.  455.  It  was  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  Executive  Council  that  Local  Union  No. 
377  took  an  unfair  advantage  of  Local  Union 
No.  455  in  sending  out  their  appeal  for  fin- 
ancial assistance,  which  was  not  approved  by 
our  International  Union.

455  waited  for  official  approval  and  Local 
Union  No.  377  did  not,  with  the  result,  some 
of  the  money  was  misappropriated  and  caus- 
ed considerable  trouble.

control  of  the  locals  of  our  International 
Union,  have  established  a  tentative  curri- 
culum for  the  various  schools  and  same  can 
be  obtained  by  any  local  union  establishing 
a  school  by  application  to  Headquarters 
through  their  local  secretary.  Curriculum 
is  as  follows: 

Architectural  Drawing,  Free  Hand  Draw- 
ing, Mathematics  and  Estimating,  Shop 
Work,  English. 

English  will  consist  of  reading  of  refer- 
ences, local  by-laws,  International  Constitu- 
tion, specifications,  trade  literature  and  trade 
science.  Any  information  that  is  deemed 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  above  plan  may 
be  obtained  from  the  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

Your  Executive  Council  recommends  that 
all  of  our  affiliated  local  unions  establish  a 
school  for  the  education  of  apprentices  and 


journeymen  wherever  possible  and  where 
thoy  can  retain  control  of  same  for  members 
of  our  International  Union.  We  also  urge 
and  instruct  International  Officers  and  Or- 
ganizers to  foster  this  plan  and  co-operate 
with  any  Local  Union  that  desires  to  operate 
a  school  as  herewith  set  forth.

Proposal  of  Brother  Wayne  Noble  that 
the  International  Union  buy  his  patent  on 
Corner  Bead.  The  Convention  took  action 
that  this  matter,  along  with  all  matters  of 
a  similar  nature,  be  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Board.  Brother  took  up  this  matter 
with  General  President  after  the  Convention 
(under  date  of  October  14th)  and  his  letter 
is  under  above  action  of  the  Convention. 

(Referred  to  Executive  Council  by  General 
President.) 

On  the  proposal  of  Brother  Wayne  Noble 
that  the  International  Union  buy  his  patent 
on  Corner  Bead  Holder,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Executive  Council  by  action  of  the 
Delegates  at  our  last  Convention  of  our  In- 
ternational Union,  held  at  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
motion  by  Vice-President  Haggerty  and  sec- 
onded by  Vice-President  McKnight,  that  the 
request  be  denied  for  the  following  reasons:

condition,  your  Executive  Council  feels 
that  it  is  its  duty  to  recommend  to  our 
affiliated  local  unions  and  their  member- 
ship, that  all  unreasonable  limitations  be 
avoided,  and  that  a  certain  standard  be 
demanded  from  all  local  unions  from  ap- 
plicants for  membership,  which  will  make 
them  bona  fide  qualified  lathers  and 
which  shall  have  a  tendency  to  eliminate 
from  encroachment  upon  our  trade  of  all 
laborers  and  other  mechanics  that  have 
in  the  past  been  encroaching  upon  the 
trade  jurisdiction  of  our  organization, 
due  to  these  low  limitations. 

We  feel  that,  if  this  recommendation 
is  carried  out  in  the  spirit  of  which  it  is 
offered  by  the  Executive  Council,  the 
wood  lathing  end  of  our  business  will 
again  be  placed  in  its  proper  position 
among  the  Building  Trades  and  the  in- 
terest of  our  membership  at  large,  on  this 
particular  class  of  work,  better  pro- 
tected.

That  the  undersigned  parties  to  this 
agreement  mutually  agree  that  the  Wood, 
Wire  &  Metal  Lathers'  International 
Union,  party  of  the  second  part,  will  fur- 
nish to  the  United  States  Gypsum  Com- 


pany, party  of  the  first  part,  all  through- 
out the  United  States  and  Canada  a  full 
quota  of  competent  mechanics  to  erect 
and  construct  all  furring  and  lathing 
work  in  connection  with  the  sound  insu- 
lation system,  acoustical  installatio'n  sys- 
tems, such  roof  work,  floor  work  and 
ceiling  block  and  tile  systems  which  are 
hung,  slipped  or  wired  and  used  as  a 
plaster  base,  also  all  plaster  board  sys- 
tems that  are  used  as  a  base  for  plaster 
or  acoustical  tile. 

FURTHER,  The  party  of  the  first  part 
mutually  agrees  to  employ  foremen  or 
superintendents  on  all  jobs  who  shall 
have  charge  of  the  lathers  working  upon 
the  above  enumerated  work  and  all  such 
superintendents  or  foremen  employed  by 
the  United  States  Gypsum  Company  shall 
be  members  of  the  Wood,  Wire  &  Metal 
Lathers'  International  Union  in  good 
standing  and  the  party  of  the  second  part 
shall  at  all  times  agree  that  such  fore- 
men or  superintendents  shall  be  permit- 
ted to  use  tools  of  the  trade  on  such  jobs 
that  they  may  have  under  their  their 
charge  and  shall  be  accorded  all  privi- 
leges and  rights  by  local  unions  as  fore- 
men or  superintendents  as  set  foi-th  in 
Section  67  of  the  Constitution  of  The 
Wood,  Wire  &  Metal  Lathers'  Interna- 
tional Union. 

It  is  FURTHER  agreed  that  the  United 
States  Gypsum  Company,  party  of  the 
first  part,  shall  be  recognized  as  a  fair 
contracting  lathing  firm  all  throughout 
the  United  States  and  Canada  and  shall 
have  no  fees  for  the  privilege  of  con- 
tracting imposed  against  them  by  any 
local  union  of  the  Wood,  Wire  &  Metal 
Lathers'  Internatiohal  Union. 

It  is  FURTHER  agreed  by  both  parties 
to  this  agreement  that  in  event  of  any 
misunderstanding  such  misunderstanding 
shall  be  adjusted  by  the  representatives 
of  The  United  States  Gypsum  Company 
and  the  President  of  The  Wood,  Wire  & 
Metal  Lathers'  International  Union.

Meeting  called  to  order  at  10  a.m.  by 
Chairman  Moore,  all  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil present,  except  Vice-President  Kelley, 
who  was  excused  on  account  of  illness,  be- 
ing in  hospital. 

REFERENCE  No.  1.  Matter  of  Agree- 
ment With  Carpenters  on  CELOTEX.  Re- 
ferred from  Last  Executive  Council  Meeting 
for  Action  at  This  Meeting. 

Owing  to  the  unstabilized  condition  in  the 
building  industry,  it  was  the  unanimous 
feeling  of  the  General  President  and  the 
Executive  Council,  that  this  matter  be  held 
in  abeyance  for  the  time  being,  and  to  take 
the  matter  up  at  a  more  opportune  time.

REFERENCE  No.  2— Continued: 

The  Executive  Council  thoroughly  discus- 
sed this  matter  of  great  importance  with  its 
many  angles  and  kindred  ills,  realizing,  the 
large  amount  of  cases  that  eminate  from 
this  source  from  time  to  time,  the  Council 
gave  very  careful  consideration  to  the  mat- 
ter so  that  justice  might  be  equally  applied 
in  all  cases  of  this  kind. 

The  General  President  explained  his  rul- 
ing on  Section  164  to  the  Council  and  his 
letter  of  explanation  which  was  sent  to 
Local  71,  was  also  read  to  the  Council  which 
clearly  set  forth  the  ruling  and  reasons  for 
it;  a  copy  of  the  letter  follows:

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: 

Your  appeal  from  the  interpretation  placed 
upon  the  fifty-fifty  law,  under  date  of  Oct. 
28th,  I  have  just  received  upon  my  return 
to  the  office,  and  I  desire  to  say  in  reply 
that  it  might  possibly  be  well  for  me  to 
give  a  further  explanation  in  reference  to 
this  ruling. 

Section  164  of  the  International  Constitu- 
tion plainly  states  what  a  contractor  must 
do  when  going  into  another  local  union's 
jurisdiction  to  do  work.  It  sets  forth  that 
he  must  notify  the  Secretary  when  he  is 
going  to  start  the  job,  and  such  notification 
must  be  given  prior  to  starting  the  work, 
and  that  he  also  must  employ  at  least  50 
per  cent,  of  your  membership. 

Now  in  many  localities  our  local  unions 
have  laws  that  provide  that  no  contractor 
or  solicitor  can  send  out  of  town  for  men 
while  there  are  local  men  unemployed  who 
are  competent  to  do  the  work  in  question. 

The  contractor  coming  into  your  jurisdic- 
tion, if  your  local  union  had  a  law  of  this 
kind,  must  be  covered  by  this  law  just 
the  same  as  any  of  your  local  contractors 
or  solicitors,  in  other  words — we  don't  recog- 
nize the  right  of  a  contractor  or  solicitor 
to  ignore  a  local  union's  laws  and  send  out 


of  town  to  bring  in  men  to  work  on  a  job 
when  the  local  union  has  competent  men 
available  that  are  idle. 

If  a  contractor  is  going  to  start  a  job, 
he  would  have  the  right  to  bring  four,  five 
or  ten  men,  if  he  needed  them,  along  with 
him.  Or  if  he  desired  to  do  so,  he  wouldn't 
have  to  bring  in  any,  hut  could  employ  all 
men  from  the  local  union  in  whose  terri- 
tory he  is  doing  the  work,  but  we  do  not 
recognize  his  right  to  bring  in  men  to  a 
local  union  to  work  on  a  job  two  or  three 
weeks  after  it  has  been  started,  unless  the 
local  union  has  no  competent  men  available. 
This  is  the  correct  interpretation  that  wo 
place  upon  the  fifty-fifty  law.  We  have  al- 
ways interpreted  this  law  in  accordance 
with  the  above  explanation,  for  the  purpose 
of  protecting  the  local  union  in  whose  juris- 
diction the  work  is  being  done. 

I  would  kindly  request  a  statement  from 
your  local  union  as  to  whether  your  local 
union  objects  to  this  interpretation  and  if 
so,  then  we  can  refer  your  appeal  to  the 
Executive  Council  for  action.    I  am,

Dear  Sirs  and  Brothers: 

Realizing  that  this  will  be  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  Executive  Board  held  prior  to 
the  scheduled  convention  of  our  Interna- 
tional Union  in  September,  1932,  and  after 
having  carefully  made  a  study  of  the  con- 
ditions existing  at  the  present  time  in  the 
building  industry  throughout  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  and  believing  that  there 
is  no  immediate  recovery  for  the  building 
industry  in  sight  and  not  very  bright  pros- 
pects for  the  early  part  of  the  coming  year, 
I  deem  it  advisable  to  recommend  to  the 
Ebcecutive  Council  of  the  International 
Union  that  the  following  recommendations 
be  submitted  to  a  Referendum  Vote  of  our 
membership  for  their  consideration  and  ac- 
tion, as  I  believe  these  recommendations  if 
adopted,  may  be  able  to  afford  relief  to  many 
of  our  local  unions  and  the  general  mem- 
bership at  large: 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Executive 
Council  submit  to  a  Referendum  Vote  of  our 
membership  the  advisability  of  postponing 
the  convention  of  the  International  Union 
for  a  period  of  three  years,  as  I  believe  that 
there  would  be  very  little  chance  of  us  hold- 
ing a  successful  convention  in  1932,  owing 
to  the  present  depression  in  the  building 
industry. 

I  believe  that  the  expenses  of  liolding  such 
a  convention  during  this  year  could  be 
avoided  and  the  money  saved  therefrom 
could  be  used  in  assisting  to  carry  out  the 
following  plan  which  in  my  opinion,  will 
afford  relief  to  our  local  unions  and  to  the 
ranlc  and  file  of  our  organization. 

In  the  event  that  this  recommendation 
to  postpone  tlie  holding  of  the  convention  is 
adopted,  I  would  then  recommend  that  the 
CONVENTION  ASSESSMENT  LAW  which 
was  adopted  by  the  St.  Louis  Convention 
6e  repealed,  because  I  believe  that  the  funds 
raised  from  such  an  assessment  would  not 
be  sufficient  to  adequately  pay  the  expenses 
of  the  delegates  of  our  International  Union 
to  a  convention  and  would  only  result  in 
discord  and  dissatisfaction.  With  this 
thought  in  mind,  I  would  recommend  that 
the  Convention  Assessment  system  be  abol- 
ished and  that  we  return  to  the  old  system 
in  existence  prior  to  the  St.  Louis  Conven- 
tion.   I  would  further  recommend  that  all 
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moneys  that  have  so  far  been  paid  into  the 
fund  shall  be  returned  and  credited  to  the 
accounts  of  the  individual  members  having 
paid  the  same,  through  their  respective  local 
unions. 

As  a  further  measure  of  relief,  I  would 
recommend  that  the  Executive  Council  re- 
mit the  per  capita  tax  from  local  unions  to 
the  International  Union  on  all  members  In 
good  standing  at  Headquarters  beginning  on 
Dec.  1,  1931,  and  continuing  until  May  1, 
1932.  I  recommend  this  action  in  order 
that  our  local  unions  may  be  given  an  op- 
portunity to  tide  over  their  membership 
during  the  coming  Winter.  This  dispensa- 
tion only  to  apply  to  members  in  good  stand- 
ing at  Headquarters  on  December  1,  1931. 

I  desire  to  assure  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Council  that  I  fully  realize  that 
these  recommendations  contained  herein 
are  rather  unusual  and  will  cost  the  In- 
ternational Union  quite  a  large  sum  of 
money  to  carry  out,  but  I  deem  it  my  duty 
to  offer  them  in  order  to  protect  and  safe- 
guard the  interest  of  our  International 
Union,  as  well  as  our  local  unions  and  the 
general  membership  at  large. 

Trusting  that  your  Executive  Council  will 
give  consideration  to  these  recommenda- 
tions, I  am,  with  best  wishes.

Your  Executive 
Council,  after  a  careful  study  of  existing 
conditions  on  residential  and  kindred  types 
of  construction  is  of  the  opinion  that  all 
local  unions  must  make  a  determined  effort

to  control  this  class  of  work  through  an 
active  organization  program  and  recom- 
mends that  the  General  President  make 
every  possible  effort  to  promote  the  neces- 
sary activity  within  our  local  unions  to  the 
end  that  the  control  of  this  class  of  work 
be  again  obtained  for  the  members  of  our 
organization.  Your  Executive  Council  is 
firmly  convinced  that  action  should  be  taken 
on  this  subject  without  delay,  as  federal 
statistics  show  that  78  per  cent,  of  all  con- 
struction for  the  year  1935  was  of  the  resi- 
dential type. 

CASE  No.  7: 

Question  of  making  it  possible  for  mem- 
bers, who  were  suspended  for  non-payment 
of  dues  since  1930,  to  regain  their  former 
good  standing  that  they  had  at  the  time  of 
their  suspension,  upon  the  payment  of  all 
their  back  per  capita  tax;  and  that  such 
good  standing  shall  be  restored  after  a 
period  of  six  months  has  elapsed  after  their 
reinstatement. 

Your  Executive  Council,  realizing  the  im- 
portance of  this  particular  subject,  after 
due  consideration  submits  the  following 
resolution  for  consideration  at  the  next  con- 
vention: 

"WHEREAS,  Within  the  past  six  years  of 
unemployment,  many  members  of  our  craft 
were  dropped  from  the  rolls  of  our  Inter- 
national Union  for  non-payment  of  dues 
though  no  fault  of  their  own  and  other 
members  took  advantage  of  our  withdrawal 
card  system  to  maintain  their  good  stand- 
ing in  our  International  Union  but  suffered 
the  loss  of  their  funeral  benefit;  therefore, 
be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Council  recommend  to  the  dele- 
gates at  the  next  convention  of  our  Inter- 
national Union  that  all  members  who  were 
dropped  from  the  rolls  and  all  members 
who  were  required  to  take  out  withdrawal 
cards  from  our  organization  on  or  after 
January  1st,  1931,  may  make  application  to 
cancel  such  suspension  or  withdrawal  card 
record,  provided  that  they  pay  all  back  tax 
within  six  months  from  the  adjournment  of 
the  Convention;  and  further  provided  that 
they  did  not  work  detrimental  to  any  of 
our  Local  Unions  or  the  International 
Union.  Six  months  after  the  final  payment 
of   such   back    tax   to   headquarters  they 


shall  have  their  former  good  standing  re- 
stored as  it  was  on  the  date  of  their  sus- 
pension or  withdrawal."  Meeting  adjourned

made  and  seconded,  appropriates  the  sum  of 
$2,000.00  to  defray  his  expenses  in  attending 
the  Congress.  Carried. 

CASE  No.  10: 

The  Council  then  proceeded  with  the  e!cc- 
tions  to  fill  the  vacancies  existing  in  the 
Sixth  and  Seventh  Vice-Presidencies.  The 
Chairman  read  the  list  of  candidates  as  sub- 
mitted by  the  General  Office,  and  the  record 
cards  of  the  candidates  and  applicants  were 
read.  Nominations  were  then  opened  and 
the  following  nomination  was  made: 
Brother  John  P.  Cook,  No.  21504  for  the 
office  of  Sixth  Vice-President.  There  being 
no  further  nominations  for  this  office. 
Brother  Cook  was  unanimously  elected.  The 
chair  then  called  for  nominations  for  the 
office  of  Seventh  Vice-President  and  the  fol- 
lowing nominations  were  made:  Brothers 
Ora  A.  Kress,  No.  13505;  Fred  A.  Canfleld, 
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No.  24r)2;  George  W.  Cupp,  No.  20G2.  There 
being  no  further  nominations  motion  made 
nominations  be  closed.  Carried.  Brotlior 
Ora  Kress,  No.  13505  having  received  a 
majority  of  votes,  the  chairnuui  declared 
him  duly  elected  Seventh  Vice-President. 

At  this  time  Fifth  Vice-President  Mc- 
Knight  presented  his  resignation  in  writ- 
ing, in  contemplation  of  becoming  a  solici- 
tor or  contractor  at  some  time  in  the  future, 
which  upon  motion,  was  duly  accepted.  In 
accordance  with  See.  12  L.I.U.  constitution, 
this  automatically  advanced  the  two  re- 
elected Vice-Presidents  one  postion,  thereby 
leaving  the  vacancy  in  the  Seventh  Vice- 
Presidency.  Nominations  wore  tlien  opened 
for  this  vacancy.  The  following  nomina- 
tions were  made:  Brothers  Fred  A.  Can- 
field,  No.  2452  and  Geo.  W.  Cupp,  No.  2062. 
There  being  no  further  nominations,  motion 
made  that  nominations  be  closed.  Carried. 
Brother  Fred  A.  Ca.nfield,  No.  2452,  having 
received  the  majority  of  votes  cast,  the 
Chairman  declared  him  duly  elected  Seventh 
Vice-President. 

There  being  no  further  business  before 
the  Council,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  2 
p.m.

The  following  is  the  action  of  the 
Executive  Council  regarding  the  Post- 
ponement of  the  Convention  scheduled 
for  1935: 

The  recommendation  made  to  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  International 
Union  by  the  General  President  was  as 
follows: 

"May  22,  1935. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Executive  Council: 

I  am  writing  this  letter  to  inform  you 
that  in  my  opinion  it  will  be  necessary, 
on  account  of  the  financial  condition  of 
the  International  Union  and  the  majority 
of  its  affiliated  local  unions,  to  postpone 
the  holding  of  a  convention  for  at  least 
another  year. 

I  have  hesitated  in  making  this  recom- 
mendation up  to  the  present  thime,  hav- 
ing had  in  mind  hopes  that  conditions 


would  change  and  that  things  would  be- 
gin to  look  a  little  better  and  brighter 
.so  that  we  might  l)o  able  to  hold  the 
scheduled  convention  in  September  19.'J5. 
But  from  the  conditions  of  our  affiliated 
local  unions  and  the  condition  of  the  In- 
ternational Union,  it  does  not  appear  to 
be  advisable  to  attempt  holding  a  conven- 
tion this  year,  due  to  the  fact  that  we, 
in  my  opinion,  are  in  no  position  to  raise 
the  money  to  cover  the  additional  neces- 
sary expense.  The  additional  expense  to 
conduct  a  Convention  will  be  from  five  to 
eight  thousand  dollars  and  with  the  pre- 
sent condition  of  our  affiliated  local 
unions,  I  can  not  see  where  we  will  be 
able  to  realize  this  amount  of  money  be- 
tween now  and  September. 

The  International  Union  at  the  present 
time  is  heavily  indebted  for  death  claims 
to  the  relatives  of  its  deceased  members. 
We  also  owe  a  balance  of  five  thousand 
dollars  to  the  Central  United  Bank,  which 
money  was  borrowed  for  the  purpose  of 
tiding  us  over  a  part  of  this  depression, 
and  I  am  frank  to  say  that  if  at  the  pre- 
sent time  a  Convention  Call  were  made, 
there  are  a  great  number  of  our  local 
unions  that  would  be  unable  to  send  a 
delegate,  not  only  because  of  the  lack  of 
funds  in  their  own  local  union,  but  also 
they  would  not  be  eligible  by  their  stand- 
ing with  the  Interational  Union,  and  for 
these  reasons  I  believe  that  it  would  be  a 
good  policy  for  the  Executive  Council  to 
vote  to  postpone  the  holding  of  the  con- 
vention until  September  1936,  as  I  be- 
lieve that  by  that  time  many  of  our  local 
unions  may  be  able  to  partially  recover 
from  their  present  condition  and  be  able 
to  send  delegates  to  a  convention  of  our 
International  Union. 

As  I  have  stated  above,  I  have  hesi- 
tated to  make  this  recommendation  until 
this  date  owing  to  the  fact  that  I  held  out 
hopes  that  things  might  change,  so  that 
we  could  hold  a  convention  and  would  be 
able  to  have  sufficient  finances  to  cover 
the  expenses  of  a  convention  and,  while 
I  regret  to  make  this  recommendation,  in 
justice  to  everyone,  I  can  see  no  other 
alternative.  Therefore,  I  would  recom- 
mend as  I  have  stated  above,  that  the 
Executive  Co'uncil  vote  to  postpone  the 
holding  of  a  convention  until  September 
1936. 
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Our  attorneys  advised  us  that  under 
the  existing  circumstances,  the  Executive 
Council  would  have  a  right  to  take  this 
action. 

Trusting  that  you  will  give  this  matter 
serious  consideration  and  record  your 
vote  to  First  Vice  President  Moore  as 
soon  as  possible,  I  am

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: 

The  members  of  the  Executive  Council 
received  a  letter  from  General  President 
McSorley  explaining  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  General  Oflice  and  the  majority 
of  the  affiliated  locals;  that  it  would  cost 
between  five  and  eight  thousand  dollars 
to  hold  a  convention  and  that  a  great 
number  of  our  affiliated  locals  would  be 
unable  to  send  a  delegate  and  in  his 
opinion  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  hold 
a  conventio'n  this  year,  and  recommended 
to  the  members  of  the  Executive  Council 
that  they  vote  to  postpone  the  holding  of 
a  convention  until  September  1936. 

The  members  of  the  Executive  Council 
gave  due  consideration  to  General  Presi- 
dent McSorley's  letter  and  the  reasons 
enumerated  therein,  and  voted  as  follows:

C.  J.  Haggerty,  3rd  Vice  President.  Jos. 
H.  Duty,  4th  Vice  President,  Edw.  F.  Mc- 
Knight,  5th  Vice  President;  M.  F.  Nealon, 
6th  Vice  President  voted  to  concur  in 
General  President  McSorley's  recom- 
mendation. George  T.  Moore,  1st  Vice 
President  voted  to  non-concur  in  this 
recommendation.

APPEALS 

Hyman   Wolfson,   20819  v.s.   Decision  of 
General  President. 

Brother  Wolfson  appealed  to  the  Board 
from  the  decision  of  the  General  Presi- 


dent who  sustained  the  action  of  Local 
No.  244  in  levying  a  fine  of  $100.00 
against  him  on  the  charge  of  soliciting 
work  in  that  jurisdiction.  The  Board 
after  carefully  going  into  the  case  voted 
unanimously  to  sustain  the  General 
President's  decision. 

H.  Aronwitz,  24380,  Nathan  Sidcrsky, 
124G5  vs.  Decision  of  General  President 

Brothers  Aronwitz  and  Sidersky  ap- 
pealed to  the  Board  from  the  decision  of 
the  General  President  in  upholding  the 
action  of  Local  No.  244  in  levying  a 
$100.00  fine  against  each  of  them,  on  the 
charge  of  soliciting  work  in  that  jurisdic- 
tioh  without  being  registered  with  such 
rights.  The  Council  voted  to  sustain  the 
General  President  in  his  decision. 

V.  F.  Martin,  12634  vs.  Decision  of 
General  President. 

Brother  Martin  being  dissasified  with 
the  decision  rendered  by  the  General 
President  in  his  case  vs.  Local  No.  276, 
wherein  he  had  been  fined  the  sum  of 
$100.00  on  the  charge  of  violating  Sec. 
65  L.I.U.  constitution  and  Sec.  10  tff  the 
local's  laws  (the  local  had  in  the  mean- 
time upon  the  recommendation  of  Or- 
ganizer Hickey,  reduced  the  fine  to  the 
sum  of  $25.00),  appealed  to  the  General 
Executive  Board,  from  the  General  Presi- 
dent's decision  in  upholding  the  actio'n  of 
the  local  union.  The  Council  after  re- 
ceiving copy  of  all  of  the  evidence,  voted 
unanimously  to  sustain  the  General  Presi- 
dent's decision. 

Iiocal   No.   79.   vs.   Diecision  of  General 
President,  in  case  of  H.  F.  Cronin, 
28679;  Homer  Green,  7849 
and  Faucher  Bros.  &  Co. 

Foreman  Cronin  appealed  from  the  ac- 
tion of  the  local  in  levying  a  fine  of 
$100.00  against  him  on  charge  of  work- 
ing unfair;  Solicitor  Green  appealed  from 
the  action  of  the  local  in  levying  a 
$100.00  fine  against  him  and  revoking 
his  solicitor's  privilege  and  Faucher  Bros, 
appealed  the  action  of  the  local  in  charg- 
ing him  the  sum  of  $96.00  in  waiting 
time.  The  entire  action  of  the  local  union 
in  these  cases  was  revoked  by  the  General 
President  since  he  found  the  appellants

not  guilty  of  the  charges.  Local  No.  79 
being  dissatisfied  with  this  decision  ap- 
pealed to  the  Executive  Board,  which 
voted  by  a  majority  to  sustain  the  deci- 
sion of  the  General  President  In  this  case. 
First  Vice  President  Moore,  Second  Vice 
President  Kelley  not  Voting. 

Locnl    No.    53    vs.    Decision    of  fJonoral 
I'residoiit,  in  case  of  Frank  South, 
S205,  Jno.  ISnrnctt,  28462, 
Walter  Hughes,  25959. 

These  brothers  had  been  fined  the  sum 
of  $25.00  each  on  the  charge  of  violating 
Sections  4  and  5,  Art.  "V  local  by-laws. 
The  General  President  found  them  not 
guilty  and  it  was  from  this  decision  in 
remitting  the  fines  that  Local  No.  53  ap- 
pealed to  the  Executive  Bo'ard.  The 
Board  after  receiving  copy  of  all  of  the 
evidence  in  the  case,  voted  unanimously 
to  sustain  the  General  President's  deci- 
sion in  the  matter. 

L.  B.  Snodgrass,  20373  vs.  Decision  of 
General  President. 

Brother  Snodgrass  being  dissatisfied 
with  the  decision  rendered  by  the  General 
President  (who  sustained  the  action  of 
Lo'cal  No.  313  in  placing  a  fine  of  $25.00 
against  him  on  charge  of  violating  Sec.  6, 
Art.  II  of  their  by-laws)  appealed  to  the 
Executive  Board,  which  body  voted  to 
sustain  the  General  President's  decision, 
Vice  President  M.  F.  Nealon  not  voting. 

R.  J.  Brundage,  No.  15747  vs.  Decision  of 
General  President. 

Brother  Brundage  appealed  from  the 
decisio'n  of  the  General  President  to  the 
Executive  Council,  which  body  voted  un- 
animously to  sustain  the  General  Presi- 
dent's decision  in  upholding  the  action  of 
Local  197  relative  to  the  revokatlon  of 
his  solicitor's  certificate  which  had  been 
illegally  procured  and  in  finding  the  fine 
of  $100.00  illegal  and  in  ordering  it  res- 
cinded. 

Local  No.  107  vs.  Decision  of  General 
President. 

Local  No.  107  being  dissatisfied  with 
the  decision  of  the  General  President  in 
the  case  of  Contractor  John  D.  Ball, 
25732  Vs.  that  local  union,  appealed  to 
the     International     Executive  Co'uncil, 


which  body  voted  to  sustain  the  (leneral 
President's  decision,  there  being  one  dis- 
senting vote,  that  of  First  Vice  President 
Geo.  Moore,  who  voted  to  sustain  the  ap- 
peal of  Local  No.  107.  The  appellant  had 
been  fined  the  sum  of  $100.00  on  the 
charge  of  starting  work  without  signing 
agreement,  which  fine  was  found  to  have 
been  unfair  and  unjust  and  therefore 
was  ordered  rescinded. 

t^ontr.  Antonio  DilJiasi,  27784  vs. 
Decision  of  General  President. 

Contractor  DiBiasi  being  dissatisfied 
with  the  General  President's  decision  ap- 
pealed to  the  Executive  Board  which  body 
voted  (with  one  exception,  that  of  Sixth 
Vice  President  McKnight,  who  voted  that 
the  contractor's  certificate  be  restored 
and  a  fine  of  $25.00  be  placed  for  the 
offense  committed)  to  sustain  the  Gen- 
eral President's  decision.  The  General 
President's  decision  in  this  case  upheld 
the  action  of  the  local  union  in  voting 
this  contractor's  certificate  revoked,  on 
the  charge  of  his  using  the  tools  of  the 
trade,  in  violation  of  the  provisions  under 
which  it  had  been  granted. 

Southern  Calif.  Dist.  Council  vs.  Ruling 
of  General  Pi-esident. 

The  Southern  California  District  Coun- 
cil appealed  to  the  International  Execu- 
tive Council  against  the  ruling  conveyed 
to  this  Ctfuncil  on  Section  164  Interna- 
tional Constitution,  or  the  non-application 
of  the  fifty-fifty  law  on  jobs  outside  of  a 
fifty-mile  radius.  Section  115  Interna- 
tional Constitution  governing  this  situa- 
tion. This  latter  application  has  been 
the  procedure  ordered  by  the  Interna- 
tional Union  for  some  time,  but  in  the 
past  the  distance  set,  within  which  the 
fifty-fifty  law  was  to  apply  was  twenty- 
five  miles;  however,  owing  to  modern 
improved  transportation  facilities,  this 
distance  has  been  set  at  fifty  miles,  as  the 
Southern  California  District  Council  was 
advised  regarding  this  job  at  Yuma,  Ariz., 
in  the  jurisdiction  of  Local  Union  No.  260 
of  San  Diego,  Calif. 

The  Executive  Council  of  the  Interna- 
tional Union  after  receiving  a  copy  of  all 
of  the  correspo'ndence  that  transpired  in 
this  case  between  both  sides  thereof,  sus- 
tained the  General  President's  ruling,  for 
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the  International  Union  on  this  section  of 
the  Constitution,  by  a  vote  of  six  to'  one, 
4th  Vice  President  Haggerty  voting  to 
sustain  the  appeal  of  the  District  Council. 

Local    No.   64    vs.    Decision   of  General 
President,  in  case  of  Richard  Summers, 
^0U3G   (contr.)  and  S.  R.  Summers, 
28447. 

Local  No.  64  believing  the  decision  of 
the  General  President  to  be  unfair  ap- 
pealed against  the  same  to  the  Executive 
Colincil,  which  body  voted  by  a  vote  of 
five  to  two  to  sustain  the  General  Presi- 
dent's decision,  the  two  dissenting  votes 
being  that  of  First  Vice  President  Geo.  T. 
Moore  and  Sixth  Vice  President  Edw.  F. 
McKnight,  who  voted  to  sutain  the  Local 
Union's  appeal.  In  this  case  the  contrac- 
tor had  been  fined  the  sum  of  $100.00 
and  S.  R.  Summers  had  been  fined  the 
sum  of  $25.00,  the  former  on  the  charge 
of  using  the  tools  and  the  latter  on  the 
charge  of  not  coming  off  the  job  of  this 
contractor  when  requested.  The  General 
President  under  the  circumstances  that 
surrounded  similar  cases  in  the  past  in 
that  locality,  had  ordered  the  fines  res- 
cinded. 

Local    Xo.    52   vs.    Decision   of  General 
President,  in  case  of  James  U. 
English,  5899. 

Local  No.  52  being  dissatisfied  with  the 
decision  of  the  General  President  appeal- 
ed to  the  Executive  Board,  which  body, 
after  receiving  a  co'py  of  all  of  the  evi- 
dence presented  by  both  sides,  voted  un- 
animously to  sustain  the  decision  of  the 
General  president  who  found  the  appel- 
lant not  guilty  of  the  charges  and  there- 
fore ordered  the  fines  remitted  and  his 
foremanship  rights  restored.  The  alleged 
charges  in  the  case  and  penalties  were  as 
follows:  two  fines  of  $25.00,  a  fine  of 
$28.00  and  foremanship  revoked  for  one 
year — for  supposed  violation  of  Rule  8 
(trade  rules)  Sec.  3,  Art.  2  local  laws  and 
sections  115  and  164  L.I.U.  constitution. 

Local    No.    26    vs.    Decision   of  General 
President,  in  case  of  Harry  H.  Jones, 
No.  7.52.5  vs.  That  Local  Union. 

Local  No'.  26  being  dissatisfied  with  the 
decision  rendered,  appealed  to  the  Inter- 
national  Executive   Council,   which  body 


voted  by  a  vo'te  of  six  to  sustain  the  Gen- 
eral President's  decision  in  this  case,  thb 
dissenting  vote  being  that  of  Fourth  Vice 
President  Haggerty,  who  voted  to  sustain 
the  appeal  of  Local  No.  26.  Brother 
Jones  had  been  fined  in  the  sum  of  $2  5.00 
on  the  charge  of  violating  Sec.  16  of  the 
local's  by-laws  or  soliciting  without  a  per- 
mit. The  General  President  had  folind 
this  action  to  be  unjust  and  therefore  or- 
dered the  fine  rescinded. 

Local   No.   224  vs.   Decision  of  General 
President,  in  case  of  II.  E.  Mosgrove, 
9759. 

Local  No.  224  being  dissatisfied  with 
the  decision  of  the  General  President  in 
this  case,  appealed  to  the  International 
Executive  Council,  which  body  voted  to 
sustain  the  General  President's  decision. 
Brother  Mosgrove  had  been  fined  in  the 
sum  of  $25.00  on  the  alleged  charge  of 
violating  his  duties  as  a  steward  on  the 
job,  and  the  General  President  had  founa 
him  not  guilty  of  these  charges  and  there- 
fore ordered  the  fine  remitted. 

Ralph   E.   Larry,    8059   vs.    Decision  of 
General  President. 

Brother  Larry  being  dissatisfied  with 
the  decision  of  the  General  President 
(who  had  sustained  the  action  of  Local 
No.  88)  appealed  to  the  Executive  Board 
which  body  voted  unanimously  to  sustain 
the  General  President's  decision.  Brother 
Larry  had  been  fined  the  sum  of  $20.00 
on  the  charge  of  violating  Section  164 
L.I.U.  constitution.  Sec.  29  Golden  Gate 
District  Council's  laws  and  Section  13 
local  laws. 

Local    Union    No.    162    vs.    Decision  of 
General   President  in  case  of  J.  L. 
Burns,  34225;  Robt.  Sarti,  33732, 
and  Fi-ederick  Gross,  25997. 

Local  No'.  162  being  dissatisfied  with 
the  decision  of  the  General  President  in 
this  case,  appealed  to  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil, which  body  after  receiving  a  copy  of 
all  the  evidence  submitted  to  the  General 
President,  sustained  the  decision  of  the 
General  President.  Their  vote  was  as 
follows:  To  sustain  the  decision  of  the 
General  President — Wm.  J.  Murphy,  C.  J. 
Haggerty,  Jos.  H.  Duty,  Edw.  F.  Mc- 
Knight and   M.   F.   Nealon.     First  Vice 
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rrcsideiiL  Ceo.  T.  Moore  also  votod  to 
susUlin  the  decision  of  tlie  General  Presi- 
dent in  tlio  cases  of  brotliers  Ilo'bt.  Sarti 
and  Jolin  1j.  lUirns,  but  in  tlio  caso  of 
Fred'It.  Gross,  No.  25997,  lie  sustaiiuul 
the  appeal  of  Local  No.  1G2,  believing 
this  brother  guilty  of  the  charge  and 
therefore  not  worthy  of  any  co'nsideration 
on  his  appeal.  The  action  of  Local  No. 
162  was  as  follows  against  these 
brothers:  Brothers  Burns  and  Sarti  were 
fined  the  sum  of  $50.00  each  on  the 
charge  o'f  violating  Sec.  27  of  the  local's 
by-laws  and  brother  Gross  on  the  same 
violation  and  on  the  charge  of  contract- 
ing without  a  card;  brothers  Burns  and 
Sarti  likewise  being  fined  for  continuing 
to  work  for  Brother  Gross  after  being 
ordered  to  refrain  from  so  doing  by  the 
local  union. 

R.  K.  Tillman,  2(>00<);  K.  K.  WUsou, 
21977;  D.  D.  Hughes,  24560;  A.  R. 
Hight,  18067;  J.  J.  Kcniiey,  21639; 
C.  S.  Henderson,  12795;  M.  G.  Riney, 
19245;  C.  H.  Waters.  18206;  Geo. 
Hughes,  24030;  O.  H.  Eriksen,  16246; 
C.  M.  Gordon,  7877;  Jos.  O'Drezze, 
22098;  Walt.  Thurston,  29961;  Alfred 
Nett,  23679  Vs.  Decision  of  General 
President,  re  Permanent  Adoption  of 
Out  of  Work  Fund  by  Local  No.  74. 

The  brothers  mentioned  appealed 
against  the  action  of  Local  No.  74  in  per- 
manently adopting  the  Out  of  Work  Bene- 
fit Fund,  said  fund  being  created  through 
the  placing  of  a  so-called  "assessment" 
adopted  by  a  referendum  vote  for  the 
purpose  of  aiding  and  assisting  the  un- 
employed members  of  the  lo'cal  union. 
The  General  President  ruled  as  follows: 
"That  this  method  of  raising  funds  for 
the  benefit  of  maintaining  the  standing  of 
the  unemployed  members  of  the  local  is 
legal  and  does  not  violate  the  spirit  o'f 
the  constitution  of  the  International 
Union,  but  on  the  other  hand  exemplifies 
a  true  trade  union  spirit  upon  the  part  of 
the  majority  of  the  membership  that 
ro'ted  in  favor  of  raising  these  funds  to 
assist  the  unemployed  membership  of 
Local  No.  74."  The  appellants  being  dis- 
satisfied with  this  decision  appealed  to 
the  Executive  Body  which  not  only  unani- 
mously sustained  the  General  President's 
decision  but  expressed  their  opinion  that 


it  was  only  one  of  many  measures  that 
should  bo  adopted  In  locals  to  protect  the 
membership  of  the  local  union. 

fiocal    Union    No.    110    vs.    Decision  of 
General  President  of  Henry  C. 
Pottej-,  12834. 

Local  No.  110  being  dissatisfied  with  the 
decision  rendered,  appealed  to  the  Execu- 
tive Council,  which  body  with  two  excep- 
tions, voted  to  sustain  the  General  Presi- 
dent's decision:  the  two  dissenting  votes 
were  those  of  First  Vice-President  Geo.  T. 
Moore,  who  voted  to  sustain  the  appeal  of 
Local  No.  110  and  Vice-President  M.  F. 
Nealon,  who  recommended  that  the  appeal 
be  kept  open  and  a  further  investigation  be 
made.  Henry  Potter  had  been  fined  in  the 
sum  of  $100  on  the  charge  of  violating  Sec. 
127  L.I.U.  constitution,  and  the  General 
President  found  the  action  of  the  local  to 
be  unfair  and  unjust  and  he  tlaerefore  order- 
ed it  rescinded. 

Local    Union    No.    51    vs.    Decision  of 
General  President,  in  case  of  John 
P.  Currie,  23669. 

Local  No.  51  being  dissatisfied  with  the 
decision  rendered  by  the  General  President 
appealed  to  the  Executive  Council,  which 
body  voted  unanimously  to  sustain  the  Gen- 
eral President's  decision.  The  appellant 
had  been  fined  in  the  sum  of  $10.00  on  the 
charge  of  working  unfair  to  the  Working 
List  system  established  by  that  local  union, 
and  the  General  President  after  reviewing 
all  of  the  evidence,  found  this  brother  liad 
violated  no  law  of  the  local  union  and  he 
therefore  had  remitted  tlie  penalty  imposed. 

Local  No.   97  vs.   General   President,  in 
in  case  of  T.  W.  Mercer,  10653. 

Local  No.  97  being  dissatisfied  with  the 
decision  or  ruling  made  with  reference  to 
the  $10.00  assessment  by  that  local  union 
and  as  protested  by  Brother  Mercer  to  the 
General  President,  appealed  against  said 
ruling  to  the  Executive  Council,  which  body 
by  a  vote  of  five,  upheld  the  General  Presi- 
dent's ruling,  Vice-President  Haggerty  not 
voting.  The  assessment  referred  to  was 
to  be  placed  on  all  members  coming  into 
that  local  union  with  transfers  only  and 
since  it  did  not  apply  to  the  entire  mem- 
bership alike,  it  was  declared  illegal  in  ac- 
cordance with   International   Law   by  the 
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General  President  wlio  had  previously  noti- 
fied the  local  to  this  effect. 

Local    Union    No.    9    vs.    Decision  of 
General  President,  in  case  of  J.  W. 
Filkey.  1!)42!)  and  (J.  \V.  Scott, 
7789. 

Local  No.  9  being  dissatisfied  with  the 
decision  rendered  in  this  case,  appealed  to 
the  General  Executive  Council.  This  body, 
after  receiving  a  full  copy  of  all  of  the  evi- 
dence upon  which  the  General  President 
based  his  decision,  and  also  a  copy  of  "ad- 
ditional evidence"  submitted  by  Local  No. 
9  and  other  sources  on  behalf  of  the  local's 
contention  in  this  case,  was  forced  to  re- 
verse the  General  President's  decision,  this 
action  being  taken  by  a  unanimous  vote  of 
its  members.  These  brothers  had  been  fined 
in  the  sum  of  $100.00  for  acting  unfair  to 
that  local  union  by  working  below  the 
established  scale  of  wages  on  a  job  at 
Fredericksburg,  Va.,  and  the  General  Presi- 
dent had  found  the  appellants  not  guilty 
and  he  therefore  ordered  the  fines  remitted. 

W.    V.    Moore,    20354    vs.    Decision  of 
General  President,  in  case  of  Guy 
Sparks,  36165,  W.  V.  Moore, 
26354  and  W.  A.  Hau- 
bold,  31496  Vs.  407 

Brother  Moore  being  dissatisfied  with  the 
decision  rendered  by  the  General  President 
in  his  appeal  vs.  Local  No.  407,  protested 
against  said  decision  to  the  General  Execu- 
tive Council,  which  body  after  receiving  a 
copy  of  all  of  the  evidence  submitted  to  the 
General  President,  unanimously  sustained 
the  General  President's  decision,  which  was 
as  follows:  That  the  action  of  Local  No. 
407  be  sustained  relative  to  the  fine  of 
$.50.00  placed  against  the  appellants  for 
violation  of  Sec.  164  L.I.U.  constitution,  and 
relative  to  the  $5.00  fine  placed  for  viola- 
tion of  Sec.  115  L.I.U.  constitution. 

E.  C.  Huehn,  23761  Vs.  Decision  of 
General  Pi'csident 

Brother  Huehn  being  dissatisfied  with  the 
decision  rendered  in  his  appeal  vs.  Local 
No.  1  relative  to  a  fine  of  $25.00,  appealed 
to  the  International  Executive  Council, 
which  voted  unanimously  to  sustain  the 
General  President's  decision,  which  had 
found  this  appellant  guilty  of  the  charges 
presented. 


V.    V.   Hallnian,   32571    vs.    Decision  of 
General  President,  in  the  case  of 
V.  V.  Hallnian,  32571  and  John 
Kco,  28063  vs.  Local  87. 

IJrother  Hallman  being  dissatisfied  with 
the  decision  rendered  appealed  to  the  Exe- 
cutive Council  which  body  voted  as  follows: 
To  sustain  the  General  President's  decision: 
P^irst  Vice-President  Geo.  T.  Moore,  Second 
Vice-President  Wm.  J.  Murphy;  Fourth 
Vice-President  Jos.  H.  Duty;  Fifth  Vice- 
President  Edw.  F.  Mcl^night;  Sixth  Vice- 
President  M.  F.  Nealon.  To  sustain  the  ap- 
peal of  Brother  Hallman:  Third  Vice-Presi- 
dent C.  J.  Haggerty.  The  appellants  had 
been  fined  in  the  sum  of  $100.00  on  the 
charge  of  violating  Sec.  127  L.LU.  consti- 
tution, and  the  General  President  after  re- 
ceiving the  report  of  Vice-President  Murphy 
found  them  guilty  of  the  charges  preferred. 

Elmer  Reppert,  8965,  J.  R.  Kehs,  1106; 
Itoy  Filing,  23164;  B.  C.  Shannon, 
4066;   Geo.  Boston,   14544  and 
H.  R.  Hen<lerson,  20243  vs. 
Decision  of  General 
President. 

These  Brothers  along  with  H.  H.  Burke, 
No.  21784;  N.  J.  Schultz,  No.  24404;  Paul 
Pauly,  No.  24241  and  F.  T.  Miller,  No.  4250, 
had  been  fined  by  Local  No.  108  on  a  job 
at  Coatesville,  Pa.,  and  the  General  Presi- 
dent after  carefully  considering  all  of  the 
evidence  presented  by  both  sides  found  the 
appellants  guilty.  The  brothers  listed  above 
being  dissatisfied  with  this  decision  appeal- 
ed to  tlie  Executive  Council,  which  body  sus- 
tained the  General  President's  decision  by  a 
vote  of  four  to  two,  the  minority  voting  as 
follows:  First  Vice-President  Geo.  T.  Moore 
and  Sixth  Vice-President  M.  F.  Nealon  sug- 
gesting that  the  case  be  held  over  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council,  not 
that  the  Brothers  were  innocent  of  the 
charges,  but  due  to  extenuating  circum- 
stances that  they  had  found  surrounded  the 
case.  The  majority  voting  TO  SUSTAIN 
the  General  President's  decision,  the  same 
stands  as  recorded. 

Local  No.  47  vs.  Decision  of  General 
President. 

Local  Union  No.  47  being  dissatisfied  with 
the  decision  rendered  in  the  case  of  R.  B. 
Dishion,  No.  17356,  appealed  to  the  Execu- 
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tive  Council,  which  body  voted  by  a  major- 
ity of  five  to  one  to  sustain  the  General 
President's  decision  the  dissenting  vote  be- 
ing that  of  Fourth  Vice-President  Jos.  H. 
Duty.  The  General  President  found  this 
Brotlier  had  complied  with  Sec.  22  of  the 
local's  by-laws  (upon  which  they  placed 
this  second  $100.00  hue  against  him,  the 
first  having  been  found  by  the  General 
President  to  have  been  illegally  placed)  and 
he  therefore  ordered  the  second  fine  like- 
wise rescinded. 

Earl  K.  l?i  «)wii,  8881;  Sidney  Dale,  15295; 
Frank    15.   Daniels,    10000;    W.  J. 
Scott,  ;W747  Vs.  International 
Union,   re  Int'l  Fines 
of  $25.00 

These  Brothers,  members  of  Local  No. 
113  of  Sioux  City,  la.,  protested  to  the  In- 
ternational Executive  Council  on  account  of 
or  against  the  action  of  the  International 
office  in  having  enforced  Sec.  80  L.I.U.  con- 
stitution, by  placing  the  fines  of  $25.00 
against  each,  for  violation  of  this  section. 
The  Executive  Council  by  a  vote  of  five  to 
one,  voted  to  sustain  these  fines,  the  dis- 
senting vote  having  been  cast  by  Second 
Vice-President  Murphy. 

A.  B.  Hauge,  28625  Vs.  Decision  of 
General  President 

Brother  Hauge  being  dissatisfied  with  the 
decision  rendered,  appealed  against  said  de- 
cision to  the  General  Executive  Council, 
which  voted  to  sustain  the  General  Presi- 
dent's decision.  Five  members  voted  in  this 
manner,  that  being  the  number  voting.  Fifth 
Vice-President  McKnight  not  voting.  Bro- 
ther Hauge  had  been  fined  in  the  sum  of 
$100.00  by  Local  No.  54  on  the  charge  of 
having  worked  with  non-union  men  and 
below  the  wage  scale  on  a  job  at  Vancouver, 
Wash.,  and  refusing  to  come  off  another  job 
when  instructed  to  do  so.  He  had  also  been 
suspended  for  working  unfair.  Upon  the 
evidence  presented  and  upon  the  appellant's 
own  admission  that  he  had  worked  with 
non-union  men  the  General  President  there- 
fore sustained  the  action  of  the  local. 

Local    No.    74:   Vs,   Decision   of  General 
President,  in  Case  of  R.  R. 
Tillman,  26099 

Local  No.  74  appealed  to  the  Executive 
Council  from  the  decision  of  the  General 


President  In  this  case,  wherein  fine  of 
$25.00  for  alleged  discrimination  had  been 
ordered  rescinded,  as  well  as  foremanshlp 
restored.  The  General  Executive  Council 
after  receiving  a  copy  of  all  of  the  evidence 
voted  as  follows:  To  sustain  the  General 
President's  decision:  Second  Vice-President 
Wm.  J.  Murphy,  Third  Vice-President  C.  J. 
Haggerty,  Fourth  Vice-President  Jos.  H. 
Duty  and  Sixth  Vice-President  M.  F.  Nealon. 
Those  voting  to  sustain  the  appeal  of  Local 
No.  74  were:  First  Vice-President  Geo.  T. 
Moore  and  Fifth  Vice-President  Edw.  F.  Mc- 
Knight. The  majority  voting  to  sustain  the 
General  President's  decision,  the  same 
stands  as  recorded. 

Milton  Eby,  31057  vs.  General  President's 
I^eeision, 

Brother  Eby  appealed  to  the  Executive 
Council  from  the  decision  of  the  General 
President  who  had  sustained  the  $5.00  In- 
ternational fine  which  had  been  placed 
against  him  on  the  charge  for  violating 
Sec.  133.  The  Executive  Council  after  re- 
ceiving all  the  evidence  sustained  the  appeal 
of  Brother  Eby  by  a  vote  of  four  to  two; 
those  voting  to  sustain  the  General  Presi- 
dent's decision  were:  Vice-Presidents  J.  H. 
Duty,  and  M.  F.  Nealon.  Those  voting  to 
sustain  Brother  Eby's  appeal  were  Vice- 
Presidents  George  T.  Moore,  Wm.  J.  Mur- 
phy, C.  J.  Haggerty  and  Edward  F.  Mc- 
Knight. 

We  have  had  a  considerable  number  of 
requests  to  place  additional  fines  on  mem- 
bers of  our  organization  from  many  of  our 
local  unions  throughout  the  United  States 
and  Canada.  These  requests  liave  been 
granted  by  the  Executive  Council.  After  a 
considerable  expense  by  our  International 
Union  in  many  cases  in  granting  these  re- 
quests, many  local  unions  have  subsequently 
rescinded  these  fines. 

IN  CONCLUSION,  I  wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  the  General  Officers 
of  our  International  Union  as  well  as  the 
officers  and  membership  of  all  aflSliated 
local  unions  for  the  aid  and  assistance  ren- 
dered during  my  term  of  office  and  I 
sincerely  trust  that  the  same  spirit  of  co- 
operation will  continue  in  the  future.

The  afternoon  session  Tuesday  convened 
at  2.45,  President  McSorley  presiding. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  Conven- 
tion will  please  be  in  order. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Roll  Call  of 
Officers. 

(The  Roll  of  Officers  was  called  by  the 
Secretary). 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Credentials. 

CHAIRMAN  JOS.  MULHOLLAND  of 
Credentials  Committee: 

Mr.  Chairman:  The  Credentials  Commit- 
tee have  no  credentials  to  report  on. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  Roll  Call  of 
Delegates. 

(The  roll  was  called  by  the  Secretary 
and  the  absentees  noted). 

Referring  to  the  absence  of  some  of  the 
delegates  who  were  in  committee  when  the 
roll  was  being  called,  CHAIRMAN  McSOR- 
LEY: I  wish  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  would 
go  up  to  that  Committee  Room  and  tell  the 
delegates  that  the  meeting  is  in  session. 

SECRETARY:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  find  all 
delegates  present  with  the  exception  of  that 
Committee. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  Are  any  of 
the  Committees  ready  to  report? 

BRO.  C.  J.  CASE,  Local  47.  Mr.  Chair- 
man, your  Committee  on  Resolutions  and 
Laws  is  prepared  to  make  a  partial  report. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  I  would  sug- 
gest that  we  recess  for  about  five  minutes 
to  give  that  Committee  an  opportunity  to 
get  down  here.  Some  of  those  members 
may  be  vitally  interested  in  some  of  the 
subjects  reported  on  by  the  Committee,  and 
I  think  it  would  be  unfair  to  proceed  with- 
out them  being  present. 


BRO.  C.  J.  CASE,  Local  47.  I  am  of  the 
opinion,  before  the  Roll  Call  is  sent  to  the 
printer,  that  some  of  the  brothers  might  be 
in  session  doing  committee  work,  and  I  think 
they  might  be  given  an  opportunity  of  an- 
nouncing their  return  later  so  that  it  may 
be  recorded  in  the  Minutes. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  We  are  do- 
ing that.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms  has  gone 
to  notify  the  Committee,  so  if  there  are  no 
objections  we  will  recess  for  about  five 
minutes. 

FIRST  VICE-PRESIDENT  GEO.  T. 
MOORE,  Chicago:  I  would  suggest  that 
the  Sergeant-at-Arms  call  the  Committee  on 
Grievances  to  recess  and  come  down  to  the 
Convention. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Just  tell 
them  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  and 
Laws  is  about  to  report  and  they  may  be 
interested  in  some  of  the  resolutions,  and 
they  better  adjourn  their  meeting  until  after 
the  convention  has  adjourned  again. 

Five  minutes  recess. 

Convention  again  convened. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  Con- 
vention will  please  come  to  order. 

Secretary  Ford  reports  that  all  delegates 
answered  the  Roll  Call.   No  absentees. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  We  will  now 
proceed  with  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Resolutions  and  Laws.    Delegate  Case! 

DELEGATE  C.  J.  CASE,  Local  47.  Mr. 
Chairman,  Delegates  to  this  Convention: 

RESOLUTION  No.  1 

"WHEREAS,  There  has  been  consider- 
able discussion  over  the  wages  that  the 
Officers  and  Organizers  have  been  receiv- 
ing by  members  of  our  organization  in  dif- 
ferent localities  in  the  past,  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  order  that  the  members 
of  our  Intcriuvtional  Union  will  not  be  mis- 
informed by  innuendos  by  some  members 
who  are  desirous  of  creating  dissension; 
therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  the  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer separate  the  railroad  fare, 
hotel  and  other  expenses,  from  the  salaries 
of  the  officers  and  organizers,  and  place 
them  under  the  caption  of  traveling  ex- 
penses of  General  Officers  and  Representa- 
tives." 

DELEGATE  CASE:  Your  Committee 
unanimously  adopted  this.  I  move  concur- 
rence in  the  Committee's  report. 

Duly  seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Moved  and 
seconded  That  the  Recommendation  of  the 
Committee  be  adopted.  Are  you  ready  for 
the  Question?  All  those  in  favor  will  give 
the  usual  consent  by  saying  "Aye".  Con- 
trary? The  Ayes  have  it,  and  it  is  so  or- 
dered. 

RESOLUTION  No.  2 

DELEGATE  C.  J.  CASE: 

"WHEREAS,  it  has  come  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Executive  Council  that  locals 
who  have  requested  placing  of  additional 
fines  and  assessments  on  former  members 
and  others  who  were  working  on  the  out- 
side within  their  jurisdiction,  and 

WHEREAS,  after  their  request  had  been 
granted  by  the  Executive  Council  of  our 
International  Union  some  member  of  their 
local  at  a  later  date  would  make  a  plea  to 
the  members  of  the  local  union  to  rescind 
the  fine  of  fines  on  its  former  members 
where  in  many  cases  these  fines  would  be 
rescinded  after  the  International  Union  may 
have  been  put  to  the  expense  of  sending  an 
Organizer  into  that  local  union's  jurisdic- 
tion or  into  the  Courts  to  protect  our  inter- 
ests, 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that 
Section  No.  129,  be  amended  no  local  union 
can  rescind  a  fine  approved  by  the  Executive 
Council  only  upon  the  approval  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Council,  by  the  same 
number  of  votes  cast  in  approving  said  fine. 

Section  No.  129  will  read  as  follows: 


No  local  union  of  this  organization  shall 
impose  a  fine  of  more  than  $100.00  upon 
any  member  unless  the  offence  for  which 
the  fine  is  imposed  shall  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  and  approved  by  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  International  Union;  and  no 
local  Union  can  rescind  fine  approved  by  the 
Executive  Council  only  upon  the  approval  of 
the  members  of  the  Executive  Council,  by 
the  same  number  of  votes  cast  in  approving 
said  fine." 

DELEGATE  C.  J.  CASE:  The  Committee 
recommend  the  striking  out  of  this  line  "by 
the  same  number  of  votes  cast  in  approv- 
ing said  fine." 

The  Committee  recommend  adoption  with 
the  correction  that  I  have  read  to  you.  I 
move  adoption  of  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee. 

Duly  seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded,  THAT  THE 
REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  BE 
ADOPTED.  You  have  heard  the  motion. 
Are  you  ready  for  the  question? 

DELEGATE  DAVID  McVEY,  Local  74: 
I  would  like  the  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee, if  possible,  to  give  us  the  names  of  the 
Sponsors  of  these  resolutions.  I  think  that 
should  be  part  of  the  proceedings. 

BROTHER  C.  J.  CASE:  I  apologize. 
Brother  McVey.  Resolution  No.  1  was  by 
Brother  David  McVey  and  L.  Rodier. 

Resolution  No.  2  was  by  Brother  McVey 
and  Bro.  L.  Rodier. 

Resolution  No.  3  was  by  Brother  McVey 
and  Bro.  L.  Rodier. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  Committee 
will  proceed.  Nothing  in  order  at  this  time 
excepting  the  report  of  the  Committee. 

DEL.  MITCHELL  (Local  68):  I  would 
like  to  ask  a  question:  If,  as  proposed  by 
the  committee,  that  would  interfere  with 
the  placing  of  the  second  fine  upon  an  in- 
dividual member  for  a  second  offence  up  to 
$100. 

DEL.  CASE  (Local  47):  No. 

DEL.  MITCHELL  (Local  68):  You  have 
to  put  it  so,  provided  there  were  two  of- 
fences, without  approval  of  the  executive 
council. 
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PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Not  under 
the  law. 

DEL.  J.  H.  MITCHELL:  You  mean  that 
$100  is  the  maximum  unless  approved  by  the 
executive  committee  ? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  That  is  right. 

DEL.  A.  G.  MITCHELL:  I  see  by  the  reso- 
lution it  says  that  you  fine  a  member  $100. 
Now,  you  are  making  that  resolution  not 
more  than  $100.  Will  that  law  stand  in  the 
United  States  as  it  is  in  Canada?  You  must 
understand  that  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada  are  vastly  different, 
and  if  we  get  some  smart  alec  in  the  United 
States  who  wants  to  bring  that  up,  he  will 
beat  you;  there  is  no  argument  about  it  at 
all.  The  Canadian  law  will  not  hold  good  in 
the  United  States,  so  I  think  the  brothers 
ought  to  look  into  that;  I  think  there  is 
something  important  in  that. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Insofar  as 
our  International  Union  is  concerned,  no 
matter  where  you  are,  whether  in  Canada 
or  in  Mexico,  we  can  enact  legislation  for 
our  own  organization  without  interference 
by  the  law,  so  long  as  we  keep  within  the 
pale  of  the  law. 

DEL.  ESHE  (Local  27)  :  If  we  put  a 
fine  on  a  member  of  $100  its  local  cannot 
take  that  off  without  the  action  of  the  In- 
ternational Union. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  No.  As  I 
understand  this  resolution,  it  provides  that 
if  the  local  union  places  a  fine  of  $100 
against  a  member,  then  they  ask  the  right 
to  place  an  additional  $100  against  the 
member,  and  the  consent  of  the  executive 
council  is  given  for  that  purpose,  and  then 
the  local  union  cannot  rescind  that  fine 
without  the  consent  of  the  executive  coun- 
cil.  Are  there  any  further  remarks? 

VOICES:  Question. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favour  will  signify  by  saying  "Aye";  those 
opposed.  The  "Ayes"  have  it,  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 

DEL.  CASE  (Local  47):   Resolution  No. 

3. 

"Under  the  caption  of  Qualifications  for 
International  Office  on  line  three,  Sec.  9, 


change  the  word  two  to  read  five,  to  read 
as  follows : 

"No  one  shall  be  eligible  for  an  Inter- 
national ofTice  unless  he  has  been  a  mem- 
ber for  five  years  in  good  standing  with 
the  International  at  the  time  of  nomina- 
tion." 

It  is  signed  by  D.  A.  McVey  (Local  74) 
and  L.  Rodier  (Local  20). 

The  committee  moves  its  adoption  and  I 
move  that  you  concur  with  this  report. 
(Seconded) . 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  re- 
port of  the  committee  be  adopted.  Are  you 
ready  for  the  question?  All  those  in  fa- 
vour of  the  committee's  report  will  signify 
by  saying  "Aye";  those  opposed — 

DEL.  HAGEN  (Local  73)  :  Is  an  amend- 
ment in  order,  Mr.  President? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  An  amend- 
ment must  be  submitted  in  writing;  there 
is  no  amendment  from  the  floor,  according 
to  the  rules. 

DEL.  HAGEN:  Would  it  be  possible  to 
lay  it  on  the  table  until  I  write  an  amend- 
ment? I  want  to  make  that  ten  years  in- 
stead of  five  years. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  We  cannot 
hold  up  the  convention.  However,  if  you 
will  write  out  your  amendment,  we  can  put 
it  to  the  convention  and  see  whether  they 
will  approve  of  it  or  not. 

(Del.  Hagen  writes  an  amendment). 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Delegate  Hagen 
offers  an  amendment  to  the  report  by  way 
of  substituting  the  words  "ten  years"  for 
the  words  "five  years"  in  the  committee's 
report.  We  will  now  talk  on  the  amend- 
ment. 

DEL.  MULLANE  (N.  J.  State  Council): 
Does  that  amendment  have  any  effect  on 
this  convention? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  That  does  not 
go  into  effect  until  the  latter  part  of  this 
year. 

DEL.  EVANS  (Local  No.  73):  That 
means  that  anybody,  in  order  to  be  elected. 
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would  have  to  be  in  continued  standing  for 
ten  years. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Yes. 

DEL.  EVANS:  I  don't  think  that  is  quite 
fair  to  us  old  fellows. 

DEL.  McVEY  (Local  No.  74):  I  would 
like  to  speak  as  to  the  amendment.  I  feel  that 
the  laws  of  these  organizations  must  be 
stringent  to  some  degree,  but  I  don't  think 
we  can  go  to  the  extreme  and  bar  a  man. 
Possibly  an  amendment  along  that  line 
might  mean  25  years.  Some  of  us  are  get- 
ting old  in  the  service,  and  we  have  done 
our  bit  in  the  best  way  we  can.  A  younger 
generation  is  coming  along,  and  if  they 
prove  themselves  all  right  and  their  mettle 
in  five  years,  they  have  qualified  themselves 
for  office  in  this  organization.  I  don't  think 
we  should  make  it  too  long  to  give  the 
young  fellows  a  chance.  (Applause). 

DEL.  HAGEN:  I  do  not  think  that  any 
member  who  has  only  been  in  for  five  years 
has  enough  grasp  to  be  eligible  for  office, 
and  that  is  the  reason  I  moved  the  amend- 
ment. 

DEL.  FETRIDGE  (Local  No.  102)  It  is 
a  long  time  since  I  spoke  in  this  conven- 
tion, and  I  would  like  to  say  there  are  a 
lot  of  us  old-timers  here,  and  we  have  the 
young  element  coming  up,  and  I  think  that 
five  years  is  sufficient.  I  don't  think  we 
should  tie  them  down  to  ten  years,  because 
in  five  years  these  men  may  have  the  proper 
mettle  in  them,  and  then  they  certainly 
will  be  eligible  for  the  executive.  I  am  op- 
posed to  any  increase,  because  I  think  five 
years  is  plenty. 

DEL.  FRANK  (Local  No.  190) :  Mr.  Chair- 
man and  brother  delegates,  and  members 
of  our  International  Union:  The  qualifica- 
tions necessary  to  serve  our  International 
Union  in  the  capacity  of  an  International 
Union  officer  would  certainly  not  be  cured 
by  the  question  of  five,  ten  or  fifteen  years. 
It  might  be  solved  in  other  local  unions  and 
in  the  International  Union  especially  Uy 
schools  for  the  training  of  its  members  in 
the  proper  understanding  of  the  trades 
union  movement  as  a  whole,  which  would 
tend  to  their  obtaining  the  qualifications  of 
leadership.  We  must  not  forget  the  youth- 
ful members  of  our  International  Union. 
There  may  be  a  tendency  of  division  between 


the  age  of  youth,  but  I  think  five  years  is 
sufficient,  and  this  should  also  serve  to 
create  an  Incentive  in  our  respective  local 
unions  towards  International  Union  work 
and  to  coach  them  for  leadership. 

DEL.  MATTHEWS  (Local  No.  46):  I  am 
inclined  to  agree  with  Brother  Hagen  that 
if  you  go  out  to  make  a  leader  of  any  type 
you  do  not  pick  a  boy  to  carry  on  a  man's 
job.  To  be  a  lather  you  have  to  serve  at 
least  five  years,  and  if  you  pick  a  boy  you 
are  going  to  get  a  boy's  decision  and  not  a 
man's  decision.  As  I  say,  I  agree  with 
Brother  Hagen's  amendment  to  that  resolu- 
tion. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Are  there  any 
further  remarks? 

VOICES:  Question. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  We  will  vote 
on  the  amendment.  All  those  in  favour  of 
the  adoption  of  the  amendment  will  signify 
by  saying  "Aye"  and  those  opposed  by  say- 
ing "No".  "The  "Noes"  have  it  and  the 
amendment  is  lost. 

Now,  as  to  the  question  of  the  adoption 
of  the  report  of  the  committee,  all  those  in 
favour  will  signify  by  saying  "Aye";  those 
opposed.  The  "Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 

DEL.  CASE  (Local  47):  Resolution 
No.  4: 

"Los  Angeles,  California, 

October  2,  1936. 

To  the  Seventeenth  Convention  of  the 
Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  In- 
ternational Union. 

Greetings: 

Whereas,  it  has  been  brought  to  our 
attention  that  our  laws  are  not  complete 
in  regard  to  collective  bargaining  and  ac- 
cording to  the  fine  points  of  law  our 
members  have  not  really  given  to  the  In- 
ternational Union  or  Local  Union  the 
power  to  act  as  their  representative  in 
collective  bargaining  and  some  addition 
or  change  is  required; 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that: 

All  application  blanks  shall,  above  the  signa- 
ture of  the  applicant,  include  the  following: 
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Section  1.  Pending  my  final  acceptance  as 
a  member,  I  hereby  designate  the  Wood, 
Wire  &  Metal  Lathers'  International  Union 
as  my  exclnsive  representative  for  purposes 
of  collective  bargaining. 

Section  2.  Membership  in  this  Union 
constitutes  a  delegation  6n  the  part  of 
each  individual  member  to  the  Union,  of 
exclusive  designation  and  authority  to 
the  Union  to  engage  in  collective  bar- 
gaining on  behalf  of  its  members. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  Sections  1 
and  2  be  printed  in  their  pro'per  places  in 
our  Constitution; 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  Section  2 
be  printed  in  due  books,  just  above  the 
space  where  a  member  signs. 

Submitted  by  the  Southern  California 
District  Council. 

(Signed)  C.  J.  HAGGERTY." 

DEL.  CASE:  Your  Committee  unanimous- 
ly adopted  this  resolution  and  I  recommend 
the  adoption  of  it.  Seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have 
heard  the  report  of  the  committee,  and 
it  has  been  mo'ved  and  seconded.  Are 
you  ready  for  the  question — I  would  like 
to  say  a  word  in  reference  to  this.  It  is 
a  most  vital  point  for  this  to  be  incor- 
porated in  the  application  blanks  of  mem- 
bership, and  I  suggest  an  amendment  be 
made  incorporating  that  it  be  put  in  the 
application  of  membership. 

DEL.  HAGGERTY  (S.  Calif.  District 
Council):  Mr.  President,  the  resolution 
calls  for  that  in  the  first  paragraph. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  is  not  in 
the  resolve;  is  it? 

DEL.  HAGGERTY:  It  is  in  the  first 
part. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  If  there  is 
no  objection,  Brother  Haggerty  will  write 
that  out.  You  had  better  write  that  out, 
Brother  Haggerty,  because  it  does  not 
amount  to  anything  unless  it  is  in  that 
particular  place. 

(DEL.  HAGGERTY  makes  an  addition 
to  the  resolution  as  follows) :  "Be  it  fur- 
ther resolved  that  this  be  printed  on  all 
application  blanks." 


PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  ques- 
tion now  is  upon  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee as  amended.  All  those  in  favour 
will  give  the  usual  consent  by  saying 
"Aye";  contrary.    The  "Ayes"  have  it. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  5: 

"To  the  17th  Convention  of  the  Wo'od. 
Wire  &  Metal  Lathers'  International 
Union: 

WHEREAS.  Tom  Mooney  and  Warren 
K.  Billings  have  been  incarcerated  in  the 
prisons  of  California  for  twenty  years 
having  been  framed  and  convicted  on  per- 
jured evidence  fot  a  crime  which  they  did 
not  commit  and 

WHEREAS,  The  working  class  in  the 
U.S.  and  throughout  the  world  have  con- 
tinuously demonstrated  their  unshaken 
faith  in  the  innocence  of  these  men,  and 
their  determination  to  continue  the  mili- 
tant mass  struggle  to  secure  the  imme- 
diate and  unco'nditional  release  of  Mooney 
and  Billings  and 

WHEREAS,  Numerous  religious  insti- 
tutions and  liberal  organizations  have 
also  demanded  the  freedom  of  Mooney 
and  Billings  on  the  basis  of  their  proven 
innocence,  and 

WHEREAS,  Judge  Franklin  Griffin, 
foremb'st  jurist  in  the  state  of  California 
and  Trial  Judge  in  Mooney's  case  has 
declared  the  following:  "The  Mooney  case 
is  one  of  the  dirtiest  jobs  ever  put  over 
and  I  resent  that  my  Court  was  used  for 
such  a  contemptible  piece  o'f  work.  There 
is  no  evidence  against  him;  there  is  not 
a  serious  suggestion  that  any  exists. 
Mooney  is  innocent  and  ought  to  be  par- 
doned." 

The  Captain  of  Police  that  was  assigned 
to  investigate  the  "Preparedness  Day 
Bbtab  Murders"  has  stated  that  Mooney 
and  Billings  should  be  pardoned. 

The  ten  living  Mooney  jurors  plead  for 
his  pardon.  The  Chief  Prosecutor  of 
Mooney  says  that  Mooney  sh'o'uld  be  re- 
leased. The  Attorney  General  of  Cali- 
fornia had  on  two  occasions  requested  a 
new  trial  for  Mooney.  The  Captain  of 
Detectives  that  helped  convict  him  has 
stated  that  Mooney  did  not  have  a  fair 
trial  and  that  sanctity  of  the  Courts  has 
been  violated.     The  five  chief  witnesses 
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against  Mooiiey  have  either  confessed  to, 
or  have  proven  to  be  perjurors. 

A  Commission  appointed  by  President 
Wilson  raised  the  doubts  about  Mooney's 
guilt.  In  1932  a  Commission  appointed 
by  President  Hoover  branded  the  case  as 
an  example  of  miscarriage  ot  justice.  On 
May  23,  1933,  Mooney  was  again  brought 
on  trial  and  acquitted,  yet  he  was  sent 
back  in  spite  of  his  Innocence. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  we  send  a 
communication  to  the  Governor  request- 
ing him  to  grant  an  immediate  and  un- 
conditib'nal  release  of  Mooney  and  Bill- 
ings and  that  we  urge  all  affiliated  locals 
to  do  likewise,  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  we  urge  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  that  he  instruct 
the  Attorney  General  to  intervene  before 
the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  for  immediate  re 
lease  of  Mooney  and  Billings  and  be  it 
further 

RESOLVED,  that  the  L.I.U.  delegates 
to  the  co'ming  A.F.  of  L.  convention  be 
instructed  to  introduce  this  resolution  to 
said  convention  with  the  proposal  that  a 
National  campaign  be  immediately 
launched  by  the  Executive  Council  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  for  the 
freedom  of  Mooney  and  Billing  and  be  it 
further 

RESOLVED,  That  this  convention  con- 
tribute the  sum  of  $200.00  to  the  author- 
ized Mooney  Defense  Committee.  Be  it 
further 

RESOLVED  that  a  copy  of  this  resolu- 
tion be  given  to  the  public  press. 

Walter  Frank,  Local  190. 

L.  Peffer,  Local  483." 

DEL.  CASE:  — 

Mr.  Chairman,  your  committee  recom- 
mends the  adoption  of  this  resolution 
with  the  omission  of  the  resolve:  "That 
this  convention  contribute  the  sum  of 
$200.00  to  the  authorized  Mooney  De- 
fence Co'mmittee."  Your  committee 
recommends  that  we  omit  that  part  and 
unanimously  concur  that  the  resolution 
be  adopted  with  this  correction.  I  move 
recommendation  of  the  committee's  re- 
port. (Seconded.) 


PRESIDENT  McSOULEY:  It  has  been 
moved  and  seconded  that  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  be  adopted.  Are 
you  ready  for  the  question — 

DEL.  FRANK:  This  resolution  was 
adopted  by  the  Minnesota  State  Legisla- 
ture, so'  we  do  not  need  to  be  afraid  that 
the  facts  are  not  correct. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  will  give  the  usual  sign  by  saying 
"Aye";  opposed.  The  "Ayes"  have  it  and 
it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  8: 

"To  the  Seventeenth  Convention  of  the  Wood, 
Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  International 
Union  Convention  in  Toronto,  Canada, 
October  19th,  1936: 

"Be  it  resolved  that  Section  No.  174  L.I.U. 
Constitution  be  amended  to  read  'The  Con- 
vention shall  convene  every  two  years',  in- 
stead of  every  three  years. 

Submitted  by  Lathers  No.  190  of  Minnea- 
polis, Minn.,  Walter  Frank,  Delegate;  and 
Lathers  No.  483  of  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Lawrence 
Peffer,  Delegate." 

DEL.  CASE:  Your  committee  recom- 
mends the  non-concurrence  of  this  resolu- 
tion, and  I  move  for  the  recommendation 
of  the  committee. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Are  you  ready 
for  the  question?  All  those  in  favor  of 
that  will  signify  by  saying  "Aye";  opposed. 
The  "Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  That  is  only  a  partial  list 
of  the  report,  but  we  have  yet  to  come  to 
other  resolutions.  I  want  to  say  that  I  in- 
structed the  Secretary  of  the  Committees  to 
see  that  all  the  members'  names  are  signed 
on  the  bottom  of  the  resolution. 

DEL.  DAHL  (Golden  Gate  District  Coun- 
cil): The  education  committee  is  not  ready 
yet  to  report,  but  we  will  arrive  at  a  com- 
plete report  as  soon  as  possible. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Any  other 
committee? 

DEL.  FRANK:  Will  the  delegates  who 
have  problems  of  organization  please  come 
to  the  Committee  on  Organization  at  5:00 
o'clock  in  Room  489  of  this  hotel. 
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PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Are  there  any 
further  committees  to  report  or  any  further 
announcements  to  he  made? 

DEL.  KRESS  (Biukeye  State  Council):  I 
would  like  to  roiiuest  that  the  Committee 
on  the  President's  Report  meet  me  immed- 
iately after  adjournment  in  Room  1253  in 
this  hotel. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  Commit- 
tee will  take  note.  Are  there  any  further 
announcements?  If  not,  a  motion  is  in 
order  to  adjourn  until  tomorrow  morning. 


DEL.  HAGGERTY:  I  move  that  we  ad- 
journ until  10:00  o'clock  tomorrow  morning.

The  following  Is  my  report  to  this  conven- 
tion on  the  financial  transactions  of  our 
organization  for  the  past  seven  fiscal  years 
ending  August  31,  1930,  1931,  1932, 
1933,  1934,  1935  and  1936.  I  am  also  report- 
ing on  our  membership  and  local  unions, 
as  tabulated:

Dear  Sir: 

Pursuant  to  engagement  by  you,  I  have 
audited  the  accounts  of  the  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer for  the  seven  fiscal  years 
beginning  September  1st,  1929,  and  ended 
August  31st,  1936,  and  herewith  present  my 
report.  All  receipts  of  funds  were  traced 
into  the  various  bank  accounts  and  were 
found  to  be  properly  accounted  for.  The 
disbursements  of  funds  were  all  substanti- 
ated by  proper  vouchers  and,  in  my  opinion, 
were  proper  expenditures  under  the  laws  of 
the  Union. 

Due  to  the  closing  of  The  Standard  Trust 
Co.  of  Cleveland  on  December  19,  1931,  at 
the  time  refunds  of  convention  assessments 
were  being  made  to  members,  an  item  en- 
titled "Equity  in  Standard  Trust  Co.  Sav- 
ings and  Commercial  Accounts"  has  been 
included  among  the  assets  of  the  "Adminis- 


trative Account"  which  represents  the  am- 
ount refunded  from  the  "Administrative 
Account"  funds  for  convention  assessments. 
The  Convention  fund  accounts  at  The 
Standard  Trust  Co.  now  have  a  balance  of 
$21,000.00  against  which  the  "Administra- 
tive Account"  has  advanced  $12,320.73  and 
in  lieu  of  refunds  credited  the  per  capita 
tax  of  members  in  the  amount  of  $5,053.50, 
making  the  total  amount  due  to  the  "Ad- 
ministrative Account"  $17,374.23.  However, 
there  being  no  cash  involved,  the  $5,053.50 
has  not  been  included  in  the  receipts  of  the 
"Administrative  Account." 

Since  September  1st,  1932,  no  rent  has 
been  paid  to  the  "Building  Account"  from 
the  "Administrative  Account"  as  was  for- 
merly paid  at  the  rate  of  $225.00  per  month. 
It  should  be  noted  that  $1,100.00  of  Ad- 
ministrative funds  have  been  transferred  to 
the  "Building  Account."  One  tenant  of  the 
building  is  now  $8,100.00  in  arrears  on  rent 
and  the  Union  has  taken  over  title  to  the 
restaurant  fixtures  and  equipment  contain- 
ed in  one  storeroom  and  a  diamond  ring 
valued  at  $250.00  from  a  former  tenant  in 
default  of  rent. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Terry  Ford  and  his  assistants  for  their 
courtesy  and  assistance  to  me  in  furnishing 
all  books,  vouchers  and  other  records  and 
otherwise  facilitating  this  audit.

from  one  of  the  banks  in  Cleveland  to  pay 


the  delinquent  death  benefits  accruing  for 
the  past  five  years,  and 

WHEREAS,  many  locals  within  our  In- 
ternational Union  have  not  sufficient  funds 
to  pay  a  representation  to  protect  our  juris- 
dictional claims,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  we  place  a  twenty-five 
cent  assessment  upon  every  member  of  our 
International  Union  for  a  period  of  twelve 
months  and  be  placed  in  a  separate  fund  for 
this  purpose.

WHEREAS,  certain  companies  now  doing 
business  as  manufacturers  of  various  mat- 
erials pertaining  to  Lathing  and  the  erec- 
tion of  the  same,  and  other  contractors 
doing  an  Interstate  business,  who  hire  lath- 
ers direct,  through  International  agreements, 
have  in  the  past  and  in  some  instances,  are 
at  the  present  time  causing  confusion  and 
unrest  in  some  portions  of  our  jurisdiction 
by  the  other  than  Lathing  Superintendents 
in  the  Construction  of  our  work,  therefore 
be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  as  a  basis  of  such  agree- 
ments or  other  of  a  like  classification  they 
shall  be  required  to  employ  continuously  a 
Superintendent  who  shall  have  authority 
over  all  lathing  of  every  description,  and 
job  location  with  sole  right  to  employ  and 
discharge  Lathers.  He  shall  appoint  job 
foreman  when  necessary  and  shall  be  furn- 
ished by  his  employer  with  a  list  of  all  jobs 
on  signing  a  closing  of  contract. 

He  must  be  a  member  of  the  L.I.U.  in  good 
standing. 

Subletting  all  or  part  of  any  job  covered 
by  the  jurisdiction  of  the  L.I.U.  is  prohibited 
under  this  Form  of  Agreement.

CHAIRMAN  CASE,  of  Resolutions  and 
Laws  Committee:  The  Committee  discussed 
this  malter,  and  we  find  that  it  has  already 
been  acted  upon  in  a  previous  resolution, 
and  we  recommend  non-concurrence.

DELEGATE  J.  O.  DAHL,  Golden  Gate

former  resolution.  Then,  so  far  as  I  under- 
stand English,  the  intent  has  been  concurred 
in.  Therefore  I  wish  to  amend  the  report 
of  the  Committee,  That  it  be  filed. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  will  have 
to  write  the  amendment  out.  Brother.  Might 
I  just  at  this  time  interject  myself  to  sug- 
gest to  the  Committee  that  when  there  are 
co-related  resolutions,  that  all  of  those  re- 
solutions be  dealt  with  at  the  same  time, 
reporting  the  action  of  the  Committee  upon 
the  subject  matter  as  a  whole,  and  not  to 
report  them  in  this  sort  of  manner,  because 
it  is  misleading. 

CHAIRMAN  C.  J.  CASE,  of  Resolutions 
and  Laws  Committee:  Might  I  make  this 
excuse  on  behalf  of  the  Committee.  Some 
resolutions  were  handed  to  us  in  the  first 
instance,  then  we  got  other  resolutions.  But 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  will  see 
to  it  that  that  is  done  with  other  resolu- 
tions. 

DELEGATE:  Then  may  I  also  make  a 
motion  that  the  Committee  abide  by  your 
instructions,  that  the  subject  matter  be  re- 
ferred back  to  the  Committee  to  be  reported 
on  in  toto  with  the  other  resolutions  referred 
to  it. 
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PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  If  there  are 
no  objections,  Is  that  clear? 

DELEGATE:  The  Chairman  of  this  Com- 
mittee reported  tliat  the  matter  had  been 
taken  tare  of  in  a  previous  resolution. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  What  he 
meant  to  Imply  Is  that  it  was  covered  by 
anothar  resolution,  we  are  not  concerned 
with  how  it  was  done.  We  will  refer  it  back 
and  let  them  bring  it  in.  Are  there  any 
objections  to  that?    If  not,  it  is  so  ordered: 

DELEGATE  C.  J.  CASE,  Chairman  of 
Committee: 

RESOLUTION  No.  12 

To  the  Seventeenth  Convention  of  the  Wood, 
Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  International 
Union  in  Toronto,  Canada,  October  19th, 
1936: 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  Conven-

CHAIRMAN  CASE:  Your  Committee 
recommends  concurrence  in  this  resolution. 
I  move  the  adoption  of  the  Committee's 
recommendation. 

(Duly  seconded). 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  be  adopted.    You  have  heard  the 


recommendation  of  the  Committee.  Are  you 
ready  lor  the  question. 

VICE-PRESIDENT  MOORE,  Chicago:  I 
am  going  to  oppose  the  recommendation  ot 
the  Committee.  As  I  am  in  a  State  where 
there  is  a  State  Council,  and  when  we  say 
that  we  must  make  some  of  the  locals  within 
tliat  State  in  the  smaller  cities,  that  have  a 
small  number  of  men,  to  compete  with  one 
of  the  larger  locals  within  that  State  and 
that  they  must  receive  the  maximum  hourly 
wage,  i!  is  very  hard  for  those  small  locals 
to  get  that  condition.  But  if  they  would 
say,  a  "minimum  wage"  as  we  have  in  our 
State  Constitution,  then  I  would  say  that 
would  be  progress  within  the  State  organ- 
izations, but  not  to  say  that  that  small  local 
who  is  unable  to  make  the  progress  that 
the  larger  Local  can  do,  having  two  or  three 
business  agents  or  maybe  one  permanent 
business  agent,  where  the  smaller  local  is 
unable  to  finance  a  business  agent,  that  he 
must  proceed  under  the  agreement  and  wage 
scale  of  the  larger  organization.  Therefore, 
that  is  my  reason  that  we  could  not  concur 
in  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee, 
that  Lhat  local  Union,  whoever  they  may  be 
in  that  State,  must  receive  the  maximum 
wages. 

DEL.  C.  J.  HAGGERTY,  So.  California 
District  Council  (a  member  of  the  Resolu- 
tions &  Laws  Committee):  For  the  Com- 
mittee, I  might  say  that  Vice-President 
Moore  has  evidently  misinterpreted  the  con- 
text of  the  resolution.  It  is  a  recommenda- 
tion for  all  State  Locals  to  adopt  as  near  as 
possible  Uniform  Wages  and  Working  con- 
ditions, nothing  mandatory,  which  is  what 
your  State  Councils  are  functioning,  and 
the  resolution  in  no  way  makes  it  manda- 
tory ior  any  local  or  state  body  to  adopt. 
It  merely  recommends  that  such  be  done  in 
the  best  interests  of  all  concerned. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
was  concurrence,  consistent  with  State 
Council  functions. 

VICE-PRESIDENT  MOORE,  Chicago:  I 
am  no  grammarian,  but  it  states  here,  if  I 
can  read  this  clear,  "and  that  the  highest  pre- 
vailing scales  and  shorter  hours  in  the  State 
shall  be  the  wages  and  working  hours  for 
all  the  Locals  in  their  respective  States." 
That  is  what  it  states.  We  have  it  within 
the  Constitution  of  our  State  organization, 
that  all  wage  scales  and  working  conditions 
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shall  be  as  nearly  uniform  as  possible,  and 
we  have  a  constitution  under  the  working 
rules  of  the  State.  But  that  is  what  this 
says,  and  I  can't  see  where  you  are  going 
to  help  the  situation  to  say  that  they  must 
pay  the  highest  wages. 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  No.  190: 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Brother  Delegates. 
Brother  Moore  stated  that  he  was  not  a 
grammarian.  Well  neither  am  I,  and  none 
of  our  entire  constitution  is  written  for  the 
purpose  of  being  grammatically  foolproof, 
but  we  know  that  in  setting  of  any  law  or 
constitution,  we  are  governed  by  the  intent, 
and  even  the  Courts  are  governed  by  the 
intent  of  the  law. 

Brother  Haggerty  has  very  well  stated 
the  intent  of  the  Resolution,  namely,  that  it 
is  a  recommendation  for  all  State  Locals  to 
adopt  as  near  as  possible  Uniform  Wages 
and  Working  conditions,  with  nothing  man- 
datory. 

We  have  from  practical  experience  learned 
the  need  for  uniform  wages.  In  Minnea- 
polis and  St.  Paul  and  its  territory,  we 
have  succeeded  in  doing  so,  and  we  know 
that  there  are  neighboring  states  that  are 
suffering  from  the  same  problem.  By  ad- 
opting this  resolution,  we  urge  the  Locals 
in  each  state  to  endeavor  to  establish  uni- 
form wages  throughout  the  state  on  the  basis 
of  the  highest  prevailing  wage  scale  of  any 
Local  in  the  state.  This  will  reduce  un- 
employment, establish  co-ordination  and 
stimulate  the  organization  of  the  unorgan- 
ized lathers  in  respective  states.  It  will 
also  protect  the  locals  with  the  highest 
wage  scale  and  best  working  conditions. 
When  agreements  are  negotiated  and  obtain- 
ed, our  success  in  enforcing  their  contents 
is  determined  to  a  great  extent  by  our 
strength  and  working  conditions  and  our 
efforts  to  eliminate  cut-throat  competition, 
also  to  organize  the  unorganized  lathers 
throughout  the  state.  It  is  the  aim  of  our 
International  to  establish  100  per  cent.  Un- 
ion conditions  throughout  each  state,  and  a 
100  per  cent,  closed  shop  throughout  the 
whole  country  for  our  International  Union. 
Another  reason  for  uniform  wages  in  states 
is  the  fact  that  we  know  that  most  of  the 
big  contractors  reside  in  the  larger  cities, 
for  instance  in  our  own  locality — the  Twin 
Cities,   which   condition   is   typical   in  all 


parts  of  the  country,  and  they  figure  through- 
out the  entire  territory  and  sometimes  be- 
yond the  state.  Therefore  when  agreements 
are  written  by  a  local  union,  the  success  is 
determined  by  the  strength  of  your  organiza- 
tion, first  and  primarily;  second,  by  the 
amount  of  work  you  have  done  throughout 
the  State  to  eliminate  the  cut-throat  competi- 
tion and  to  organize  the  unorganized  in 
other  small  locals. 

Just  look  at  this  in  a  practical  way.  If 
there  are  a  number  of  scales  lower  and 
higher  in  the  same  State,  it  creates  that 
much  more  difficulty  for  the  locals  to  main- 
tain their  conditions,  and  gives  the  contrac- 
tor the  impression  that  while  a  few  large 
towns  are  organized,  our  outlying  districts 
are  not  organized  so  well,  and  are  not  so 
strong. 

If  you  do  like  during  the  war,  organize 
your  front  line  trenches,  it  acts  as  a  de- 
fence of  your  organization  through  the 
country. 

Brother  Moore  speaks  about  the  condition 
of  the  large  and  the  small  locals.  That  is 
one  of  the  troubles  we  have.  We  must  ad- 
mit that  we  are  also  to  blame  for  the  con- 
dition of  the  small  locals  in  not  always 
having  looked  after  their  interests.  They 
are  the  front  line  trenches  in  the  battle-field 
against  our  enemies,  and  if  we  repair  those 
front  line  trenches,  then  we  have  strength- 
ened our  whole  structure. 

I  think  it  should  be  impressed  upon  the 
respective  locals  because  when  this  con- 
vention is  over,  here  is  the  record  of  what 
we  have  done,  and  I  want  to  take  this 
occasion,  if  I  may,  Mr.  President,  to  clear  up 
one  matter.  There  has  been  some  criticism 
that  cur  Local  has  presented  too  many 
resolutions.  We  don't  want  to  load  the  rec- 
ord, but  we  are  not  to  blame  that  the  rotten 
system  under  which  we  have  lived  has  creat- 
ed so  many  problems  that  in  order  to  present 
the  needs  of  our  people  in  our  membership, 
we  have  to  bring  them  in,  and  I  think  you 
should  look  at  it  in  another  light.  You 
should  appreciate  the  interest  of  locals 
throughout  the  country  In  bringing  in  these 
resolutions.  Nor  are  we  to  blame  that  there 
has  not  been  held  a  convention  for  seven 
years. 

So  under  that  kind  of  criticism,  delegates 
that  are  bringing  in  resolutions  face  two 
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alternatives,  to  leave  the  resolution  with  you 
and  go  home  and  say,  "There  was  a  bloc  of 
votes".  We  will  not  do  that.  Wo  came  with 
sincerity,  ready  to  prove  our  points.  We  are 
not  the  type  that  walk  out.  We  don't  do  like 
Al  Smith,  hike  out  of  a  place:  we  stay  in  the 
battle  and  present  our  viewpoints  the  best 
we  can,  and  if  we  are  licked,  we  are  not 
soreheads. 

CHAIRMAN  C.  J.  CASE,  of  Resolutions 
Committee,  Local  No.  47:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
want  to  speak  briefly  on  this,  and  J  want  to 
positively  say  I  resent  some  of  the  remarks 
of  the  previous  speaker. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  That  is  out  of 
order.  We  are  not  going  to  have  any  such 
thing  as  that  here  today.  We  want  to  con- 
fine otirselves  to  the  subject  matter  before 
the  Convention  at  this  particular  time,  and 
no  argument. 

DELEGATE  CASE:  I  stand  corrected, 
but  1  want  to  say  on  behalf  of  this  resolu- 
tion, that  the  Buckeye  State  Council  just 
adopted  a  resolution  along  the  same  line. 
It  is  our  intention  to  try  at  the  next  con- 
ference that  we  hold,  to  establish  an  agreed 
upon  minimum  scale  of  wages  at  that  time. 
It  we  attempted  to  do  what  the  resolution 
asked  for  it  could  not  be  done  under  the 
present  circumstances.  We  will  have  to 
take  those  local  unions  that  are  50c  an  hour 
less  than  some  other  local  unions  and  we 
will  have  to  gradually  build  them  up,  but 
it  is  the  intent  of  the  Buckeye  State  Council 
to  try  and  build  those  organizations  up 
just  as  far  as  we  possibly  can,  and  maybe 
some  day  we  can  do  it,  but  it  would  be  too 
drastic,  it  would  be  a  radical  movement  on 
the  part  of  labor  organizations  to  attempt 
to  choke  that  down  somebody's  throat  at 
this  particular  time.  And  I  believe  that 
the  resolution  should  be  referred  back  and 
brought  in,  in  the  form  and  manner  in  which 
I  spoke  on  the  proposition. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  are  op- 
posed to  the  Committee's  report.  The  Com- 
mittee recommended  that  the  resolution  be 
adopted  and  now  you  are  talking  against  it. 
Are  you  in  favor  of  it,  or  opposed  to  it? 

DEL.  HAGEN  (Local  73):  Mr.  Chairman, 
let  us  not  haggle  and  quibble  about  some 
resolution  that  does  not  mean  anything. 
This  is  a  proposition,  in  my  opinion,  of 
local  economy,  and  I,  like  Brother  Moore, 


would  be  strictly  opposed  to  It,  but  if  it  Is, 
as  Brother  Haggerty  states,  I  am  quite  sat- 
isfied with  it — that  this  proposition  is  op- 
tional with  local  unions.  I  see  no  objec- 
tion to  agreeing  with  the  report  of  the 
committee,  so  let  us  get  on  with  our  busi- 
ness. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  I  would  just 
like  to  say  a  word:  There  is  nothing  com- 
pulsory in  the  resolution;  it  is  only  a  recom- 
menation  that  the  principle  be  established 
that  we  aim  to  bring  about  a  certain  stand- 
ard of  wages  aiming  at  higher  wages  in  the 
State.  There  is  nothing  mandatory  about 
it;  it  is  just  voluntarily  recommended  to 
aim  to  bring  about  that  condition. 

BRO.  MOORE  (Local  74):  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  felt  that  it  ought  to  be  referred  back  and 
that  the  language  should  be  changed.  I 
know  what  some  of  these  people  can  do, 
and  I  know  just  exactly  what  they  do. 
I  have  been  recently  put  in  that  position. 
If  they  place  it  like  that,  as  they  have, 
in  the  State  Council  of  Illinois,  they 
would  lead  up  to  that  situation  and  we 
state  in  there:  "Uniform  working  conditions 
and  scale  of  wages  for  all  our  membership 
within  the  state." 

Now,  what  we  want  to  do  is  to  try  to  build 
up  these  locals.  We  have  the  constitution 
within  the  State  that  gives  them  the  oppor- 
tunity. We  do  want  a  universal  wage 
scale,  but  as  stated  here  by  one  of  the  pre- 
vious rpeakers,  right  now  and  after  going 
through  the  siege  we  did  go  through  and 
are  passing  through,  I  do  not  believe  that 
we  should  place  this  in  our  International 
constitution  as  is.  Give  these  local  unions 
in  the  states  an  opportunity  to  form  state 
councils  and  not  put  any  barriers  up  against 
them.  Some  of  these  local  unions  and  some 
of  the  members  would  read  that  as  printed 
by  the  International  constitution  as  being 
formed  by  the  State  Council  within  their 
state. 

DEL.  MULLANE  (N.J.  State  Council): 
As  I  read  the  resolution  the  first  clause  of 
it  takes  care  of  it,  endorsing  the  principle 
adopted  in  the  resolution:  "That  the  con- 
vention go  on  record  endorsing  the  prin- 
ciple." It  does  not  make  it  mandatory  that 
the  council  shall.  It  just  endorses  the  prin- 
ciple that  we  will  go  on  record  to  try  to 
raise  everything  legal  in  the  state.  We  in 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  would  have  to  be 
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opposed  to  it  if  it  was  mandatory.  There 
is  65  cents  an  hour  difference  in  the  scale 
of  that  state  from  locals  in  the  north  and 
locals  in  the  south,  and  we  would  be  bit- 
terly opposed  to  it  if  such  was  the  case. 
We  favor  the  resolution  because  it  en- 
dorses the  principle  of  establishing  uniform 
wages  in  that  state. 

BRO.  NEALON:  The  woVd  "duty"  is 
the  word  that  makes  it  practically  man- 
datory. The  point  I  see  is  bad,  and  is 
taking  the  rights  of  the  State  Council.  If 
it  read  that  wherever  possible  the  locals 
within  any  one  state  would  have  an 
equality  as  only  the  union  scale  is  pos- 
sible. The  way  I  look  at  it,  the  majority 
of  the  members  of  our  organization, 
when  it  is  placed  in  the  co'nstitution — 
we  have  always  left  that  to  the  local 
union  and  local  state  council,  and  now 
you  are  interfering  with  the  local  auto- 
nomy. We  are  taking  that  right  away 
and  saying  it  is  their  duty  to  have  higher 
prevailing  wages  within  that  state. 

DEL.  FRANK  (Local  190):  Brother 
Chairman  and  Brothers,  I  don't  think  that 
it  is  a  question  of  words;  it  is  a  question 
of  the  correctness  of  a  fundamental  policy. 
It  is  our  duty  to  establish  as  a  uniform 
wage  the  highest  prevailing  union  scale  of 
our  trade  in  the  state.  I  think  you  know 
that  there  are  efforts  made  in  various  states 
throughout  the  country  to  establish  by  state 
legislation  a  minimum  wage  law.  The  build- 
ing Trades  Councils  in  Minnesota  and  the 
Trade  Union  Movement  in  Minneapolis  have 
introduced  a  state  bill,  which  has  every 
chance  to  go  through,  stating  that  the  mini- 
mum scale  of  wages  should  be  the  highest 
prevailing  union  wage  scale  of  the  respective 
trades  in  the  state.  By  adopting  this  reso- 
lution, we  go  on  record  for  that  principle 
and  it  will  help  us,  Mr.  Chairman,  in  back- 
ing up  our  argument  for  such  legislation. 
When  people  refer  to  our  L.I.U.  constitu- 
tion and  read  about  the  clause  of  State  Coun- 
cils and  District  Council,  there  is  nothing 
in  there  indicating  the  policy  of  what  we 
consider  ought  to  be  the  uniform  wage  scale. 
By  adopting  this  resolution,  we  can  say, 
here,  while  it  is  not  mandatory  on  our  part, 
it  is  nevertheless  the  objective  aim  of  our 
International  Union  to  work  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  highest  wage  scale. 


DEL.  DAHL  (Golden  Gate  District 
Council):  I  believe  I  have  a  solution  for 
it — that  is,  the  change  of  one  word  in 
the  resolution.  May  I  read  the  resolu- 
tion through? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Yes. 

DEL.  DAHL:  "Be  it  resolved  that  the 
convention  go  on  record  endorsing  the 
principle  that  it  be  the  duty  of  all  locals 
in  their  state  to  co-operate  to  establish 
uniform  wages,  hours,  and  conditions  in 
their  state  .  .  ."  and  substitute  the  word 
"so"  for  the  word  "and",  to  make  it 
read:  "so  that  the  highest  prevailing 
scales  and  shorter  hours  in  the  state 
shall  be  the  wages  and  working  hours  for 
all  the  Locals  in  their  respective  States." 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Does  Dele- 
gate Dahl  offer  that  as  an  amendment? 

DEL.  DAHL:  Yes. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Will  you 
write  it  out,  please? 

DEL.  DUTY  (Local  33):  Now  I  don't 
see  anything  in  this  resolution  that  any- 
o'ne  should  object  to.  I  cannot  see  it  for 
the  life  of  me,  with  what  little  I  know 
about  English.  Is  it  right  that  the  reso- 
lution means  that  we  will  try  to  bring 
about  that  condition  for  the  purpose  — 
Now,  who  in  hell  is  against  it?  To  be 
fair  and  honest,  this  is  the  first  time  I 
have  been  here,  and  I  kno'w  you  are  all 
glad  to  see  me.  (Laughter).  But  I  don't 
see  why  we  should  spend  any  more  time. 
I  am  willing  to  endorse  it  and  I  represent 
a  district  council  up  here  that  I  am  Sec- 
retary of  and  I  know  something  about 
it.  I  am  not  fooling  by  any  means.  You 
can  talk  abo'ut  the  Building  Trades  Coun- 
cil and  there  is  not  one  of  you  knows 
more  about  it  than  I  do,  because  I  have 
been  President  of  the  Building  Trades 
Council  for  23  years  and  I  didn't  get 
these  old  grey  hairs  for  nothing.  I 
would  say  this:  living  up  to"  this  resolu- 
tion will  recommend  to  the  members  to 
try  to  get  something  along  that  line.. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  There  is  a 
resolution  offered  by  Brother  Dahl  to 
amend  and  eliminate  the  word  "and"  on 
line  number  6  and  substitute  the  wbVd 
"so",  therefor.  You  have  heard  the 
amendment — 
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DEL.  YODEK  (Illinois  State  Council): 
1  am  still  in  favor  of  the  resolution  as 
presented  aiul  recommended  unanimously 
by  tho  Committee  on  Resolutions  and  Law 
and  I  would  like  to  ask  if  the  motion  by 
the  Committee  is  not  for  endorsement. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY;  Yes;  the  mo- 
tion bclore  the  house  is  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  be  adopted. 

DEL.  YODER:  I  thought  the  Chairman 
then  pot  rather  confused.  That  is  what  I 
wanted  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  con- 
vention :  that  the  Law  and  Resolutions 
Comniiiiee  endorsed  that  resolution  unani- 
mously and  I  cannot  see  lor  the  life  of  me 
as  long  as  we  all  know  it  is  our  actual  ob- 
jective and  that  it  is  not  mandatory.  Why 
have  ;iny  argument  about  it  at  all? 

DEL,  HAGGERY  (S.  Calif.  District  Coun- 
cil): I  will  take  as  little  time  as  I  can,  but 
the  amendment  in  my  mind  is  not  necessary 
for  the  original  motion  is  sufficient  in  itself 
to  carry. 

DEL.  O'CONNOR  (Local  32):  I  agree 
that  the  highest  prevailing  scale  and 
shorter  hours  in  the  State  shall  be 
the  wages,  shall  be  a  matter  of  en- 
dorsement. The  principle  would  be  all  right 
if  you  divide  that  or  if  you  place  the  amend- 
ment in  If  you  do  not  place  the  wording 
in  the  amendment — the  hours  must  be  set 
by  the  State  according  to  that  resolution. 
According  to  the  intent  of  the  resolution,  it 
will  cause  a  lot  of  quibbling  all  through,  and 
I  believe  that  the  amendment  should  be 
passed  by  the  body  to  avoid  any  further 
argument  or  quibbling,  and  I  believe  the 
men  in  favor  of  the  resolution  as  it  is  are 
losing  nothing  by  the  amendment  going  into 
effect,  and  I  so  move. 

DEL.  McVEY  (Local  74)  :  I  cannot  under- 
stand what  this  quibbling  is  about.  It  does 
not  change  the  subject  matter  at  all.  As  I 
understand  it,  when  I  came  to  the  conven- 
tion I  came  to  take  a  positive  stand  on  the 
thing,  and  if  this  organization  ever  expects 
to  get  in  anywhere  it  has  got  to  stop  quib- 
bling. Resolutions  have  to  come  before  this 
body  on  its  merits  or  demerits.  This  or- 
ganization is  built,  in  my  opinion,  to  help 
the  little  fellow.  This  resolution  now  be- 
fore you,  while  it  is  not  mandatory,  it 
shows  what  the  position  of  the  International 


Union  Is.  In  the  hope  that  eventually  the 
little  Kuy,  the  bulwark  of  our  organization, 
will  be  placed  on  an  equal  footing  with  those 
in  the  big  cities.  1  wish  we  should  take 
this  stand  and  give  all  consideration  to  the 
little  fellow  on  the  outside.  Possibly  N(!W 
Jersey  has  a  different  scale  from  the  big 
city,  and  I  know  the  little  fellows  in  New 
Jersey  are  just  like  we  are,  for  we  are 
banded  together  to  help  each  other,  and  I 
know  the  boys  here  will  help  the  little  fel- 
low to  bring  himself  up  to  a  par  with  us. 
Now,  fellows,  let's  get  together.  We  want 
to  help  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  and 
we  will  do  all  we  can  to  help.  I  think  this 
resolution  should  prevail.  It  does  not  make 
it  mandatory,  but  gives  us  an  opportunity 
to  come  out  and  say  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  International  Union  to  bring  about 
equality  with  us. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  We  will  now 
vote  on  the  amendment  that  has  been  of- 
fered by  Delegate  Dahl.  All  those  in  favor 
will  signify  in  the  usual  way  by  saying 
"Aye";  contrary.  The  amendment  is  lost. 
The  question  now  reverts  to  the  vote  on  the 
original  motion  as  recommended  by  the 
Committee.  All  those  in  favor  will  signify 
by  saying  "Aye";  contrary;  the  "Ayes"  have 
it,  and  the  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee is  adopted. 

Perhaps  at  this  time  I  would  like 
to  interrupt  the  proceedings  to  state  that 
we  have  two  distinguished  visitors  here,  men 
who  are  officers  of  the  International  Con- 
tracting Plasterers'  Organization  which 
many  of  our  locals  deal  with,  and  I  know 
that  we  will  be  pleased  to  hear  from  them 
and  therefore  I  appoint  Brother  Hagen  and 
Brother  Cook  to  escort  Mr.  Reum  and  Mr. 
McDonald  to  the  platform. 

(Mr.  Reum  and  Mr.  McDonald  arrive  on 
the  platform.) 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Brothers,  it 
gives  me  much  pleasure  to  introduce  to 
you  this  morning  a  man  whom  I  believe 
you  all  know  very  well,  and  who  has  been 
an  interested  and  active  worker  in  our 
industry  foV  a  long  number  of  years.  In 
fact,  I  do  not  know  of  any  man  in  this 
country,  in  our  industry,  that  has  done 
one  half  of  the  work  to  promote  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  lathing  and  plastering 
industry  than  Mr.  Oscar  Reum,  whom  I 
will  n'o'w  present  to  you.  (Applause). 
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MR.  REUM:  Mr.  President,  Mr.  Sec- 
retary and  delegates:  I  am  most  happy 
to  present  to  you  the  good  wishes  of  the 
Contracting  Plastering  International  As- 
sociation in  your  deliberations  at  this 
convention. 

I  have  not  prepared  any  set  speech, 
but  this  year  marks  for  me  50  years  of 
active  work  in  the  lathing  and  plaster- 
ing industry,  and  in  the  50  years  that  it 
has  been  my  privilege  to  work  in  this — 
which  is  a  life's  work  for  all  of  us — I 
feel  that  I  have  worked  with  you  over 
this  half-century,  have  suffered  with  you, 
have  fraternized  with  you,  and  I  think 
that  I  have  a  fair  understanding  of  what 
confronts  us  all. 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  after 
a  half-century  that  Almighty  God  has 
given  me,  I  have  not  used  it  in  my  form 
nor  in  my  talk  nor  in  my  efforts  to  break 
down  the  integral  fundamental  princi- 
ples of  the  business  that  gives  us  all  a 
living.  (Applause.)  That  is  something. 
As  I  view  this  industry  of  lathing  and 
plastering  I  would  liken  it  to"  the  human 
temple  for  it  is  a  temple  of  the  body. 
You  represent  the  fundamental,  the 
structural  part  of  the  body  which  must 
be  properly  done  in  order  that  the  blood, 
the  sinew  of  the  flesh  that  make  the 
completed  whole  b'ne  that  is  of  interest 
and  of  value  to  everyone. 

In  my  fifty  years  I  have  seen  many, 
many  changes,  changes  that  are  of  vital 
import  to  every  one  of  us.  You,  my  dear 
brethren,  are  a  militant  organization,  a 
militant  organization  that,  tempered  with 
time,  have  cbtae  to  a  realization  that  after 
all  we  are  all  the  integral  part  of  a  great 
industry. 

I  am  most  happy,  Mr.  McSorley,  to  say 
conscientiously  that  at  no  time  in  the 
fifty  years  that  I  have  known  and  worked 
with  you  is  there  a  better  or  a  more 
happy  understanding  than  there  is  today. 
Twenty  years  ago  when  the  Contracting 
Plastering  Internatio'nal  Association  was 
organized,  many  felt,  both  lathers  and 
plasterers,  that  is  was  organized  by 
bosses  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  penal- 
ties upon  the  men  that  were  employed. 
As  President  of  that  organization  from 
its  very  inception  I  can  assure  you  that 


in  no'  way  was  it  the  objective,  but  we 
are  representing  an  organization  and  in- 
dustry that  is  widely  scattered;  it  con- 
sists of  units  everywhere  in  the  60,000 
towns  and  villages  and  cities  of  this 
great  country.  It  is  a  disorganized  mass, 
both  of  so-called  workers  and  so-called 
contractoYs.  Only  in  the  minimum  of 
cities  and  towns  and  villages  in  this  great 
country  is  there  discipline  or  organiza- 
tion even  upon  the  part  of  journeymen 
and  contractors,  and  back  of  the  whole 
thing  is  the  industry  itself  and  the  pro- 
tection of  that  industry.  How  can  we 
bring  it  about?  What  can  we  do  to  bet- 
ter the  condition  out  of  which  we  all  hope 
to  make  a  living?  In  my  opinion,  after 
this  half-century,  it  can  only  be  done  by 
the  co-ordination,  the  co-operation  and 
the  understanding  between  you  who  are 
the  silent  partners  in  this  tremendous 
enterprise,  and  you,  too,  have  capital  in- 
vested in  this  great  industry.  I  might 
have,  or  some  contractor  might  have, 
$100  or  $100,000  representing  my  con- 
tribution from  the  standpoint  of  capital, 
but  your  contribution  is  your  knowledge 
of  your  trade,  or  ability  to  work,  your 
ability  to  think,  your  ability,  aye,  to'  fight 
for  the  defence  of  your  organization;  and 
if  that  can  be  brought  about  a  common 
co-operation,  a  mutual  understanding  be- 
tween that  capital  represented  by  ability 
to  wo'rk  and  that  capital  represented  by 
immediate  funds — ah,  great  indeed  are 
our  rewards. 

Probably  one  of  the  first  real  attempts 
to  co-ordinate  into  common  understand- 
ing the  integral  elements  that  constitute 
the  lathing  and  plastering  industry — It  is 
fortunate  indeed  for  us  and  fortunate  in- 
deed foY  you  that  you  had  a  leadership 
in  a  President  of  understanding  who  was 
able  to  discern  the  pitfalls  and  the  ef- 
forts made  to  disintegrate  this  industry 
into  not  two  component  parts  —  lathing 
and  plastering  —  but  half  a  dozen  com- 
ponent parts  which  in  its  ultimate  effect 
would  have  meant  separation  of  plaster- 
ing and  lathing,  and  a  disintegration  of 
this  great  industry  that  would  have 
made  it  very  easy  to  kill  off  by  substi- 
tution and  substitutes,  and  thank  God 
that  the  well-meaning  men  of  this  indus- 
try knew  and  felt  that  they  were,  as  I 
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have  described,  one  body  witli  every 
nerve  and  muscle  combined  depending 
upon  the  other  and  If  that  body  were  to 
function  as  it  can  and  as  it  will  func- 
tion It  will  be  infinitely  more  diflicult 
to  sever  any  part  of  it  than  to  destroy 
the  whole. 

Now.  gentlemen,  we  started  in,  and 
for  many  years  prior  to  the  world  war 
with  abblit  4,000  plastering  contractors, 
and  they  for  many  years  had  contracted 
and  had  done  the  normal  volume  of  work 
done  in  this  unified  industry  in  the  coun- 
try. As  a  result  of  the  boom,  10,000  more 
contractors  came  into'  the  field,  so  we  had, 
as  we  have  now,  about  14,000  plaster- 
ing contractors  competing  for  80  percent 
less  work  in  the  last  six  years  than  had 
been  normally  done,  and  into  the  indus- 
try came  not  those  who  were  graduates 
fr'o'm  the  ranks,  as  either  lathers  or 
plasterers,  but  many  who  only  saw  an 
opportunity  to  exploit  an  industry  that 
unfortunately  did  not  work  cohesively. 

I  can,  in  all  truth  and  candor,  say 
that  the  members  of  this  International 
Union  are  in  many  respects  a  shining  ex- 
ample of  thb'se  willing  and  able  to  de- 
fend, even  in  the  times  of  depression, 
their  conditions  and  their  wages.  I  don't 
think  that  there  is  any  one  single  indi- 
vidual trade  that  can  say  that  quite  to 
the  extent  that  you  can,  probably,  Mr. 
McSorley.  (Applause.)  And  I  am  fully 
appreciative  of  what  has  happened  to 
you  and  your  colleagues  in  the  six  de- 
pression years,  with  unemployment  pres- 
ent and  all  the  evils  that  come  with  un- 
employment, but  your  condition  is  no 
different  from  mine  and  those  who  were 
responsible  in  the  contracting  industry; 
and  there  are  many,  many  contractors 
who  did  not  take  advantage  of  condi- 
tions as  there  are  many,  many  of  your 
members  who  preferred  to  walk  the 
streets  rather  than  to  break  down  con- 
ditions. 

Now,  gentlemen,  with  that  nucleus, 
coming  with  thb'se  who  were  honest  to 
God  tried  and  true  union  men,  with  those 
contractors  after  the  depression  who 
were  ethical  and  who  were  decent  and 
responsible,  we  must  make  a  fresh  start, 
a  fresh  start  for  a  better  condition  for 


us  all.  I  am  myself  happy  to  say,  after 
all  those  years,  there  is  a  trend,  a  marked 
trend,  particularly  in  the  larger  co'm- 
munitles  towards  the  direct  employment 
by  the  plastering  contractor  of  your  mem- 
bers, and  I  can  say  now,  with  all  sin- 
cerity, without  any  effort  to  detract  from 
a  system  that  is  old  indeed  that  you 
would  be  infinitely  better  off  throYigh  di- 
rect employment  as  we,  as  plastering 
contractors,  or  plumbing  contractors,  or 
painting  contractors,  would  be  infinitely 
better  off  if  we  were  able  to  obtain  b'ur 
work  directly  from  the  man  who  em- 
ploys— the  owner — rather  than  through 
a  system  of  general  contracting. 

Now,  gentlemen,  as  far  as  our  Inter- 
national Associatio'n  is  concerned,  we  are 
seeking  to  bring  about  in  the  various 
communities,  a  co-ordination  between  the 
lather,  the  plasterer  and  the  contractor, 
and  the  labourer,  to  bring  about  and  to 
retain  roluntarily  some  of  the  things  or 
most  of  the  things  that  were  of  value  to 
us  in  the  codes.  This  cannot  be  done  in 
any  community  unless  it  has  the  co-op- 
eration of  you  as  individuals  and  local 
associatio'ns  of  plasterers,  of  labourers 
and  contractors  and  all  other  kindred 
parts  of  the  industry. 

I  think  that  in  what  we  are  doing, 
what  they  have  done  successfully  so  far, 
in  Detroit  particularly,  is  legal;  it  is  in 
no  sense  price-fixing,  but  under  the  law 
you,  more  than  we,  have  the  right  to 
protect  yourselves.  Yo'u  cannot  be  com- 
pelled to  work  for  anyone,  for  whom  you 
don't  care  to  work,  and  aside  from  our 
associatio'n  we  have  been  unselfish  in 
this;  we  say  this:  that  any  man  who  is 
a  union  employer  should  subscribe  faith- 
fully and  honestly  to  the  conditions  and 
terms  of  an  agreement,  whether  he  be- 
longs to  a  contractors'  association  or 
does  not  belong  to  it.  That  is  the  basis 
upon  which  we  are  trying  to  bring  about 
a  better  condition. 

I  do  hope  that  this  convention  will  not 
adjourn  before  it  takes  action  towards  the 
co-operation  of  this  great  International  Un- 
ion with  ours  for  the  betterment  of  the 
industry. 

We  know  our  contractors — I  don't  need  to 
tell  you  they  are  not  in  any  sense  salesmen. 
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We  are  liviug  iu  an  era  of  mercluuidising. 
Everything  is  advertisement  and  merchan- 
dising. That  is  the  hist  thing  that  any  of 
us  do. 

We  now  have  in  contemplation  a  pro- 
gramme to  place  pasters  on  automobiles — 
these  transfers — just  a  little  paster  to  try 
to  get  out  throughout  the  United  States,  a 
little  slogan  "Plastering  Saves  Lives"  for 
instance,  or  "There  is  no  substitute  for  good 
lathing  and  plastering",  and  I  am  wonder- 
ing Mr.  President  if  in  the  flashing  of  these 
little  pasters  to  go  o  ncars,  if  we  might 
not  have  the  expressed  willingness  of  the 
members  of  the  International  throughout  the 
towns  and  villages  to  put  one  of  them  on 
their  cars  as  a  standing  advertisement  for 
lathing  and  plastering. 

Many  people  don't  know  what  plastering 
is,  or  lathing.  In  the  olden  days,  a  man 
who  built  a  house,  he  had  an  architect,  he 
had  some  knowledge  of  what  he  was  buying. 
To-day  with  massed  housing  and  realtors, 
the  average  man  who  buys  a  house  has  no 
knowledge  whatever  of  what  he  is  buying. 
I  believe  it  is  up  to  us  to  make  him  con- 
scious that  there  is  such  a  thing  as  good 
lathing  and  plastering,  and  if  we  can  have, 
aye,  100,000  of  these  little  pasters  on  100,- 
000  cars  in  the  towns  and  villages  and  cities 
of  the  United  States,  it  may  make  the  peo- 
ple who  live  in  or  build  homes,  conscious 
that  there  is  such  a  thing  as  plastering. 

Xdw  I  am  most  happy  to  be  here.  I  am 
most  happy  to  know  that  you  in  your  wis- 
dom have  decided  on  a  convention.  I  think 
it  is  helpful  for  the  entire  industry,  and 
while  we  have  been  badly  bent  in  the  de- 
pression, nevertheless,  we  feel  that  it  was 
well  to  have  one,  so  that  we  will  not  con- 
tinue on  in  the  old  ways. 

Thank  you  very  much  for  this  opportunity 
to  speak  to  you. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  W'e  will  now 
hear  from  Bro.  McDonald,  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  of  the  Contracting  Plasterers'  In- 
ternational Association. 

BRO.  Mcdonald,  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  of  the  Contracting  Plasterers'  In- 
ternational Association,  addressed  the  dele- 
gation as  fallows:  President  McSorley,  Sec- 
retary Ford,  Members  of  the  Wood,  Wire 
and   Metal   Lathers'   International  Union: 


It  is  a  real  pleasure  for  me  to  be  here  to 
convey  to  you  a  message  that  we  want  to 
convey  to  you,  a  message  that  we  want  to 
convey  to  every  craftsman  that  is  in  the 
industry.  I  want  to  say  this,  that  it  is  a 
sign  of  good  times  returning  when  so  many 
representatives  from  so  many  different  cities 
can  get  together  in  a  convention  like  you 
have  this  morning.  It  is  a  wonderful  sight 
to  see  so  many  craftsmen  together. 

We  are  particularly  interested  in  Industry 
Co-operation.  Mr.  Reum,  myself,  President 
McSorley  and  various  other  members  of  the 
International  Unions  spent  two  years,  prac- 
tically two  years  in  Washington,  and  we 
became  familiar  with  all  the  lawyers  and 
the  administrators.  We  had  twelve  differ- 
ent administrators  on  our  Code  and  every 
time  we  went  there  we  had  to  do  the  same 
thing  we  did  before — to  make  them  ac- 
quainted with  trade  terms,  etc. 

The  Government  undertook  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  the  United  States  to  estab- 
lish Fair  Competition  in  Industry.  Whether 
or  not  any  of  you  like  or  dislike  the  old 
N.R.A.  is  immaterial,  but  the  fact  remains 
that  the  Government  did  endeavor  to  do 
something  for  industry,  so  that  the  chisel- 
lers  could  be  put  out  of  business  or  in 
some  way  controlled,  so  that  the  legitimate 
man  might  do  business. 

The  result  of  those  efforts  has  passed  on 
to  trade  associations.  Industry  regulation 
by  industry  itself  is  far  preferable  to  in- 
dustry regulation  by  government,  and  I  be- 
lieve that  our  industry  is  to-day  the  only 
one  in  the  entire  building  trades  that  has 
industry  regulation  by  industry  in  several 
cities. 

The  word  co-operation  is  oftentimes  a  lip 
term,  but  if  it  is  defined  to  mean  a  group 
working  for  a  comtnon  object,  then  industry 
co-operation  is  the  proper  term  for  us.  You 
and  we  have  a  common  object,  and  those 
objects  are: 

First,  to  establish  and  maintain  for  the 
craftsmen  a  living  wage,  not  merely  a  wage 
that  will  provide  the  necessities  of  life  but 
which  will  permit  him  to  enjoy  some  of  the 
luxuries  of  life,  and  that  is  coming  to  him. 

To  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  stand- 
ards of  workmanship,  which  is  an  essential; 

And  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  of 
fair  competition. 
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Now  Mr.  Reum  has  told  you  that  there 
are  14,000  contractors  doing  80  per  cent,  of 
the  work  that  originally  4,500  did  in  like 
volume  or  greater  volume.  You  know  and 
I  know  that  that  Is  intensified  competition, 
and  you  also  know  that  such  competition 
caused  the  government  to  pass  laws  to  put 
contractors  in  jail  who  chiselled  on  the 
wages  of  men,  and  yet  they  continue  to 
chisel. 

We  have — I  don't  want  to  take  much  of 
your  time,  but  I  want  to  put  before  you  a 
picture  to-day  to  take  back  to  your  towns, 
providing  that  in  convention  assembled  that 
you  favor  industry  co-operation.  We  have 
taken  the  benefit  of  our  experience  in  Wash- 
ington with  the  National  Code,  the  benefit 
of  the  experiences  in  New  York  City,  Cleve- 
land and  various  other  towns,  and  we  have 
compiled  and  have  consummated  and  there 
is  in  effect  an  industry  agreement  which 
happens  to  be  in  Detroit  at  the  present  time. 

That  Industry  Agreement  is  an  agreement 
not  behind  the  Contracting  Plasterers'  As- 
sociation, it  is  sponsored  by  the  Association, 
but  every  employer  of  Union  Lathers,  Plas- 
terers and  Plasterer  Tenders  must  sign  that 
agreement  or  he  does  not  get  any  men  from 
the  three  Unions  to  work  for  him.  That 
is  the  condition. 

Now  in  setting  it  up,  I  believe  I  can  say 
that  Detroit  was  the  worst  town  in  the 
United  States  so  far  as  organized  labor  was 
concerned.  Speaking  generally  to-day,  there 
is  not  a  man  in  any  one  of  those  three 
unions  who  is  not  receiving  his  full  agreed 
wage  scale,  a  condition  which  did  not  exist 
a  year  and  a  half  ago.  They  have  estab- 
lished fair  competition,  they  have  bidding 
rules.  They  have  a  production  basis  for 
determining  whether  or  not  a  contractor 
can  pay  the  wages  to  the  many  employees, 
and  if  he  is  below  that  fair  agreed  exper- 
ienced production,  then  he  takes  all  of  his 
men  on  that  job,  including  his  foremen,  dir- 
ect from  the  Union  on  a  rotation  basis,  and 
if  they  don't  get  the  wages  under  that 
basis,  there  is  no  possible  way  to  get  it. 

The  legality  of  it  is  unquestioned.  It  is 
incorporated  under  the  State  laws  of  Michi- 
gan. The  Administration  Committee  is  now 
boss. 

Here  is  what  was  wrong  under  the  old 
National  Code.    There  was  no  labor  repre- 


sentation on  the  Admihistratlon  Committee, 
and  yet  labor  was  the  enforcing  power  of 
tlie  agreement.  In  the  Industry  Code.s  that 
we  propose  and  foster  and  sanction  labor 
has  an  equal  vote,  an  equal  representation 
with  the  contractors.  For  instance,  there 
are  four  contractors,  two  members  of  the 
Association  and  two  non-members  on  the 
Committee.  There  is  a  representative  of 
the  Pla.sterers,  of  the  Lathers,  of  the  Plas- 
ter Tenders. 

Now  ff  there  would  be  four  contractors 
at  the  meeting  and  only  one  labor  represen- 
tative, yet  the  vote  would  be  equal,  as  the 
labor  representative  would  represent  the 
entire  labor  unit,  so  there  would  be  no 
possibility  of  a  journeyman  deciding  with 
the  contractor  against  his  own  men,  but  it 
has  to  be  a  unanimous  decision  before  there 
is  an  agreement.  If  they  can  not  agree  they 
can  ask  for  an  umpire. 

And  I  would  suggest  to  you  that  you  con- 
sider the  principle  of  Industry  Co-operation 
in  any  city  where  your  contractors  and  your 
men  are  willing  to  go  into  something  that 
is  open  and  above-board,  and  it  must  be 
absolutely  run  on  the  level  or  it  won't  suc- 
ceed. Where  you  want  that  done,  I  venture 
to  say  to  you  if  it  were  done  in  the  prin- 
cipal cities  of  the  United  States,  I  venture 
to  suggest  that  you  would  have  eliminated  as 
contractors  and  as  solicitors  of  lathing,  you 
would  have  eliminated  them  entirely  from 
the  picture  insofar  as  chiselling  from  the 
wages  of  the  men  is  concerned. 

I  don't  know  of  anything  that  is  a  better 
picture  than  Industry  Co-operation.  It  is 
going  to  come.  The  Government  will,  I 
believe,  again  undertake  to  do  some  regula- 
tion of  industry,  and  don't  forget  this,  that 
the  contractor  is  interested  in  getting  money 
out  of  the  contract,  and  where  he  takes  that 
contract  at  a  price  that  he  can  not  pay 
agreed  wage  scales,  the  only  place  he  can 
get  anything  out  of  it  is  out  of  labor.  And 
you  men  can  absolutely  control  such  a  sit- 
uation as  that,  and  I  am  saying  to  you  that 
any  contractor  who  chisels  on  labor  should 
not  have  at  any  time  the  privilege  of  the 
services  of  organized  labor. 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  delighted  to  have  this 
opportunity  to  talk  before  the  Convention, 
and  I  sincerely  hope  that  our  International 
will  co-operate  with  you  in  any  city  where 
we  can  effect  industry  co-operation. 
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I  thank  you. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  I  want  to  say 
to  Mr.  Reum  and  Mr.  McDonald  that  we 
fully  appreciate  their  having  come  here  and 
for  making  their  addresses,  and  I  believe 
that  the  delegates  to  our  convention,  while 
we  may  be  in  disagreement  with  some  of 
the  suggestions  and  in  accord  with  others, 
■will  give  their  careful  consideration  to  all 
of  your  suggestions. 

I  want  to  say  to'  the  delegates  that 
what  Mr.  Reum  has  said  in  reference  to 
our  Code  is  absolutely  correct.  If  it  had 
not  been  for  the  Contracting  Plasterers 
Association  standing  100  per  cent  behind 
the  P.W.A.  wage  provision  in  that  Code 
it  would  not  have  been  signed.  I  know 
myself  that  all  the  power  and  influence 
of  the  American  Construction  Council 
was  brought  to  bear  on  Mr.  Reum  and 
his  associates  to  have  them  eliminated, 
in  fact  they  were  eliminated  in  three  dif- 
ferent cases,  but  eventually  they  were 
put  back,  approved  by  Hugh  Johnson 
and  also  signed  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  there  were  only  four 
organizations  connected  with  the  entire 
trade  that  have  got  a  Code  with  the 
P.W.A.  wage  scale  incorporated  in  them 
— the  Plumbers,  the  Steamfltters,  the 
Plasterers  and  the  Lathers. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  We  have  a 
Committee  that  desires  to  have  about 
five  minutes.  They  represent  the  strikers 
of  the  Remington-Rand  CoYnpany,  and 
they  desire  to  say  a  few  words  in  refer- 
ence to  the  strike  against  that  company, 
and  if  there  are  no  objections,  we  will 
give  these  delegates  five  minutes. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY,  introducing 
the  Representative  of  the  Committee  rep- 
resenting the  strikers:  Brothers,  I  have 
the  honor  of  introducing  Brother  Wil- 
liam Townsend,  who  is  an  Executive 
Board  Member  of  the  District  Council  of 
Oflice  Equipment  Workers,  and  who  is 
here  in  defence  of  the  strikers  against 
the  Remington-Rand  Company,  of  Buf- 
falo. N.Y. 

BRO.  WILLIAM  TOWNSEND  address- 
ed the  delegation  as  follows: 

Mr.  President  and  Brother  Officers, 
Fellowmen:     Perhaps,   you,   all   of  you. 


are  acquainted  with  the  Remington- 
Rand  strike.  We  went  out  the  26tli  day 
of  May.  We  are  still  out.  We  went  out 
about  6,000  people,  we  got  about  4,500 
still  out. 

Rand  has  used  every  dirty  trick  to' 
break  us.  He  has  thrown  us  in  jail,  he 
has  wrecked  some  of  our  homes,  he  has 
tied  our  money  up  so  we  have  not  got 
any  more.  We  are  appealing  to  every 
Union  of  organized  labo'r,  national  and 
international,  for  all  the  support  they 
possibly  can  give  us.  Rand  is  out  to 
freeze  us  out. 

Remington-Rand  is  not  only  located 
in  the  City  of  Buffalo;  we  are  located  in 
the  City  of  Buffalo,  Tonawanda,  Mari- 
etta, Ohio,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Syracuse. 
In  Tonawanda  they  practically  broke  us. 
The  same  thing  practically  applies  to 
Elyria  but  in  the  picket  line  of  Tona- 
wanda we  still  have  about  250  men,  still 
out  of  566.  In  the  City  of  Norwood  they 
are  all  out.  Rand  is  going  to  move  the 
plant  in  Syracuse,  he  says,  they  are  get- 
ting no  production  there;  no  production 
in  Middleton.  He  has  tied  up  our  funds 
so"  badly  in  Tonawanda  and  Syracuse  to 
almost  paralyze  us. 

Now  I  wish  every  delegate  of  this  con- 
vention would  carry  back  to  his  Local  our 
plight,  and  If  they  can  give  us  any  help, 
financial  or  otherwise,  we  would  appre- 
ciate it,  because  we  have  to  lick  Jim 
Rand. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  We  will 
take  your  request  up  and  act  on  it  a 
little  later. 

CHAIRMAN  CASE  OF  THE  COMMIT- 
TEE ON  RESOLUTIONS  AND  LAWS 
again  pro'ceeded  with  his  report. 

RESOLUTION  No.  22 
"To  the  Seventeenth  Convention  of  the 
Wood,   Wire   and   Metal    Lathers'  In- 
ternational Union: 

"WHEREAS,  the  solicitor  was  created 
for  the  purpose  of  being  a  medium  be- 
tween the  Builder,  Plastering  Contract- 
ors and  our  organization,  on  wood  lath- 
ing, and 

WHEREAS,  he  now  is  working  in  di- 
rect  competition   with   our    foremen  on 
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metal  lathing  and  our  legitimate  contract- 
ors who  aro  not  permitted  to  use  the 
tools  ot  the  trade,  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  solicitors  figure  labor 
only  against  the  conlraclor  and  quote 
unit  prices  where  we  have  foremen  em- 
ployed, and  as  this  system  is  detrimental 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  industry,  be  it 

IIESOI.VED;  The  solicitor  be  co'nflned 
to  wood  lathing,  plaster  board  and  nailod- 
on  metal  lath  as  well  as  corner  beads  on 
this  class  of  work. 

Submitted  by  Delegate  Charles  King, 
Local  No.  9." 

Chairman  Case:    Your  Committee  non- 
concurred  in  this  resolution.   I  move  the 
adoption  of  the  Committee's  report. 
Duly  seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  Committee's 
report  be  adopted.  You  have  heard  the 
Motion.  Are  you  ready  for  the  question? 
HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  73:  I  think 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
should  be  voted  down.  I  see  no  reason 
why  we  should  allow  solicitors  to  go  out 
and  solicit  work  and  handle  tools  in  cota- 
petitio'n  with  legitimate  contractors  who 
are  not  allowed  to  handle  tools.  We  had 
that  propositio'n  in  St.  Louis  for  many 
years  until  we  eliminated  it  some  time 
ago.  We  never  had  harmonious  relations 
until  such  a  policy  was  eliminated.  It  is 
not  fair  to  allow  a  man  who  can  handle 
the  tools  to  go'  out  in  direct  competition 
with  a  man  that  you  don't  allow  to 
handle  the  tools,  and  until  such  time  as 
this  is  put  in  our  by-laws  we  will  not  have 
the  proper  co-operation  that  we  sho'iild 
have  between  the  Lathing  and  Plastering 
contractors  and  the  Lathing  Journeymen 
and  the  Plastering  Journeymen.  There- 
fore I  am  in  favor  of  voting  down  the  re- 
commendation o^f  the  Committee. 

DEL.  PATRICK  MULLANE,  New  Jersey 
State  Council:  I  am  heartily  in  accord  with 
Bro.  Hagen  on  this.  We  have  a  condition 
in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  that  we  cer- 
tainly would  like  to  eliminate,  and  that  is 
the  solicitor.  We  have  one  gentleman  who 
was  a  contractor  and  he  has  become  a  soli- 
citor and  he  is  figuring  on  that  side  of  his 
work,  and  it  would  certainly  be  a  big  im- 


provement in  our  State  if  that  was  elim- 
inated, and  that  the  solicitor  could  not 
figure  on  iron  furring,  and  the  like. 

DEL.  JOS.  H.  DUTY,  Local  33.  Every 
Local  Union,  according  to  our  constitution, 
now  has  the  right  to  go  and  solicit,  and 
if  you  don't  want  him,  all  you  have  to  do 
is  to  put  him  out  of  business.  Really,  I 
don't  see  anything  important  about  it,  al- 
though it  might  be  important.  If  we  did 
not  want  a  solicitor  in  Pittsburgh,  I  don't 
think  that  that  would  concern  California. 
But  I  would  think  that  you  have  the  author- 
ity to  regulate  that. 

DEL.  ELWOOD  ESHE,  Local  27.  Mr. 
Chairman,  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  Brother 
Hagen's  contention.  I  will  say  he  and  my- 
self down  there  work  together.  We  have  a 
better  condition  down  there  and  this  may 
help  us  considerably,  it  is  out  in  the  Sun- 
flower state.  We  have  three  local  contrac- 
tors there  who  are  all  solicitors— the  con- 
tractors in  Kansas  City  can  not  go  out  any 
more.  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  this  reso- 
lution. 

DEL.  ORA  KRESS,  Buckeye  State  Coun- 
cil: I  think  Bro.  Joe  Duty  called  your  at- 
tention to  a  very  important  point  there,  that 
the  Locals  have  the  supervision  of  the  soli- 
tors,  and  if  they  have  not,  what  is  the  matter 
with  the  local?  What  I  say  about  this  reso- 
lution, if  it  goes  in  and  becomes  a  basic 
law,  the  International  Union  is  going  to  in 
a  measure  hamstring  some  of  the  Locals 
where  the  solicitor  has  been  the  backbone 
of  the  organization,  to  this  extent,  that 
every  solicitor  has  been  in  a  measure  a 
business  agent  to  go  out  and  dig  up  a  few 
of  the  shanty  jobs,  because  of  P.W.A.  on 
school  houses  and  public  buildings,  and  I 
believe  if  you  put  a  law  of  this  kind  in  the 
International  Constitution  that  you  are 
going  to  in  a  measure  hamstring  those  or 
ganizations.  We  have  had  solicitors  in  my 
own  City  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  and  we  have  elim- 
inated the  solicitor.  It  is  working  all  right, 
but  if  we  had  eliminated  the  solicitor  15 
years  ago  we  would  have  had  a  pretty  tough 
time  in  controlling  the  Real  Estate  work  in 
that  city  and  vicinity.  Wlien  the  time  was 
ripe  and  opportune  to  eliminate  the  soli- 
citor, we  did  that. 

I  think  it  is  wholly  up  to  the  individual 
Union  as  to  whether  they  can  control  or  are 
in  a  mind  to  control. 
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DEL.  WILLARD  F.  DAVIS.  Local  234:  I 
happen  to  be  one  of  those  Sjmall  locals  where 
it  is  necessary  to  have  solicitors  on  wood 
lathin;;,  but  it  is  detrimental  to  us  on  the 
furring  wire,  and  if  we  can  get  this  resolu- 
tion through  as  a  law,  it  would  be  helpful 
to  locals  in  that  condition.  Now  it  is  al- 
most impossible  for  us  to  hound  the  wood 
side  of  our  trade  without  solicitors,  but 
when  solicitors  begin  to  double  in  on  the 
furring  work  that  is  where  we  get  the  bad 
side  of  the  deal. 

DEL.  WALTER  HIGNIGHT,  Local  386. 
In  my  opinion,  for  the  progress  of  the  lath- 
ing industry,  the  solicitor  should  be  con- 
fined Lo  wood,  nailed-on  metal  and  beads, 
for  this  reason:  he  would  be  directly  re- 
sponsible, whereas  our  erecting  contractors 
on  iron  would  have  some  chance  for  better 
prices  under  those  conditions,  because  he 
comes  in  direct  opposition  to  your  own 
town  with  your  solicitor.  He  can  figure 
much  cheaper  than  your  contracting  lathers. 
Now  if  a  contracting  lather  comes  to  your 
town,  he  has  to  figure  his  overhead,  and 
also  the  solicitor,  he  can  count  that  over- 
head and  as  soon  as  your  job  is  started  he 
forgets  about  your  wood  lath  and  nailed-on 
metal,  and  it  is  left  to  the  carpenters  or  any 
other  trade  that  wants  to  take  care  of  it. 
I  think  it  is  well  to  segregate  the  two. 

DEL.  HAGGERTY:  I  am  of  the  same 
opinion,  and  in  favor  of  their  recommenda- 
tion. Section  158  of  the  constitution  reads: 
"That  all  locals  shall  have  power  to  regu- 
late the  granting  of  permits  to  contracting 
lafhers,  providing  .  .  ."  and  so  on  in  the 
other  section. 

It  appears  to  me  that  if  we  pass  this  reso- 
lution ond  make  it  law  it  would  hamstring 
the  various  unions  throughout  the  country. 
It  appears  to  me  the  local  unions  should 
regulate  the  two  types  of  contractors.  We 
have  solicitors  and  we  take  them  as  they 
are,  but  to  make  this  a  basic  law  would 
eliminate  the  possibility  in  many  cases  of 
organizing  the  unorganized  lathers  through- 
out the  country.  We  have  to  do  the  same 
as  St.  Louis  has  done,  to  revert  these 
people  as  contractors  and  put  them  back 
as  journeymen,  but  the  time  is  not  yet  op- 
portune. It  is  a  grievance  against  one  type 
of  union.  I  am  in  favor  of  the  committee's 
report  because  I  fear  what  the  result  may 
be  at  the  present  time. 


DEL.  NEALON:  In  my  opinion  I  don't 
find  any  place  in  metal  lath  for  a  solicitor. 
He  undermines  prices  and  we  have  always 
classed  him  as  a  necessary  evil.  But  should 
the  solicitor  be  eliminated  entirely  they 
would  have  nobody  to  take  care  of  the  work. 
But  competition  is  coming  down  to  where 
it  is  injurious  to  the  entire  industry.  If 
we  have  four  locals  in  a  community  perhaps 
we  create  a  contract.  We  are  not  getting 
anywhere  with  our  contractors.  Our  in- 
dustry is  going  over  to  another  industry 
due  to  the  solicitor.  The  solicitors  run  a 
lot  of  good  contractors  out  of  business,  and 
where  are  we  today?  We  are  all  working 
for  plastering  contractors  due  to  the  soli- 
citor. That  is  the  condition,  Mr.  Chairman, 
because  I  am  familiar  with  it.  I  know  the 
hardship  the  solicitor  has  worked  on  the 
whole  industry. 

DEL.  HIGNIGHT  (Local  ;)86) :  That  is 
where  you  get  your  cliques;  when  the  con- 
tracting lather  comes  in  the  solicitor  has  got 
him  licked.  You  get  a  clique  that  will 
break  conditions  in  your  own  locality  by  a 
solicitor  figuring  both  sides  of  the  game. 

DEL.  BERRY  (Local  19) :  I  would  like  to 
inquire  what  you  are  going  to  do  with  the 
little  local  that  is  not  large  enough  to  main- 
tain .iny  more  than  one  general  contractor. 
If  you  refuse  to  permit  more  than  one  gen- 
eral contractor  in  the  small  field,  then  you 
have  tc  come  back  to  the  solicitor,  and  if 
the  solicitor  is  the  general  man,  that  is 
the  journeyman,  there  is  a  lot  go  out  and 
take  work  where  they  find  a  man  willing  to 
pay  the  union  scale,  regardless  of  whether 
he  is  a  plasterer,  owner,  or  a  small  building 
contractor  that  does  nothing  but  a  little  re- 
pair work.  You  are  going  to  eliminate  your 
solicitor,  and  I  would  suggest  to  those 
people  who  would  like  to  eliminate  the  soli- 
citor that  they  try  out  that  system  and 
your  solicitor  won't  last  very  long,  but  you 
will  have  to  retain  the  conditions  in  the 
city.  You  want  to  help  the  union  members 
and  the  union  scale  and  see  that  nothing 
but  union  men  are  kept  on  your  work  re- 
gardless of  whether  it  is  wood,  wire  or  metal 
lath,  and  as  long  as  we  are  the  Wood,  Wire 
and  Metal  Lathers'  Union  and  you  permit 
the  solicitor  in^  the  field,  I  cannot  see  why 
they  want  to  eliminate  the  solicitor  from 
the  one  trade  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
woodwork. 
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DEL.  B'RANK:  I  don't  believe  that  the 
resolvo  would  eliminate  the  condition  you 
are  complaining  of  in  your  particular  local- 
ity for  the  following  reason:  It  this  resolve 
is  made  a  basic  law  it  divides  our  trade 
into  two  divisions,  which  is  a  very  danger- 
ous situation.  In  the  second  place,  you  have 
the  power  to  regulate  your  solicitors,  and 
you  cannot  lay  down  arbitrarily  the  law  for 
the  whole  country,  for  we  must  take  into 
account  all  the  conditions  that  exist  in  the 
various  localities.  Conditions  may  be  good 
in  one  and  bad  in  another.  This  may  be  one 
of  the  points  which  will  prevent  the  signing 
of  an  agreement.  I  think  we  should  take 
into  account  the  fact  that  there  are  various 
conditions  in  various  localities,  and  I  under- 
stand that  is  why  our  international  consti- 
tution provides  local  autonomy  in  order  to 
develop  the  elimination  of  solicitors.  And 
if  and  when  the  time  arrives  that  the  soli- 
citor is  a  detriment  and  you  have  a  power- 
ful organization  you  can  take  him  back  into 
the  union  as  a  journeyman,  and  if  you  have 
not  the  power,  then  a  law  like  this  might 
drive  him  into  the  arms  of  Citizens  Alliance. 

DEL.  DENSMORE:  In  my  district  we  have 
no  solicitors.  I  am  not  in  favor  of  elimin- 
ating the  solicitor.  We  have  one  contractor 
that  does  most  of  the  work  and  at  various 
times  our  men  have  been  on  the  black  books 
of  that  contractor.  We  don't  care  about  the 
solicitor.  I  don't  want  him.  but  we  cannot 
eliminate  him  due  to  the  fact  that  we  must 
use  him  as  a  club.  What  we  do  want  to 
eliminate  is  the  combination  of  journeymen 
going  out  and  soliciting  work  without  regis- 
tration. 

DEL,  MOORE:  Mr.  President  and  dele- 
gates, there  is  much  in  this  resolution  that 
needs  more  than  a  few  minutes  in  con- 
ference to  go  over  the  situation.  Within 
the  lav.'s  of  the  International  Union  it  gives 
the  right  to  the  local  union  to  regulate  their 
solicitors  or  contractors.  To  my  mind  that 
is  just  and  fair.  Of  course,  it  may  be  that 
in  other  localities  they  do  not  regulate  the 
solicitors  or  contractors  the  same  as  they  do 
in  the  local  where  I  come  from.  In  Local 
74  they  are  under  the  regulations  and 
the  terms  of  our  constitution,  and  as  soli- 
citors they  pay  a  fee  of  $50  at  this  time, 
due  to  the  depression,  but  prior  to  that  it 
had  been  $100.  The  contractors  are  firms 
that  employ  the  members  of  our  organiza- 
tion direct,  and  have  a  registered  foreman 


or  superintendent.  None  of  the  solicitors 
can  fl;?uro  on  any  work  for  those  contractors. 
These  men  come  from  our  organization  and 
tlioy  take  out  a  certificate  from  the  Inter- 
national Union  and  they  don't  attend  any 
meetings,  as  the  certificate  is  a  withdrawal 
card  from  the  International  Union. 

Now,  I  want  to  repeat  a  little  history.  If  I 
may,  Mr.  President.    After  the  7th  day  of 
September,  1921,  and  up  to  recently,  while 
I  was  in  the  hospital,  by  the  action  of  the 
Chicago  Building  Trades  Council,  they  were 
were  unfair  to  all  the  trades  and  worked  on 
an  unfair  basis  with  all  the  organizations 
employing  non-members  of  the  different  affil- 
iated unions.    That  was  fifteen  years  ago 
and  if  it  was  not  for  the  solicitor  right  after 
the  lockout  and  Landis  award  where  would 
we  be.    The  so-called  solicitor  as  is  in  this 
resolution  saved  us.    There  was  not  one  job 
in  the  City  of  Chicago  that  members  of  our 
organization  were  working  on  on  metal  lath, 
and  light  iron  construction.    The  only  work 
our  members  were  getting  was  through  the 
solicitors  going  out  and  getting  all  the  wood 
and  these  were  the  small  contractors  who 
kept  steadily  fast  to  the  members  of  our  or- 
ganization— the  small  plastering  contractors, 
the  small  general  contractors — and  they  were 
able  to  employ  all  the  members  of  our  or- 
ganization.   That  was  the  condition  at  that 
time.    Men  who  had  not  worked  on  wood 
lath  for  many  years  were  out  driving  wood 
lath,  and  we  were  able  to  get  not  $10  a 
day,  but  as  high  as  $15,  $18  and  $20  a  day. 
Those  are  records  that  can  be  substantiated 
at  any  time.    After  they  were  working  two 
or  thr-^e  years  they  were  not  bothering  about 
going  back.    We  had,  up  to  1924  and  1925, 
to  wh'p   these   big   plastering  contractors 
into  line  to  employ  some  of  the  members 
of  our  organization.    This  may  be  well  for 
some  organization  that  is  able  to  stand  it. 
It  is  just  like  a  previous  speaker  has  stated, 
that  the  small  unions  are  not  able  to  take 
care  of  the  work  in  their  jurisdiction.  The 
only  thing  that  system  did  there  was  just 
as  it  is  in  our  International  constitution  at 
the  present  time.    Let  the  locals  take  care 
of  the  situation.    I,  too,  many  times  have 
tried  to  take  the  tools  from  some  of  our  soli- 
citors, and  many  of  our  solicitors  today  are 
not  using  the  tools  within  our  jurisdiction 
of  Local  74. 

I  somewhat  agree  with  some  of  the  pre- 
vious speakers  on  that  situation,  but  let  us 
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not  take  away  the  only  instrument  we  have 
when  limes  of  trouble  and  times  of  strife 
hit  our  local  unions  and  local  jurisdiction. 
I  thini:  those  men  will  be  of  assistance  to 
you  just  as  they  were  to  us  alter  the  7th 
September,  1921,  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
Chicago.  (Applause.) 

DEL.  McVEY:  It  is  not  my  purpose  to 
curtail  the  debate  on  this  question,  but 
owing  tc  the  rules  we  have  now  passed  the 
time  of  adjournment,  and  I  understand 
nearly  an  hour  ago  we  were  supposed  to  be 
on  the  cast  side  of  this  building  to  see  what 
we  look  like  in  a  photograph. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  "Will  you  hold 
your  motion  for  a  moment? 

DEL.  HAGGERTY:  I  have  an  amendment 
that  will  expedite  this  entire  subject  matter, 
an  amendment  changing  the  original  resolve 
and  to  read: 

"Resolved  that  each  local  union  be  em- 
powered to  confine  its  solicitors  to  wood 


lath,  plastic  board  and  nailed-on  metal  lath 
as  well  as  corner  beads  and  appurtenances 
to  this  class  of  work." 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  An  amendment 
has  been  offered  by  Brother  Haggerty  and 
we  will  discuss  the  amendment  after  we  re- 
convene. There  is  a  motion  for  us  to  have 
our  pictures  taken  at  the  east  end  of  the 
building. 

DEL.  FYFFE:  I  think  it  would  be  a  very 
excellent  idea  to  have  the  vote  on  the 
amendment  now. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Brother  Mc- 
Vey  has  submitted  a  motion  to  adjourn,  and 
he  has  held  it  up  until  we  got  this  amend- 
ment from  Brother  Haggerty.  Now,  we  can 
discuss  it  and  vote  on  it  after  the  conven- 
tion re-convenes  and  this  meeting  stands 
adjourned  until  2.30  this  afternoon. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  12.45  p.m.

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  delegates 
will  please  take  their  seats. 

(The  roll  of  officers  was  called  by  the  Sec- 
retary). 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials? 

DEL.  MULHOLLAND  (Local  308):  Mr. 
President,  we  have  no  report  as  yet,  though 
we  expect  it  to  be  here  at  any  time. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Roll  call  of 
delegates. 

SECRETARY :  We  have  only  one  absentee, 
Mr.  President. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions  and  Law?  When 
we  adjourned,  we  were  dealing  with  the 
subject  matter  of  the  amendment  to  the 
Committee's  report  on  resolution  No.  22.  Is 
there  any  further  discussion  on  the  amend- 
ment? 

DEL.  YODER  (Illinois  State  Council): 
Mr.  President,  I  believe  the  Committee  on 


Resolutions  were  practically  unanimous  in 
non-concurrence,  and  we  reached  that  con- 
clusion, at  least  on  my  part,  because  I 
thought  the  International  Constitution  now 
covers  that  question  quite  thoroughly.  It 
allows  our  locals  local  autonomy  to  handle 
that  question.  It  is  a  question  that  I  do 
not  believe  can  be  handled  by  the  Interna- 
tional Union  successfully.  It  is  a  question 
which  each  local  has  to  handle  in  its  own 
way. 

In  some  locals  a  solicitor  is  an  absolute 
necessity  if  our  locals  are  to  get  the  work 
which  properly  comes  under  our  jurisdiction. 
In  other  locals  it  may  possibly  be  that  a 
solicitor  is  a  detriment.  I  have  in  mind  the 
situation  in  one  of  our  local  unions  in  Il- 
linois. I  know  that  were  a  resolution  of  the 
nature  of  this  one  to  come  into  effect  mak- 
ing it  mandatory  for  that  local  to  say  that 
their  solicitors  could  not  figure  on  the  iron 
work  in  their  jurisdiction,  that  the  local 
would  lose  the  greater  part  of  the  iron 
work. 
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There  are  undoubtedly  many  locals  in  the 
same  condition,  and  for  that  reason  I  think 
it  is  well  not  to  concur  in  the  resolution, 
and  to  allow  the  law  to  stand  as  it  is,  the 
local  unions  to  iiave  autonomy  in  handling 
their  solicitors. 

We  know  that  many  times  solicitors  are 
a  detriment  to  locals,  while,  many,  many 
times  they  are  the  real  life-blood  of  the 
locals,  and  we  cannot  get  along  without 
them.  I  would  like  to  see  the  resolution  of 
the  Committee  adopted. 

DEL.  SMITH  (Local  2):  I  move  the 
adoption  of  the  Committee's  report. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  That  is  out  of 
order,  Mr.  Smith,  at  this  time.  The  motion 
before  the  meeting  is  on  the  question  of  the 
amendment.  Are  there  any  further  remarks 
on  the  amendment?  All  those  in  favor  of 
the  adoption  of  the  amendment  will  signify 
by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary?  The  "Ayes" 
have  it,  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

The  question  now  is  on  the  adoption  of  the 
report  on  the  Committee  with  the  amend- 
ment. All  those  in  favor  will  give  the  usual 
consent  by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary?  The 
"Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

The  Secretary  will  read  the  resolution. 

DEL.  CASE  (Local  47):  Resolution  23  by 
J.  0.  Dahl,  Golden  Gate  District  Council: 

"WHEREAS,  the  President  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  Franklin  Delano  Roose- 
velt, has,  in  the  estimation  of  Organized 
Labor  of  that  country,  kept  his  promise  'to 
not  forget  the  forgotten  man',  namely  :^ — 
the  laboring  class  of  that  country;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  doing  so,  President  Roose- 
velt has  demonstrated  his  fairness  towards 
Organized  Labor,  and  has  placed  the  undis- 
puted right  to  Labor  to  organize  in  the 
statutes  of  that  nation;  and 

WHEREAS,  we  of  the  Wood,  Wire,  and 
Metal  Lathers'  International  Union  have 
benefited  immensely  by  the  provisions  duly 
accorded  our  organization  and  its  member- 
ship; and 

WHEREAS,  such  wonderful  deeds  and 
services  should  be  gratefully  appreciated,  as 
it  is  known  to  this  Convention  that  our 
membership  do  feel  at  this  time; 


THEREFORE  DE  IT  RESOLVED,  that 
the  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  Inter- 
national Union,  hereby  declare  Tuesday, 
November  3rd,  19:'>6,  to  be  a  holiday  for  our 
membership  in  the  United  States,  so  that 
they  may  have  ample  time  to  register  their 
approval  and  appreciation  of  the  successful 
and  humanitarian  progress  made  by  the  ad- 
ministration of  President  Franklin  Delano 
Roosevelt.  P.S. — Presented  and  adopted  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Golden  Gate  District 
Council  of  Lathers,  on  Sunday,  October  4th, 
19:JG." 

Your  Committee  concurred  in  this  resolu- 
tion. I  move  the  adoption  of  the  commit- 
tee's recommendation. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have 
heard  the  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee. What  is  your  pleasure?  It  has  been 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  of  the 
Committee  be  adopled.  You  have  heard  the 
motion.   Are  you  ready  for  the  question? 

DEL.  BERRY  (Local  19):  Inasmuch  as 
the  rules  that  we  adopt  here  at  the  present 
time  will  not  come  into  effect  until  the  1st  of 
December,  and  while  the  motion  may  be  all 
right,  it  does  not  mean  anything,  does  it? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  only  thing 
it  does  mean  is  the  declaration  of  a  holiday 
for  November  3. 

All  those  in  favor  will  give  the  usual 
consent  by  saying  "Aye."  Contrary?  The 
"Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  26,  presented 
by  J.  0.  Dahl,  Golden  Gate  District  Council: 

"WHEREAS,  many  small  Locals  some- 
times experience  difliculty  in  maintaining 
hour  and  wage  conditions  in  their  respective 
jurisdictions,  on  account  of  members  trans- 
ferring in,  or  being  transferred  in,  for  the 
purpose  of  changing  such  conditions  in  time 
to  effect  certain  or  specific  jobs  or  projects; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  period  of  three  months 
is  not  sufiicient  time  in  which  to  withhold 
or  stave  off  such  motives,  as  in  many  in- 
stances awards  of  sub-contracts  to  employ- 
ers of  our  membership  are  made  just  prior 
to  such  period;  and 

WHEREAS,  to  lengthen  the  time  period 
would  materially  assist  such  Locals  in  their 
purposes; 
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THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the 
period  of  time  set  forth  in  Section  No.  79  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Wood,  Wire  and 
Metal  Lathers'  International  Union,  be 
changed  to  read  'six  months'  instead  of 
'three  months.'  " 

Your  Committee  non-concurred  in  this 
resolution.  I  move  the  adoption  of  the 
Committee's  recommendation. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  of  the 
Committee  be  adopted.  You  have  heard  the 
motion,  are  you  ready  for  the  question? 

DEL.  DAHL:  We  have  found  that  on  pro- 
jects that  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  small  locals,  buildings  that  are  possibly 
under  construction  for  a  period  of  four  or 
five  months  previous  to  the  time  for  the 
lather  to  get  upon  it,  they  are  sometimes 
done  or  arrangements  to  be  done  for  less 
wages  than  what  we  are  endeavoring  to 
maintain  in  those  jurisdictions.  We  believe 
that  were  this  amendment  carried  and  the 
period  of  time  extended  to  six  months,  it 
would  assist  these  locals  in  maintaining  the 
wage  that  they  fought  for,  built  up,  and  then 
sometimes  have  had  it  decreased. 

After  these  jobs  are  completed,  it  is  again 
the  work  of  the  members  of  these  small 
locals  to  revive  the  conditions  that  they  had 
previously  attained.  It  is  a  hard  effort  to 
get  back  that  which  you  previously  had 
lost.  Therefore,  many  of  the  smaller  locals 
throughout  our  district  have  requested  that 
this  resolution  be  presented. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Are  there  any 
further  remarks? 

DEL.  HAGEN  (Local  73):  Mr.  President, 
I  think  the  resolution  is  a  very  good  thing 
for  the  protection  of  local  conditions,  both 
as  outlined  by  the  resolution  and  by  the 
Brother,  and  I  am  in  favor  of  voting  down 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Are  there  any 
further  remarks?  If  not,  we  will  proceed. 

DEL.  MATTHEWS  (Local  46):  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  am  in  favor  of  this  amendment  as 
it  reads,  for  a  period  of  six  months  instead 
of  three  months. 

DEL.  RODIER  (Local  20):  Mr.  President, 
I  think  if  you  read  the  International  law, 


you  will  find  that  it  automatically  gives  you 
six  months  instead  of  three  months.  It 
says,  before  a  member  can  vote,  he  has 
to  be  90  days  in  good  standing,  which  is 
three  months;  and  then  before  you  can  en- 
ter into  an  agreement,  you  have  to  give 
your  bosses  90  days,  which  makes  up  the 
six  months.  So  I  am  in  favor  of  the  re- 
commendation of  the  Committee,  as  it  is 
automatically  six  months. 

DEL.  MULLANE  (N.J.  State  Council): 
Mr.  President,  I  believe  the  resolution  is  of 
great  benfit  to  smaller  locals  throughout  the 
country.  Cases  happen  in  many  instances 
where  a  boss  has  transferred  men  into  the 
smaller  locals  three  months  before  a  job  has 
started.  When  the  job  is  started  those  men 
are  put  to  work  and  the  men  that  belong  in 
the  Union  walk  the  streets.  That  has  hap- 
pened not  only  in  one  instance  but  in  doz- 
ens of  instances,  and  I  dare  say  it  has  hap- 
pened throughout  all  the  country. 

I  believe  that  the  resolution  should  be 
acted  upon  favorably. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Are  there  any 
further  remarks? 

DEL.  SMITH:  Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
believe  this  is  the  right  place  to  bring  up 
a  question  of  this  kind.  This  is  an  Inter- 
national Union.  I  do  not  believe  in  class 
legislation.  I  believe  the  entire  problem 
should  be  left  to  the  local  unions.  I  think 
we  ought  to  forget  it.  You  cannot  take  ac- 
tion here  that  would  benefit  one  and  not  be 
a  detriment  to  another. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  resolution 
is  perfectly  in  order.  The  resolution  resolves 
itself  upon  the  adoption  of  the  report  of 
the  Committee.  The  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee is  that  the  resolution  be  non-concurred 
in. 

All  those  in  favor  bf  the  report  of  the 
Committee  will  signify  by  saying  "Aye". 
Contrary? 

The  report  of  the  Committee  is  defeated. 
The  question  now  recurs  on  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution. 

All  those  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the 
resolution  as  presented  will  signify  by  say- 
ing "Aye".  Contrary?  The  "Ayes"  have  it, 
and  it  is  so  ordered. 
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DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  17,  presented 
by  J.  F.  Berry,  1829,  Local  19: 

"WHEREAS,  the  territorial  jurisdiction 
In  the  Constitution  of  the  Wood,  Wire  and 
Metal  International  Union  does  not  clearly 
define  the  boundary  line  between  Locals; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  former  ruling  of  the  In- 
ternational Union  has  favored  the  Unions 
in  ihe  large  cities. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the 
members  herein  assembled  establish  the 
boundary  line  as  being  half-way  from  point 
wherein  is  hung  the  Charter  of  the  two 
unions." 

Your  Committee,  Mr.  Chairman,  recom- 
mends non-concurrence  with  this  resolution. 
I  move  the  adoption  of  the  Committee's  re- 
commendation. 

DEL.  HAGEN:    I  second  that  motion. 

P-RESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  be  adopted.  You 
have  heard  the  motion,  are  you  ready  for 
the  question? 

DEL.  BERRY:  I  would  like  at  this  time 
to  offer  an  amendment  to  the  resolution. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  Secretary 
will  read  the  amendment. 

DEL.  BERRY:  And  it  will  be  read  as  a 
substitute. 

DEL.  CASE  :  — 

WHEREAS,  the  territorial  jurisdiction  in 
the  International  Constitution  of  the  Wood, 
Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  International 
Union  does  not  clearly  define  the  boundary 
line  between  locals;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  former  ruling  of  the  In- 
ternational Union  has  favored  the  unions 
in  the  large  cities. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the 
members  herein  assembled  establish  the  ter- 
ritorial jurisdiction  to  extend  half-way  be- 
tween local  unions  as  reckoned  from  city 
administration  building  to  city  administra- 
tion building." 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  question 
now  recurs  on  the  amendment  as  offered  by 
Del.  Berry.  Are  there  any  remarks? 


DEL.  YODER:  Mr.  President,  would  it 
not  be  in  order  to  refer  the  resolution  back 
to  the  Committee? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  No;  he  offers 
it  as  an  amendment  to  the  Committee's  re- 
port; or,  as  a  substitute,  I  think  he  men- 
tioned. 

The  question  recurs  on  the  amendment. 

DEL.  YODER:  Mr.  President,  I  believe 
the  International  Law  covers  the  situation 
very  well,  and  I  am  in  favor  of  leaving  it 
as  it  is  and  concurring  in  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Are  there  any 
further  remarks? 

DEL.  MOORE:  Mr.  President,  in  reading 
over  the  resolution,  No.  17,  and  then  listen- 
ing to  the  amendment, — 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Substitute. 

DEL.  MOORE:  Yes,  substitute.  I  recall  to 
my  mind  where  the  original  resolution,  as  it 
was  presented,  was  hung  on  the  wall.  I  re- 
member some  years  back,  25  or  30  years  ago, 
that  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  there  were  two 
brothers  who  used  to  migrate  from  the  west- 
ern end  of  the  State  and  carry  the  charter  in 
their  pocket,  so  that  they  were  always  with- 
in their  jurisdiction.  President  McSorley 
remembers  those  days,  and  some  of  the  old- 
timers  from  Chicago  who  worked  there. 

Now  we  come  in  with  an  amendment  or 
a  substitute,  and  it  states  the  division  be- 
tween the  two  cities.  One  time  in  the  City 
of  Chicago,  or  in  the  metropolitan  area,  we 
had  what  they  called  the  White  City  Dis- 
trict Council.  We  had  nine  locals  within 
that  council.  During  wartime  these  locals 
amalgamated  by  a  referendum  vote  of  their 
organization  with  Local  74.  On  the  amalga- 
mation we  had  taken  over  all  the  jurisdiction 
of  those  local  unions.  Now,  if  this  goes  into 
effect,  and  that  were  to  happen  in  other 
cities  where  there  might  be  an  amalgama- 
tion of  that  kind,  the  members  of  those 
local  unions  who  voted  amalgamation  would 
lose  that  jurisdiction  by  such  a  resolution 
or  substitute  as  is  presented  here. 

For  myself,  and  considering  conditions  as 
they  are  at  the  present  time,  I  feel  that  we 
should  not  create  any  more  disturbance 
within  our  International  Union,  but  to  try 
to  carry  on  and  build  up  and  not  tear  down. 
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DEL.  DAHL:  Mr.  President,  we  of  the 
Golden  Gate  District  Council  have  had  con- 
siderable trouble  pertaining  to  boundary 
lines.  We  have  endeavored  in  various 
ways  to  arrive  at  an  agreeable  solution  on 
the  point,  and,  in  accordance  thereto,  I  was 
requested  to  place  before  this  body  a  resolu- 
tion covering  that  point. 

I  believe  the  delegates  from  the  Joliet 
Local  will  be  pleased  with  this  resolution.  I 
do  not  know  what  progress  the  Committee 
has  made  with  regard  to  my  resolution,  but 
I  would  like  to  see  this  resolution  laid  over 
and  taken  up  when  my  resolution  is  consid- 
ered. 

DEL.  HAGGERTY:  Mr.  P'resident,  speak- 
ing on  behalf  of  the  Committee's  recommen- 
dation, this  resolution  or  substitute,  as  it  is 
drawn,  is  entirely  unworkable  and  not  feas- 
ible. 

Let  me  give  you  a  picture.  In  Los  An- 
geles we  have  three  city  halls,  one  in  the 
metropolitan  city  of  Los  Angeles,  one  in 
Van  Nuys  and  one  in  Watts.  We  could  move 
that  charter  around  and  place  our  territorial 
line  from  these  various  places  and  thereby 
crowd  out  four  different  locals  under  the 
territorial  jurisdiction. 

We  discussed  this  whole  thing  in  Com- 
mittee last  evening  when  we  met,  and  we 
discussed  it  from  all  angles,  and  we  found 
It  not  workable  and  not  feasible.  The  Com- 
mittee's report  is  entirely,  in  my  opinion, 
the  only  thing  to  do. 

DEL.  McVEY:  Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  speak  to  a  point  of  order.  My  point  of 
order  is  that  under  the  instructions  given 
this  morning  to  expedite  matters  the  Com- 
mittee on  Resolutions  and  Law  were  to  com- 
bine all  these  resolutions  and  bring  in  a 
report  as  a  joint  resolution. 

I  think  that  should  be  referred  back  to 
the  Committee  to  bring  in  with  the  others. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  While  that 
may  apply  to  some  similar  things,  this  is 
a  different  proposition  altogether  because  it 
differentiates  in  this  way:  it  changes  the 
present  set-up  of  recognizing  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  cities  wherein  the  charters  are 
located;  in  other  words,  the  city  halls,  I 
think  it  is,  or  the  administration  buildings 
which  would  be  classified  as  city  halls.  So 


that  this  is  a  separate  resolution  alto- 
gether than  any  of  the  others  that  may  deal 
with  this  subject. 

Some  of  them  could  make  demarkation 
lines  maybe  15  miles,  12  miles,  or  anything 
else,  but  this  deals  individually  with  it,  and 
I  believe  should  be  dealt  with  in  that  way. 

DEL.  HAGEN:  If  this  proposition  is 
adopted,  I  could  move  my  charter  15  miles 
from  where  it  is  at  the  present  time,  and 
gain  15  miles  of  territory. 

DEL.  McVEY:  I  am  leaving  Thursday  to 
take  the  charter  of  the  four  towns  to  St. 
Louis. 

DEL.  HAGEN:  I  am  working  up  that  way 
now.  We  will  take  Chicago  over  in  time. 

I  believe  the  present  International  law  is 
sufflcient  and  covers  the  situation  eflSciently. 
I  think  we  should  vote  on  it. 

DEL.  EDWARDS  (Local  378):  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, there  is  no  law  that  suits  every  indi- 
vidual nor  every  individual  local.  This 
amendment,  I  believe,  was  brought  in  here 
because  of  a  personal  grievance  between 
Local  19,  Joliet,  and  Local  74. 

This  matter  was  taken  up  at  the  Illinois 
State  Council  and  it  was  agreed  that  the 
two  locals  should  get  together  and  estab- 
lish a  line  of  demarkation.  This  old  town  in 
question,  Lamont,  is  in  Cook  County,  and 
when  we  drew  up  the  agreement  with  th'e 
employers  after  the  Landis  award,  we  were 
requested  to  include  Cook  County  in  that 
agreement.  Cook  County  has  been  included 
in  the  agreement  since  that  time,  and  that 
is  the  reason  why  Lamont  falls  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  Local  74.  I  feel  that  this  is 
a  personal  matter,  and  that  the  law  under 
our  constitution  covers  the  matter  thorough- 
ly. 

DEL.  FRANK:  I  believe  the  Constitu- 
tion takes  care  of  the  matter  insofar  as  ter- 
ritorial jurisdiction  is  concerned.  I  think 
this  resolution  should  be  defeated,  and  that 
we  should  adhere  to  the  L.I.U. 

There  is  another  matter  that  will  perhaps 
come  up  later  as  to  what  extent  within  a 
certain  territory  they  can  take  men,  whether 
it  is  50  miles,  or  whether  the  local  should 
have  complete  jurisdiction  in  demanding 
50  per  cent  of  the  whole  territory. 
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Insofar  as  this  resolution  is  concerned,  I 
think  it  is  covered  by  the  Constitution. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  question 
has  been  called  for,  but  the  mover  of  the 
motion  will  have  the  last  say. 

DEL.  BEllRY:  Mr.  President,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  organization;  it  may  be  a  per- 
sonal matter  between  Locals  19  and  74,  but 
I  am  not  only  representing  Joliet,  but 
every  small  local  that  is  represented  or  that 
has  no  representation  at  this  convention, 
and  which  are  near  these  large  municipali- 
ties. There  are  at  least  ten  towns  between 
the  incorporated  limits  of  Chicago  and  Joliet. 
Of  course,  I  am  not  stating  how  many 
there  are  between  the  other  locals  situated 
around  Cincinnati,  St.  Louis,  New  York,  and 
places  of  that  kind;  I  only  know  what  I 
know  about  my  own  territory,  and  I  presume 
that  the  conditions  which  exist  between  the 
locals  in  my  territory  are  the  same  as  exist 
in  other  localities.  Within  the  ten  towns 
that  lie  between  the  incorporated  limits  of 
No.  74  in  Joliet,  we  have  one,  and  that  is 
Lockport.  The  jurisdiction  regarding  terri- 
tory reaches  from  the  heart  of  Chicago  at 
least  20  miles  down  to  Joliet,  and  our  ter- 
ritory reaches  towards  Chicago,  a  distance 
of  a  mile  and  a  quarter. 

DEL.  HAGGERTY:    Oh,  no. 

DEL.  BERRY:  I  am  talking  about  the 
city  limits.  Then  to  take  the  different  jur- 
isdictions between  Cook  County,  it  takes  us 
about  30  miles  up  there  and  30  miles  round 
Chicago  down  to  where  the  jurisdiction  line 
of  Local  19  is  at  the  present  time. 

When  the  City  of  Chicago  pushes  out  its 
boundary  lines  again,  which  they  will  have 
to  do  in  the  next  ten  years,  it  will  cut  an- 
other piece  of  territory  off  Local  19.  I 
would  not  like  to  sit  here  and  be  defeated 
in  this  resolution,  or  to  see  the  big  cities 
pushing  the  little  ones  back  until  they  have 
nothing  left  but  about  a  mile  and  a  half  of 
territory  outside  of  their  own  incorporated 
limits. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  question 
is  on  the  amendment.  All  those  in  favor 
of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  will  sig- 
nify by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary? 


The  amendment  is  lost. 

The  question  recurs  on  tlie  adoption  of 
the  Committee's  report.  All  those  in  favor 
will  signify  in  the  usual  way  by  saying 
"Aye."  Contrary?  The  "Ayes"  have  it,  and 
It  is  !io  ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  Mr.  President,  might  I  make 
an  apology  for  the  Committee  as  their 
Chairman?  Brother  McVey  has  criticized 
our  Committee  for  not  doing  what  they 
were  told  to  do.  I  want  to  say  here  to 
Brother  McVey  

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  That  is  out  of 
order.  We  cannot  have  that  kind  of  thing 
— a  long  explanation.  Brother  McVey  did 
not  say  anything. 

DEL.  CASE:  There  is  a  resolution  today 
and  then  one  tomorrow,  and  we  cannot 
guess  what  is  going  to  come  in. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Have  you  any 
further  report? 

DEL.  CASE:  Not  now. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Let  us  get  on 
with  the  business. 

DEL.  CASE:  I  thought  it  was  proper  for 
me  to  make  that  remark.  It  is  not  the  fault 
of  the  Committee. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  We  will  now 
take  up  the  report  on  the  President's  report. 

DEL.  KRESS:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  should 
have  that  report  before  we  adjourn. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Executive  Council? 

DEL.  MUTCHELL  (Local  68):  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, we  are  going  to  meet  right  after  this 
meeting  this  afternoon. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  re- 
port? 

DEL.  HAGEN:  Mr.  President,  I  want  the 
Committee  to  meet  right  after  this  meeting. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Organization? 

DEL.  FRANK:  Mr.  President,  and  Bro- 
ther Delegates.  We,  the  following  members 
of   the   Committee   on   Organization,  with 
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unanimous  approval,  render  the  following 
report  for  your  consideration: 

WALTER  FRANK,  Local  190; 
J.  R.  PICCIRILLO,  Local  23. 
CiEORGE  FYFFE,  Local  85. 
ARTHUR  DINSMORE,  Local  120. 
EARL  CONRAD,  Local  99. 
ALTON  CLOTHER,  Local  166. 
W.  F.  DAVIS,  Local  234. 

"We,  the  Committee  on  Organization,  take 
the  position  that  the  organization  of  the  un- 
organized lathers  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  is  a  problem  which  can  and  must  be 
solved. 

To  accomplish  this,  it  is  important  and 
clear  that  the  L.LU.  members  should  organ- 
ize au'l  themselves  take  the  initiative  to 
plan  and  carry  out  an  organization  cam- 
paign, and  to  solicit  the  support  of  other 
building  trades  unions  and  councils,  and 
particularly  obtain  the  support  of  the  plas- 
tering trade,  in  addition  to  co-operation 
from  our  International  office. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  incom- 
ing International  administration  immedi- 
ately proceed  to  launch  a  vigorous  and  cen- 
tralized campaign  of  organization  intended 
to  smush  the  open  shop  in  every  section  of 
our  International  Union: 

That  the  campaign  shall  draw  in  the  ac- 
tive co-operation  of  the  local  district  and 
state  councils. 

Every  local  and  council  to  supply  head- 
quarters with  correct  data  regarding  num- 
ber of  unorganized  lathers,  with  their 
monthly  report,  in  their  jurisdiction,  amount 
of  work  controlled  by  union  and  non-union 
lathers,  their  wages  and  working  conditions; 
also  information  regarding  co-operation 
and  non-co-operation  received  from  Building 
Trade  Councils  and  other  trades,  their  prob- 
lems and  policies.  The  compilation  of  all 
such  information,  date  and  statistics  that  is 
required  to  form  a  correct  understanding  of 
the  problems  of  each  local. 

Locals  and  councils  in  need  of  organiza- 
tion shall  elect  organization  committees  who 
shall  outline  and  direct  organizational  and 
educational  work.  These  committees  to  be 
composed  of  active  members  with  under- 
standing of  their  local  problems,  and  with 
ability  to  function,  persistent  and  system- 
atic, visitation  of  non-union  lathers  by  the 


local  members,  educating  them  and  urging 
them  to  join  their  respective  unions. 

Locals  and  councils  in  need  of  organiza- 
tion should  take  the  matter  up  in  their 
meetings  for  discussion  and  action.  They 
should  give  such  financial  and  organizational 
support  that  is  consistent  with  their  duty 
and  means,  and  that  each  local  consider  the 
application  of  the  principle  of  equal  dis- 
tribution of  work  among  its  members  as  an 
incentive  towards  organization  and  the  es- 
tablishment and  maintenance  of  a  100  per 
cent,  union  throughout  their  entire  terri- 
tory. 

We  further  recommend  that  an  organizer 
be  assigned  to  the  South  who  understands 
the  conditions  and  customs  of  the  people 
with  whom  he  shall  contact. 

We  further  recommend  that  our  Vice- 
President  be  assigned  to  a  district." 

That  is  all.  There  is  a  resolution  which 
has  been  presented  to  us,  but  which  as  yet 
we  have  not  acted  upon. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have 
heard  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Or- 
ganization. What  is  your  pleasure?  It  has 
been  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
report  of  the  Committee  be  accepted.  You 
have  heard  the  motion,  are  you  ready  for 
the  question?  All  those  in  favor  will  sig- 
nify in  the  usual  manner  by  saying  'Aye"; 
contrary?  The  "Ayes"  have  it,  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 

Next  we  will  deal  with  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Grievances. 

DEL.  COOK  (Mass.  State  Council):  I  am 
sorry  lo  say  that  we  have  no  report  as  yet, 
Mr.  President. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  I  think.  Bro- 
thers, that  as  there  are  no  further  reports 
to  present  at  this  time,  that  we  should  ad- 
journ now  until  tomorrow  morning  at 
10.00  o'clock,  in  order  to  give  the  commit- 
tees an  opportunity  to  get  busy  and  com- 
plete oome  of  the  work. 

DEL.  CASE:  I  would  like  the  Committee 
on  Resolutions  and  Law  to  meet  here  and 
then  we  will  go  up  to  my  room.  I  would 
like  to  notify  them  that  we  have  about  S'O 
more  resolutions  to  deal  with  at  this  con- 
vention, and  I  would  like  the  Committee  to 
be  present  so  that  we  can  get  down  to 
business  and  try  to  expedite  matters. 
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DEL.  McVEY:  I  believe  that  with  tlic 
exception  of  getting  the  signatures  to  the 
Committee's  report  on  the  President's  re- 
port, the  report  is  ready.  Tliere  are  some 
matters  to  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions  and  Law.  but 
possibly  if  we  could  get  away  at  this  time 
we  could  finish  it. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  If  the  Commit- 
tee is  leady,  we  can  hear  the  report.  Are 
you  ready,  Brother  Kress? 

DEL.  KRESS:  Mr.  President,  I  have  got 
my  Committee  to  sign  this  report,  with  the 
exception  of  Brother  Langan,  but  I  do  not 
see  him  around. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  We  will  hear 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Presi- 
dent's report. 

DEL.  KRESS:  Under  the  caption  of  "Or- 
ganization," we  commend  the  General  Presi- 
dent and  Organizers  for  the  work  carried 
on  and  accomplishments  during  the  depres- 
sion period.  Especially  in  view  of  the  short- 
age of  finances. 

Under  the  caption  of  "Strikes"  we  com- 
mend the  International  Officers  for  their 
method  of  handling  our  affairs  with  the 
Works  Progress  Administration  and  the  Pub- 
lic Works  Administration,  believing  that  it 
should  set  a  good  example  for  the  various 
local  unions. 

Under  the  caption  of  "Wood  Lathing"  we 
respectfully  refer  this  to  the  attention  of 
the  Committee  on  Law. 

Under  the  caption  of  "Transfers"  we  con- 
cur in  the  observations  of  the  General 
President  and  recommend  that  his  recom- 
mendation be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Law. 

Under  the  caption  of  "District  and  State 
Councils"  we  approve  of  the  President's  ob- 
servations and  recommendations  and  urge 
that  they  be  given  careful  consideration  by 
District  and  State  Councils  as  well  as  local 
unions. 

Under  the  caption  of  "Funeral  Benefits," 
we  respectfully  refer  to  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  on  Law. 

Under  the  caption  of  "Lawsuits"  we 
commend  the  general  office  for  the  diligence 
in    handling    these    suits,    and    refer  the 


President's  expressed  opinion  in  Case  No. 
1  to  the  attention  of  the  Committee  on  Law. 
and  rs(iuest  the  privilege  of  meeting  wit!) 
that  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  drafting 
resolutions  governing  referendums  and  pro- 
viding that  referendums  sliall  be  extended 
over  a  period  of  four  months. 

We  approve  of  the  policy  of  the  General 
President  in  granting  special  dispensations 
to  local  unions,  thereby  making  it  possible 
to  reinstate  ex-members  at  a  minimum  cost. 

We  approve  of  the  expense  account  of  the 
General  President.

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have 
heard  the  report  of  the  Committee;  what 
is  your  pleasure?  It  has  been  regularly 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  of  the 
Commictee  be  adopted.  You  have  heard  the 
motion,  are  you  ready  for  the  question? 

DEL.  McVEY:  Mr.  President,  in  regard  to 
this  report,  I  think  it  is  necessary  that  a 
little  explanation  be  made  as  to  what  the 
Committee  did. 

In  the  first  place,  the  article  captioned 
"Wood  Lathing"  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee cn  Law  because  we  felt  that  that 
is  where  it  belonged.  The  other  one  that 
was  of  vital  importance  and  which  took  up 
much  of  the  time  of  the  Committee  was 
that  recommendation  in  No.  1  under 
"Suits,"  calling  for  a  referendum.  The 
recommendation  of  the  General  President 
is  that  referendums  be  allowed  owing  to  the 
fact  that  they  are  not  in  our  constitution. 
The  Committee  was  all  in  favor  of  a 
referendum.  We  believe  that  is  one  of  the 
rights  of  democratic  government.  The 
Committee  did  not  agree  that  it  was  right 
to  send  out  a  referendum  and  ask  for  a 
referendum  and  expect  a  reply  back  by  the 
end  of  that  month  or  the  following  month. 
Anything  that  is  of  vital  importance  to  this 
organization  should  be  given  some  consider- 
tion.  For  that  reason,  the  Committee  feels 
that  on  opportunity  should  be  given  to  the 
proponents  of  a  measure  to  be  submitted  to 
referendum  and  to  the  opponents;  and  for 
that  reason  our  journal,  or  our  paper, 
should  be  used  for  both  sides  to  present 
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their  opinions  for  a  period  of  three  or  four 
months,  as  the  case  may  be,  before  a  vote 
is  taken. 

There  is  something  in  the  way  of  carrying 
on  a  leferendum,  too,  that  possibly  should 
be  taken  up  in  this  resolution.  While  I  am 
in  favor  of  democracy  in  the  form  of  refer- 
endum, I  believe  a  referendum  does  not 
mean  tliat  the  local  Secretary  may  vote  the 
whole  membership  of  that  local.  If  we  are 
going  to  have  a  referendum,  that  means  the 
personal  vote  of  each  and  every  one.  If 
the  men  are  not  interested  enough  to  come 
to  the  meeting  and  vote,  they  are  not  taking 
an  interest  in  their  organization,  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  local  should  not  plump  the 
whole  local  in  the  vote.  I  say  the  matter 
should  be  taken  up — possibly  it  cannot  be 
done  by  a  resolution,  but  perhaps  some 
Committee  will  have  to  work  out  a  solu- 
tion; luit  if  we  are  going  back  to  what  we 
call  the  democratic  way  of  doing  business, 
let  us  do  it  democratically  and  have  a  real 
referendum. 

I  know  in  the  past  that  such  measures 
have  been  taken;  that  the  Secretary  nf  the 
local  has  voted  the  whole  local  and  that  is 
not  democratic;  neither  is  it  giving  a  fair 
and  square  break  to  the  other  parties  who 
are  interested  in  a  clean  election.  And  so 
I  say  to  you  that  if  we  believe  in  clean 
elections,  and  want  such  a  thing  to  come 
about,  let  us  practise  it  in  our  organization. 

I  think  some  serious  attention  should  be 
given  to  the  matter  of  conducting  a  refer- 
endum vote,  so  that  the  rank  and  file  of  our 
organization  may  be  able  to  express  their 
own  opinions  and  not  the  opinions  of  some 
of  the  officials  of  the  organization.  (Ap- 
plause.) 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  question 
recurs  en  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee.  I  want  to  say  that  the  proposal 
for  thii  referendum  was  satisfactory  to  me, 
but  thi  referendum  was  only  to  be  used  in 
emergency  cases. 

DEL.  McVEY:  I  understand  that.  Mr. 
President,  but  in  these  emergency  cases  we 
should  have  an  opportunity  to  think  it  over. 

DEL.  FRANK:  Mr.  President,  we  believe 
that  when  a  referendum  vote  is  taken,  as 
was  the  case  in  the  last  referendum,  a  secret 
ballot  was  marked  by  the  individual  mem- 


ber, placed  in  a  sealed  envelope,  and  turned 
over  to  the  Secretary. 

From  the  remarks  of  Brother  McVey,  I 
would  conclude  that  this  was  not  the  pro- 
cedure followed  by  all  of  the  local  unions, 
and  if  they  did  not  allow  that  procedure, 
and  if  any  secretary  voted  for  the  member- 
ship, it  was  an  unlawful  act,  according  to 
the  rules  and  procedures  set  forth  by  the 
International  office  with  reference  to  the 
referendum  vote. 

We  believe  that  the  principles  of  trades 
unions  and  democracy  are  the  real  founda- 
tion of  a  true  labor  movement;  and  we 
further  believe  that  if  there  is  a  referendum 
vote,  it  should  be  preceded  with  a  period  for 
discussion.  Secondly,  the  members  should 
vote  as  they  do  in  any  other  election.  Fur- 
ther, there  should  be  a  committee  on  bal- 
lots, and  the  Secretary,  to.s?ether  with  that 
Committee,  should  know  the  results  of  the 
vote,  and  then  forward  to  headquarters  the 
results  in  the  form  an  an  affidavit,  if  neces- 
sary. I  think  you  will  agree  with  me  that 
there  is  considerable  dissension  when  the 
vote  is  sent  in  and  the  secretary  or  no  one 
else  knows  the  result  of  it.  For  instance, 
if  you  permitted  a  man  here  to  run  for 
office,  and  you  put  in  your  ballot  in  an 
envelope  and  turned  it  over  to  him,  he 
would  have  a  good  chance  of  having  a  unani- 
mous election. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  I  want  to  say 
for  the  benefit  of  Brother  Frank  that  the 
locals  did  the  voting  and  not  the  Interna- 
tional. We  only  counted  the  ballots,  we  did 
not  vote  them. 

All  those  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the 
report  will  signify  in  the  usual  manner  by 
saying  "Aye";  contrary?  The  "Ayes"  have 
it,  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  HAGE'N:  Mr.  President,  I  am  ready 
now  with  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Se'-retary-Treasurer's  report. 

DEL.  McVEY:  Mr.  President,  before  you 
go  into  that,  may  I  make  a  motion?  I  move, 
Mr.  President,  that  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Law  be  requested  to  draw  up 
a  resolution  on  the  lines  as  outlined  by  the 
President's  report,  pertaining  to  the  refer- 
endum vote. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  mean  to 
bring  it  in  to  this  convention? 

DEL.  McVEY:  Yes,  as  a  resolution. 
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PRKSIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  is  not  as- 
sured yet  as  to  wliether  the  committee  will, 
recomaieiul  it  or  reject  the  reeomineiulation. 
You  aro  just  simply  referring  it.  You  have 
got  nothing  to  it  in  so  far  as  reconuneiuling 
that  it  be  adopted.  Now,  if  they  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  that  suggestion,  then 
wc  would  have  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
draw  up  some  sort  of  a  plan. 

DEL.  McVEY:  The  only  thing  I  was  try- 
ing to  do  was  to  pass  the  job  on  to  them. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Did  the  com- 
mittee make  a  recommendation  in  reference 
to  the  referendum,  or  did  it  just  refer  the 
subject  matter  to  the  committee  on  law? 

DEL.  KRESS:  Let  me  read  it  again. 
(Again  read  the  committee's  report  on  the 
President's  Report.) 

In  other  words,  we  are  Just  commending 
the  general  office  for  their  diligence  in 
handling  those  suits.  We  are  complying  with 
his  opinion  that  the  matter  be  referred  to 
the  Law  Committee,  and  this  Committee 
wants  to  meet  with  the  Law  Committee  in 
the  drafting  out  of  that  resolution. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  Committee 
on  the  President's  Report  will  meet  with 
the  Law  Committee  and  help  to  draw  up  the 
plan. 

DEL.  NEIL  HAGGERTY,  Southern  Cali- 
fornia District  Council:  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  Resolutions  Committee  has  so 
much  work  ahead  of  it,  it  is  not  feasible  to 
load  on  it  the  additional  burden  of  draft- 
ing up  this  resolution  as  suggested  by  Bro. 
McVey,  who  stated  that  he  wished  to  duck 
this  job,  I  don't  want  to  duck  it,  as  I  think 
that  the  Committee  on  the  President's  Re- 
port is  more  familiar  with  this  subject,  and 
therefore  would  be  the  proper  group  to  draft 
this  resolution  for  presentation  to  the  Reso- 
lution and  Law  Committee,  for  its  considera- 
tion and  presentation  to  the  Convention. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  If  there  is  no 
objection  the  Committee  can  proceed  to  draw 
that  up,  and  if  the  Law  Committee  adopts 
the  change  in  the  Constitution,  then  they 
can  submit  that  as  the  change  in  Constitu- 
tion. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  Commit- 
tee on  General  Secretary's  Report. 

DEL.  H.  J.  HAGEN,  Local  73,  Chairman 
of  Committee  on  General  Secretary's  Report, 
presented  the  report  as  follows: 


"Mr.  Chairman,  we  the  Committee  on  the 
Report  of  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer, 
have  very  carefully  gone  over  the  many  de- 
tailed and  numerous  accounts  that  have 
been  very  ably  compiled  and  recorded  by  our 
worthy  Secretary-Treasurer,  Brother  Terry 
Ford.  We  note  that  the  many  different  cap- 
itulations under  which  the  financial  affairs 
aro  accounted  for  have  been  recorded  in  an 
eflicient  manner  by  our  Secretary-Treas- 
urer. We  also  note  that  despite  the  fact  that 
our  trade  as  a  whole  has  gone  through  a 
period  of  depression  in  the  building  trades 
industry  and  unemployment,  we  find  that 
our  finances  have  been  handled  in  a  busi- 
ness-like manner.  We  also  find  that  all 
books  and  records  in  general  pertaining  tO' 
the  duties  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  and 
our  International  office  are  in  first-class 
shape. 

"Owing  to  the  fact  that  a  detailed,  printed 
copy  of  all  the  transactions  in  regard  to  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  have  been  distri- 
buted to  the  delegates  of  this  convention, 
we  are  unanimously  agreed  that  the  printed 
report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  is  correct, 
and  do  recommend  it  be  adopted."

CHAIRMAN  CASE,  Committee  on  Resolu- 
tion and  Laws:  Mr.  Chairman,  in  order  to 
expedite  the  business  transactions  of  this 
convention,  I  have  these  resolutions  all 
marked  and  the  number  of  the  page  on  which 
they  are  printed,  and  might  I  bo  permitted 
to  just  read  the  "Resolved",  Mr.  Chairman? 

CHAIRMAN:  Are  there  any  objections 
to  the  I'eriuest  on  the  part  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee,  that  he  give  the  number 
of  the  resolution  and  the  page,  and  just 
quote  the  Resolved. 

DEL.  J.  O.  DAHL,  Golden  Gate  District 
Council:  I  would  request  that  if  the  bal- 
ance of  the  resolution  may  possibly  have  to 
be  called  for  by  the  Mover  of  the  Resolution, 
that  he  be  permitted  to  do  so. 

CHAIRMAN  CASE,  of  Resolutions  and 
Laws  Committee: 

Resolution  25  (page  44  the  Proceedings) : 

WHEREAS,  too  often,  members  reinstating 
into  our  International  Union,  are  permitted 
to  do  so  at  reduced  rates,  or  so-called  "bar- 
gain sale  prices",  at  an  indirect  cost  to  our 
membership  who  have  been  steadfast  in 
keeping  their  good  standing;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  wish  of  our  member- 
ship that  members  who  retain  their  good 
standing  in  the  International  Union,  may 
receive  some  protection  against  members 
who  are  in  the  organization  to-day,  out  to- 
morrow, and  reinstating  again  in  a  few 
months  or  a  year  later  at  "reduced  prices" 
when  good  conditions  are  not  so  difficult 
for  our  Local  Unions  to  obtain;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to 
hold  some  members  in  our  Local  Unions, 
when  it  appears  cheaper  to  become  suspend- 
ed and  reinstate  later,  than  to  continue  in 
their  good  membership,  while  they  watch 
the  other  fellow  do  the  greater  portion  of 
the  work: 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that 
the  word  "may"  in  Section  No.  96,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal 
Lathers'  International  Union,  be  changed  to 
the  word  "shall"  making  it  mandatory  for 
all  Local  Unions  to  collect  such  fees,  "ex- 
cepting when  dispensation  has  been  granted 
by  the  General  President."

CHAIRMAN  CASE:  Your  Committee  ad- 
opted this  resolution.

CHAIRMAN  CASE,  of  Resolutions  and 
Laws  Committee: 

Resolution  38,  page  98  of  the  Record. 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Convention 
go  on  record  instructing  its  incoming  offi- 
cers and  delegates  to  the  A.F.  of  L.  Con- 
vention to  do  everything  in  their  power  to 
unify  the  Trade  Union  movement  and  to 
that  end  support  the  reinstatement  of  the 
ten  International  Unions  suspended  by  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  A.F.  of  L.  and  to 
support  the  granting  of  representation  to 
said  International  Unions  in  the  coming 
A.F.  of  L.  Convention  in  order  that  the 
dispute  between  the  A.F.  of  L.  and  said  ten 
International  Unions  may  be  democratically 
considered  and  terminated  in  the  interest 
of  genuine  Trade  Union  unity,  also  to  sup- 
port the  campaign  of  organization  now  in 
progress  in  the  steel  industry."

Your  Committee  recommended  we  refer 
that  resolution  to  the  delegates  of  the  Am- 
erican Federation  of  Labor  without  instruc- 
tions. I  move  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee's  report. 

Duly  seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Delegate  Hag- 
gerty,  will  you  take  the  Chair.  I  want  to 
say  a  few  words  on  this. 

DELEGATE  NEIL  HAGGERTY,  Second 
Vice-President,  assumes  the  Chair. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Mr.  Chairman 
and  Brothers.   This  resolution  has  contained 
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In  it  a  very  siguiflcant  point  in  so  far  as 
our  organization  is  concerned.  It  asks  the 
delegates  to  be  instructed  to  repudiate  the 
expressed  policy  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  at  Atlantic  City,  N.J.,  which 
action  was  taken  to  differentiate  in  the  pol- 
icy of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
as  to  whether  it  would  be  continued  as  a 
trade  or  craft  autonomous  institution  or 
whether  it  would  be  turned  into  an  indus- 
trial form  of  organization.  We  are  a  craft 
organization.  We  must  protect  our  identity. 
We  don't  want  to  take  any  action  that  in 
the  least  would  indicate  as  a  craft  autono- 
mous organization  join  in  with  an  industrial 
autonomous  organization,  which  would  de- 
stroy our  identity.  You  can  readily  under- 
stand if  the  policy  of  the  C.LO.  was  the 
policy  of  the  A.F.  of  L.  it  would  only  be  a 
short  time  until  we  were  in  the  Carpenters 
or  some  other  organization.  This  should 
not  be  passed.  We  want  to  show  that  we 
are  in  favor  of  the  poTicy  of  the  A.F.  of  L. 
and  I  am  in  favor  of  destroying  that  reso- 
lution by  defeating  it  so,  that  there  can  be 
no  possibility  of  any  question  as  to  how 
this  convention  stood  upon  the  proposition. 
(Applause.) 

DELEGATE:  I  make  a  motion  to  that 
effect,  that  that  be  stricken  from  the  records. 

CHAIRMAN  HAGGERTY:  The  motion  is 
out  of  order.  The  motion  should  be  one  to 
defeat  the  resolution. 

DELEGATE  JOS.  H.  DUTY,  Local  33: 
Allow  me  to  tell  you  and  to  tell  this  con- 
vention that  the  only  way  that  you  are  ever 
going  to  organize  our  fellows  is  through 
something  that  they  have  inaugurated.  I 
am  going  to  tell  you  I  come  from  down  in 
Pennsylvania  where  those  fellows  live.  I 
know  him  and  regardless  of  what  the  Lath- 
ers' Union  decides  to  do,  it  is  not  going  to 
change  it  a  bit.  Those  fellows  can  only  be 
organized,  if  you  want  to  organize  them, 
through  a  system  of  John  Lewis.  I  want  to 
tell  you  I  admire  that  man.  I  worked  with 
him  for  seven  or  eight  years,  and  I  don't 
see  anything  wrong  with  him, — you  fellows 
might,  but  I  don't.  And  I  know  if  you  are 
going  to  organize  the  Jones  &  Laughlin 
Company,  if  you  are  going  to  organize  the 
United  States  Steel  Company  or  you  are 
going  to  organize  the  Rubber  Company,  that 
you  have  to  do  it  that  way.    Why,  in  hell, 


don't  you  acknowledge  it?  You  can't  do  it 
any  other  way.  You  know  it  as  well  as  I 
know  it,  and  I  would  be  a  traitor  to  my 
organization  and  everything  if  I  did  not 
tell  you  that  the  only  way  to  organize  mass 
product  is  through  mass  product  organiza- 
tion, and  if  you  fellows  have  some  other 
way  of  doing  it,  fine.  Because  I  would  not 
want  you  to  go  on  record  against  it,  because 
that  is  what  they  are  going  to  do  anyhow. 
They  are  going  to  do  it  regardless  of  what 
you  think,  or  I  think.  They  are  going  to 
organize,  and  I  am  in  favor  of  it. 

DELEGATE  J.  H.  MITCHELL,  Local  68: 
I  move  that  the  entire  matter  be  tabled. 

CHAIRMAN  CASE,  of  Resolutions  and 
Laws  Committee:  Mr.  Chairman  and  Dele- 
gates to  this  convention,  I  want  to  say  to 
you  that  the  outfit  of  Lewis  and  those  others 
accepted  into  their  outfit  a  building  trades 
organization  in  Portage  County  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  taking  them  away  from  the  Build- 
ing Mechanics. 

Now  I  want  to  say  to  you  that  I  sat  in 
the  convention  at  San  Francisco,  and  saw 
those  ten  organizations  take  their  chances 
in  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  and 
they  were  defeated.  I  saw  them  do  the 
same  thing  in  the  Convention  at  Atlantic 
City  and  they  were  defeated  about  2  to  1. 
What  right  have  they  to  go  out  and  start 
dual  organizations  against  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  and  the  Building  Trades 
departments  organization?  What  right  have 
they  to  do  that?  It  is  the  same  to-day,  and 
we  put  it  in  the  charter  that  we  issue  in 
Ohio,  that  those  organizations  have  no  right 
to  do  that.  We  go  into  our  organizations, 
we  solemnly  pledge  our  honor  to  do  every- 
thing in  our  power  to  promote  the  harmony 
of  the  Trades  Union  movement.  We  are 
supposed  to  do  that.  Say,  for  instance,  one 
of  us  go  into  our  local  union  with  a  resolu- 
tion and  it  is  defeated,  if  we  go  out  the 
next  day  and  start  a  dual  organization,  we 
would  be  considered  a  scab.  I  want  to  say 
to  you  I  hope  the  resolution  is  killed.  The 
reason  we  brought  in  the  recommendation, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee we  would  leave  it  to  the  delegates 
and  the  delegates  would  have  enough  brains 
to  kill  it.  Might  I  say  this,  it  says,  "with 
no  instructions".  We  are  not  instructing 
you  to  do  anything:  We  have  turned  it  over 
to  you,  so  you  can  kill  it. 
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IJKLEGATK  HAUUY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  TA: 
I  don't  see  how  this  convention  could  go  on 
the  lloor  ami  express  any  sympathy  with  a 
bunch  of  renegades  to  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor.  I  tliinli  we  ought  to  vote 
it  down  unanimously. 

DELEGATE  FRANK  U.  SMITH,  Local  2: 
I  don't  see  why  this  delegate  from  Local 
33,  should  get  up  and  make  wise  cracks.  I 
think  our  President  has  expressed  the  gen- 
uine sentiments  of  our  organization  when  he 
said  in  order  to  maintain  our  identity  as 
an  organization  it  is  positively  necessary 
that  this  thing  be  voted  down. 

VICE-PRESIDENT  MOORE,  Chicago:  Mr. 
Chairman,  Delegates:  Conscientiously  if  elect- 
ed by  this  convention  to  represent  them  at 
the  next  American  Federation  of  Labor,  I 
could  rot  go  out  and  carry  out  the  dictates 
of  the  resolution.  You  older  members  know 
what  the  policy  of  the  Knights  of  Labor  was, 
what  brought  that  to  an  end.  The  same 
thing  now  is  on  foot  in  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor.  If  we  would  carry  out 
the  instructions  of  this  resolution,  it  would 
mean  just  as  the  General  President  stated, 
it  would  "be  the  end  of  the  Lathers'  Or- 
ganization," Craft  Unions  would  be  very 
few;  we  would  all  become  members  of  an 
industrial  organization. 

As  stated  very  clearly  at  the  last  conven- 
tion— am  not  going  to  state  the  name  of 
the  delegate  from  the  Miners'  organization, 
but  you  may  read  the  proceedings  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  and  you  will 
find  the  statements  I  am  about  to  make  are 
true,  "that  a  building  that  will  be  built  50 
miles  away  from  the  mining  plant  and  was 
the  property  of  the  Mining  Company,  that 
those  men  would  be  working  on  this  build- 
ing would  have  to  belong  to  the  Miners' 
organization." 

And  not  only  that,  but  the  Barbers  in  the 
vicinity  of  this  mining  town,  and  the  clerks, 
and  those  who  the  miners  patronized,  would 
have  to  be  a  member  of  the  Miners'  Organi- 
zation, and  Shaughnessy  who  was  President 
of  the  Barbers'  International  Union,  pro- 
tested about  the  barbers  having  to  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Miners'  organization. 

Now  that  was  the  condition,  in  the  State 
of  Illinois,  and  the  reports  that  came  from 
some  of  the  locals  down  state  of  the  mining 
districts,  that  the  members  of  our  organiza- 


tion were  very  hard  hit  in  the  summer 
time  due  to  the  miner.s  coming  out  of  tlie 
mines  in  the  summer  time  and  going  out 
an<l  working  on  wood  lathing. 

In  the  mines  they  have  different  trade 
organizations  carpenters,  electricians,  team- 
sters, and  hoisting  engineers.  Now  they  are 
all  members  of  the  Miners'  Union.  Now 
what  would  happen  if  they  got  in  control 
of  the  craft  organizations?  Could  we  con- 
scientiously go  along  with  this  resolu- 
tion as  a  craft  organization?  Speaking  for 
myself,  I  would  say,  NO.  Therefore  that 
is  the  reason  why  I  want  to  make  these 
statements,  that  I  could  not  carry  out  the 
dictates  of  this  resolution  and  be  honest 
with  these  international  unions. 

DEL.  LEONARD  KLINK,  Westchester 
District  Council:  Mr.  Chairman,  we  are 
wasting  a  lot  of  time  over  something  we 
could  have  got  rid  of  in  five  minutes.  If 
the  Committee  refers  this  to  President  Mc- 
Sorley  for  a  little  information,  to  see  how 
far  the  two  contending  groups  have  got 
underway — if  we  keep  on  talking  about  this, 
we  will  get  home  a  week  from  next  Satur- 
day night. 

ACTING  CHAIRMAN  HAGGERTY:  The 
question  has  been  called  and  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Committee  is  that  it  be  refer- 
red to  the  delegates  of  the  American  Feder- 
ation of  Labor.  All  in  favor  of  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  will  signify 
their  consent  by  saying  "Aye".

Those  opposed.

You  will  have  to  vote.  (In  explanation) 
"Aye"  is  in  favor  of  the  Committee's  re- 
port. 

DEL.  ARTHUR  D.  YODER,  Illinois  State 
Council:  May  I  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  there  is  an  amendment  to  the 
Motion? 

CHAIRMAN  HAGGERTY:  There  is  no 
amendment  before  the  chair. 

DEL.  YODER:    Someone  made  a  motion. 

CHAIRMAN  HAGGERTY:  The  motion 
is  not  in  order;  it  was  not  received  by  the 
Chair. 
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DELEGATE:  On  a  point  of  order,  there 
is  a  doubt  in  tlie  delegates'  mind  as  to  just 
wliat  was  the  Committee's  report. 

CHAIRMAN  HAGGERTY:  I  will  clarify 
that  for  you.  The  Committee's  report  on 
this  resolution  is  to  refer  it  to  the  dele- 
gates to  the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
without  instructions. 

CHAIRMAN  HAGGERTY:  All  those  in 
favor  of  the  Committee's  report  will  signify 
their  consent  by  saying  "Aye". 

"Aye" 

Those  opposed 

"No" 

The  Ayes  have  it,  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  WALTER  MATTHEWS,  Local  No. 
46:  I  want  to  know  how  this  organization 
voted.  I  do  not  want  to  be  recorded  doing 
something  here  when  I  do  not  know  why 
it  was  done.  What  I  want  to  know  is, 
what  I  am  voting  on.  I  would  like  to  have 
a  show  of  hands. 

CHAIRMAN  HAGGERTY:  We  will  now 
have  a  division. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  As  I  stated 
before,  the  report  of  the  Committee  refers 
this  resolution  to  us  to  use  our  own  discre- 
tion. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  I  think  that 
expresses  our  sentiments  as  to  whether  we 
are  in  favor  of  craft  unionism  or  adopting 
the  policy  of  the  C.I.O.  Personally,  I  am 
not  in  favor  of  having  the  policy  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  declared  in 
favor  of  industrial  unionism.  I  am  against 
that,  but  I  am  not  against  industrial  union- 
ism in  industries  where  it  has  taken  place. 
The  miners  are  an  industrial  organization, 
the  brewery  workers  are  an  industrial  or- 
ganization, and  many  others,  but  I  am  op- 
posed to  having  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  policy  being  declared  a  form  of  indus- 
trial organization  as  against  autonomous  or- 
ganization. If  we  declare  in  favor  of  in- 
dustrial organization  we  are  taking  the 
first  step  in  getting  forced  into  some  such 
organization  as  the  carpenters,  and  I  am  op- 
posed to  that,  and  I  don't  think  that  we 
should  adopt  this  resolution  but  that  we 
should  repudiate  it. 

DEL.  MULHOLLAND:  I  think  the  best 
way  to  get  rid  of  it  Is  to  strike  it  off  the 
record  and  let  it  die  out. 


DEL.  HAGGERTY:  Votes  have  been  call- 
ed for,  and  a  question  has  been  put. 

DEL.  FRANK:  May  I  put  a  point  of 
order?  My  point  of  order  is  this:  it  should 
not  have  been  permilted  to  discuss  as  to 
whether  we  should  adopt  industrial  union- 
ism. This  resolution  has  not  asked  for  the 
endor.sement  of  the  C.I.O.,  nor  endorsement 
for  or  against  industrial  unionism.  It  only 
requests  that  delegates,  when  they  go  to  a 
Federation  of  Labor  Convention,  to  do 
everything  in  their  power  to  establish  unity 
and  the  desire  of  getting  these  ten  organiza- 
tions into  it.  That  is  my  point  of  order, 
and  I  desire  a  ruling  on  it.  The  resolu- 
tion does  not  call  for  anything  but  an  ex- 
pression of  the  desire  on  the  part  of  our 
delegates  to  reconcile  this  split,  and  make 
the  A.  F.  of  L.  more  united  than  before. 

CHAIRMAN  HAGGERTY:  The  point  of 
order  you  have  raised  the  subject  matter 
of  which  has  been  discussed  already,  and 
your  point  of  order  would  be  out  of  order 
at  the  present  time. 

DEL.  DUTY:  My  point  is  this:  There  is 
a  division  so  far  as  we  are  concerned,  on 
which  we  would  have  the  right  of  organiz- 
ing these  men.  Now  I  know,  and  I  can  tell 
you — 

CHAIRMAN  HAGGERTY:  Delegate 
Duty,  you  are  out  of  order.  You  are  not 
talking  on  the  order  at  all,  but  of  the 
two  types. 

DEL.  DUTY:  Could  I  possibly  say  it 
would  not  be  a  proper  thing  to  come  before 
us  at  this  time? 

DEL.  BERRY:  Mr.  Chairman,  on  a  point 
of  information,  do  I  construe  the  meaning 
a  vote  in  favor  of  the  motion  is  in  favor 
of  carrying  out  this  resolution? 

CHAIRMAN  HAGGERTY:  No. 

DEL.  DUTY:  Will  you  permit  me,  and 
I  think  I  have  a  right — I  don't  know,  I  may 
be  wrong — but  I  think  I  have  a  right.  If 
you  are  going  to  discuss  it  that  we  should 
go  into  the  merits  of  it  and  there  is  no 
question  about  how  you  are  going  to  organ- 
ize these  men — 

CHAIRMAN  HAGGERTY:  We  are  not 
discussing  the  merits  of  the  two  types  of 
organization. 
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DEL.  DUTY:     Are  you  trying  to  kill  it? 

CHAIRMAN  IIAaCERTY:  No. 

DEL.  DUTY:  You  are  trying  to  say  that 
we  should  not  be  allowed  to  organize  — 

DEL.  McVEY:  I  would  like  to  ask,  Mr. 
Chairman:  Is  it  not  true,  Brother  Mc- 
Sorley,  that  at  this  time  measures  are  being 
taken  by  the  A.  F.  of  L.  to  patch  up  these 
differences  between  the  conventions? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  That  is  true. 
There  are  committees  on  both  sides  meeting 
in  order  to  try  to  bring  about  a  compromise. 
The  resolution  instructs  the  delegates  to 
work  for  the  C.LO.  without  any  qualifica- 
tions whatever.  We  cannot  do  that,  as  it 
is  opposed  to  the  expressed  policy  of  the 
A.  F.  of  L. 

DEL.  McVEY:  What  will  be  the  action 
of  the  delegates  of  this  convention?  Pos- 
sibly their  course  will  be  governed  by  the 
course  being  pursued  by  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
If  that  is  a  fact,  the  recommendation  should 
be  referred  to  the  officers  of  the  A.  F.  of 
L.  with  no  instructions,  and  I  think  I  am 
in  favor  of  it. 

CHAIRMAN  HAGGERTY:  A  division  has 
been  called  for  to  clarify  the  question.  Once 
more  the  committee  has  recommended  that 
the  resolution  be  referred  to  the  delegates 
of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  without  instructions — ■ 

DEL.  FRANK:  I  didn't  hear,  Mr.  Chair- 
man. 

CHAIRMAN  HAGGERTY:  To  refer  the 
resolution  without  instruction  to  the  dele- 
gates of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  convention.  All 
those  in  favor  of  this  report  please  rise 
and  remain  standing  until  counted. 

(Delegates  stand  and  57  are  counted  as 
being  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  reso- 
lution). 

CHAIRMAN  HAGGERTY:  Will  the  dele- 
gates be  seated?  All  those  opposed  to  the 
report,  will  they  please  rise  and  remain 
standing  until  counted. 

(Delegates  stand  and  5  are  counted  as 
opposed  to  the  adoption  of  the  resolution). 

CHAIRMAN  HAGGERTY:  The  report  of 
the  committee  has  been  adopted,  and  the 
resolution  has  been  referred  to  the  delegates 
of  the  convention. 


DEL.  MITCHELL  (Local  No.  68):  Majr 
I  please  be  reported  as  voting  "No"  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee? 

DEL.  CASE:  I  also  wish  to  be  reported 
as  voting  against  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee. 

(Chairman  Haggerty  relinquishes  the 
chair  to  President  McSorley). 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Resolutions 
Committee. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  28,  on  page 
45:  — 

"THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that 
Section  No.  4,  of  our  constitution,  be  amend- 
ed as  follows:  'place  a  comma  after  the 
end  of  present  paragraph,  replacing  the 
period  now  there,'  and  then  add  the  follow- 
ing: 'excepting  where  a  mutual  agreement 
has  been  arrived  at,  between  two  or  more 
Local  Unions,  same  to  be  approved  by  the 
General  President  and/or  the  District  Coun- 
cil in  which  jurisdiction  the  said  Local 
Unions  are  chartered.'  " 

Amend  to  take  out  the  word  "or"  after 
the  word  "and"  on  the  second  last  line. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Will  you 
please  read  it  as  amended? 

DEL.  CASE:  As  amended  you  take  out 
the  word  "oi-"  after  the  word  "and"  on  the 
second  last  line  of  the  resolve.  Your  Com- 
mittee recommends  the  concurrence  as  am- 
ended, and  I  recommend  the  adoption  of  it. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have 
heard  the  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee. It  has  been  regularly  moved  and 
seconded  that  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  be  adopted.  Are  you  ready  for 
the  question? 

DEL.  HAGEN:  I  see  nothing  in  there, 
Mr.  President,  as  to  local  jurisdiction.  It 
says:  "Excepting  where  a  mutual  agree- 
ment has  been  arrived  at  between  two  or 
more  local  unions,  same  to  be  approved  by 
the  General  President  and/or  the  District 
Council  in  which  jurisdiction  the  said  local 
imions  are  chartered.  I  think  that  is  all 
right. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Are  you  ready 
for  the  question? 
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DEL.  DAHL:  1  liave  taken  this  resolu- 
tion up  before  the  convention  on  behalf  of 
Local  No.  109,  who  had,  in  their  estimation, 
a  sort  of  grievance  against  some  ruling  that 
had  been  made.  The  interpretation  of  the 
section  as  it  is  now  in  the  Constitution  not 
being  complete  will  render  a  hardship  to 
those  locals  who  have  to  decide  between 
themselves  and  the  nearest  local  a  definite 
boundary  line  of  their  jurisdiction.  I  think 
it  will  help  many  others,  and  as  I  stated 
on  the  floor  yesterday,  to  define  their  line 
also.  I  would  like  to  see  the  resolution 
adopted. 

DEL.  MOORE:  You  have  to  look  out  for 
some  of  the  slick  artists  and  that  is  the 
reason  why  I  am  not  so  much  in  favor  of 
the  Secretary  or  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee reading  the  resolve.  At  present  I 
have  only  one  hand  to  turn  these  things 
over,  but  in  my  estimation  I  think  there 
should  be  a  little  bit  more  explanation  whe- 
ther this  only  applies  to  district  councils 
or  applies  to  state  councils  or  just  to  locals 
or  whether  amalgamation  between  locals 
into  one  local,  and  whether  men  who  have 
left  other  territory  previously  would  lose 
jurisdiction  if  they  were  transferred  on  the 
amalgamated  system.  In  my  estimation  I 
am  not  here  to  cause  any  ill-feelings  what- 
soever, but  that  was  not  a  very  thorough 
explanation  of  this  resolution  and  I  feel, 
in  my  opinion,  that  we  should  have  a  little 
further  explanation  of  it. 

DEL.  HAGGERTY:  Briefly,  the  resolu- 
tion means  that  it  was  the  intent  of  the 
committee  to  give  the  local  unions  of  the 
District  Council  the  right  to  agree  on  terri- 
torial lines,  and  this  resolution,  if  adopted, 
will  permit  the  local  unions,  with  consent  of 
the  General  President  and  District  Councils 
agreeing  among  themselves  on  territorial 
lines.  We  change  one  little  word  in  the 
resolution — we  took  out  the  word  "or",  and 
it  should  read  "same  to  be  approved  by 
the  General  President  and  the  District  Coun- 
cil", so  tliat  the  Council  could  have  a  better 
check  on  the  transaction. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  question 
has  been  called  for,  and  all  those  in  favor 
will  give  the  usual  sign  by  saying  "Aye"; 
contrary?  The  "Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:    Resolution  41,  on  page  99: 


"THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that 
the  International  Union  shall  arrange  to 
send  a  representative  to  the  PWA  Adminis- 
tration at  Washington,  D.C.,  with  strict  or- 
der to  keep  said  metal  base  in  the  specifica- 
tions of  all  housing  and  any  other  PWA 
or  Federal  project. 

And  further  that  a  copy  of  this  resolu- 
tion be  forwarded  to  Hon.  Alfred  F.  Bieter, 
M.C.,  41st  District,  New  York  State,  U.S.A., 
address.  House  of  Representatives,  Wash- 
ington, D.C." 

It  was  moved  that  it  be  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  incoming  General  President.  I  move 
the  adoption  of  the  Committee's  recommen- 
dation. (Seconded). 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  it  be  left 
in  the  hands  of  the  incoming  General  Pi'esi- 
dent.    Are  you  ready  for  the  question — 

DEL.  O'CONNOR  (Local  No.  32):  The 
reason  I  put  forward  this  particular  motion 
at  this  time  was  that  we  have  had  difficulty 
in  the  last  three  weeks  or  so  in  Buffalo  on 
this  particular  base  question.  At  that  time 
I  was  notified  they  had  threatened  to  remove 
metal  base  entirely  from  the  job  on  which 
we  were  having  difficulty,  and  they  told  me 
that  to  avoid  further  quibbles  in  future 
they  would  remove  it  and  place  a  plastic 
tile  base  and  give  a  cement  finish.  Congress- 
man Bieter  has  been  very  fortunate  in  our 
district,  and  he  got  a  big  appropriation  for 
the  PWA  and  he  has  done  quite  a  bit  of 
work  to  help  us  settle  our  difficulties  with 
the  PWA  people  in  the  matter  of  getting  this 
base.  I  have  another  resolution  coming  in 
which  would  keep  it  in  the  specification.  I 
would  like  the  General  President  to  use  his 
judgment  in  the  matter  and  I  am  in  favor 
of  it  being  referred  to  him  for  the  purpose 
of  getting  it  in  the  record  and  having  it  done 
so  that  Congressman  Bieter  will  take  care 
of  the  action  and  keep  this  metal  base  in  all 
the  specifications  throughout  Western  New 
York  and  northern  territory  where  the  locals 
are  very  sparse. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  I  want  to  have 
a  word  to  say  in  this  matter.  We  have 
been  doing  just  the  very  thing  that  this 
resolution  requests  us  to  do,  and  have  been 
doing  it  for  some  time  past;  in  fact,  when 
the  housing  project  was  brought  up  in  At- 
lanta, Georgia,  it  was  called  the  Techwood 
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Project,  aiul  the  metal  base  on  this  job  was 
sublet  by  the  CJomez  Company  to  the  Metal 
Products  Company  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  by 
some  connivance  and  subterranean  methods 
their  representative  in  Washington  suc- 
ceeded in  having  specifications  injected  into 
the  contract  giving  the  erection  of  this  work 
to  the  carpenter,  although  it  was  specified 
in  the  plasterer's  contract.  Upon  receipt  of 
this  information  I  took  tlie  matter  up  with 
the  officers  of  the  PWA  Housing  Adminis- 
tration in  Washington,  but  was  unable  to 
secure  the  desired  results,  and  as  a  conse- 
quence of  this  disagreement  I  struck  the 
work  of  the  Gomez  Plastering  Company  who 
had  sublet  the  metal  base  on  the  Techwood 
Project  to  the  Metal  Products  Company  of 
Atlanta.  I  informed  this  company  that  we 
could  not  permit  our  men  to  work  for  them 
unless  they  did  the  metal  base  direct,  in- 
stead of  sub-letting  the  same  to  a  concern 
which  was  using  their  mechanics  to  erect 
it.  Being  unable  to  make  any  headway  with 
this  company,  I  was  compelled  to  strike 
their  work  at  Biloxi,  Mobile,  Birmingham 
and  Atlanta,  and  as  a  result  of  this  strike 
we  were  able  to  have  the  Housing  Adminis- 
tration agree  not  to  insert  this  class  of 
specification  other  than  in  the  plastering 
contractor's  contract.  So  you  can  see  by 
this  action,  Brother  O'Connor,  we  have  been 
putting  up  a  fight  all  along  to  bring  about 
the  very  same  results  which  your  resolution 
calls  for. 

The  question  has  been  called  for,  and  all 
those  in  favor  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee will  signify  in  the  usual  way  by 
saying  "Aye";  contrary?  The  "Ayes"  have 
it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  43,  submitted 
by  Delegate  William  E.  O'Connor,  on  page 
99  of  the  third  day's  proceedings: 

"THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that 
the  first  twelve  lines  of  Section  115  be  res- 
cinded." 

Your  Committee  non-concurs  in  this  reso- 
lution, and  I  move  the  adoption  of  the  Com- 
mittee's recommendation.  (Seconded.) 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  be  adopt- 
ed. You  have  heard  the  motion;  are  you 
ready  for  the  question? 


DEL.  O'CONNOR:  There  is  only  a  small 
territory  outside  the  50-mile  limit  In  our 
corner,  about  L'O  square  miles  of  that  par- 
ticular territory  down  there  and  it  is  easily 
reached  by  automobile  in  a  couple  of  hours, 
and  there  is  no  reason  why  the  transfer 
could  not  be  got  in,  but  we  have  had  a  bad 
practice  down  there  of  people  saying  the 
transfers  were  in  the  mail  and  the  transfers 
did  not  seem  to  come  through  the  mail 
until  a  week  later.  They  should  be  in  the 
mail  when  the  man  gets  his  tools  there,  but 
we  find  the  job  is  started  and  usually  the 
place  where  the  job  is  started  is  never 
started  where  we  can  handle  it  and  where 
the  conditions  are  going  to  be  right.  There 
is  always  a  diflSculty  on  the  job  with  regard 
to  the  transfer.  So  I  am  in  favor  of  abol- 
ishin<,'  this  particular  question  of  mailing 
all  transfers  where  the  locals  are  close 
enough  to  any  job,  and  where  a  man  can 
reach  it  in  two  or  three  hours  by  auto- 
mobile. We  don't  need  that,  and  Western 
New  York  does  not  need  it,  but  we  are  in 
favor  of  having  less  trouble  on  jobs,  be- 
cause if  we  have  a  job  about  90  miles  away 
it  upsets  our  calculation  for  the  day.  If 
the  transfers  are  mailed  in  the  proper 
manner  and  in  accordance  with  the  full 
meaning  of  the  section,  it  should  be  in 
there  as  soon  as  the  member  gets  in. 

DEL.  HIGNIGHT  (Local  386):  I  think  it 
can  be  taken  care  of  in  the  mailing  of  the 
transfers.  The  Government  stamp  is  on  it, 
and  if  he  starts  that  job  before  the  date  of 
the  stamp  he  is  subject  to  a  fine,  in  my 
opinion. 

DEL.  WARREN  (Local  392) :  I  am  inter- 
ested in  this  because  we  have  territory  50 
miles  out  and  over,  and  we  try  to  cover  it, 
but  it  is  a  case  of  starting  on  the  job  in  the 
morning  and  mail  the  transfer  at  night,  and 
we  get  it  a  week  later,  and  when  we  get  it 
on  the  job  a  week's  work  is  done.  The 
50-50  law  says  it  shall  be  on  the  starting 
of  the  job,  and  if  we  don't  get  the  men  at 
the  start  of  the  job  we  cannot  enforce  the 
50-50.  That  is  why  we  are  in  favor  of  noti- 
fying the  business  agent  or  the  secretary 
because  they  can  reach  the  job  in  an  hour 
or  two's  drive. 

DEL.  DINSMORE:  During  the  past  four 
or  five  years  a  great  deal  of  chiselling  has 
crept  into  the  game,  more  than  I  have  ever 
kno^vn  of.    We  can  go  on  the  specification 
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as  we  do  at  the  convention  here,  that  every 
lather  is  honest  and  intends  to  go  along 
with  the  organization.  We  have  a  contractor 
that  comes  into  a  jurisdiction  with  chisel- 
ling prices  on  a  contract  and  he  gets  the 
jobs  and  tnrns  around  and  goes  into  some 
other  jurisdiction,  and  the  secretary  gets 
notice  of  the  job  through  some  other  me- 
chanic and  asks  them  for  the  transfer,  and 
they  say  it  was  sent  on  before  we  left  town, 
and  consequently  after  the  next  meeting  we 
will  get  the  transfer,  so  they  have  a  perfectly 
legitimate  excuse.  The  secretary  was  lax  in 
his  official  duty.  We  know  the  secretary  did 
not  connive  at  these  things  unless  they  are 
in  them  themselves,  so  I  go  on  the  supposi- 
tion that  the  man  really  sends  for  bis  trans- 
fer after  the  secretary  appears  on  the  job. 

DEL.  HAGEN:  I  see  no  reason  why  it 
cannot  be  adopted.  I  imagine  the  brothers 
have  in  mind  that  the  members  on  the  job 
shall  report  to  the  secretary  and  the  fore- 
man bringing  the  transfers  when  the  job  is 
being  started,  so  that  they  can  take  care  of 
their  end  of  it.  I  think  we  should  adopt  the 
resolution. 

DEL.  HAGGERTY:  The  resolution  as 
presented  is  not  sufficient  in  itself  to  cover 
the  entire  subject,  because  it  leaves  the  door 
wide  open  throughout  the  country  where 
the  locals  are  far  apart.  This  resolution  is 
too  drastic,  and  I  don't  think  it  should  be 
adopted  by  reason  of  the  penalty  on  the 
real  good  member  who  wants  to  abide  by 
the  laws.  It  seems  only  to  penalize  the 
good  man  to  help  the  chiseller.  If  the  reso- 
lution was  presented  in  a  different  manner 
entirely,  providing  for  certain  differences 
and  so  that  each  man  must  go  to  a  certain 
locality.  It  might  mean  that  that  man 
would  have  to  go  500  miles  out  of  the  way, 
and  in  my  opinion  that  is  not  exaggerated. 
I  am  opposed  to  the  resolution  as  it  reads 
and  it  should  not  be  adopted. 

DEL.  FRANK:  I  don't  think  this  is  go- 
ing to  be  a  cure  for  the  evil  we  are  discus- 
sing as  long  as  open  territory  exists.  When 
contractors  or  men  are  coming  in  from  oth- 
er territories  and  are  permitted  to  go  in 
there  disregarding  the  50-.50  law  outside  the 
50-mile  radius,  we  are  then  hampered  in 
maintaining  the  conditions  we  have  estab- 
lished, and  unless  changed  will  tend  to 
reduce  the  incentive  on  the  part  of  the  local 


in  question  to  organize  that  open  territory; 
and  what  we  need  is  an  organization  cam- 
paign. Would  you  yourself  go  out  and  main- 
tain an  open  territory  whore  people  are  per- 
mitted to  pursue  a  policy  detrimental  to 
your  local? 

I  want  to  register  on  the  record  that  there 
are  three  jobs  done  in  Local  No.  190's  ter- 
ritory where  members  of  Local  No.  481 
came  into  our  own  territory  disregarding 
our  agreement,  by-laws  and  wages.  They 
did  not  send  in  their  transfer  to  our  local 
and  they  worked  for  $1.00  per  hour  where 
our  scale  was  $1.25  and  they  worked  with 
scab  plasterers  when  we  have  an  agreement 
to  the  contrary.  That  should  not  be  per- 
mitted. How  are  we  going  to  cure  this 
evil?  I  think  the  resolution  we  are  dis- 
cussing and  the  points  I  have  brought  out 
can  only  be  settled  by  the  adoption  of  the 
resolution  No.  37  introduced  by  LDcal  No. 
190.  That  resolution  has  not  been  reported 
out  by  the  sub-committee;  therefore  I  am 
going  to  make  a  motion  that  I  think  we 
should  withhold  action  on  this  resolution 
until  resolution  No.  37  has  been  placed 
before  the  convention. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  can  offer 
an  amendment  to  that  effect  if  you  want 
to,  but  write  it  out,  Bro.  Frank. 

DELEGATE  WM.  E.  O'CONNOR,  Local  32: 
I  would  like  to  offer  an  amendment. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Bro.  Frank 
has  made  an  amendment.  Your  amendment 
is,  Bro.  Frank,  that  the  subject  matter  be 
referred  back  to  the  Committee? 

DELEGATE  FRANK,  Local  190:  And 
brought  in  at  the  time  of  the  resolution. 

DELEGATE:  Is  it  necessary  that  a  mo- 
tion to  refer  back  be  in  \>riting? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  A  plain  mo- 
tion to  refer  back  is  always  in  order. 

DELEGATE  A.  D.  YODER,  Illinois  State 
Council:  I  will  offer  an  amendment  then, 
That  this  motion  be  referred  back  to  the 
Committee,  and  that  this  resolution  be  .  .  . 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have  to 
write  it  out  if  you  are  going  to  add  to  the 
motion  to  refer  back.  Art. 

DELEGATE  WM.  E.  O'CONNOR,  Local  32: 
What  is  the  Motion? 
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PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  nioLiun  Is 
that  this  Resolution  be  referred  back  to 
the  Committee.  Anyone  who  wants  to  make 
any  revisions  or  qualilicatious  can  appear 
before  the  Committee. 

The  motion  before  the  house  is  to  refer 
this  resolution  back  to  the  Comniittee  on 
Resolutions  and  Laws.  All  those  in  favor 
will  give  the  usual  consent  by  saying  "Aye". 

Aye. 

Contrary?  No. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  The  motion  to 
refer  it  back  is  lost. 

DELEGATE  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  73: 
I  have  an  amendment  to  offfer,  Mr.  Chairman 
— "Travelling  foremen  shall  not  start  on 
the  job  until  local  Union  has  opportunity  to 
place  men  on  the  job." 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  These  kind  of 
amendments  should  be  dealt  with  cautiously. 
I  think  if  you  are  going  to  deal  with  this 
subject,  I  think  you  should  deal  with  it  a 
little  more  cautiously,  give  it  a  little  more 
consideration.  But  we  will  vote  on  the 
amendment.    The  amendment  is  in  order. 

DELEGATE  A.  D.  YODER,  Illinois  State 
Council:  Would  it  not  be  fair  to  the  Con- 
vention and  the  delegates  that  amendments 
which  vitally  affect  the  meaning  of  a  reso- 
lution be  referred  back  to  the  Committee 
for  their  consideration  and  come  up  again 
Before  the  Convention? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Well,  the  con- 
vention refused  to  do  that,  Bro.  Yoder.  The 
question  now  recurs  on  the  amendment  as 
submitted  by  Delegate  Hagen. 

DELEGATE  O'CONNOR,  Local  32:  I 
would  allow  the  amendment  as  written  to 
go  back  to  the  Committee.  What  we  voted 
on  was  Brother  Frank's  suggestion. 

BRO.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  73:  I 
insist  on  a  vote  on  the  amendment. 

DELEGATE  JOS.  H.  DUTY,  Local  33: 
Now  I  can  agree  with  Bro.  Hagen  here.  Why 
would  it  not  be  agreeable?  We  at  least 
have  to  have  some  confidence  in  our  men. 
If  our  men  are  not  good,  then  we  are  not 
good.  If  a  man  goes  into  a  town,  lights, 
and  you  know  how  he  lights,  he  is  supposed 
to  go  to  work.    Now,  why  couldn't  we  agree 


amongst  ourselves  that  we  take  ills  word 
for  something?  It  is  all  right  iui-  us  to 
get  up  here  and  say  we  think  our  members 
are  crooked,  every  one  of  them,  but  when 
it  comes  to  controlling  his  work,  we  got  to 
depend  on  him.  There  is  no  question  about 
that. 

Now,  would  it  not  be  better  for  us,  if  a 
man  goes  in  on  his  job,  that  we  consider 
him  honest,  we  consi(ier  that  he  is  our 
brother?  Would  that  not  be  a  better  pro- 
cedure than  to  just  think  everybody  who 
goes  on  a  job  is  going  to  be  crooked?  I 
would  say  that  we  should  consider  if  a 
man  goes  in  and  he  has  a  job,  that  he  is 
honest  and  square  until  such  time  as  he  is 
proved  crooked. 

/  will  second  that  amendment. 

DELEGATE  DAVID  McVEY,  Local  74: 
Mr.  Chairman,  I  think  the  amendment  is  of 
such  importance  that  it  should  be  read  again 
so  we  will  get  the  full  import  of  it. 

CHAIRMAN  CASE,  of  Resolutions  and 
Laws  Committee,  read  the  amendment: 

"Travelling  foremen  shall  not  start  job 
until  local  union  has  opportunity  to  place 
men  on  job." 

DELEGATE  DAVID  McVEY,  Local  74: 
Brother  Duty  has  told  you  that  though  the 
business  agent  might  recognize  him,  the 
membership  out  there  were  fearful  he  might 
be  dishonest.  Now  that  is  not  the  sense 
of  feeling  through  the  Unions.  The  sense 
of  feeling  is  that  no  matter  who  is  in  office, 
they  are  crooked. 

Now  if  there  are  some  crooked  business 
agents — I  do  not  feel  that  way,  it  is  in  the 
rank  and  file  that  they  feel  that  way — this 
amendment  if  it  is  carried,  leaves  it  to  the 
dishonest  representative  to  refrain  from  go- 
ing out  on  the  job  for  15  days  or  a  week 
and  keeping  the  men  loafing  for  15  days  or 
a  month  if  they  see  fit.  There  is  no  ques- 
tion of  honesty  of  purpose  in  bringing  it  in, 
but  sometimes  we  had  better  be  a  little  slow 
in  taking  action  so  that  we  may  not  do  an 
injustice  to  any  party  concerned,  and  I 
think  the  whole  law  as  it  has  been  has  pos- 
sibly been  on  different  occasions  not  oper- 
ated to  best  advantage  to  some  little  local- 
some  of  the  fellows  have  cheated  and  not 
sent  in  their  transfers.  In  my  opinion  I 
can't  see  how  we  can,  just  on  the  spur  of

the  moment,  change  a  thing  that  is  so 
important,  and  do  away  with  it  entirely. 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  should  receive 
more  consideration  because  there  are  angles 
from  both  sides  that  are  to  be  looked  into. 
Possibly  some  way  may  be  found  of  forcing 
me  to  send  in  my  transfer  a  little  sooner 
after  I  get  into  the  jurisdiction  or  put  a 
penalty  on  me  for  not  doing  it.  I  think 
that  is  the  only  way  of  doing  it. 

I  think  as  Brother  Haggerty  has  said,  it 
would  be  an  awful  job  to  try  and  get  men 
to  go  to  the  nearest  Local  of  500  miles  or 
so,  try  to  have  the  business  representative 
go  out  there  and  see  them.  Somebody  would 
be  done  an  injustice. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Might  I  just 
be  permitted  to  interject  a  word  here.  Per- 
sonally I  think  both  the  amendment  and 
the  resolution  should  be  defeated.  The 
wording  of  that  resolution  is  nothing  more 
or  less  than  an  attempt  to  justify  the  ne- 
glect of  local  unions.  Section  115  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  International  Union 
plainly  provides  that  when  a  man  goes  into 
a  city  outside  of  the  locality  where  the  local 
union  is  located,  he  must  mail  his  transfer 
before  starting  for  that  job. 

Now  just  a  moment,  if  that  man  fails  to 
do  that  and  goes  to  the  job  and  starts,  then 
it  is  up  to  the  Local  Union  in  whose  terri- 
tory he  violates  the  law,  to  reprimand  him 
and  fine  him.  There  is  nothing  needed  here. 
It  is  the  neglect  of  the  local  unions  to  re- 
primand and  fine  the  men  who  have  vio- 
lated these  provisions.  I  think  that  the 
amendment  should  be  defeated  and  the  Re- 
port of  the  Committee  should  be  adopted 
because  I  think  the  subject  matter  is  fully 
covered  in  there. 

DELEGATE  NEIL  HAGGERTY,  Southern 
California  District  Council: 

Realizing  the  fact  that  many  locals  here 
feel  that  they  want  some  relief  from  this 
particular  section,  and  not  discounting  your 
statements  as  to  the  abuse  of  it  and  the  non- 
enforcement  of  law  as  it  now  reads,  I  would 
like  to  suggest  to  the  proposer  of  the  last 
amendment  to  use  this  amendment  I  offer  in 
its  stead,  if  something  must  be  offered  or 
changed. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  will  have 
to  submit  it  as  an  amendment  to  the  amend- 
ment. 


DELEGATE  HAGGERTY:  I  will  submit 
it  in  that  form,  as  an  amendment  to  the 
amendment,  and  I  would  ask  the  delegates 
to  pick  up  their  constitutions  and  read  sec- 
tion 115.  You  will  find  that  the  first  ten 
lines  of  that  section  provide  that  a  member 
has  the  right  to  mail  his  transfer  in  with- 
out recognition  of  distances  from  Local  Un- 
ions. In  an  attempt  to  alleviate  this,  I 
would  offer  in  amendment  to  the  amendment 
to 

"Add  the  following  words  after  the  12th 
line.  Section  115, 

"  'Provided  said  job  is  over  50  miles  from 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  nearest  ciiy 
wherein  the  nearest  local  union  is  locat- 
ed.'" 

Said  Section  115  would  then  read — I  am 
reading  it  verbatim  from  the  Constitution: 
"Where  a  member  goes  into  another  juris- 
diction in  some  location  outside  of  the 
city  where  the  headquarters  of  the  local  is 
situated,  he  will  be  complying  with  Section 
114  by  mailing  his  transfer  before  starting 
for  the  work  to  the  Secretary  of  the  local 
or  Council  having  jurisdiction,  together  with 
a  statement  as  to  where  the  job  is  situated, 
the  price  or  scale  he  is  to  receive  and  the 
kind  of  work  to  be  done — Provided  said  job 
is  over  50  miles  from  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  nearest  City  wherein  the  nearest  Local 
Union  is  located." 

Seconded  by  Delegate  CHARLES  L.  HART- 
MAN,  Local  108. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  of  adopting  the  amendment  to  the 
amendment  will  signify  their  consent  by 
saying  "Aye". 

"Aye". 

Contrary. 

The  "Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  Chair  will 
rule  that  the  adopting  of  the  amendment  to 
the  amendment  defeats  the  other  two  por- 
tions to  the  Committee's  report. 

CHAIRMAN  CASE,  of  the  Resolutions  and 
Laws  Committee,  then  presented  Resolution 
44,  page  100  of  the  Record,  as  follows: 

To  the  Seventeenth  Convention  of  the  Wood, 
Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  International 
Union : 
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"WHKRP^AS,  some  contractors  have  been 
able  to  control  a  good  many  of  our  members 
and  have  sent  tluMU  into  Locals  where  they 
had  work  coming  up  prior  to  starting  a  job 
and  thereby  a  member  is  able  under  the 
present  law  to  claim  the  right  to  be  classed 
as  a  Local  man  under  Se;:tion  79; 

AND  WHEREAS,  in  all  our  rules  for 
voting  rights  and  rights  to  attend  conven- 
tions, he  must  be  a  member  of  a  Local  three 
mouths. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  a  transferred 
member  must  be  in  a  Local  three  months 
before  he  is  classed  as  a  Local  man  under 
Section  164." 

Submitted  by  Delegate  A.  Clother,  Jr., 
Local  No.  166. 

CHAIRMAN  CASE,  of  Resolutions  and 
Laws  Committee:  This  conflicts  with  Reso- 
lution 46,  therefore  the  Committee  recom- 
mends non-concurrence.  I  move  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Committee's  report. 

Seconded. 

DEL.  ALTON  CLOTHER,  Jr.,  Local  166: 
I  put  that  in  because  we  have  in  our  juris- 
diction a  situation  where  we  have  outside 
men  who  know  the  bcss  running  the  job, 
and  when  he  goes  in  to  that  boss  he  knows, 
and  asks  for  a  job,  the  50-50  is  laid  off  and 
the  job  is  still  50-50,  because  that  man  was 
declared  a  50-50  man  when  he  went  in  there. 
Therefore  the  local  man  is  laid  off  and  the 
out-of-town  man  is  put  on.  Nov/  Section  79 
states  that  in  order  to  have  voting  rights 
on  questions  of  strikes,  increase  in  wages, 
decrease  of  hours,  election  of  officers,  or  dis- 
bursement of  funds,  h3  must  be  a  member 
in  good  standing  in  your  local,  also  to  be 
a  delegate  to  this  convention  you  have  to  be 
a  member  of  said  local  for  three  months. 

Now  when  a  man  goes  into  your  jurisdic- 
tion to  go  to  work,  all  he  has  to  do  is  hand 
In  a  transfer,  and  he  is  a  local  man.  There- 
fore I  bring  in  that  resolution. 

DEL.  ARTHUR  DINSMORE,  Jr.,  Local 
120:  We  also  have  the  same  trouble  Bro. 
Clother  speaks  of  in  my  jurisdiction.  They 
come  in  and  take  the  bread  and  butter  out 
of  our  mouths.  I  have  seen  five  men  in  my 
organization  working  with  pick  and  shovel 
when  five  men  who  were  transferred  were 
following  that  contractor  around  from  one 
place  to  another,  while  the  local  men  were 
put  off. 


The  question  got  down  in  my  jurisdiction 
to  such  a  point  that  we  just  figured  one 
day  on  a  job  on  the  50-50  clause.  We 
have  our  men  go  on  the  job,  and  say,  "Well, 
he  will  get  one  day's  pay  anyhow  before 
the  gang  arrives."  I  have  nothing  against 
the  transferred  man  that  comes  in  there. 
We  have  a  list  system  to  put  that  man  on 
the  bottom  of  the  list  and  he  gets  an  equal 
break.  We  don't  discriminate  against 
transferred  members,  but  we  don't  want 
transferred  members  to  discriminate  against 
us,  and  that  is  what  is  being  done  now. 

DEL.  WM.  E.  O'CONNOR,  Local  32:  In 
the  last  few  months,  starting  around  the 
early  part  of  July  I  had  a  job  in  my  ter- 
ritory, right  near  the  jurisdictional  bound- 
ary line.  At  the  time  I  was  not  particularly 
interested  because  I  would  not  have  gone 
down  there  except  that  Ross  gave  me  the 
report  that  he  had  the  men  transferred 
into  his  Local  and  they  were  paying  dues 
in  there  when  they  should  have  been  trans- 
ferred into  Local  32  of  Buffalo,  just  for  a 
lesson  to  the  men  and  started  a  lot  of 
argument  with  them,  but  I  didn't  want  to 
go  into  it  with  Union  men.  But  this  thing 
down  there,  down  State,  has  been  acting 
partly  as  a  Union  outfit  going  around  from 
place  to  place.  I  am  not  following  this  one 
outfit.  They  came  into  my  territory  that 
way,  my  territory  practically  organized  100 
per  cent.,  and  I  did  not  feel  I  wanted  them 
to  get  away  without  notification.  I  notified 
the  men  that  when  they  come  into  Buffalo 
territory  if  they  did  not  behave  themselves 
w-e  would  practice  local  autonomy  on  them 
to  a  degree  where  they  would  soon  keep  out 
of  New  York  State. 

We  are  paying  money  down  there  to  keep 
the  condition  we  have  and  we  are  going  to 
see  that  this  is  kept.  I  have  heard  that  in 
some  particular  cases  the  business  agent  of 
the  territory  has  placed  a  fine  on  these  men 
and  it  was  rescinded  by  the  General  Presi- 
dent. PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  We  don't 
recognize  the  right  of  a  business  agent  to 
fine  our  members. 

DEL.  O'CONNOR,  Local  32 :  The  point  was 
this  that  we  wanted  to  get  that  thing  set- 
tled so  that  men  would  not  be  local  men 
immediately  on  presentation  of  transfer. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  I  want  to  put 
in  the  record  right  here  this  statement,  that 
we  want  it  understood  that  the  International 
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Union  does  not  under  any  consideration  in- 
tend to  support  anybody  that  attempts  to 
violate  the  law,  least  of  all  the  General 
President.  The  General  President  decides 
questions  referred  to  him  in  a  fair  and  im- 
partial manner.  I  may  have  made  some 
mistakes,  but  they  were  not  intentional 
mistakes,  and  there  has  been  no  attempt 
on  my  part  to  aid  anybody  to  violate  the 
laws  of  the  International  Union. 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  73:  We 
can't  vote  intelligently  on  this  subject  until 
we  have  the  other  resolution  in  the  hands 
of  the  Committee,  and  I  would  like  to  have 
the  Chairman  of  the  Resolutions  Committee 
read  the  other  resolution. 

CHAIRMAN  CASE,  of  Resolutions  Com- 
mittee: I  don't  think  it  reached  our  Com- 
mittee yet. 

DEL.  NEIL  HAGGERTY,  Southern  Cali- 
fornia District  Council:  We  have  already 
adopted  the  resolution  to  have  this  6  months 
instead  of  3  months.  The  law  now  reads 
three  months.  That  has  been  changed  to 
fix  months  by  law  of  this  convention. 

DEL.  WALTER  HIGNIGHT,  Local  386: 
This  section  that  we  have  here  for  3  months 
is  "voting  rights."  The  point  we  are  dis- 
cussing is  for  working  privileges.  All  we 
ask  for  is  something  in  this  constitution  to 
provide  the  Locals  with  something  to  fight 
incoming  contractors,  whoever  they  might 
be,  against  this  gang  system  coming  into  a 
local  and  leaving  the  local  out.  We  are  not 
debating  voting  rights  but  working  privi- 
leges. 

VICE-PRESIDENT  MOORE,  Chicago:  I 
quite  agree  with  this  Brother.  I  happen  to 
know  of  the  condition  he  speaks  of.  It  was 
a  firm  that  was  doing  considerable  work, 
government  work,  in  the  State  of  New  York, 
down  as  far  as  San  Antonio,  Texas,  and 
before  the  job  was  winding  up  where  this 
crew  would  be  working,  he  would  send 
maybe  three  or  four  men  in  advance  into 
that  section,  and  then  they  would  lie  around 
there  for  a  couple  of  months  or  so,  and  the 
members  of  the  Local  Union,  through  the 
State  of  Texas,  in  taking  that  matter  up 
with  me,  while  I  visited  our  Local  Unions 
through  there,  and  explained  this  situation 
to  me,  and  took  me  over  to  the  job  where 
such  connivance  methods  were  being 
worked. 


Now,  true,  this  local  union  representative 
has  some  knowledge  of  that  condition  and 
the  representatives  of  other  local  unions 
have  the  same  knowledge  of  such  methods 
that  have  been  carried  on  by  these  cliques 
or  crews  from  some  of  these  firms  to  send 
their  advance  agents  into  the  territory  to 
lay  around  there  so  that  they  would  be- 
come classed  as  the  local  men  of  that  juris- 
diction, and  when  the  firm  would  send  these 
other  men  in,  they  would  be  classed  with 
these  other  men  as  local  men.  I  believe 
this  matter  should  be  given  some  considera- 
tion. Maybe  it  is  not  so  prevalent  as  it  was 
from  the  latter  part  of  '31  until  between 
1933-34;  maybe  with  the  improvements  in 
the  building  industry  the  condition  may  be 
alleviated.  But  in  the  future  we  should 
try  to  protect  these  local  union  members 
in  their  territory. 

DEL.  PATRICK  MULLANE,  New  Jersey 
State  Council:  I  don't  believe  that  this  con- 
flicts with  the  ether  resolution  at  all.  I 
don't  believe  it  has  anything  to  do  with  it. 
All  these  members  are  asking  for  is  to  pro- 
tect them  from  men  transferring  in  previous 
to  a  job  starting  and  being  classed  as  local 
men.  This  condition  has  happened  not  only 
in  New  York,  it  has  happened  throughout 
the  country.  I  bet  it  has  happened  in  every 
State  of  the  Union  where  men  have  trans- 
ferred on  the  request  of  some  contractor  or 
foreman  to  get  in  there,  and  when  the  job 
starts  they  get  on  the  job  as  local  men. 
And  that  is  all  these  delegates  are  asking 
for,  that  a  man  before  he  can  be  considered 
a  local  man  going  on  to  a  job  in  their 
territory,  that  he  be  at  least  90  days  in  that 
locality,  and  I  am  heartily  in  accord  with 
the  delegates  that  presented  the  resolution. 

DEL.  O'CONNOR:  The  delegate  from  New 
Jersey  said  the  same  thing  as  I  did. 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN:  We  have  to 
vote  down  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee in  order  to  present  the  amendment? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  report  of 
the  Committee  is  to  non-concur  in  the  Reso- 
lution. 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  190:  Does 
that  mean  that  if  a  member  of  the  L.I.U. 
comes  into  a  town  in  good  standing,  he  can 
not  go  to  work? 
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PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  No,  this  only 
applies,  as  I  undorstand  it,  to  the  50-50 
law. 

DEL.  DAVID  McVEY,  Local  74:  Is  the 
coiistniction  put  upon  this  resolution  now 
that  is  before  tlie  convention  tlic  same  as  is 
put  on  section  79? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  This  amends 
Section  164  by  setting  forth  that  any  man 
that  goes  into  a  Local  Union's  territory 
must  be  in  there  three  months  before  he 
can  work  on  any  outside  contract  that 
comes  in. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  of  the  adoption  of  Committee's  Re- 
port will  signify  their  consent  in  the  usu- 
al manner  by  saying  "Aye".  Aye.  Con- 
trary? No.  The  Co'mmittee's  report  is  lost. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Now  the 
question  recurs  on  Resolution  44.  All 
those  in  favor  will  signify  their  consent 
by  saying  "Aye".  Aye.  The  Ayes  have  it 
and  it  is  so  ordered. 

Resolution  No.  45 

CHAIRMAN  COOK  continued: 
WHEREAS,    o'ur    Locals    are  having 
trouble    with    the    Contractors    and  our 
members  over  our  Section  164,  or  fifty- 
fifty  law; 

AND  WHEREAS  most  all  locals  have 
competent  members  to  do  all  the  work  in 
their  jurisdiction; 

AND  WHEREAS,  these  Locals'  com- 
petent members  are  compelled  to  lose 
work  when  there  is  work  in  their  own 
jurisdiction, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  when  a  Con- 
tractor enters  another  Local  jurisdic- 
tio'n  he  bring  only  one  member. 

Submitted  by  Delegate  Jack  E.  Moran, 
Local  No.  233. 

CHAIRMAN  COOK:  Your  Committee 
recommends  non-concurrence.  I  move 
the  adoption  of  the  Committee's  recom- 
mendation. 

Duly  seco'nded. 

DEL.  JOS.  MULHOLLAND,  Local  308: 
Does  that  have  any  bearing  on  agreement 
with  the  Locals?  In  New  York  we  have 
an     agreement     with     both  Westchester 


and  Brooklyn  which  provides  that  only 
one  man  comes  In  with  the  contractor. 
The  trouble  they  had  with  the  Lo'cals  is 
that  our  contractors  in  New  York  woiild 
go  to  Westchester  and  take  all  the  big 
jobs.  I  personally  found  out  it  was  a 
very  bad  policy.  Now  I  did  not  want  that 
to"  be  broken  up  in  any  way  if  it  can  be 
done,  because  it  worked  very  well  to 
these  small  locals. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  If  it  Is 
agreeable  to  your  three  Locals  in  your 
locality  and  you  have  such  an  agree- 
ment, I  don't  see  anything  to  prevent 
your  carrying  out  this  agreement,  but 
you  can't  expect  to'  carry  that  out  all 
over  the  United  States. 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  73: 
This  merely  abolishes  the  50-50  law  if  it 
is  adopted. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have 
heard  the  motion  for  adoption  of  the 
Committee's  report.  Are  you  ready  for 
the  question?  All  in  favor  of  adoption  of 
the  Committee's  report  will  signify  their 
consent  in  the  usual  manner  by  saying, 
"Aye".  The  Ayes  have  it  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 

CHAIRMAN  CASE  o'f  Resolutions  and 
Laws  continued  to  report. 

Resolution  No.  47 

CHAIRMAN  CASE:  Resolution  47, 
page  100,  and  Resolution  37,  page  48,  of 
record  of  second  day's  proceedings  are 
of  a  similar  nature.  I  will  read  Resdlu- 
tion  No.  47 — 

WHEREAS,  some  time  since  the  last 
Convention  our  International  Office  made 
a  decision  that  on  jobs  that  were  over 
fifty  miles  from  a  Local,  such  Local  can- 
not have  full  control  of  it  as  far  as  Sec- 
tion 4  is  concerned, 

AND  WHEREAS,  contractors  have 
taken  undue  advantage  of  this  decision, 

AND  WHEREAS,  this  decision  is  not 
the  intent  of  the  Sectio'n, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  this  decision 
is  null  and  void  and  that  Section  4  shall 
only  be  subject  to  an  amendment  at  a 
regular  convention. 
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Submitted  by  Delegate  Arthur  Dins- 
more,  Local  No.  120. 

CHAIRMAN  CASE:  I  will  also  read 
Resolution  37,  page  48 — 

WHEREAS,  it  is  a  definite  necessity 
and  autonomous  right  of  each  Local  to 
govern  its  entire  territorial  jurisdiction 
in  order  to  protect  and  advance  the 
wages  and  working  conditions  of  its 
members,  and 

WHEREAS,  experience  teaches  us  that 
there  is  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  some 
employers  in  localities  with  poor  wages 
and  conditions,  to  secure  work  in  terri- 
tories where  good  wages  and  conditions 
exist  in  a  manner  detrimental  to  said 
Local,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  intent  of  Section  No. 
164.  (L.r.U.  Constitution)  with  its  fifty 
per  cent  clause  is  to  guarantee  each  Local 
a  nucleus  on  each  job  in  its  territory  for 
the  purpose  of  decisive  enforcement  and 
guarding  of  its  wages,  by-laws  and  work- 
ing conditions,  and 

WHEREAS  the  intent  of  said  section 
has  been  changed  by  Executive  decree  so 
as  to  grant  the  employer  the  privilege  to 
ignore  this  law  beyond  a  certain  distance 
from  the  seat  of  the  Local  to  its  terri- 
torial boundary  line  with  regard  to  em- 
ploying fifty  per  cent  of  his  men  from  the 
Local  in  whose  jurisdiction  his  work  is 
located,  and 

WHEREAS  this  condition  reduces  the 
incentive  of  each  Local  in  its  organiza- 
tional work  throughout  its  entire  juris- 
diction, and  also  increases  unemploy- 
ment among  the  members  of  Locals  in 
question. 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED 
THAT  Section  No.  164  (of  L.I.U.  Consti- 
tution) be  amended  to  include  after  last 
sentence  the  following  words: 

"This  ruling  shall  apply  throughout 
the  entire  territorial  jurisdictioh  of  res- 
pective Locals.  All  previous  rulings  or 
orders  to  the  contrary  to  be  annulled." 

Submitted  by  Lathers  No.  190  of  Min- 
neapolis, Minn.,  Walter  Frank,  Delegate; 
and  Lathers  No.  483  of  St.  Paul,  Minn.. 
Lawrence  Peffer,  Delegate. 


CHAIRMAN  CASE:  Recommendation 
of  the  Committee  is  we  non-concur  in 
Resolutions  37  and  4  7  dealing  with  same 
question.  I  move  the  adoption  of  recom- 
mendation of  Committee. 

Seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have 
heard  the  motion.  Are  yo'u  ready  for  the 
question? 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  190: 
Mr.  Chairman,  I  think  that  non-concur- 
rence of  this  resolution  would  be  not  the 
correct  pro'cedure  if  we  are  going  to  pro- 
tect the  interests  of  the  members  of  the 
respective  locals  where  such  violations 
take  place.  I  can  not  understand  why 
there  should  be  a  ruling  that  we  should 
have  an  open  territory  where  a  condition 
should  not  be  enfoY-ced  that  we  recom- 
mend and  stipulate  should  be  enforced 
within  the  50-mile  limit.  Are  we  not  in 
favor  of  establishing  the  same  conditions 
throughout  the  entire  territory?  This 
very  same  thing  makes  it  ditficult  for  us 
to  enter  into  agreements  with  employers 
since  it  encourages  cut-throat  competi- 
tion and  every  time  we  are  in  strike 
negotiations  they  are  prolonged  because 
of  this  very  thing,  because  the  contrac- 
tors that  want  to  be  fair  are  certainly 
interested  that  throughout  the  entire  ter- 
riory  all  cut-throat  competition  and  chis- 
elling be  eliminated.  We  have  an  agree- 
ment that  covers  our  entire  territory,  and 
we  are  not  going  to  violate  that  agree- 
ment, and  I  think  one  of  the  best  agree- 
ments in  the  L.I.U.  today.  We  are  going 
to  enforce  that  agreement,  and  we  must 
enforce  it  regardless  of  whether  you  take 
a  negative  vote  on  this  question. 

DEL.  DINSMORE,  Local  120:  I  can't 
understand  why  a  decision  of  that  kind 
ever  has  been  rendered.  You  ask  the 
smaller  locals  to  organize  the  lathing  in- 
dustry, and  come  along  with  a  decision 
telling  them  it  won't  do  a  "damn"  bit 
of  good  to  organize  50  miles  away  from 
your  local.  We  spent  motaey  in  my  local, 
a  small  local,  very  small,  and  we  spent 
money  during  the  last  five  or  six  years 
and  previous  to  that  that  we  could  ill 
afford  to  spend  to  get  jobs  organized  in 
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that  territory,  and  we  get  a  decision  of 
this  liind.   I  don't  thiiilt  it  is  fair. 

DEL.  HARRY  HAGEN,  Local  73:  I 
have  had  considerable  experience  on 
tliis  proposition  and  I  think  the  Local 
Unions  should  have  autonomy  half  way 
to  the  next  nearest  lo'cal. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Pardon  me 
just  a  minute:  I  want  to  give  an  ex- 
pUumtion  of  this  ruling.  It  seems  as 
though  some  of  them  think  that  I  is- 
sued the  rule. 

Some  years  back  there  were  rulings 
made  in  the  International  Union,  that 
Section  114  would  apply  to  localities  that 
were  situated  mot-e  than  25  miles  away 
from  the  city  wherein  the  Local  Union 
would  be  located.  With  the  increased 
transportation  facilities  and  with  the  ad- 
vent of  the  automobile  the  International 
officers  of  the  International  Union  at  that 
time  decided  that  they  wo'uld  extend  that 
distance  to  50  miles,  and  it  made  it  so 
that  the  provisions  of  Section  114  would 
not  apply  within  a  50-mile  radius,  or  in 
other  words,  if  a  man  came  into  a  terri- 
tory within  50  miles  of  a  city  where  the 
Local  was  he  was  compelled  to  person- 
ally come  and  deposit  his  transfer  and 
report. 

There  arose  a  dispute  in  Yuma,  Ari- 
zona. Yuma,  Arizona,  is  about  150  miles 
or  200,  away  from  San  Diego.  A  dispute 
arose  and  a  contractor  from  Phoenix  had 
a  job  in  there  and  the  San  Diego  Local 
demanded  that  he  employ  50  per  cent  of 
the  members  of  260  of  San  Diego.  I 
ruled  that  Section  114  in  reference  to 
transfers  apply  to  that  particular  locali- 
ty at  that  time,  and  there  were  no  pro- 
visions in  there  calling  for  the  working 
of  a  50-50  basis  on  that  provision  of  the 
Constitution.  Local  No.  260  took  an  ap- 
peal to  the  Executive  Council  of  the  In- 
ternational Council  against  my  ruling. 
The  matter  was  discussed  at  the  Council 
meeting  about  six  or  seven  years  ago. 
After  the  Executive  Council  had  discussed 
the  matter,  both  pro  and  con,  they  finally 
decided  to  establish  the  50-mile  radius, 
and  that  the  50-50  law  did  not  apply  out- 
side of  that  radius.  But  the  territory  be- 
longed to  the  Local  Unions  and  the  man 


coming  into  the  territory  had  to  transfer 
into  that  Union,  it  was  in  order  at  that  time 
to  try  and  prevent  the  non-Uiiion  element 
from  getting  control  of  the  work  in  those 
localities. 

I  am  just  as  anxious  to  see  the  50-50 
law  apply  as  anyone  else  here  because  it 
would  prevent  a  lot  of  trouble,  but  at 
the  time  the  law  was  adopted  it  was 
necessary  to  try  and  protect  the  work  in 
those  localities  in  different  sections  of 
the  country. 

DEL.  J.  F.  BERRY,  Local  19:  As  a 
member  of  the  Resolutions  Committee,  I 
would  like  to  enquire  if  it  would  be  in 
order  for  me  to  offer  at  this  time  a 
Minority  report  approving  the  resolution? 
If  so',  I  will  offer  a  Minority  Report. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Have  you 
got  it  written  out?  Write  it  out.  I  think 
at  this  time  the  action  would  be  out  of 
order,  because  the  Minority  Report  should 
have  been  offered  first. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have 
heard  the  motion  foV  adoption  of  Com- 
mittee's report.  All  those  in  favor  of  the 
adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee will  signify  their  consent  in  the  usual 
manner  by  saying  "Aye".  Aye.  Contrary? 
No.  The  repo'rt  of  the  Committee  has 
been  lost. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  Reso- 
lution 47  be  adopted. 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  190: 
I  move  that  Resolution  47  and  Resolution 
37  be  adopted. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  resolu- 
tio'ns  conflict.  It  will  be  necessary  to  act 
on  them  separately.  We  will  take  a  vote 
on  both  resolutions  to  see  which  one  the 
convention  wants. 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  73: 
Resolution  47  merely  states  that  Section 
4  must  be  amended  at  a  regular  conven- 
tio'n.  Resolution  37  distinctly  provides  for 
an  amendment  to  the  section,  providing 
that  all  territories  shall  be  within  the  jur- 
isdiction of  the  Union  to  which  it  belongs. 
I  would  suggest  that  we  act  on  47  first 
and  37  next. 
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PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  We  will  con- 
sider the  47  first.  All  those  in  favor  of 
adoption  of  Resolution  4  7  will  signify  by 
saying  "Aye".  Aye.  Contrary?  Tlie  Ayes 
have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Now  ques- 
tion recurs  on  Resolution  37.  All  those 
in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  3  7  will  sig- 
nify their  consent  in  the  usual  manner 
by  saying  "Aye".  Aye.  The  Ayes  have  it 
and  it  is  so"  ordered. 

DELEGATE  CASE:  Resolution  No.  33, 
page  47  of  the  second  day's  proceedings, 
offered  by  Delegate  Charles  King,  Local  9 : 

"RESOLVED:  That  the  incoming  execu- 
tive council  and  General  President  make 
every  effort  possible  to  have  the  trade 
listed  under  the  heading  of  Lathers  so 
that  our  men  can  qualify  on  this  work." 

Your  committee  adopted  this  resolution, 
and  I  move  that  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee  be  adopted.  (Seconded.) 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  be  adopted.  You 
have  heard  the  motion.  Are  you  ready  for 
the  question?  All  those  in  favor  will  signify 
in  the  usual  way  by  saying  "Aye";  con- 
trary? The  "Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No  49,  page  101, 
submitted  by  Delegate  A.  Darling  of  Local 
No.  14: 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  this  convention 
go  on  record  as  being  in  favor  of  a  national 
Labor  paper  and  support  Brother  Wills' 
publication;  also  for  all  delegates  to  be 
instructed  to  do  all  in  their  power  to 
aid  this  publication  in  central  bodies  of 
their  jurisdiction." 

The  Committee  has  recommended  the  ad- 
option of  the  report,  and  I  move  the  adop- 
tion of  the  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee. (Seconded.) 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been  re- 
gularly moved  and  seconded  that  the  report 
of  the  Committee  be  adopted.  You  have 
heard  the  motion;  are  you  ready  for  the 
question?    AH  those  in  favor  will  signify 


by  saying  "Aye";  contrary?  The  "Ayes" 
have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  51,  page  101, 
submitted  by  Delegate  J.  0.  Dahl,  Golden 
Gate  District  Council: 

"THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that 
Section  No.  52  be  changed  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 'It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  exam- 
ining boards  to  adhere  strictly  to  Sections 
Nos.  45  to  52  inclusive.  This  shall  not 
apply  to  members  who  have  previously 
belonged  before  the  enactment  of  this  sec- 
tion.' " 

Your  Committee  concurred  in  this  resolu- 
tion and  I  move  the  adoption  of  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been  re- 
gularly moved  and  seconded.  You  have  heard 
the  motion;  are  you  ready  for  the  question? 

DEL.  HAGGERTY:  Might  I  say  this? 
It  is  merely  a  correction  of  the  Constitution; 
it  merely  clarifies  these  sections  and  brings 
them  together;  it  is  just  a  matter  of  a 
typographical  error. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  will  signify  in  the  usual  manner  by 
saying  "Aye";  contrary?  The  "Ayes"  have 
it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  52,  page  101 
of  the  third  day's  proceedings,  submitted  by 
Delegate  J.  O.  Dahl,  Golden  Gate  District 
Council : 

"THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that 
the  next  convention  of  the  Wood,  Wire  and 
Metal  Lathers'  International  Union  shall 
convene  on  the  2nd  Monday  in  the  month 
of  September  of  the  year  1939  with  the 
Golden  Gate  District  Council  of  Lathers 
as  hosts,  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco, 
California." 

It  is  referred  to  the  convention  without  a 
recommendation  of  the  Committee.  I  move 
the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Committee. 

F'REiSIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  be  adopted.   You  have 
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heard  the  motiou;  are  you  ready  for  the 
question?  All  those  in  favor  will  signify 
by  saying  "Aye";  contrary?  The  "Ayes" 
have  it.  This  resolution  will  be  held  over 
to  the  time  the  vote  is  taken  for  a  conven- 
tion city. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  53,  on  page 
102  of  the  third  day's  proceedings  submitted 
by  Delegates  Peter  Mackie  and  William  E. 
O'Connor: 

"THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that 
the  words  following  be  added  to  Section 
134:  'No  member  of  this  International 
Union  can  transfer  and  insist  on  working 
where  he  has  been  given  charge  of  the 
work  by  a  local  contractor  who  thus,  by 
this  very  act,  discriminates  against  the 
local  men  and  fosters  ill-feeling  and  com- 
petition'." 

Your  Committee  recommends  non-concur- 
rence in  this  resolution,  and  I  move  the 
adoption  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  re- 
commendation of  the  Committee  be  adopted. 
You  have  heard  the  motion;  are  you  ready 
tor  the  question?  All  those  in  favor  will 
signify  by  saying  "Aye";  contrary?  The 
"Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  57,  page 
103,  submitted  by  Delegate  L.  Peffer,  Local 
483,  and  Walter  Frank,  Local  190: 

"BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  our 
convention  instruct  its  incoming  officers  to 
immediately  begin  negotiations  between 
our  International  and  the  Operative  Plas- 
terers' and  Cement  Finishers'  International 
Association  and  the  International  Hod 
Carriers  Building  and  Common  Laborers' 
Union  of  America  (Plaster  Tenders'  Sec- 
tion) for  an  agreement  of  mutual  protec- 
tion to  the  end  that  no  members  of  said 
Internationals  shall  work  on  any  job 
which  is  unfair  to  any  of  said  Interna- 
tionals; thus  stimulating  organizational 
activity;  greater  co-ordination  and  soli- 
darity between  the  local  unions  of  said 
Internationals,  and  improve  living  stand- 
ards of.  its  members." 


This  was  referred  to  the  incoming  Gen- 
eral President  to  use  his  better  judgment.  I 
move  the  adojjtion  of  the  recommendation 
of  the  (Committee. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  re- 
commendation of  the  Committee  be  adopted. 
You  have  heard  the  motion;  are  you  ready 
for  the  question?  All  those  in  favor  will 
.signify  in  the  usual  way  by  saying  "Aye"; 
contrary.  The  "Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  60,  on  page 
104  of  the  third  day's  proceedings,  submitted 
by  Delegate  W.  P.  Edwards,  Local  378,  and 
Elwood  Eshe,  Local  27: 

"Under  the  caption  of  Transfers  on  line  4, 
Section  122,  change  the  word  'two'  to  read 
'five',  to  read  as  follows:  'Transfers  of 
reinstated  members  may  be  rejected  who 
have  not  been  in  continuous  good  standing 
for  a  period  of  five  years.  This  law  does 
not  apply  to  new  members  who  have  not 
been  suspended.'  " 

Your  committee  recommends  non-concur- 
rence, and  I  move  the  adoption  of  the  re- 
commendation of  the  committee,  Mr.  Chair- 
man. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  re- 
commendation of  the  Committee  be  adopted. 
You  have  heard  the  motion;  are  you  ready 
for  the  question? 

DEL.  MOORE:  Just  to  pass  over  it  very 
lightly,  as  I  haven't  noticed  anybody  getting 
up  here  to  speak,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
this  resolution  may  be  for  the  best  interest 
of  our  organization  so  that  all  of  the  men 
who  become  members  of  this  International 
Union  will  have  some  respect  for  their  Union 
book,  and  they  will  not  be  so  apt  to  drop 
out  when  something  not  to  their  liking  does 
not  appeal  to  them.  I  recall  to  my  mind 
that  during  the  boom  days  in  the  City  of 
Chicago  and  their  jurisdiction  that  under 
our  old  system — of  one  year  up  to  1929 — 
many  members  came  into  the  City  of  Chicago 
and  they  were  one  year  in  good  standing 
and  after  the  boom  days  slackened  and  there 
was  only  a  sufficient  amount  of  work  to 
take  care  of  half  the  number  of  men,  some 
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of  these  members  transferred  out  of  the 
City  of  Chicago  and  went  back  home  and 
never  went  to  the  Secretary  of  the  local 
union  even  to  deposit  a  transfer,  but  went 
directly  on  the  outride.  I  am  speaking  from 
experience  and  knowledge  that  I  have.  At 
the  time  I  was  on  the  road  for  the  Inter- 
national, when  I  went  up  to  the  northwest 
and  in  the  State  of  Illinois  and  went  to  our 
local  unions  in  the  middle  states,  I  found 
one  of  the  men  who  was  foreman  for  one 
of  our  big  firms  in  Chicago  at  the  time 
he  was  there,  and  he  was  able  to  place 
his  application  before  the  Board  while 
working  in  this  city.  And  there  are  two 
or  three  in  this  hall  at  the  present  time 
that  know  whereof  I  speak.  The  reason  for 
this  resolution  is  to  stop  these  men  who 
only  think  of  getting  back  and  being  rein- 
stated in  the  organization  for  the  required 
time  in  their  jurisdiction,  so  that  they  can 
go  to  the  city  where  there  is  a  boom  going 
on  and  go  in  there  and  take  what  good  they 
can  get  out  of  there,  and  after  they  have 
sucked  every  drop  of  blood  out  of  the  men 
who  they  may  work  with  by  trying  to  do 
all  the  work  they  can  possibly  gather  and 
all  the  good  they  can,  they  go  back  into  the 
small  local  unions  and  try  to  break  down 
the  conditions  of  fhe  local  union  in  that 
local  territory. 

I  say  to  you  men  this:  if  we  could  pass 
a  law  similar  to  this  where  we  can  make 
some  of  these  men  who  are  of  that  type 
respect  their  book,  therefore  we  will  be  able 
to  build  up  a  better  organization  for  all  of 
us. 

DEL.  NEALON:  I  agree  with  that  state- 
ment, but  there  is  something  there  I  want 
to  make  the  convention  aware  of:  The 
Executive  Council  has  a  resolution  coming 
in  here  for  reinstatement  of  former  mem- 
bers who  have  done  notliing  injurious  to 
the  trade.  This  resolution  would  affect  the 
resolution  that  is  coming.  However,  if  they 
are  covered  in  this,  it  is  a  very  good  reso- 
lution, and  if  these  members  are  taken  care 
of  and  if  we  are  going  to  reinstate  the 
members  as  brothers,  those  members  will 
be  given  their  original  good  standing.  They 
would  come  In  this  because  they  have  been 
suspended.  That  is  the  only  fault  I  see 
now. 


DEL.  HAGGERTY:  1  should  agree  with 
my  colleague  on  this  thing,  but  I  am  look- 
ing at  it  a  little  further  than  Brother 
Moore.  The  Committee  in  considering  the 
resolution  considered  the  fact  that  for  the 
past  six  or  seven  years  we  have  had  a  de- 
pression and  during  that  time  we  have 
dropped  thereby  thousands  of  good  mem- 
bers. They  are  coming  back  rapidly  to  the 
organization.  They  have  been  scattered 
throughout  the  entire  country  trying  to 
make  a  living  as  farmers  and  otherwise. 

We  should  not,  in  my  opinion,  adopt  any 
laws  at  this  convention  to  penalize  that 
type  of  member.  This  resolution  will  do 
just  that.  It  gives  each  local  union  a  per- 
mit to  knock  that  man's  brains  out  when 
he  comes  back  to  say,  "Brothers,  I  have  come 
back  to  take  up  my  trade  in  good  faith." 
You  have  to  have  five  years  in  good 
standing  to  get  in  these  local  unions,  and 
that  is  one  of  the  reasons  I  opposed  the  reso- 
lution. 

DEL.  PRIESTLY  (Local  435):  Mr.  Presi- 
dent and  degelates,  Del.  Haggerty  has  cov- 
ered practically  what  I  got  up  to  speak  of. 
I  believe  myself  that  the  resolution,  if 
worded  properly,  is  a  good  resolution,  but 
I  have  had  considerable  experience  in  the 
last  few  years  as  business  representative  of 
Local  74,  and  knowing  the  conditions  of  a 
lot  of  men  in  that  jurisdiction  (and  I  don't 
think  they  differed  materially  from  the 
conditions  of  thousands  of  men  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  International  Union)  but 
through  no  fault  of  their  own  and  being 
victims  of  the  conditions  that  have  existed 
throughout  the  last  few  years  we  are  com- 
pelled to  relinquish  their  membership  in  the 
International  Union  due  to  the  fact  that 
they  were  unable  to  pay  their  dues.  If 
this  resolution  is  adopted  in  the  present 
form  and  in  the  present  wording,  I  am  very 
much  under  the  impression  that  many  men 
who  have  every  right  to  every  considera- 
tion by  the  locals  and  the  International 
Union  will  be  discriminated  against,  and  in  a 
great  many  cases  these  men  will  be  dis- 
criminated against,  and  the  fellow  this  is 
actually  aiming  at  will  not  be  touched  at  all, 
and  for  that  reason  I  am  opposed  to  this 
resolution  as  it  is  worded.  If  it  is  brought 
in  in  such  a  way  that  it  will  reach  the 
fellow  that  is  working  against  the  Inter- 
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national  Union  and  against  tlie  interests  oi 
the  locals  of  the  International  Union,  I  be- 
lieve it  is  one  of  the  finest  ever  brought  in 
here,  but,  in  its  present  form,  I  believe  it 
should  go  back  to  the  Resolution  Committee 
and  be  re-worded  so  that  it  will  protect  the 
fellow  that  is  not  to  blame  in  this  matter, 
and  will  reach  the  fellow  that  has  done 
things  he  should  not  have  done  against  the 
union. 

DEL.  MASO  (Local  143):  I  am  making 
a  motion  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  motion  be- 
fore the  house  is  to  refer  the  resolution 
back  to  the  Committee.  You  have  heard 
the  moliou.  Are  you  ready  for  the  ques- 
tion? All  those  in  favor  will  signify  in 
the  usual  manner  by  saying  "Aye";  con- 
trary? The  "Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  63  on  page 
105  of  the  third  day's  proceedings  submit- 
ted by  Delegate  J.  E.  Moran,  Local  233: 

"RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  go  on 
record  to  enlarge  its  jurisdiction  and  have 
our  General  President  take  such  steps  be- 
fore the  jurisdictional  Board  of  Awards  at 
Washington,  D.C.,  and  before  Referee  Dr. 
Lapp  for  full  jurisdiction  of  hand-packed  in- 
sulation." 

This  is  referred  to  the  incoming  General 
President,  and  I  move  the  adoption  of  the 
Committee's  report. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  be  adopt- 
ed. You  have  heard  the  motion.  Are  you 
ready  for  the  question?  Those  in  favor 
will  signify  by  saying  "Aye";  contrary? 
The  "Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  65,  on  page 
105  of  the  third  day's  proceedings,  submit- 
ted by  Delegates  W.  P.  Edwards  and  A.  D. 
Yoder  and  Elwood  Eshe,  Local  27: 

"Under  the  caption  of  'Conventions'  and 
'Representation'  on  line  5,  Section  187, 
change  the  word  'one'  to  read  'two',  to  read 
as  follows:   'No  delegate  shall  be  entitled 


t(j  a  seat  in  convention  unless  he  has  been 
in  continuous  good  standing  in  the  Inter- 
national Union  two  (2)  years  prior  to  his 
election  as  a  delegate." 

Your  Committee  adopted  this  resolution 
and  I  move  the  adoption  of  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee.  (Seconded.) 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  be  adopt- 
ed. You  have  heard  the  motion.  Are  you 
ready  for  the  question?  All  those  in  favor 
will  give  the  usual  sign  by  saying  "Aye"; 
contrary?  The  "Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 

I  think  we  will  adjourn — 

DEL.  CASE:  There  are  only  two  more 
resolutions,  Mr.  President. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  We  will  have 
them  this  afternoon  and  the  convention  will 
stand  adjourned  until  2.30  this  afternoon. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  12.40  p.m. 

RESOLUTION  No.  71 

To  the  Seventeenth  Convention  of  the 
Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  Inter- 
national Union. 

WHEREAS,  at  the  present  there  are 
no  provisions  in  our  International  Con- 
stitution governing  a  referendum  on  a 
matter  of  extreme  emergency, 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that 
a  section  be  inserted  into  our  Interna- 
tional Constitution  under  the  caption 
"Referendum"  providing  that  a  period  of 
three  months  shall  be  given  in  which 
discussion  in  our  official  journal  the 
"Lather"  shall  be  afforded  to  the  pro- 
ponents and  opponents  of  the  emergency 
measure  proposed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General 
Secretary-Treasurer  to  submit  the  pro- 
posal to  each  and  every  local  at  least  one 
week  prior  to  the  three  month  discussion 
period  mentioned  aboVe.  The  General 
Secretary  shall  prepare  the  ballots  with 
the  proposal  printed  thereon  and  squares 
for  the  affirmative  and  negative  votes. 
He  shall  also  prepare  tabulation  sheets, 
these  shall  be  sent  to  the  local  unions  In 
sufficient  time  for  the  referendum.  The 
date  to  be  set  by  the  general  office.  The 
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local  secretary  shall  notify  in  writing  all 
members  of  the  time  and  place  of  referendum 
which  shall  be  by  secret  vote.  The  bal- 
lots shall  be  counted  by  a  committee  of 
tellers  elected  by  the  local  unioYi  and  the 
results  of  the  tabulation  thereof  be  for- 
warded to  headquarters  within  three  days 
after    voting.    Failure    to    comply  with 


these  provisions  governing  the  referen- 
dum by  any  local  will  be  punishable  by 
fine  not  to  exceed  $500.00  and  the  bal- 
lo'ts  of  the  offending  local  disqualified.

The  Afternoon  Session  on  Thursday  con- 
vened at  2.30,  President  McSorley  presiding. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  meet- 
ing dispense  with  the  roll  call  for  the  ses- 
sion. Carried. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  We  will  now 
hear  from  the  Committee  on  Resolutions 
and  Laws. 

CHAIRMAN  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RESO- 
LUTIONS AND  LAWS  reads  Resolution  50, 
Resolution  58,  Resolution  64. 

I  want  to  say  that  your  Committee  had 
concurred  in  resolution  No.  50,  but  when 
we  read  the  others  v;e  found  they  were 
covered  in  resolution  No.  50,  and  we  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  Committee's 
recommendation. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee  which  is  to  concur 
In  resolution  No.  50  and  not  allow  either  of 
the  other  resolutions.  Are  you  ready  for  the 
question?  All  those  in  favor  will  signify 
by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary?  The  "Ayes" 
have  it. 

We  will  now  hear  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Executive  Council's  Report. 

CHAIRMAN  MITCHELL:  Resolution  No. 
13. 

To  the  Delegates  of  the  Seventeenth  Con- 
vention of  the  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal 
Lathers'  International  Union. 

WHEREAS,  Within  the  past  six  years  of 
unemployment,  many  members  of  our  craft 
were  dropped  from  the  rolls  of  our  Inter- 
national Union  for  non-payment  of  dues. 


through  no  fault  of  their  own,  and  other 
members  took  advantage  of  our  withdrawal 
card  system  to  maintain  their  good  stand- 
ing in  our  International  Union  but  suffered 
the  loss  of  their  funeral  benefits,  therefore, 
be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Council  recommend  to  the  dele- 
gates at  the  next  convention  of  our  Inter- 
national Union  that  all  members  who  were 
dropped  from  the  rolls  and  all  members 
who  were  required  to  take  out  withdrawal 
cards  from  our  organization  on  or  after 
January  1st,  1931,  may  make  application  to 
cancel  such  suspension  or  withdrawal  card 
record,  provided  that  they  pay  all  back  tax 
within  six  months  from  the  adjournment  of 
tlie  Convention;  and  further  provided  that 
they  did  not  work  detrimental  to  any  of 
our  Local  Unions  or  the  International  Union. 
Six  months  after  the  final  payment  of  such 
back  tax  to  headquarters  they  shall  have 
their  former  good  standing  restored  as  it 
was  on  the  date  of  their  suspension  or  with- 
drawal.

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  You  have  heard 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  what 
is  your  pleasure  with  regard  to  it?  It  has 
been  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
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recommendation  of  tho  Coniniitlt'e  be 
adopted. 

DEL.  MASO,  Local  '43:  I  would  like  to 
add  an  amendment  to  that  resolution  which 
was  read:  from  January  1,  19;iO,  instead  of 
January  1,  1931. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  The  Secretary 
will  read  the  amendment. 

DEL.  MITCHELL:  The  amendment  is  to 
be  from  January  1,  1930,  instead  of  Janu- 
ary 1,  1931. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  The  Committee 
recommends  the  adoption  of  the  resolution, 
and  the  amendment  changes  the  date  to 
read  1930,  instead  of  1931.  The  amendment 
will  come  first. 

DEL.  HAGGERTY:  Mr.  Chairman,  on  the 
resolution  and  amendment.  Brother  Moore 
and  I  were  discussing  this  particular  reso- 
lution and  its  intents,  and  we  are  of  the 
opinion  there  is  a  possible  loophole  where 
the  local  union,  if  it  sees  fit,  may  charge 
the  member  full  dues.  If  I  am  correct  in 
that,  I  think  there  should  be  some  proviso 
provided  in  this  resolution  to  prohibit  the 
local  union  of  its  own  volition  charging 
anything  more  than  the  tax  set  by  the  Inter- 
national Union. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  The  intention 
was  that  the  Local  Union  would  have  a  per- 
fect right  to  charge  back  dues  same  as  the 
International  Union  would  charge  back  tax. 
It  is  the  option  of  the  Local  Union. 

DEL.  HAGGERTY:  That  being  the  case, 
the  Local  Union  has  the  right  now  to  charge 
full  back  dues  upon  a  member  who  has  been 
dropped  through  no  fault  of  his  own  and 
who  we  are  attempting  to  reinstate  now 
with  full  standing  and  full  entrance  right. 
I  wonder  if  we  are  not  going  further  than 
we  intended  to  go  when  the  resolution  was 
drafted  by  the  Executive  Council.  I  am  of 
the  opinion  personally,  on  my  own  behalf, 
that  my  idea  was  to  let  these  men  back  in 
as  cheaply  as  possible  to  obtain  their  own 
standing  because  they  were  dropped  through 
no  fault  of  their  own.  Now,  to  have  a  Local 
Union  who  might  see  fit,  as  it  reads,  they 
could  penalize  this  man,  making  him  pay 
hundreds  of  dollars  possibly  in  full  back 
dues.  That  being  the  case,  I  think  the  entire 
subject  matter  should  be  referred  to  reso- 


lution committee,  to  provide  the  necessary 
proviso  to  take  care  of  the  8ul)ject. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  resolution  be 
referred  to  the  Resolution  and  Law  Com- 
nTittee.  All  those  in  favor  will  give  your 
consent  by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary?  The 
"Ayes"  have  it. 

DEL.  MITCHELL:  Resolution  No.  29: 

To  the  Seventeenth  Convention  of  the  Wood, 
Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  International 
Union: 

WHEREAS,  the  funds  of  the  L.I.U.  are 
very  low,  and  the  need  for  the  same  is 
rapidly  increasing;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  membership  of  the  L.I.U. 
has  had  considerable  care  and  deprivation 
in  order  to  make  payment  of  taxes  thereto, 
and  the  officers  of  the  L.I.U.  have  much  con- 
cern in  the  management  of  the  same  due 
to  the  lack  of  proper  funds;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  funds  of  the  L.I.U.  are 
badly  needed  for  organization  purposes,  and 
the  making  of  payments  of  death  benefits 
due  beneficiaries  of  deceased  members  who 
have  succeeded  in  maintaining  their  good 
standing  in  the  L.I.U.  for  that  purpose;  and 

WHEREAS,  we  fully  appreciate  the  ser- 
vices of  our  worthy  General  President,  Wm. 
J.  McSorley,  and  the  appointment  to  which 
he  has  been  honored  by  the  A.F.  of  L., 
being  that  of  Fraternal  Delegate  to  the 
British  Labor  Congress; 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that 
the  Golden  Gate  District  Council  of  Lath- 
ers protest  the  action  of  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  L.I.U.  in  contributing  Two 
Thousand  ($2,000.00)  Dollars  to  the  Gen- 
eral President,  Wm.  J.  McSorley,  as  a 
portion  of  his  expenses  to  be  incurred 
upon  the  mission  for  which  he  has  ac- 
cepted appointment;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED.  th.%t 
we  are  taking  this  action  because  we  feel 
that  our  part  is  being  done  towards  the 
mission  which  he  is  to'  serve,  in  that  our 
International  Union  will  be  paying  salary 
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at  the  time  to  General  President  Wm.  J. 
McSorley.

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
recommendation  of  the  cotamittee  be  con- 
curred in  —  non-concurrence  with  the 
resolution. 

DEL.  McVEY:  I  thought  at  this  morn- 
ing's session  the  committee  was  to  read 
the  resolutions  only. 

DEL.  MITCHELL:  I  o^ly  have  the  re- 
port of  the  committee  here  that  was 
handed  to  me. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  He  is  call- 
ing your  attention  to  the  entire  resolu- 
tion printed  on  page  46.  All  those  who 
are  in  favor — 

DEL.  FRANK:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  must 
say  that  I  have  to  express  the  sentiment 
of  many  of  the  members  o'f  our  organi- 
zation. I  do  not  place  blame  upon  the 
president,  in  this  case,  because  he  ac- 
cepted what  was  ordered  by  the  Execu- 
tive Council.  But  I  would  not  be  doing 
justice  to  the  membership  of  my  Union, 
were  I  not  at  this  time  to'  rise  in  protest 
against  that  kind  of  action  by  the  Execu- 
tive Council.  We  have  to  pay  a  great 
tribute  to  the  membership  of  our  Inter- 
national Union  who  have  remained  so 
loyal  towards  our  Internatio'nal  that  in 
hundreds  of  cases  they  have  paid  the  last 
dime  that  they  had  for  dues  to  keep 
themselves  in  good  standing.  Their  will- 
ingness to  sacrifice  can  never  be  ques- 
tioned, and  when  we  look  back  upon  the 
years  of  depression,  we  wo"uld  not  be  do- 
ing right,  in  my  opinion,  were  we  not  to 
protest  against  this  kind  of  action  of  the 
Executive  Council,  to  grant  this  kind  of 


allowance  when  our  membership  are 
starving  and  in  the  relief  line.  Are  we 
opposed  to  the  payment  of  good  salaries 
and  wages  to  our  oflicials  No.  But  there 
are  times  when  we  expect  great  sacrifice 
on  the  part  of  our  membership  to  keep 
our  Union  in  good  standing,  and  that 
sacrifice  should  be  reflected  by  the  will- 
ingness of  our  oflicials  to  also  pay  these 
sacrifices.  I  believe  it  was  absolutely  in- 
correct on  the  part  of  the  Executive 
Council  to  allow  that  amount,  in  view  of 
the  depression  that  we  have  gone  through, 
and  in  view  of  the  financial  situation  of 
our  International  Union.  I  rise  in  pro- 
test against  this  attitude  as  a  dangerous 
precedent,  and,  in  voicing  my  protest 
here,  I  hope  it  will  not  occur  in  the  future 
particularly  during  a  condition  of  crisis. 
I  am  sincerely  expressing  my  remarks, 
and  no  one  can  deny  but  what  consider- 
able dissatisfaction  prevails  among  the 
members,  and  when  they  ask  you  ques- 
tions you  have  to  answer  them.  I  hope 
that  my  remarks  will  be  clearly  under- 
stood and  not  misquoted.  We  raise  a 
protest  against  the  principle  of  granting 
such  allowances,  particularly  at  the  time 
when  the  least  little  dissension  would 
cause  disturbance  in  our  International. 

DEL.  MOORE:  Mr.  President  and 
Delegates  to  this  Convention,  I  believe, 
as  chairman  of  the  Executive  Council, 
that  I  should  speak  on  this  resolution  in 
defence  of  the  action  of  the  Council.  I 
feel,  in  my  opinion,  that  this  organiza- 
tion was  honored  by  the  election  of  Gen- 
eral President  McSorley,  by  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor,  as  Delegate  to 
the  British  Trade  Labor  Congress;  and, 
in  the  past,  when  any  representative  of 
other  trades  unions,  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  was  successful  in 
being  elected  as  delegate  to  the  British 
Trades  Labor  Congress,  and  I  may  say  to 
the  Canadian  Labor  Congress  that  they 
always  provided  a  fund  or  a  program  was 
instituted  by  that  International  Union  to 
find  some  ways  and  means  so  that  when 
that  representative  went  over  to  repre- 
sent the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
he  was  not  only  well  qualified  to  repre- 
sent the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
but  that  he  had  enough  finances  to  enable 
him  to  take  care  of  what  necessary  ex- 
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penses  would  come  to  him  while  he  was 
there. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  even  speak 
in  tliose  terms,  because  even  many  of 
ourselves,  attending  this  Convention, 
wish  that  we  had  more  funds  within  our 
clothes  and  we  have  stripped  ourselves, 
and  many  of  the  Local  Unions  have 
stripped  themselves  in  order  to  provide 
the  necessities  for  the  Delegates  to  at- 
tend this  Convention,  but  here  we  are. 

We  are  having  a  representative  from 
one  of  the  smallest  Trades  Organizations 
within  the  A.F.  of  L.,  representing  them  to 
the  British  Trade  Union  Congress,  and 
after  the  proceedings  and  the  action  that 
was  taken  by  other  organizations,  al- 
though we  did  not  have  the  funds,  we 
could  not  go'  to  the  various  local  unions 
throughout  the  United  States  and  Can- 
ada, and  hold  banquets  for  our  represen- 
tative; we  didn't  have  that  money.  We 
did  not  have  that  whereby  we  could  go 
to  the  local  unions  and  say  to  them,  "Let 
us  have  a  banquet  in  our  city,  here,  or 
your  city,"  and  solicit  the  contractors 
and  material  firms  to  donate  to  this  ban- 
quet. 

Oh.  I  recall  very  vividly  the  time  that 
Joe  Moreschi  and  Jerry  Horan  and  Mike 
Colleran  were  delegates  to  the  British  Trade 
Union  Congress,  and  the  banquets  that 
were  held  there  from  one  end  of  the  coun- 
try to  the  other  and  thousands  of  dollars 
were  donated,  I  remember  that  one  of 
these  delegates  is  passed  and  gone.  The 
finances  that  were  contributed  for  his  al- 
lowance were  $50,000.00.  He  went  over 
there  like  a  king.  And  as  it  was  stated, 
after  he  returned,  no  one  wanted  to  go 
over  as  a  delegate  to  the  British  Trade 
Union  Congress  because  they  could  not 
put  on  the  style  or  the  functions  that  he 
put  on  at  that  time. 

We  did  not  donate  one  dime  to  Presi- 
dent McSorley — not  one  dime  did  the 
Executive  Council  donate  to  him.  We 
gave  him  the  two  thousand  dollars  that 
rightly  belonged  to  him;  that  was  his 
money  that  we  returned  him.  We  dele- 
gates to  the  St.  Louis  Convention  in  1929, 
raised  his  salary  to  $10,000;  and  he  him- 
self reduced  his  salary  at  the  time  when 
we  were  in  stress  to  eight  thousand  dol- 


lars, as  also  did  llie  .secretary-treasurer 
reduce  his.  So  all  we  did,  as  members  of 
the  Executive  Council,  was  to  return  him 
two  thousand  dollars  which  ho  was  en- 
titled to. 

But  you  men  do  not  know  how  much 
money  is  allowed  by  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor,  I  want  to  say  to  you 
that  the  allowance  by  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  to  a  delegate  to  the 
Canadian  Congress  and  to'  the  British 
Trade  Union  Congress  is  very  small. 

So  the  only  thing  we  did  was  just  to 
give  him  his  two  thousand  dollars  that 
I  believe  it  was  necessary  for  him  to 
have,  and  what  he  would  have  had  if 
times  were  different  at  that  time,  and 
just  the  same  as  many  others  did  when 
they  had  a  representative  that  was  hon- 
ored by  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor, and  try  to  raise  a  fund  so  that  he 
could  send  him  over  there,  not  only  with 
the  honor  as  from  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor,  but  as  a  representative  of 
whom  we  have  a  high  esteem  by  this 
Lathers'  International  Union.  (Loud  ap- 
plause). 

DEL.  CASE:  Mr.  Chairman,  and  dele- 
gates to  this  Convention,  ever  since  I  be- 
came a  member  of  this  organization  I 
have  believed  in  the  evolution  of  the 
Lathers'  and  our  industry,  and  until  the 
day  I  die  will  I  do  so. 

This  brings  back  to  my  mind,  when  we 
used  to  go  down  on  Saturday  to  get  our 
pay  at  the  Grand  Opera  House,  out  on 
the  street,  with  no  organization,  we  were 
trying  to  organize  an  organization,  and 
we  had  to  go  back  in  the  alley  afraid  the 
boss  would  know  we  were  trying  to  build 
up  an  organization.  At  those  times  we 
met  in  the  Alley.  Now,  since  that 
time,  we  have  been  associated  with 
society,  we  have  been  associated  with 
people,  and  we  send  our  representa- 
tives out  to  deal  with  people  that  have  to 
stop  in  such  hotels  as  the  Royal  York 
Hotel  and  other  places  if  they  want  to  do 
any  business. 

Now,  I  want  to  say  to  you,  that  that 

two  thousand  dollars  was  a  measly 
amount  of  money.  When  I  was  elected 
delegate  from  the  A.F.  of  L.  to  the  Canadian 
Trade  and  Labor  Congress,  there  is  my 
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hand  to  God,  one  man  from  one  organiza- 
tion, said  "Charlie,  give  a  dinner;  here 
is  a  thousand  dollars,  and  there  will  only 
be  one  plate  at  that  dinner,  and  we  will 
get  you  some  dough."  I  said  "I  positively 
refuse  that.  Our  International  Organiza- 
tion gave  me  a  few  hundred  dollars,  and 
a  couple  of  hundred  dollars  from  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor.  I  was 
fortunate  enough  to  win  about  thirty- 
seven  hundred  dollars  in  horses.  Every- 
body that  knows  that  I  was  at  that  Con- 
vention for  seven  weeks,  knows  what  it 
costs  for  that  room  that  I  entertained  in 
there.  I  want  to  say  to  you  not  only  did 
I  blow  that,  but  a  few  other  hundred  dol- 
lars of  my  own  for  which  I  dug  down  in 
my  jeans.  I  won  that  money  and  spent 
it,  and  I  am  tickled  to'  death  that  I  could 
do  it. 

When  President  McSorley  was  elected  as 
Delegate  to  the  British  Trade  Union  Con- 
gress we  wanted  to  get  up  a  list  of  friends 
to  make  up  a  purse  for  Brother  McSorley 
and  he  positively  refused  to  permit  it. 

There  is  one  of  my  friends  will  never 
speak  to  me  because  I  wouldn't  go 
through  with  it,  and  the  reason  I  wouldn't 
go  through  with  it  was  because  Brother 
McSorley  wouldn't  stand  for  it.  He  saia 
"Our  organization  has  donated  me  two 
thousand  dollars  and  that  is  enough, 
Charlie." 

I  want  to  say  to  you  that  I  cannot,  for 
the  life  of  me,  see  how  men  can  get  up, 
if  they  believe  in  the  evolution  of  our  or- 
ganization, and  if  they  believe  in  better- 
ing conditions,  I  do  not  see  how  they  can 
object  to  what  a  man  is  paid. 

T  move  that  the  resolution  of  the  com- 
mittee be  concurred  in. 

DEL.  NEALON:  I  would  like  to  have 
a  word  for  myself,  as  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Council.  Brother  Moore  spoke 
ray  sentiments  when  he  said  we  are  giv- 
ing Brother  MoSorley  back  his  own 
money.  We  did  not  give  him  all  his 
money,  but  we  gave  part.  We  could  not 
compel  Brother  McSorley  to  cut  his 
salary;  he  did  it  of  his  own  volition. 

We  did  not  want  to  send  him  in  steer- 
age. I  am  surprised  to  hear  from  a  dele- 
gate to  this  Convention  as  we  have  done. 


because  in  taking  this  action,  we  feel  we 
are  doing  our  part. 

DEL.  McVEY:  Mr.  Chairman,  and  fel- 
low delegates,  I  am  not  finding  fault 
with  the  Executive  Board.  The  Execu- 
tive Board  of  our  organization  has  done 
nothing  else  but  that  which  has  been  es- 
tablished by  precedence  in  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor.  I  agree  with  the 
previous  speaker  that  it  would  be  a  poor 
thing  to  send  Brother  McSorley  over 
there  as  a  representative  and  not  have 
him  hold  up  his  head  with  the  rest  of 
them  over  on  the  other  side.  But  the 
precedent  that  has  been  established  by 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  is,  in 
my  opinion,  wrong.  I  came  to  this  Con- 
vention representing  Local  74.  You  dele- 
gates come  representing  your  various  or- 
ganizations. And  when  Brother  McSorley 
went  to  England  to  the  Congress,  he  did 
not  represent  the  Lathers;  he  represented 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor.  And 
while  it  was  an  honor  to  us  to  have  one 
from  our  group  fit  to  represent  us,  I  say 
the  ones  that  sent  him  should  pay  the 
freight.  And  something  should  be  done 
to  see  that  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  pays  the  freight  for  their  repre- 
sentative. 

DEL.  SMITH:  As  I  go  back  and  pass 
over  the  history  of  our  organization,  I 
have  in  mind  the  natural  prestige  that 
we  must  have  through  the  representatives 
of  our  organization;  and  I  say  that  the 
greatest  tribute  that  was  ever  paid  to  the 
Lathers'  Union  was  paid  to  Brother  Mc- 
Sorley when  he  was  elected  Chairman 
and  delegate  to  the  British  Trades  and 
Labor  Congress. 

I  sense  the  meaning  to  our  organization 
by  that  tribute.  I  happened  to  be  there  and 
took  my  own  personal  part  in  it.  Hun- 
dreds and  thousands  of  members  of  that 
big  organization  over  there  took  a  back  seat 
while  our  International  President  got  the 
honor.  (Applause.) 

DEL.  CHARLES  EVANS:  I  happen  to  be 
a  Business  Agent,  with  a  man  that  repre- 
sented the  same  thing  that  Mr.  McSorley 
has — Edward  McGivern.  He  and  I  worked 
together  for  years  and  worked  up  a  good 
organization.  He  got  fifteen  thousand  dol- 
lars to  go  over  there  from  his  organization 
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from  collections.  You  are  objecting  to  a 
man  getting  two  thousand  dollars. 

DEL.  J.  0.  DAHL:  Mr.  Chairman,  in  de- 
fence of  myself  and  the  balance  of  dele- 
gates from  Calil'ornia,  I  wish  to  go  on  re- 
cord that  the  Golden  Gate  District  Council 
and  the  officers  of  the  various  unions  affil- 
iated therewith  hold  Brother  McSorley  in 
the  highest  esteem  which  we  deem  possible 
for  us  as  human  beings  to  do. 

We  are  sometimes  placed  in  peculiar  posi- 
tions, and  circumstances,  whichever  you  may 
say,  where  we  are  forced  to  consider  pro- 
grams which  may  not  entirely  be  approved 
of  by  our  own  convictions.  You  will  note 
this  resolution  is  signed  "Respectfully  sub- 
mitted—J.  0.  Dahl,  and  E.  K.  Rhodes,  Com- 
mittee. 

P.S.:  Adopted  by  the  Golden  Gate  Dis- 
trict Council  of  Lathers,  at  its  regular  meet- 
ing, held  Sunday,  June  7th,  1936. 

Submitted  by  Delegate  J.  O.  Dahl,  Golden 
Gate  District  Council." 

I,  as  a  delegate  to  this  Convention,  repre- 
senting that  body,  instructed,  in  order  to 
appease  certain  members  of  various  locals 
of  our  District  Council  to  present  that  be- 
fore this  Convention.  It  is  not  the  intention 
of  the  District  Council  to  criticize  too  sev- 
erely the  action  of  the  Executive  Board  in 
this  matter.  But  we  have  had  some  delay — 
I  know  not  why — of  payments  from  time  to 
time,  in  the  case  of  death  penalties.  This 
is  stimulated  by  what  possibly  we  may  term 
a  concerted  move  in  our  ranks.  We  are 
endeavoring  to  keep  it  down  as  much  as 
possible.  That  is  one  of  the  reasons  this 
is  here.  There  is  no  request  in  this  com- 
munication sent  you;  it  is  merely  a  protest. 
I,  therefore,  brother  Chairman,  respectfully 
believe  that  you  should  not  take  these  too 
severely,  I  thank  you. 

DEL.  MITCHELL:  It  is  a  little  over 
thirty  years  since  I  went  into  the  Lathers' 
Organization,  and  I  was  privileged  a  short 
time  after  I  went  in  to  meet  Brother  Mc- 
Sorley. The  major  part  of  the  time  from 
then  up  to  now  I  have  been  active  in  some 
local  organizations,  and  I  have  attempted 
through  those  years,  in  my  own  mind,  to 
criticize  the  action  of  the  officials  of  the 
International  Organization.  I  have  studied 
the  development  of  the  organization  under 


the  guidance  of  Brother  McSorley,  and  the 
conclusion  that  I  draw  is  that  as  a  member 
of  the  committee  on  Executive  Council's  re- 
port, 1  apologize  for  the  necessity  for  con- 
sideration of  this  resolution. 

DEL.  MORAN:  At  this  time  may  I  make 
a  motion? 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  No  motion  is 
in  order  at  this  time. 

DEL.  BAGE:  I  think  that  Executive 
Board  should  be  censored  because  they  did 
not  allow  him  enough.  What  did  they  want 
him  to  do?  Go  by  steerage,  or  swim  over, 
or  row  over?  I  would  like  to  put  a  motion 
through  here,  to  censor  the  Board  for  not 
allowing  four  thousand  dollars. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  The  question 
has  been  called  for.  I  would  like  to  discuss 
it  myself,  but  I  don't  want  to  assume  the 
role  of  apologizing.  (No  need  of  it.)  All 
those  in  favor  will  signify  by  saying  "Aye". 
Contrary?  The  Ayes  have  it  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 

DEL.  MITCHELL:    Resolution  31: 

"To  the  Seventeenth  Convention  of  the 
Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  Inter- 
national Union: 

WHEREAS,  certain  propaganda  detrimen- 
tal to  the  interest  of  the  Lathers'  Interna- 
tional Union  is  broadcast  in  Canada  by  the 
Lathers'  International  Union,  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  the  incoming  Executive 
Council  be  instructed  to  deposit  a  propor- 
tion of  the  funds  of  the  L.I.U.  in  Canada. 

Submitted  by  Delegate  A.  J.  Mokedanz, 
Local  No.  97." 

The  committee  concurs  in  this  resolution 
with  the  following  added:  any  future  action 
relative  thereto  be  left  to  the  discretion  of 
the  International  Officers.  I  move  the  con- 
currence in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee. The  report  is  signed  by  the  entire 
committee. 

We  recommend  the  report  of  the  Executive 
Council  be  accepted  in  its  entirety.  I  move 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be 
concurred  in. 

DELEGATE:  What  action  was  taken  as 
to  reinstating  old  members  that  have  been 
expelled  from  1931  on — 
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CHAHiMAN  McSORLEY:  That  is  referred 
back  to  the  committee.  All  those  in  favor 
of  accepting  the  report  of  the  committee 
will  signify  by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary? 
The  "Ayes"  have  it. 

Have  you  any  further  report,  Bro.  Frank? 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Organization. 

DEL.  FRANK:  The  following  resolution 
was  presented  to  the  Committee: 

RESOLUTION  No.  30 
"WHEREAS,  the  membership  of  the  Lath- 
ers' International  Union  have  not  increased 
but  have  decreased  since  the  last  convention, 
therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  a  strong  organizing 
campaign  be  started  by  our  incoming  Exe- 
cutive Council  as  soon  as  possible  after 
their  installation. 

WHEREAS,  the  number  of  locals  in  Can- 
ada and  the  Canadian  membership  have  be- 
come practically  extinct  and  whereas  there 
are  thousands  of  lathers  in  Canada  who  are 
in  need  of  our  organization,  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  the  incoming  Execu- 
tive Council  be  instructed  to  appoint  a  Cana- 
dian organizer  to  gather  this  vast  field  of 
unorganized  lathers,  thereby  creating  a  real 
International  movement  through  the  in- 
crease in  membership  of  the  Canadian  locals. 

This  resolution  was  handed  to  me  by  Secy. 
Ford.  It  does  not  state  who  introduced  it. 
But  the  committee  recognize  concurrence 
with  this  resolution,  and  I  make  a  motion 
that  it  be  adopted. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  It  has  been  re- 
gularly moved  and  seconded  that  the  report 
of  the  committee  be  adopted. 

DEL.  YODER:  I  am  in  hearty  accord 
with  the  intent  of  the  resolution.  I  know 
that  Canada  needs  an  organizer  probably 
among  them,  but  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee  it  would 
be  necessary  to  amend  our  present  laws.  It 
is  not  the  function  of  the  Executive  Board 
to  appoint  organizers;  that  is  the  function  of 
the  President.  For  that  reason  I  would  like 
to  amend  the  report  or  recommendation  of 
the  committee,  that  this  matter  be  referred 
to  the  General  President,  and  that  he  act 
on  the  resolution  at  his  earliest  convenience. 


DEL.  BERRY:    I  second  that  motion. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  I  suppose  the 
committee  understands  that  function  of  the 
law,  and  I  will  have  them  accept  that  with 
the  report.  All  those  in  favor  of  adopting 
the  resolution  as  amended  will  signify  by 
saying  "Aye".    Contra?    No  contras. 

THE  COMMITTEE  ON  GRIEVANCES: 

DEL.  COOK:  Mr.  Chairman,  this  will 
be  a  partial  report  of  grievances. 

The  first  case  is  Local  76  vs.  A.  W.  Fischel, 
3021. 

Mr.  Chairman,  we  wish  to  make  these  re- 
ports as  brief  as  possible.  The  secretary  of 
the  Grievance  Committee  is  here,  and  if  there 
are  any  questions  that  any  of  the  delegates 
desire  to  ask,  he  will  explain  them  accord- 
ing to  the  information  we  have  in  the  folder. 

Now,  the  first  case  is  an  appeal  from  the 
decision  of  General  President  and  of  the  Exe- 
cutive Council  regarding  Local  No.  76  of 
Sharon,  Pa.,  in  case  of  A.  W.  Fischel,  No. 
3021,  regarding  the  matter  of  $100  line  and 
revocation  of  foremanship  on  violation  of 
Section  164  L.I.U.  constitution.  The  Gen- 
eral President  rescinded  action  of  Local  Un- 
ion, and  the  International  Executive  Board 
unanimously  sustained  this  decision.  Your 
Grievance  Committee,  after  reading  all  the 
evidence  of  this  case,  concurs  in  the  action 
of  the  General  President  and  the  Executive 
Council. 

1  move,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  the  report  of 
the  Committee  be  concurred  in. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  It  has  been  re- 
gularly moved  and  seconded  that  the  report 
of  the  Committee  be  concurred  in.  All  those 
in  favor  will  signify  by  saying  "Aye".  The 
"Ayes"  have  it. 

DEL.  COOK:  Next  is  the  case  of  Local 
74  versus  Geo.  T.  Moore,  business  agent,  in 
reference  to  reduction  of  wages  from  $100 
to  $75  per  week,  dated  December  11,  1930. 
Wherein  Bro.  Moore  has  taken  an  appeal  to 
the  General  President,  and  the  General  Pre- 
sident ruled  that  the  full  amount  should  be 
paid  to  expiration  of  his  term,  the  decision 
of  the  Executive  Board  was  unanimous  to 
sustain  this  decision.  A  little  explanation 
is  needed  in  this  case,  Mr.  Chairman,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  one  of  the  members  of 
the  Grievance  Committee,  although  out  of 
town  at  the  present  time,  is  a  member  of 
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Local  74.  This  member  on  request  of  the 
delegate  representing  Local  74  declined  to 
vote  on  this  case. 

After  looking  the  evidence  over,  which 
discussion  and  interview  went  into  L30  in 
the  morning  on  Tuesday  of  this  week,  the 
Grievance  Committee  recommends  concur- 
rence in  the  General  President  and  E.\ecutive 
Council's  decision  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
at  the  time  of  Bro.  Moore's  election  the 
wages  for  delegate  in  that  particular  local 
was  $100  per  week,  and  that  Bro.  Moore  was 
not  interrogated  or  reciuested  to  give  his 
opinion  on  having  this  25  per  cent,  reduction. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Gen- 
eral President  and  Executive  Council's  de- 
cision be  concurred  in. 

I  move,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Grievance  Committee  be 
concurred  in. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORL'EY:  It  has  been  re- 
gularly moved  and  seconded  that  the  re- 
commendation of  the  committee  be  concurred 
in. 

DEL.  McVEY:  I  appeared  before  the 
Committee  on  Grievances  and  so,  not  to 
make  a  short  story  long,  I  want  to  say  the 
only  contention  there  was  regarding  the  de- 
cision as  handed  down  by  Bro.  McSorley 
and  sustained  by  a  four-to-two  vote  of  the 
Executive  Board.  The  decision  was — and  I 
hope  we  do  not  wander  away  from  the  thing 
and  go  all  over  the  world — that  in  electing 
a  man  to  office  you  were  contracting  with 
him  for  the  period  that  he  was  elected  for. 

I  think  possibly  something  should  be  said 
about  the  conditions  at  that  time.  At  that 
time,  1930 — mark  you  when  it  was — the 
Lathers'  Union  in  Chicago  especially  were 
not  able  to  send  delegates  in  such  a  manner 
that  we  are  meeting  here  to-day.  Through 
the  absconding  of  their  treasurer  with  some 
$37,000  I  believe,  the  closing  of  banks  with 
other  moneys  of  ours  in,  bonds  that  we  had 
losing  their  value,  we  were  forced  to  en- 
trench. So  a  committee  was  sent  out  to  see 
what  could  be  done  in  the  way  of  retrenching 
so  that  we  could  get  our  expenses  down  to 
meet  them.  This  committee  came  back  with 
a  report,  after  meeting  with  all  the  officers 
of  the  organization  with  the  exception  of 
Bro.  Moore,  who  was  not  in  town  at  the 
time,  and  they  voted  to  take  a  75  per  cent, 
reduction  in  their  pay.    That  went  through. 


Bro.  Moore,  when  it  came  up  on  the  floor, 
made  himself  clear  that  he  voted  "No"  on 
the  report.  He  was  l)ack  at  that  time.  Un- 
fortunately, that  went  into  effect,  and  the 
money  that  is  pending  is  money,  whether 
74  gets  it  or  whether  Bro.  Moore  gets  it,  is 
now  in  the  hands  of  International  Union 
in  escroio. 

These  conditions  we  have  to  meet.  The 
other  officers  of  that  organization  took  a  cut 
with  the  exception  of  Bro.  Moore.  Now  the 
question  enters  my  mind  as  to  the  decision. 
That  is  all  we  are  appealing,  and  I  want  to 
reiterate  that  it  was  a  decision  that  74  was 
not  living  up  to  their  contract.  Let  me  say 
further  that  officers  elected  by  the  respective 
unions  or  by  this  International  Union  are  in 
a  good  deal  better  position  while  receiving 
pay  for  carrying  out  the  laws  of  the  organi- 
zation than  the  poor  little  sucker  that  is 
working  out  on  the  job.  And  if  in  the  inter- 
pretation of  the  General  President  and  the 
Executive  Board  this  is  an  abrogation  of 
contract,  then  I  want  to  say  that  at  the 
St.  Louis  Convention  they  hired  officers  to 
do  a  job  and  to  carry  out  the  law  of  the 
International  Union  and  they  abrogated  it 
when  they  even  proposed  that  we  do  away 
with  any  of  the  parts  of  that  constitution 
and  law.  There  was  an  emergency  in  Chi- 
cago far  more  in  my  opinion  than  there  was 
in  the  International  to  retrench.  And  that 
is  the  position  of  74,  that  we  feel  we  did  not 
abrogate  an  agreement,  and  if  we  did  we 
have  the  same  right  to  abrogate  an  agree- 
ment during  an  emergency  as  had  the  Inter- 
national officials  after  the  St.  Louis  Conven- 
tion's instructions. 

DEL.  COOK:  Mr.  Chairman,  the  view 
that  the  Grievance  Committee  took  in  re- 
gard to  a  contract  being  consummated  was 
this:  that  at  the  time  of  Mr.  Moore's  elec- 
tion the  wages  were  $100  per  week,  and 
that  tenure  of  office  that  a  delegate  was 
elected  constituted  a  term  of  one  year.  There- 
fore, we  felt  that  the  Local  had  contracted 
their  agreement  in  giving  Mr.  Moore  a  salary 
until  it  would  have  been  a  voluntary  cut 
on  his  part. 

DEL.  McVEY:  My  point  of  order  is  that 
the  only  thing  before  the  Grievance  Com- 
mittee was  the  decision  of  the  General  Pre- 
sident which  was  sustained  by  the  Execu- 
tive Council    .    .  . 
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CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  That  point  of 
order  would  not  be  very  well  taken  Bro. 
McVey. 

DEL.  SMITH:  I  think  it  comes  with  very 
poor  grace  for  him  to  get  up  on  the  floor 
and  talk  about  cutting  wages. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  Bro.  Smith, 
that  is  not  necessary. 

DEL.  SMITH:  I  want  this  distinctly 
understood,  that  until  five  minutes  ago  I 
did  not  even  know  about  this  grievance. 
I  think  it  is  positively  wrong,  and  comes 
from  some  place  that  we  should  not  talk 
about,  when  a  man  talks  about  cutting  some- 
body's wages. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  That  is  not  the 
question.  The  question  is  the  decision  of 
the  General  President  and  the  Executive 
Council. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  What  we  want 
to  do  is  to  conduct  this  in  an  orderly  and 
decent  manner,  and  we  don't  want  any  cross 
firing. 

DEL.  JOS.  H.  DUTY,  Local  33:  What  I 
would  like  to  make  if  possible  is  that  this 
point  is  a  question  of  Georgie  Moore's  salary 
and  what  you  render  before  the  convention. 
Now,  I  would  like  to  know  about  that,  and 
we  are  not  talking  about  something  down 
in  Jersey  or  Brazil.  We  are  talking  about 
something  that  happened  in  Chicago.  Am  I 
right?  Would  I  be  right  if  I  would  say 
that  Georgie  Moore's  salary  would  be  be- 
fore this  convention  at  this  time?  Am  I 
right  or  am  I  wrong? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY::  No,  the 
question  is  this:  the  question  is  the  decision 
of  the  General  President  and  the  Executive 
Council,  which  is  to  the  effect  that  Local 
74  had  no  right  to  take  the  action  they 
did  in  reducing  his  salary  until  his  time 
expired. 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  73:  I 
want  to  read  from  the  Minutes  of  our  last 
Convention  a  little  thought  made  by  my 
dear  brother  from  Chicago,  page  163,  and  I 
offer  it  without  comment — 

"While  I  am  on  my  feet,  let  me  say  that 
I  would  rather  vote  to  give  a  man  a  wage 
and  pay  him  that  wage,  if  he  will  do  some- 
thing for  this  organization,   than  to  pay 


him  half  the  wage  and  not  have  him  do  any- 
thing. Wliat  is  the  use  of  kidding  our- 
selves? Labor  organizations  are  the  cheapest 
bunch  in  the  world  to  work  for.  Go  out 
and  sell  your  talent  and  what  you  are  to 
some  of  these  big  corporations,  and  you  will 
get  money  for  it.  But  because  you  have  the 
interests  of  the  trade  union  movement  in 
your  heart  and  have  been  brought  up  on  it 
and  tried  to  serve  it,  the  membership  tries 
to  keep  you  down." 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  That  has  no 
bearing  on  the  question  before  this  House. 
The  question  before  the  convention  is  either 
the  sustaining  or  the  rejection  of  the  action 
of  the  Executive  Council  in  ruling  that  74 
was  wrong  in  reducing  Bro.  Moore's  wages. 

BRO.  HAGEN:  This  will  have  a  psycho- 
logical effect. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  I  know,  but  I 
don't  think  it  should  be  read  here.  I  de- 
clare it  out  of  order.  We  can't  prolong  this 
thing. 

DEL.  DAVID  McVEY,  Local  74:  I  would 
like,  if  the  vote  on  this  is  taken,  I  would 
just  say  a  few  words  in  reply. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  is  out  of 
order.  Question  on  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee. All  those  in  favor  of  the  adoption 
of  the  report  of  Committee  will  signify  their 
consent  by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary?  The 
"Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  McVEY  asked  to  be  recorded  as 
voting  No,  and  he  said:  I  am  representing 
74  here  today  in  that  sentiment. 

COMMITTEE  ON  GRIEVANCES  con- 
tinued to  report: 

Local  74  vs.  R.  R.  Tillman,  No.  26099. 
In  reference  to  a  fine  of  $25  and  annull- 
ing of  foremanship  privileges  for  a  period  of 
one  year,  charges  discrimination  against 
two  members.  President  ordered  action  res- 
cinded and  the  General  Executive  Council 
sustained  his  decision  by  a  vote  of  4  to  2. 

Your  Committee,  after  considering  all  evi- 
dence in  the  case  of  R.  R.  Tillman  vs. 
Local  74,  it  was  regularly  moved  and  sec- 
onded, That  the  action  of  General  Presi- 
dent and  Executive  Council  be  sustained  by 
a  vote  of  3  to  2,  Delegate  Landers  not  vot- 
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ing  in  view  ot  tlie  fact  lliat  he  lias  been 
a  member  of  Local  74. 

I  move  that  the  Report  of  the  ('oniinittee 
be  concurred  In. 

Duly  seconded. 

DEL.  ARTHUR  D.  YODER.  Illinois  State 
Council:  In  this  instance,  I  will  have  to 
question  the  President  and  the  Executive 
Council  on  the  wisdom  of  their  decision. 
Local  74  or  its  Executive  Board,  when  they 
tried  this  man  were  facing  a  difflcult  posi- 
tion. We  could  cite  more  instances  where 
this  man  had  been  unfair,  and  I  just  want 
for  the  records  to  say  that  he  is  one  of  the 
rottenest  foremen  that  I  have  ever  known. 
He  did  everything  that  a  Union  man  should 
not  do  while  he  was  acting  as  foreman,  and 
because  our  laws  did  not  specifically  come 
out  and  cover  his  case,  the  President  and 
the  Board  turned  it  down  on  us.  I  don't 
think  that  this  Convention,  in  reversing  the 
decision  of  the  President  and  the  Executive 
Board,  would  in  any  way  detract  from  their 
prestige.  They  were  sincere,  but  I  believe 
that  the  convention  would  be  in  order  to  sus- 
tain the  appeal  of  Local  74  in  this  case. 

DELEGATE  McVEY,  Local  74:  It  happen- 
ed to  be  my  privilege,  in  attending  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Grievance  Committee,  to  see  the 
communications  that  passed  between  the 
International  Office  and  74,  and  between  this 
brother  and  the  International  Office. 

In  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Griev- 
ances, while  they  have  condensed  the  re- 
port, it  is  not  possible  for  the  delegates  to 
know  anything  about  what  this  decision 
was  based  on.  In  the  evidence  as  submitted 
in  this  trial  in  74,  two  of  the  members  said 
they  were  discriminated  against.  Two 
others  ou  the  same  job  allowed  that  they 
had  never  been  approached  in  the  same 
manner.  Now  these  two  were  told  that  they 
could  not  smoke  cigarettes  on  the  job — these 
two,  the  other  two  were  allowed  to  smoke. 
These  two  were  told  on  three  occasions  that 
they  could  not  wear  a  glove  in  the  cold 
weather  on  the  right  hand,  in  which  they 
used  the  hatchet  in  erecting  this  rib  work 
on  the  outside  walls.  The  other  two  boys 
on  the  same  job  were  not  told  the  same 
thing  according  to  the  evidence,  and  they 
got  by  with  it.  These  two  brothers  were 
fired.  I  am  a  little  ahead  of  the  story.  At 
noon  of  one  day  the  foreman  came  around 


to  them  when  they  were  on  their  own  time. 
One  of  them  still  had  a  glove  on  his  hand 
and  he  grasped  him  by  the  wrist  and  tore 
the  glove  off  his  hand,  and  then  fired  him. 

Then  the  General  President,  I  believe, 
assisted  by  the  Executive  Board,  says  that 
is  not  discrimination!  I  say  to  you.  Bro- 
thers, that  that  is  rank  discrimination, — 
when  I  or  you  as  a  foreman  will  tell  this 
man  and  this  man  that  he  can't  smoke  and 
he  cant'  wear  gloves,  and  allow  this  man  and 
this  man  to  wear  them!  And  I  say  the  best 
thing  this  convention  can  do  is  to  rescind 
the  action  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the 
International  President  and  allow  that  fine 
and  penalty  to  prevail. 

DEL.  KNUD  AGGERHOLM,  Local  173: 
Am  I  in  order  to  submit  a  minority  report? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  No,  you  will 
have  to  submit  that  first. 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  73:  Was 
the  Chairman  and  the  Executive  Board  cog- 
nizant of  the  facts  that  the  Brother  out- 
lined in  the  charges? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  I  would  like 
to  answer  a  few  of  the  charges.  Now  this 
man,  I  don't  know  him  from  a  jack  rabbit. 
He  may  be  everything  that  Brother  Yoder 
says  about  him,  and  he  may  have  committed 
many  infractions  of  the  rules  of  Local  74 
and  other  Local  Unions  that  I  don't  know 
anything  about,  but  the  case  that  I  was 
called  upon  to  decide  was  this  particular 
case. 

Now,  Brother  McVey  has  told  you  about 
the  correspondence,  but  he  didn't  tell  you 
that  these  two  men  who  had  made  the 
charges  and  claimed  that  they  were  dis- 
criminated against  did  not  make  any  charges 
until  after  they  were  laid  off,  and  he  didn't 
also  tell  you  that  they  were  both  relatives 
of  this  fellow  who  were  seeking  revenge  for 
being  laid  off. 

I  did  not  only  investigate  this  case  by 
correspondence,  but  if  my  memory  serves 
me  right  I  sat  in  with  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil of  Local  74  and  discussed  the  case  with 
them,  and  before  rendering  this  ruling,  these 
two  men  who  preferred  the  charges  did  not 
prefer  the  charges  until  after  he  laid  them 
off,  and  the  evidence  showed  in  the  minutes 
that  this  fellow  claims  that  they  threatened 
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him  if  he  didn't  keep  them  on  the  job  and 
didn't  keep  them  in  employ.  One  was  a 
brother-in-law  and  another  an  uncle. 

DEL.  ARTHUR  D.  YODER.  Illinois  State 
Council:  Mr.  Chairman,  may  I  just  say  they 
were  laid  off  that  night. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  thing  the 
charges  were  preferred  on  happened  a  week 
or  so  before  they  were  laid  off. 

DEL.  PATRICK  MULLANE,  New  Jersey 
State  Council:  One  of  the  unforunate  things 
that  happen  in  our  organization  is  that  fact 
that  when  men  are  discriminated  against 
by  the  foreman  on  erecting  a  poor  class  of 
work,  that  they  do  so  and  say  nothing  until 
they  are  laid  off.  It  happened  especially 
during  the  past  four  or  five  years  that  this 
condition  more  or  less  has  prevailed 
throughout  our  industry.  It  is  an  unfor- 
tunate circumstance,  and  I  agree  with  Bro- 
ther McVey  that  if  this  foreman  did  it,  the 
fact  that  the  men  did  not  complain  until 
they  were  laid  off,  they  didn't  because  they 
were  afraid  of  losing  their  jobs. 

I  hold  no  brief  for  them,  they  are  not  the 
type  of  men  that  they  should  be,  but  I  also 
believe  that  if  the  foreman  did  make  use  of 
the  practices  that  have  been  brought  before 
the  Convention,  that  he  should  be  fined. 

DEL.  WALTER  MATTHEWS,  Local  46: 
We  have  these  foremen  throughout  the  dif- 
ferent cities,  and  I  can  cite  a  case  before  the 
Executive  Board  of  Local  46  some  years  ago 
on  an  open  job  without  any  windows,  the 
foreman  on  the  job  had  about  six  men,  two 
of  them  were  his  relations.  This  foreman  said 
to  two  fellows  who  happened  to  have  gloves 
on,  "Take  them  off,  this  ain't  no  school."  His 
own  two  relations  had  gloves  on,  and  one  of 
these  fellows  said,  "What  is  the  matter  with 
those  fellows  over  there?  They  have  them  on 
too."  He  said,  "Never  mind,  you  are  going 
to  do  as  I  say." 

Well  they  accepted  their  money.  At  the 
following  meeting  charges  were  brought 
against  this  foreman,  and  Local  46  put  a 
fine  on  him  of  $50.  That  is  discrimination, 
pure  and  simple,  although  our  laws  do  not 
cover  it.  As  Brother  McVey  states,  this 
foreman  walked  on  the  job  regardless  of 
whether  some  of  these  men  were  related  to 
him  or  not,  and  demanding  that  the  man 
take  the  glove  off  his  hand  during  his  own 


time  was  pure  discrimination,  and  if  I  was 
on  the  case  I  would  bring  a  verdict  in  that 
that  foreman  was  guilty  of  discrimination 
and  expel  him  for  three  years. 

DEL.  STROUP,  Mississippi  Valley  Dis- 
trict Council: 

Mr.  Chairman,  this  brings  back  ray  mem- 
ory some  twelve  years  ago  when  I  was  a 
foreman  in  Chicago.  I  was  Superintendent 
for  the  Swintic  Caldwell  Company,  and  this 
same  gentleman,  Tillman,  is  the  name,  ap- 
peared before  the  Executive  Board  against 
me  and  for  three  weeks  I  was  persecuted 
by  that  man.  He  worked  for  me  and  I  was 
taken  out  of  a  shop  for  a  year  on  his  testi- 
mony and  practically  his  testimony  alone, 
because  he  said  I  tried  to  get  him  to  put 
on  12  or  15  hundred  feet  of  corner  beads  in 
a  day  or  some  other  story.  They  were  will- 
ing to  believe  it.  And  if  that  is  the  man, 
he  had  no  more  consideration  for  anyone 
other  than  himself,  and  I  am  in  favor  of 
sustaining  Local  74. 

DEL.  DAVID  McVEY,  Local  74:  Mr. 
Chairman,  I  am  not  here  for  revenge.  I  am 
here  for  putting  this  case  up  on  its  own 
merits. 

CHAIRMAN  COOK  OF  GRIEVANCE 
COMMITTEE:  This  decision  was  based 
clearly  on  correspondence  that  we  had. 
Now  if  we  had  had  all  of  this  information 
that  has  been  transmitted  to  us,  possibly 
the  decision  might  have  been  different.  This 
is  all  loose  stuff  that  is  coming  out  now. 
This  is  the  evidence  that  was  submitted, 
and  is  what  we  based  our  decision  on. 

DEL.  ARTHUR  D.  YODER,  Illinois  State 
Council:  I  don't  think  it  is  necessary  for 
ihe  Committee  to  say  thai.  All  I  spuKe  on 
was  the  communications  nefore  mis  Com- 
mittee. The  only  difference  of  opinion  be- 
tween us  was  as  to  the  length  of  time  it 
took  them  to  file  the  charges. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Question  has 
been  called  for.  All  those  in  favor  of  the 
adoption  of  the  Committee's  report  will  sig- 
nify their  consent  by  saying  "Aye".  Aye. 
Contrary?  No.  The  Committee's  report  is 
lost. 

CHAIRMAN  COOK  OF  THE  GRIEVANCE 
COMMITTEE  continued  his  report. 
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This  is  relative  to  Local  No.  38 

As  a  reinstated  cliarter  issued  to  Local 
38,  Suffollv  and  Nassau  Counties,  wliich  was 
rev()lc(Ml  by  tlie  General  President  for  a 
violation  of  agreement  entered  into  at 
time  of  reinstatement.  The  Grievance  Com- 
mittee after  a  lengthy  discussion  and  hear- 
ing evidence  presented  by  Delegates  who 
represented  Local  46,  244  and  J.  J.  Clark 
who  represented  members  of  suspended 
local. 

The  Grievance  Committee  agreed  unani- 
mously to  sustain  the  action  of  General 
President,  also  the  verdict  handed  down 
by  Court  of  Justice. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Delegates: 

Your  Grievance  Board  consented  to  give 
Mr.  Clark  a  hearing  when  he  asked  at  this 
convention,  thereby  setting  a  precedent  for 
the  reason  of  a  damaging  communication 
sent  to  all  locals,  causing  much  dissen- 
sion among  some  of  our  locals  who  were 
not  in  a  position  to  know  all  of  the  facts. 
Mr.  Clark  was  called  in  and  asked  to  pre- 
sent us  with  positive  proof  of  his  accusa- 
tions. He  had  no  proof  and  his  claims  were 
based  on  mere  suppositions  and  in  no  case 
could  he  substantiate  any  of  his  accusa- 
tions or  threats  contained  in  his  communi- 
cations. Your  Committee  gave  this  case 
over  six  hours  of  constant  study.  Mr.  Clark 
and  members  of  Local  38  signed  an  agree- 
ment for  five  years  which  was  duly  signed 
and  granted  Local  38— March  27,  1931.  After 
continuously  ignoring  and  breaking  the 
agreement  entered  into  this  reinstated  char- 
ter of  Local  38  was  revoked  in  1935,  after 
which  he  formed  a  co-operative  union  among 
his  members  who  subscribed  $50.00  each 
and  every  man  was  an  individual  contrac- 
tor paying  a  salary  to  Mr.  Clark  and  divid- 
ing profits  derived  from  work  done,  Mr. 
Clark  acting  as  contractor  and  Business  Re- 
presentative. 

Your  Committee  has  attached  letters  by 
Mr.  Clark  and  others  and  recommend  they 
be  copied  and  turned  over  to  Local  46  for 
their  files  as  the  territories  formerly  con- 
trolled by  Local  38  are  being  taken  care  of 
by  locals  46  and  244. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  this 
recommendation  be  concurred  in,  and  I  move 
the  adoption  of  the  Committee's  report. 

Seconded. 


PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee  be  concurred  in.  Are 
you  ready  for  tlio  question?  All  those  in 
favor  will  give  the  usual  consent  by  say- 
ing "Aye".  Contrary?  No.  The  "Ayes" 
have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

CHAIRMAN  COOK,  of  Grievance  Commit- 
tee, continued  report: 

Local  No.  475,  San  Angelo,  Tex.,  in  case  of 
John  Chuoke,  30637.  This  is  an  old  case,  dat- 
ing back  to  the  previous  convention  of  1929 
but  not  acted  upon  until  after  that  conven- 
tion. It  is  relative  to  a  case  of  discrimina- 
tion and  placing  of  a  $50  fine  on  a  charge 
of  violating  Section  159  (the  fifty-fifty  law) 
and  now  known  as  Section  164,  wherein  the 
General  President  ordered  this  fine  remitted. 
The  Executive  Council  voted  unanimously 
to  sustain  this  decision. 

After  reading  all  evidence  in  this  case, 
it  was  moved  by  Delegate  O'Hoppe,  seconded 
by  Delegate  Aggerholm,  to  concur  in  action 
of  the  General  President  and  Executive 
Council.    Carried  unanimously. 

I  move,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  be  concurred 
in. 

Duly  seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  Recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee  be  concurred  in.  Are 
you  ready  for  the  question.  All  those  in 
favor  will  give  the  usual  consent  by  say- 
ing "Aye".  Contrary,  No.  The  "Ayes"  have 
it,  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

CHAIRMAN  COOK,  of  Grievance  Commit- 
tee: Mr.  Chairman,  that  completes  a  partial 
report.  There  are  two  more  cases  to  be 
acted  upon. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Are  there  any 
more  committees  to  report? 

DEL.  J.  0.  DAHL,  Golden  Gate  District 
Council,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion: We  have  had  but  one  resolution  re- 
ferred to  this  committee  which  reads  as 
follows: 

Resolution  No.  40: 

WHEREAS  the  process  of  welding  work 
under  the  Lathers'  jurisdiction  has  in- 
creased greatly  and  is  constantly  growing, 

THEREFORE  be  it  resolved  that  the 
following  words  shall  be  added  to  Sec- 
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tion  157 — "Each  apprentice  shall  take  up 
the  study  of  the  operation,  arch  and  spot 
welding  wherever  possible." 

THE  COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDS 
that  we  adopt  and  concur  in  the  same. 

Seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Are  yon 
ready  for  the  question?  All  those  in  fa- 
vor of  the  Committee's  report  will  give 
the  usual  consent  by  saying  "Aye".  Con- 
trary? The  Ayes  have  it  and  it  is  so  or- 
dered. 

CHAIRMAN  J.  O.  DAHL  OF  THE  ED- 
UCATION COMMITTEE  continued: 

We  hereby  submit  the  complete  report 
of  the  Committee. 

"To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Sev- 
enteenth Convention  of  the  Wood.  Wire 
and  Metal  Lathers'  International  Union. 

Greeting: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Education,  find 
that  there  has  been  much  progress  made 
In  the  education  of  the  apprentice  and 
journeymen  members  of  our  organization, 
in  the  various  subjects  which  pertain  to 
our  craft,  and  are  appropriate  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  mechanical  ability  within 
our  industry. 

This  has  been  brought  about  by  their 
attendance  at  the  schools  in  various 
cities,  which  have  been  provided  such, 
through  the  efforts  of  Organized  Labor. 

We  at  this  time  wish  to  commend 
Brothers  Harry  J.  Hagen,  of  Local  Union 
No.  73  and  M.  F.  Nealon,  Fourth  Int. 
Vice-President,  and  many  other  members 
of  this  organization,  who  have  devoted 
80  much  of  their  time  and  energy  in  fur- 
thering vocational  education  for  those  of 
our  membership  who  are  desirous  of  par- 
ticipating therein. 

We  recommend  that  all  apprentices  in 
this  organization  take  advantage  of  these 
opportunities,  so  that  our  industry  and 
the  L.I.U.,  as  well  as  they,  may  benefit 
by  their  standards  and  eflScIency. 

It  is  presumed  that  all  Local  Unions 
have  encouraged  their  apprentices  to  at- 


tend schools,  as  requested  at  our  previous 
conventions,  thereby  assisting  in  this  pro- 
gressive method  of  advancing  the  status 
of  our  organization. 

As  previously  reported,  we  recommend 
the  adoption  and  concurrence  in  Resolu- 
tion No.  40,  as  submitted  to  this  conven- 
tion.

DEL.   MOORE:    I  want  at  this  time 

lo  extend  an  invitation  to  delegates  who 
pass  through  Chicago  to  visit  the  Lathers' 
and  Plasterers'  School  at  the  Washburn 
School. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  dele- 
gates passing  through  Chicago  will  take 
notice. 

.\11  those  in  favor  of  the  report  will 
signify  by  saying  "Aye";  contrary?  The 
"Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

Are  there  any  further  committees  to 
report  If  not,  I  think  we  ought  to  ad- 
journ, in  order  to  allow  the  Resolutions 
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and  Law  Comniittoo  to  linisli  their  work 
and  the  other  committoes  to  complete 
their  work. 

DEL.  IMOORE:  Mr.  President,  is  it 
possible  for  the  Resolutions  Committee 
to  get  throiish  the  resolutions  this  even- 
ing? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  can  probably  an- 
swer that. 

DEL.  MOORE:  The  reason  I  asked 
that  is:  Some  of  the  delegates  will  prob- 
ably be  leaving  here.  I  don't  know  how 
their  pocket-book  is,  but  if  we  have  to 
extend  it  over  to  Saturday,  some  will 
not  be  able  to  stand  the  pressure. 

DEL.  CASE:  In  answer  to  that.  I  want 
to  say  that  I  really  believe,  insofar  as  the 
Resolutions  Committee  is  concerned,  that 
we  can  finish  tonight,  and  if  the  conven- 
tion did  not  take  too  long  I  think  we  can 
be  through  in  a  half  an  hour  or  so  to- 
morrow and  be  in  a  position  to  call  the 
election  of  officers  by  2.30  tomorrow  af- 
ternoon. I  don't  think  we  should  have 
the  election  of  officers  until  we  transact 
all  the  business. 

DEL.  MOORE:  That  was  not  what  I 
had  in  mind.  What  I  had  in  mind  was: 
was  it  necessary  for  us  to  have  a  night 
session? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  I  don't 
think  so. 

DEL.  HAGGERTY:  The  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  announces  that  we  have 
some  resolutions  where  the  sponsors  have 
asked  for  a  hearing — I  have  forgotten 
their   names  on   the   committee  —  but  I 


know  the  names  are  several,  asking  for 
a  hearing.  Will  the  delegates  keep  that 
in  mind  and  be  before  the  Committee  this 

evening? 

DEL.  CASE:  Might  I  say  that  everybody 
who  wants  to  be  heard  here,  and  I  believe 
we  have  to  consult  with  the  General  Presi- 
dent on  one  or  two  matters,  and  I  want  the 
Committee  on  Law  and  Resolutions  to  get 
right  down  to  business  in  order  to  finish. 

DEL.  DAHL:  I  hope  that  you  will  bear 
with  me  for  a  moment.  We  have  previously 
adopted  a  resolution  pertaining  to  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt,  and  it  has  been  called  to 
our  attention  that  a  certain  representative 
of  this  organization  has  possibly  been  going 
throughout  certain  portions  of  the  United 
States  conveying  the  impression  that  the 
Lathers'  International  Union  are  approving 
the  candidacy  of  another  candidate  for  the 
office  of  President  of  the  United  States. 
Therefore,  Brother  Chairman,  I  would  like 
to  offer  at  this  time  a  motion — if  I  am  in 
order — ^that  a  telegram  of  the  resolution  as 
adopted — that  is,  resolution  No.  23 — be  sent 
to  Des  Moines  to  the  Democratic  Central 
Committee  of  that  city. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  telegram 
as  requested  by  Delegate  Dahl  can  be  sent 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Central  Committee 
informing  him  that  we  have  not  endorsed 
anybody.    Have  we? 

DEL.  HAGGERTY:  That  was  endorsing 
President  Roosevelt's  candidacy.

DEL.  SAL  MASO,  Committee  on  Creden- 
tials: 

Mr.  Chairman,  We  of  the  Credentials  Com- 
mittee submit  this  additional  report,  recom- 
mending that  the  following  delegate  be  seat- 
ed: 

John  Lenihan,  Local  No.  5,  Detroit,  Mich.: 
I  move  that  this  report  be  adopted. 

Seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  of  adoption  of  the  Committee's  report 
will  signify  by  saying  "Aye".  Aye.  Con- 
trary? The  Ayes  have  it,  and  it  is  so  ord- 
ered. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Roll  Call  of 
Delegates. 

(The  Roll  of  Delegates  was  called  by  the 
Secretary.) 

SECRETARY  FORD:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
find  13  absentees. 

DEL.  J.  H.  MITCHELL,  Local  68:  There 
is  one  thing  I  would  like  to  call  to  the 
attention  of  the  delegates.  There  is  an  ar- 
ticle here  in  one  of  the  morning  papers 
that  appears  to  have  misconstrued  the  action 
of  this  Convention.  In  other  words,  it  is  to 
the  effect  that  we  have  approved  the  action 
of  the  C.I.O.  And  I  want  to  make  a  motion 
that  the  Resolutions  Committee  be  instruct- 
ed to  bring  in  a  resolution  repudiating  that 
statement.

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have  heard 
the  motion.

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Report  of  Com- 
mittee on  Resolutions  and  Laws.  Delegate 
Case! 

DEL.  CASE,  Chairman  of  Committee  on 
Resolutions  and  Laws: 

Resolution  69:  We  did  not  have  the  Pro- 
ceedings and  I  don't  know  what  page  it  is 
on,  but  it  reads: 

WHEREAS  many  of  our  Members  are  in 
Local  Unions  where  very  little  work  exists, 
and  other  Local  Unions  have  more  work 
than  can  be  handled  by  the  members  in  their 
local  Union. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  Local  Secretaries  shall 
notify  headquarters  whenever  members  are 
unemployed,  or  when  additional  members 
are  required  in  their  jurisdiction." 

The  Committee  concurred  in  this  Resolu- 
tion. I  move  the  adoption  of  the  Commit- 
tee's report. 

Seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded.  That  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  be  adopted.  All  those 
in  favor  will  give  the  usual  consent  by  say- 
ing Aye.  Contrary?  The  Ayes  have  it  and 
it  is  so  ordered. 
Resolution  68,  page  105: 

WHEREAS  we  feel  that  the  best  interests 
of  our  membership  throughout  our  Interna- 
tional Union  cannot  well  be  served  through 
the  failure  of  our  Executive  Council  to  meet 
at  any  scheduled  time; 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  Section  19  of  our 
Constitution  be  amended  to  read:  "He  shall 
call  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council  every 
six  months  except  in  the  year  in  which  a 
Convention  is  held." 
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BE  IT  FUIITIIEU  UESOLVKI)  lliul  the 
sum  of  five  cents  per  month  per  niembor  be 
set  aside  from  our  present  per  capita  tax 
creating  a  fund  to  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  defraying  tlie  exi)enses  of  our  Executive 
Council  meetings  and  organizaiion.  This 
fund  to  be  used  for  no  other  purpose. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RliSOLVEl)  that  Sec- 
tion 18  of  our  Constitution  be  amended  to 
read:  "He  shall  see  that  there  is  money 
in  the  International  Treasury  more  than 
sufficient  to  pay  the  running  expenses  of 
the  office,  pay  for  needed  supplies  on  deliv- 
ery, and  the  salary  and  expenses  of  the 
General  Secretary-Treasurer  for  at  least 
three  months  and  none  of  this  amount  shall 
be  used  for  any  other  purpose." 

The  Committee  non-concurred  in  this  Re- 
solution. 

I  move  the  adoption  of  the  Committee's 
report. 

Seconded. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  It  has  been  re- 
gularly moved  and  seconded,  That  the  Re- 
port of  the  Committee  be  adopted.  Are  you 
ready  for  the  question? 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  73:  I 
want  to  make  an  amendment,  Mr.  Chairman, 
after  the  words  "6  months"^ — I  would  like 
to  add  the  words  "if  necessary". 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Are  there  any 
remarks? 

DEL.  W.  P.  EDWARDS,  Local  378:  There 
is  a  movement  to  create  two  additional  vice- 
presidents.  We  all  know  that  it  costs  money 
to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council. 
To  call  a  meeting  every  6  months  is  taking 
money  which  rightfully  belongs  to  this  or- 
ganization for  organizing  expense.s.  That 
money  can  well  be  spent  in  many  of  the 
localities  for  a  better  purpose  I  believe  than 
calling  more  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Council. 

SAL  MASO,  Local  143:  I  believe  the  am- 
endment takes  care  of  that, — "If  necessary", 
which  leaves  it  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
International  President. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  report  of 
the  Committee  is  non-concurrence  in  the  re- 
solution.   The  amendment  is  amending  the 


resolution.  I  believe  that  the  amendment 
at  this  time  would  be  out  of  order,  and  if 
the  report  of  the  Committee  would  be  voted 
down  and  tiie  amendment  then  become  the 
property  of  the  Convention,  then  the  resolu- 
tion itself  would  be  subject  to  amendment. 

The  Motion  is  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
Committee,  and  the  report  of  the  Committee 
is  to  non-concur  in  the  Resolution.  All 
those  in  favor  of  the  Committee's  recommen- 
dation will  signify  in  the  usual  way  by 
saying  "Aye".  Contrary?  No.  The  Motion 
is  lost. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Now  the  re- 
commendation of  the  Committee  is  lost,  the 
resolution  is  before  the  Convention. 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  73 :  Now 
I  make  a  motion,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  the 
amendment  be  placed  before  the  Convention. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Delegate  Hag- 
en  offers  an  amendment  to  the  resolution. 
The  amendment  will  come  first.  All  those 
in  favor  of  the  amendment  will  signify  in 
the  usual  way  by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary. 
The  Ayes  have  it,  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Now  the  ques- 
tion recurs  upon  the  resolution  as  amended. 
All  those  in  favor  will  signify  in  the  usual 
way  by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary.  The  Ayes 
have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 
Resolution  67,  page  105: 

RESOLVED  that  a  local  be  in  continuous 
good  standing  for  a  year  prior  to  the  date 
of  a  convention  before  being  entitled  to 
seat  a  delegate  at  a  convention." 

The  Committee  concurred  in  this.  I  move 
the  adoption  of  the  Committee's  Report. 

Seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been  re- 
gularly moved  and  seconded,  That  the  Re- 
port of  tlie  Committee  be  adopted.  Are  you 
ready  for  the  question? 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  73:  What 
is  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee. 

DEL.  CASE:    That  it  be  concurred  in. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  will  give  the  usual  consent  by  saying 
"Aye".  Contrary?  The  Ayes  have  it,  and 
it  is  so  ordered. 
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Resolution  66,  page  105: 

WHEREAS,  since  journeymen  who  solicit 
or  contract  work  are  a  detriniont  to  our 
cause  of  strictly  journeymen  locals, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  in  Section  58 
L.LU.  constitution  the  word  "twenty"  be 
changed  to  "ten"  and  the  word  "shall"  be 
changed  to  "must".  Section  58  would  thus 
read:  "All  local  unions  are  called  upon  to 
advance  the  cause  of  strictly  journeymen's 
unions,  to  the  end  that,  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, all  locals  with  a  membership  of  ten 
or  more  journeymen  must  reorganize  as 
permanent  unions  of  journeymen." 

CHAIRMAN  CASE,  of  Resolutions:  The 
Brother  that  presented  this  asked  to  have 
it  withdrawn. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Is  there  any 
objection  to  the  withdrawal  of  this  resolu- 
tion? There  appears  to  be  none,  the  permis- 
sion will  be  granted  to  have  it  withdrawn. 

Someone  in  the  meeting  asked  for  a  few 
minutes  to  peruse  the  resolution. 

DEL.  NEIL  HAGGERTY,  Southern  Cali- 
fornia District  Council:  For  the  committee 
might  I  state,  while  the  delegates  are  read- 
ing this  resolution,  that  the  resolution  is 
superfluous  in  its  wording  except  in  the  first 
paragraph  where  it  changes  the  word 
"twenty"  to  "ten".  At  the  present  time  the 
law  is  the  local  has  the  autonomy  to  make  a 
Journeymen's  Local  with  20  or  more.  That 
is  mandatory,  so  that  the  resolution  was 
superfluous  and  the  sponsor  withdrew  it  on 
that  basis. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  There  being 
no  objection,  permission  is  granted  to  have 
the  resolution  withdrawn. 

Resolution  32,  page  46,  by  Delegate  A.  J. 
Mokedanz: 

WHEREAS,  the  per  capita  tax  of  90  cents 
per  month  per  member  has  been  excessive 
to  the  earnings  of  the  members  and  has  been 
the  cause  of  a  great  loss  of  members,  there- 
fore be  is  RESOLVED  that  the  wording  of 
ninety  cents  per  month  in  section  84  be 
changed  to  read  sixty  cents  per  month,  thus 
increasing  the  membership  of  locals  who 
through  non-union  and  unfair  competition 
have  had  to  suspend  members  who  have  been 
unable  to  pay  this  excessive  per  capita  tax. 


The  loss  of  revenue  can  be  balanced  by  the 
increase  in  membership  and  by  section  85. 

CHAIRMAN  CASE:  He  wishes  to  with- 
draw this  resolution. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Is  there  ob- 
jection to  the  withdrawal  of  this  resolution? 
There  being  none,  it  is  so  ordered. 

Resolution  60,  page  104: 

"Under  the  caption  of  transfers  on  line 
(4),  section  122,  change  the  word  two  to 
read  five,  to  read  as  follows: 

"Transfers  of  reinstated  members  may  be 
rejected  who  have  not  been  in  continuous 
good  standing  for  a  period  of  five  years. 
This  law  does  not  apply  to  new  members 
who  have  not  been  suspended." 

Your  Committee  non-concurred  in  this 
resolution.  I  move  the  adoption  of  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee. 

Seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  Recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee  be  adopted.  Are  you 
ready  for  the  question? 

VICE-PRESIDENT  MOORE,  Chicago:  I 
have  not  changed  my  opinion  on  this  resolu- 
tion since  it  was  first  introduced.  I  still 
believe  it  is  the  best  instrument  for  this 
organization.  There  was  no  intent  in  my 
mind  that  the  resolution  was  to  place  any 
obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  man  that  was 
suspended  not  through  his  own  fault,  but  it 
was  placed  there  in  my  opinion  to  take 
care  of  the  strike  breaker  or  the  one  who 
took  advantage  of  the  conditions  in  some 
city  whereby  he  could  go  into  a  local  Union 
and  become  reinstated,  with  the  thought  in 
mind  that  when  the  conditions  in  that  terri- 
tory that  he  had  his  mind  set  on,  that  he 
would  be  able  to  get  into  that  local  Union 
and  take  advantage  of  this  and  receive  the 
cream  of  the  work  which  the  members  in  that 
local  Union  built  up,  and  then  when  he  re- 
turned to  his  own  city,  he  would  do  as  he 
had  done  before  going  on  the  outside  and 
try  to  destroy  and  tear  down  their  condi- 
tion. I  was  in  hopes  that  the  Committee 
would  amend  the  resolution  so  that  it  would 
not  in  any  way  if  there  was  a  thought  in 
the  delegates'  mind  to  interfere  with  the 
resolution  that  is  coming  before  this  con- 
vention, to  straighten  out  the  members  who 
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were  suspended  not  through  thoir  own  fault 
— by  non-payment  of  dues. 

Of  course  there  has  been  something  said 
that  probably  is  a  little  bit  premature  be- 
cause we  ought  to  wait  for  another  three 
years,  but  I  am  not  in  sympathy  with  the 
former  member  of  the  organization  who 
went  out  and  tried  to  tear  down  and  de- 
stroy the  local  Union  in  their  locality  when 
members  in  our  organization  were  struggl- 
ing along  in  every  way  possible  in  order  to 
pay  in  their  dues  in  that  local  Union  and 
their  per  Capita  Tax  in  order  to  strengthen 
our  International  Union.  That  is  the  reason 
why  I  am  in  sympathy  with  this  resolution. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Any  further 
remarks? 

DEL.  NEIL  HAGGERTY.  Southern  Cali- 
fornia District  Council:  Might  I  say,  this 
resolution  went  before  this  convention  yes- 
terday, was  referred  back  to  the  committee 
to  draft  amendments  or  corrections  if  pos- 
sible. The  Committee  worked  on  this  resolu- 
tion with  diligence  without  finding  any  ave- 
nue of  amendment,  as  we  found  it  impossible 
to  find  the  necessary  language  to  amend  this 
resolution  to  protect  the  real  Trade  Unionist 
who  had  been  suspended  during  the  past  six 
years  through  no  fault  of  his  own  as  against 
the  chiseller  and  the  scab.  The  Committee 
therefore  recommended  non-concurrence. 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  No.  190: 
I  believe  we  should  support  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee.  While  I  agree  en- 
tirely with  the  spirit  of  Brother  Moore,  I 
don't  believe  that  that  thing  can  be  corrected 
by  this  mission.  I  am  afraid  it  is  going  to 
do  a  lot  of  harm  to  our  International  Union 
if  we  restrict  the  membership  to  a  condition 
that  they  cannot  travel  through  the  country 
freely  until  they  have  been  in  good  standing 
for  five  years. 

I  want  to  tell  you  this.  Brothers,  in  re- 
gards to  our  own  locality,  that  a  lot  of  the 
conditions  that  we  had  to  correct  were  due 
also  to  the  mistakes  of  our  own  Union,  and 
we  did  not  hesitate  to  tell  the  unorganized 
lathers  in  that  territory  that  we  as  well  as 
they  had  made  mistakes  and  that  we  were 
faced  with  the  problem  of  building  a  100 
per  cent,  union. 

We  have  completed  in  our  locality  a  100 
per  cent.  Union  condition.  We  have  no 
non-Union  lathers  in  the  two  cities,  and  we 


have  taken  in,  I  believe,  some  90  members 
in  one  town  and  I  believe  35  in  another. 
They  represent  two-thirds  of  the  organiza- 
tion. This  is  also  true  regarding  the  Plas- 
tering trades,  and  we  are  fortunate  that  we 
are  operating  as  one  unit  in  the  two  cities 
among  the  four  trades  who  are  also  organ- 
ized, 100  per  cent. 

Now  if  this  law  is  passed — and  I  trust  the 
Brothers  will  have  tolerance — in  the  East 
State  organizations  developed  first  and  on 
the  West  Coast,  but  in  the  Middle  Western 
States  the  need  for  organization  came  later, 
and  the  conditions  have  been  entirely  dif- 
ferent. 

If  this  resolution  was  passed  I  know  it 
would  create  a  terrific  uproar  not  only  in 
our  own  organization  but  in  many  organiza- 
tions throughout  the  country. 

Now  here  is  the  point  I  want  to  empha- 
size, and  then  I  am  through.  This  resolu- 
tion has  for  its  objective  to  make  good 
Union  men  out  of  these  who  have  been  on 
the  outside  before.  Is  that  correct?  WVll, 
Brothers,  you  won't  change  the  nature  of  a 
man  by  those  tactics.  You  change  the  nature 
of  those  people  who  have  done  wrong  in  the 
past  and  have  been  on  the  outside  of  our 
organization  by  building  a  good  organiza- 
tion and  educating  them  and  setting  up  such 
means  of  education  whereby  they  recognize 
the  fundamental  principles  of  Trade  Union- 
ism, and  I  may  say  about  my  own  Union, 
they  have  got  the  education  today  because 
they  are  leading  in  every  struggle  of  other 
Unions,  and  they  have  proved  themselves 
to  be  as  loyal  and  willing  and  ready  to 
sacrifice  as  any  men  throughout  the  country 
that  have  been  in  even  longer  continuous 
standing. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  of  adopting  the  Committee's  Report 
will  signify  their  consent  by  saying  "Aye". 
Contrary!  The  Ayes  have  it,  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 

Resolution  62,  page  104,  signed,  said  Chair- 
man Case,  by  eight  or  ten  delegates: 

"WHEREAS,  certain  companies  now  doing 
business  as  manufacturers  of  various  mater- 
ials pertaining  to  Lathing  and  the  erection 
of  the  same,  and  other  contractors  doing  an 
Interstate  business,  wlio  hire  lathers  direct, 
through  International  agreements,  have  in 
the  past  and  in  some  instances,  are  at  the 
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present  time  causing  coufusiou  and  unrest 
in  some  portions  of  our  jurisdiction  by  the 
other  than  Lathing  Superintendents  in  the 
Construction  of  our  worlv. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED.  That 

as  a  basis  of  such  agreements  or  other  of  a 
like  classification  they  shall  be  required  to 
employ  continuously  a  Superintendent  who 
shall  have  authority  over  all  lathing  of  every 
description,  and  job  location  with  sole  right 
to  employ  and  discharge  Lathers.  He  shall 
appoint  job  foremen  when  necessary  and 
shall  be  furnished  by  his  employer  with  a 
list  of  all  jobs  on  signing  a  dosing  of  con- 
tract. 

He  must  be  a  member  of  the  L.LU.  in  good 
standing. 

Subletting  all  or  part  of  any  job  covered 
by  the  jurisdiction  of  the  L.LU.  is  prohi- 
bited under  this  Form  of  Agreement." 

YOUR  COMMITTEE  ADOPTED  THIS 
RESOLUTION.  I  move  concurrence  in  the 
Committee's  recommendation. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  That  the 
Recommendation  of  the  Committee  be  adopt- 
ed.   Are  you  ready  for  the  question? 

DEL.  JAMES  MITCHELL,  Local  No.  68: 
On  a  point  of  information,  I  understood  that 
the  ruling  of  the  Chair  was  to  the  effect  that 
the  only  matter  that  affected  the  change. 
Now  it  says,  "as  a  basis  of  such  agreements." 
It  does  not  say  what  agreement. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Agreements 
we  might  enter  Into  in  the  future  with  any 
of  these  companies. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  of  the  Committee's  Recommendation 
will  give  the  usual  consent  by  saying  "Aye". 
Contrary!  The  Ayes  have  it  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 

Resolution  61,  page  104. 

WHEREAS,  for  the  past  five  years  the 
financial  condition  of  our  organization  has 
been  at  a  very  low  level,  through  the  loss 
of  membership  and  our  savings  accounts  in 
bank  failures,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  funeral  benefit  of  our  or- 
ganization has  been  at  a  higher  death  rate 
in  the  past  seven  years  than  ever  before 
numbering  the  largest  death  rate  paid  under 


our  funeral  benefit  system,  this  made  it 
necessary  for  our  officials  to  make  a  loan 
from  one  of  the  banks  in  Cleveland  to  pay 
the  delinquent  death  benefits  accruing  for 
the  past  five  years,  and 

WHEREAS,  many  locals  within  our  In- 
ternational Union  have  not  sufficient  funds 
to  pay  a  representation  to  protect  our  juris- 
dictional claims. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  we 
place  a  twenty-five  cent  assessent  upon  every 
member  of  our  International  Union  for  a 
period  of  twelve  months  and  be  placed  In 
a  separate  fund  for  this  purpose. 

YOUR  COMMITTEE  CONSIDERED  THIS 
RESOLUTION  and  they  offer  this  amend- 
ment : 

"Provided  that  the  General  Officers  be  In- 
structed to  continue  this  assessment  if  in 
their  opinion  the  conditions  warrant  at  the 
end  of  one  year." 

YOUR  COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDS 
ADOPTION  OF  THE  RESOLUTION  AS 
AMENDED. 

— Duly  seconded — 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have 
heard  the  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee. It  has  been  regularly  moved  and 
seconded  that  the  report  of  the  Committee 
be  adopted.  Are  you  ready  for  the  ques- 
tion? 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  No.  190: 
I  would  like  to  ask  on  a  point  of  informa- 
tion, that  if  that  assessment  becomes  neces- 
sary, how  it  will  benefit  the  struggles  in 
the  different  localities  against  infringements 
on  our  trade,  how  would  they  benefit  by  the 
fund? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  I  suppose  you 
would  have  to  appoint  people  to  look  after 
the  interests  of  those  localities. 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  No.  73: 
The  International  law  at  the  present  time 
takes  care  of  emergencies  of  this  kind. 
Therefore,  I  am  in  favor  of  voting  down 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Any  further 
remarks. 

DEL.  DAVID  McVEY,  Local  No.  74:  I 
want  to  speak  in  favor  of  the  resolution, 
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and  1  hope  some  of  the  delegates  here  will 
extend  to  me  the  same  courtesy  that  they 
accept  for  themselves  and  not  holler  for 
the  Question. 

I  am  for  this  resolution,  because  iu  this 
crisis  in  our  organization  something  must 
be  done.  This  organization  faces  one  of  the 
greatest  fights  in  its  existence.  The  Car- 
penters, through  their  manipulation  of  the 
Building  Trades  Department,  are  trying  to 
encroach  upon  all  our  rights,  and  claim 
everything  that  rightfully  belongs  to  us  and 
that  we  have  had  for  years.  That  condi- 
tion is  prevailing  in  many  parts  of  the 
country.  The  International  treasury  is  not 
in  such  a  condition  that  they  can  take  care 
of  those  things. 

I  want  to  say  to  you  fellows  if  there  ever 
was  a  time  in  the  history  of  this  organiza- 
tion that  called  for  sacrifice  and  work  on 
our  part  to  keep  what  we  have,  it  is  now. 
The  only  fault  I  have  to  find  with  this 
resolution — and  I  know  we  will  have  a  hard 
time  going  back  to  our  Locals  and  telling 
them — is  that  it  is  not  enough.  Now  is  the 
time  to  put  money  in  the  coffers  of  the  In- 
ternational and  send  organizers  out  to  right 
these  encroachments  that  have  been  up- 
on our  jurisdictions,  and  I  say  to  you, 
fellows,  this  is  one  of  the  most  important 
things  that  in  my  opinion  has  come  before 
this  convention.  Some  of  you  boys  in  the 
big  cities  are  sitting  pretty  to  make  a  fight, 
but  this  is  the  condition  you  meet  around 
the  country  in  the  small  locals.  The  mem- 
bership in  the  small  locals  do  not  know 
what  belongs  to  the  lather.  You  go  there 
— and  I  have  had  a  little  experience  just 
lately  which  opened  my  eyes — you  go  there, 
and  when  you  meet  with  the  contractors  or 
anybody,  even  your  own  lathers  do  not  know 
their  own  jurisdiction. 

We  not  only  need  this  money  to  put 
organizers  in  the  field,  Mr.  Chairman,  but  I 
believe  that  in  addition  to  that,  that  this 
organization  should  send  out  a  man  or  a 
committee  or  different  men  to  meet  the 
organizations  and  educate  them  as  to  what 
rightfully  belongs  to  the  lather,  so  that  they 
may  be  able  to  help  us  fight. 

Now  this  condition  here,  25  cents  a  month, 
my  God,  men,  what  do  we  think  of  our 
organization?  It  cost  me  in  some  of  the 
past  years  $550  a  year  for  dues.  It  was 
money  well  spent, — 25  cents  an  hour  out  of 


every  hour's  work  that  we  worked,  besides 
the  dues,  to  keep  that  organization.  And 
you  are  going  to  quibble  here  that  you 
can't  sell  25  cents  a  month  to  your  organiza- 
tion? Are  we  willing  to  let  this  organization 
become  stagnant,  or  perhaps  dormant,  in 
the  near  future? 

I  say,  men,  let  us  get  together  and  do 
something  for  the  organization. 

DEL.  WALTER  MATTHEWS,  Local  No. 
46:  I  am  utterly  opposed  to  taxation  being 
put  on  any  member  of  any  locals  through- 
out the  country  unless  you  amend  that  to 
read,  that  we  will  have  taxation  and  repre- 
sentation according  to  taxation.  25  cents  a 
month  does  not  mean  anything  to  Local  No. 
46,  if  we  know  we  have  a  fight  out  in  Frisco 
or  Chicago,  but  we  should  have  a  little  voice 
and  something  to  say  how  the  money  is 
spent,  and  if  you  will  amend  that  to  read 
that  we  will  have  taxation  according  to 
representation,  I  will  vote  in  favor,  but  I  am 
not  going  to  have  some  Local  out  west  to 
vote  how  the  money  should  be  spent  and 
we  will  have  no  voice  in  the  manner  of  its 
spending. 

DEL.  RODIER:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  in 
favor  of  the  Committee's  report.  Brother 
Hagen  told  you  that  the  International  Un- 
ion officers  have  the  right  to  levy  an  assess- 
ment as  they  see  fit  in  this  case  to  receive. 
I  am  in  favor  of  the  resolution  in  order 
that  we  may  have  funds  set  aside  to  combat 
the  conditions  going  around  the  country 
now.  Down  in  the  part  of  the  country  from 
where  I  came  we  have  fought  it  where  the 
carpenter  is  trying  to  encroach  on  our  trade. 
Only  yesterday  I  received  a  telegram  which 
I  will  read  to  the  convention  if  I  may,  Mr. 
President. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Proceed,  Bro- 
ther Rodier. 

DEL.  RODIER:  "Lou  Rodier,  Secretary 
pro  tern  "Springfield  Illinois  Building  Trades 
Council,  c-o.  Leading  Hotel,  Toronto,  Ont. 

With  reference  to  jurisdictional  dispute 
on  Hay  Edwards  School  for  Board  of  Edu- 
cation District  letters  186  Springfield  Illinois 
by  and  between  carpenters  and  lathers  over 
installation  of  metal  products  manufactured 
by  the  Knapp  Manufacturing  Company  stop 
matter  was  referred  to  International  P'resi- 
dents  involved  October  eight  and  Department 
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having  failed  to  receive  any  information 
from  either  source  according  to  section  37 
of  Constitution  I  hereby  make  the  following 
decision  stop  that  the  installation  of  metal 
products  manufactured  by  Knapp  Company 
comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of 
America. 

J.  W.  Williams,  President." 

Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  as  I  understand  it, 
when  the  Committee  first  went  over  this 
resolution  they  were  not  going  to  concur  in 
it.  I  had  a  lot  more  data  then,  and  I  got 
letters  to  show  where  carpenters  had  writ- 
ten to  contractors  in  the  different  parts  of 
the  country  saying  they  had  agreement  be- 
tween the  lathers  to  put  on  the  suspended 
ceilings,  which  you  all  know  is  a  lie.  They 
have  an  organizer  in  all  parts  of  the  coun- 
try where  the  lathers  are  working  and  they 
are  after  the  corner  beads  and  so  on.  If 
you  are  going  to  sit  idly  by  and  not  make 
some  effort  to  combat  this  situation,  we 
may  as  well  tear  our  cards  up. 

DEL.  EDWARDS:  In  answer  to  the  form- 
er speaker  about  our  representation  and 
taxation  on  what  bearing  it  might  have  on 
this  resolution,  if  he  had  observed  during 
the  last  year  what  went  on  in  the  Building 
Trades  Dept.  I  don't  believe  he  would 
have  been  so  anxious  to  bring  about  the 
reform.  As  you  know,  when  the  carpenters 
came  back  into  the  Building  Trades  because 
their  representation  according  to  their  taxa- 
tion, they  put  Mr.  Williams  in  as  President, 
which  was  detrimental  to  our  organization, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  rest  of  it.  If  that 
were  introduced  into  this  organization,  that 
would  have  the  same  effect. 

DEL.  MOKEDANZ,  Local  97:  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, the  previous  speakers  in  favor  of  this 
resolution  have  expressed  my  thoughts  with 
the  exception  of  one  speaker  when  he  men- 
tioned the  small  local  unions.  I  want  to 
make  a  resolution,  Mr.  President,  and  I  was 
instructed  to  bring  it  before  this  body  for 
a  reduction  of  the  per  capita  tax.  Since  I 
have  been  in  this  convention,  I  have  obtained 
certain  information  which  to  my  mind  is 
an  utter  impossibility  i  >  put  over  a  reduc- 
tion of  the  per  capita  tax,  and  I  am  in 
favor  not  in  the  reduction  of  the  per  capita 
tax  but  increase  of  this  assessment.  This 
resolution  is  to  put  aside  a  separate  fund. 


The  question  of  25  cents  per  month  is  for 
the  purposes  of  our  International  Head- 
quarters. This  is  set  aside  for  the  question 
of  jurisdictional  claims  and  God  knows  the 
lathers  are  losing  enough  work  and  the 
small  local  cannot  afford  to  go  to  work  and 
to  pay  a  delegate  $50  to  $75  to  $100  to  $200 
a  week  to  go  out  and  fight  for  them.  I  am 
a  delegate  from  a  small  organization  in  an 
unorganized  district,  and  I  have  to  go  back 
to  my  body  and  say  to  them  it  is  necessary 
for  mo  to  be  in  favor  of  this  resolution. 

DEL.  MOORE:    Mr.  President— 

DEL.  HAGEN:  Will  brother  Moore  con- 
cede the  floor  to  me  for  a  moment? 

DEL.  MOORE:  Yes. 

DEL.  HAGEN:  The  delegation  whom  I 
represent  withdraw  their  objection  and  are 
willing  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee.    (Applaus-e. ) 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee  will  signify  by  saying  "Aye"; 
contrary?  The  "Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  15,  page  41, 
Resolution  No.  24,  page  44,  Resolution  No. 
39,  page  99,  and  Resolution  No.  20,  page  43. 
They  all  deal  with  the  same  subjects,  and 
the  Committee  has  adopted — 

DEL.  DAHL:  I,  as  one  of  the  members 
attending  the  convention,  desire  that  proper 
reference  should  be  made  to  the  convention 
proceedings  so  as  to  be  able  to  carry  out 
my  report  in  the  Committee,  and  I  would 
like  to  have  the  various  numbers. 

DEL.  CASE:    With  pleasure. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Brother  Case, 
how  many  resolutions  have  you? 

DEL.  CASE:  I  have  four  resolutions  that 
deal  with  the  same  subject,  and  resolution 
No.  15  we  have  adopted  and  non-concurred 
in  the  others. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Will  you  read 
the  numbers  so  that  we  may  know  what  the 
resolutions  refer  to? 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  15  is  on  page 
41,  and  I  think  you  will  find  that  in  the 
second  day's  proceedings.    Resolution  No.  24 
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iE  on  page  44.  and  that  w*uid  be  in  the  same 
day's  proceedings.  Resolution  No.  39  is  on 
page  99  and  Resolution  No.  20  is  on  page  43. 

TRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Committee. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  15  is  tEe 
one  that  is  adopted,  but  I  will  read  the  re- 
solves of  the  other  three.  If  Resolution  No. 
15  is  adopted,  it  takes  care  of  all  of  them, 
for  we  are  in  non-concurrence  with  the  oth- 
ers. 

Resolution  No.  15:  "THEREFORE  BE 
IT  RESOLVED  that  members  of  the  L.I.U. 
who  have  been  in  continuous  good  standing 
for  25  years  or  longer,  who  at  any  time 
are  totally  unemployed  for  a  period  of  three 
months  or  longer,  shall  not  be  suspended  by 
a  local  union  so  long  as  they  pay  their  In- 
ternational per  capita  tax  each  month  to 
the  secretary  of  the  local  in  whose  district 
they  reside,  provided  that  this  law  shall 
apply  to  months  in  which  said  members 
have  been  totally  and  continuously  unem- 
ployed, after  the  expiration  of  the  three 
month  period." 

Now,  I  will  read  the  ones  which  we  have 
non-concurred  in.  This  one  is  resolution 
No.  24,  on  page  44: 

"THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that 
Section  No.  72  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  International 
Union  be  so  amended  as  to  read,  in  addition 
thereto:  'P'rovided  also,  that  members  in 
continuous  good  standing  for  25  years  or 
more  shall  not  be  suspended,  excepting  for 
other  than  the  non-payment  of  dues  and/or 
taxes.  Such  debts  as  may  accrue  thereby 
shall  be  held  deductible  from  funeral  bene- 
fits, in  the  event  of  the  death  of  that  mem- 
ber, or  members,  before  the  same  has  been 
paid  otherwise,  and  shall  be  credited  to 
the  account  of  the  local  union  or  unions  in 
which  he  shall  have  held  membership  dur- 
ing such  delinquent  period.' " 

Your  Committee  non-concurred  in  that 
because  it  is  taken  care  of  in  resolution 
No.  15.  I  will  now  read  Resolution  No.  39 
on  page  99: 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  any  member  who 
has  been  in  good  standing  over  20  years 
who  through  sickness  or  unemployment  is 
unable  to  pay  his  dues  shall  be  carried  at 


Headquarters  during  the  time  of  his  un- 
employment." 

Your  Committee  non-concurred  in  that 
one.  Now,  Resolution  No.  20,  on  page  43, 
reads: 

"RESOLVED  that  any  member  25  years 
in  continuous  good  standing  who  has  been 
superannuated  or  incapacitated  and  is  un- 
able to  pay  dues  be  carried  by  the  Inter- 
national Union  and  kept  in  good  standing, 
PROVIDED,  if  he  again  becomes  able  to  work 
he  will  pay  all  back  per  capita  tax  to  the 
International  Union  or  be  dropped  from  the 
rolls." 

Your  Committee  non-concurred  in  this  on 
account  of  it  being  adopted  in  Resolution 
No.  15.  I  move  the  adoption  of  No.  15,  Mr. 
President.  (Seconded). 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  re- 
commendation of  the  Committee  be  adopted. 
The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  is 
non-concurrence  in  Resolutions  Nos.  20,  24 
and  39,  and  concurrence  in  Resolution  No. 
15.  You  have  heard  the  motion;  are  you 
ready  for  the  question? 

DEL.  FRANK:  Does  it  substitute  a  re- 
solution or  did  they  concur  just  in  the  con- 
tents of  Resolution  No.  15?  Then  I  want  to 
say  this:  there  are  different  things  taken 
up  in  these  various  resolutions  which  should 
be  taken  up  and  reported  here  specifically. 
I  think  the  Committee  should  bring  in  a 
substitute  resolution  covering  what  they 
want,  but  they  are  only  taking  care  of 
No.  15  and  not  the  things  mentioned  in  the 
others. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  Commit- 
tee recommends  non-concurrence  as  the  ac- 
tion on  the  resofutions.  Any  further  re- 
marks? All  those  in  favor  will  give  the 
usual  sign  by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary?  The 
"Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  55  on  page 
102: 

"Therefore  be  it  resolved,  that  the  Laws 
of  the  International  Union  be  amended  to 
provide  that  members  who  have  been  sus- 
pended for  non-payment  of  dues  and  who 
have  not  been  fined  for  violation  of  our 
working  rules  shall  be  reinstated  with  the 
same  insurance  benefits  as  is  provided  for 
new  members." 
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Your  Committee  recommends  non-concur- 
rence in  this  resolution  and  I  move  the 
adoption  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  re- 
commendation of  the  Committee  be  adopted. 
You  have  heard  the  motion;  are  you  ready 
for  the  question? 

DEL.  MITCHELL:  May  I  be  permitted 
to  at  least  state  the  intention  of  the  reso- 
lution? That  resolution  was  ordered  by 
our  organization  and  the  intention  was  to 
differentiate  in  the  funeral  benefit  between 
the  right  of  a  member  that  has  been  sus- 
pended through  no  fault  of  his  own  and  a 
member  that  has  continually  violated  the 
working  rules  of  the  International  organiza- 
tion.   That  is  all  I  have  to  say. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Any  further 
remarks?  All  those  in  favor  will  give  the 
usual  sign  by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary?  The 
"Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  56,  page 
103,  submitted  by  R.  Bickhard  and  G.  E. 
Lindquist,  Local  No.  68: 

"THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that 
the  International  Law  shall  be  changed  to 
provide:  '1.  That  the  International  Secre- 
tary be  Instructed  to  secure  blanks  to  be 
furnished  to  the  Local  Secretary  and  that 
may  be  obtained  by  the  individual  members 
and  on  which  they  may  transmit  their 
names,  International  number,  and  their  ad- 
dress to  the  said  International  Secretary. 
2.  The  International  Secretary,  when  said 
address  is  in  his  possession,  shall  notify 
all  members  due  for  suspension  that  pay- 
ment must  be  received  for  back  indebtedness 
inside  of  15  days  from  the  date  of  notice, 
or  that  suspension  will  then  become  effec- 
tive.' " 

Your  Committee  recommends  non-concur- 
rence with  this  resolution,  and  I  move  for 
the  adoption  of  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  re- 
commendation of  the  Committee  be  adopted. 
The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  is 
non-concurrence  in  the  resolution.  You  have 
heard  the  motion;  are  you  ready  for  the 
question? 


DEL.  HAGEN:  I  believe  this  resolution 
will  be  a  good  thing  for  the  small  locals 
throughout  the  country  who  have  members 
transferring  here  and  there,  and  I  am  in 
favor  of  non-concurrence  with  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee. 

DEL.  MITCHELL:  If  I  might  just  say  a 
word  in  clarifying  the  intent  of  the  resolu- 
tion. As  every  delegate  in  this  hall  knows, 
there  have  been  numerous  cases  where  in- 
dividuals have  paid  their  dues  into  a  local 
union  and  they  have  received  a  stamp  in 
their  books,  but  the  Secretary  has  stuck 
their  money  in  his  pocket  and  they  were 
suspended.  This  eliminates  the  possibility 
of  that;  it  simply  provides  that  those  blanks 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
local  union,  and  I,  as  an  individual,  may 
secure  those  blanks  and  send  my  name  and 
address  to  the  International  Secretary,  and 
in  case  I  am  reported  for  suspension  he 
shall  notify  me  to  that  effect,  and  I  shall 
have  15  days  to  straighten  it  up.  If  there 
is  not  common  sense  and  protection  in  that 
resolution,  then  I  don't  know  the  meaning 
of  those  words. 

DEL.  Y'ODER:  On  behalf  of  the  Commit- 
tee, in  taking  up  the  subject  matter  of  this 
resolution,  we  considered  that  it  would  add 
a  considerable  expense  to  the  International 
Office,  and  that  it  would  not  have  any  con- 
siderable effect  SD  far  as  our  members  are 
concerned.  So  far  as  the  members  are  con- 
cerned they  are  now  safeguarded  if  they  get 
a  stamp  in  their  book  which  is  their  receipt 
and  in  the  event  of  their  being  suspended 
and  when  it  comes  to  the  attention  of  the 
office,  which  it  does  in  a  very  short  lime, 
they  check  the  matter  up  with  Headquarters, 
showing  they  have  a  stamp  for  that  parti- 
cular month  and  were  not  entitled  to  be 
suspended,  so  their  record  would  be  immed- 
iately cleared  up.  It  would  make  an  awful 
lot  of  extra  work  in  Headquarters,  and  I 
don't  think  it  would  be  any  further  safe- 
guard to  the  members  than  it  is  at  the  pre- 
sent time,  under  the  present  system. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  will  signify  by  saying  "Aye".  Con- 
trary?   The  motion  is  lost. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  59,  page  103: 
PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:    Wait  a  minute 
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DEL.:  1  move  for  the  adoption  of  the 
resolution. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have  heard 
the  motion;  are  you  ready  for  the  question? 
All  those  in  favor  will  signify  in  the  usual 
manner  by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary?  The 
"Ayes"  have  it  and  it  so  ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:    Resolution  No.  59,  page  103: 

"THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that 
the  International  President,  the  First  Vice- 
President  of  the  International,  and  the  In- 
ternational Secretary  shall  constitute  the 
Executive  Board: 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  nine 
Vice-Presidents  distributed  throughout  the 
territory  shall  be  the  representatives  of  the 
L.I.U.  at  the  discretion  of  the  International 
President  in  matters  that  may  require  offi- 
cial consideration." 

Your  committee  recommends  non-concur- 
rence in  the  resolution,  and  I  move  for  the 
adoption  of  the  Committee's  report.  (Sec- 
onded). 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  re- 
commendation of  the  Committee  be  adopted. 
You  have  heard  the  motion;  are  you  ready 
for  the  question?  Those  in  favor  will  signify 
in  the  usual  manner  by  saying  "Aye".  Con- 
trary? The  "Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so  ord- 
ered. 

DEL.  CASE:    Resolution  No.  46,  page  100: 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  these  members 
be  given  the  right  to  be  reinstated  with  full 
benefits  by  paying  back  all  per  capita  tax." 

Your  Committee  recommends  non-concur- 
rence with  this  resolution,  and  I  move  that 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  be 
adopted.    ( Seconded ) . 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Did  the  Com- 
mittee couple  that  up  with  any  other  reso- 
lution? 

DEL.  CASE:  No. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  re- 
commendation of  the  Committee  be  adopted. 
You  have  heard  the  motion;  are  you  ready 
for  the  question?  All  those  in  favor  cf  the 
adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Committee 


will  signify  by  saying  "Aye".  The  ".\yes" 
have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:    Resolution  No.  36,  page  47: 

"RESOLVED  that  this  convention  increase 
the  per  capita  tax  of  the  L.I.U.  to  |1.00  per 
month." 

Your  Committee  carefully  considered  this 
resolution  and  here  is  what  they  recom- 
mend: In  view  of  the  fact  that  Resolution 
No.  65  provides  an  additional  assessment  lo 
increase  the  revenue  the  Committee  re- 
commends non-concurrence.  Brother  Klink 
and  Brother  Stroup  want  to  be  recorded  as 
voting  "No".  I  move  for  the  adoption  of 
the  Committee's  report. 

DEL.  HAGEN:  This  assessment  Is  for 
an  entirely  different  purpose  than  the  one 
voted  on.  This  assessment  takes  care  of 
every  section  we  have  adopted,  taking  care 
of  the  older  members  of  this  organization, 
funeral  benefits  and  so  forth.  It  is  entirely 
two  different  propositions,  and  therefore  I 
am  in  favor  of  non-concurring  in  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:     Any  further 

remarks? 

DEL.  FRANK:  The  first  proposition  of 
the  assessment  of  25  cents  per  month  for 
one  year  was  not  covered  by  our  Interna- 
tional Constitution  and  therefore,  in  order 
to  engage  in  a  campaign  for  the  protection 
of  our  trade  jurisdiction  the  question  of 
per  capita  tax  is  provided  in  the  Interna- 
tional Constitution  and  I  am  in  favor  of 
the  Committee's  report. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  report  will  sig- 
nify by  saying  "Aye";  contrary?  The  mo- 
tion is  lost  and  the ,  resolution  is  now  be- 
fore the  convention.  It  has  been  regularly 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  resolution  be 
adopted.  There  is  no  further  discussion. 
All  those  in  favor — 

DEL.  MOKEDANZ:  I  want  to  go  on 
record  as  opposing  that  motion. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  will  signify  by  saying  "Aye";  con- 
trary? The  "Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so 
ordered.

Del.  Yoder,  Illinois  State  Council.

Del.  Frank,  Local  190. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  11,  page 
39  of  the  second  day's  proceedings:  — 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT  this  con- 
vention instruct  its  incoming  officers  to 
recommend  to  all  our  affiliated  locals  the 
application  of  the  principle  of  hiring  the 
members  through  their  local  unions  on 
the  basis  of  rotation  of  work  so  as  to  pro- 
vide equal  employment  to  all  its  members, 
thereby  strengthening  their  locals.  The 
L.I.U.  officers  to  obtain  for  this  purpose 
data  from  locals  now  having  same  in  ef- 
fect, so  that  other  locals  may  be  aided 
through  such  information  in  applying  dis- 
tribution of  work  in  a  manner  most  suit- 
able and  practical  to  them.  This  reso- 
lution shall  not  be  construed  in  any  way 
to  curtail  the  autonomy  of  any  Local  af- 
filiated with  the  L.I.U." 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  this 
resolution  be  referred  to  the  incoming 
Executive  Board,  and  I  move  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  be  adopted. 
(Seconded.) 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  be 
adopted.  You  have  heard  the  motion; 
are  you  ready  for  the  question?  All  those 
in  favor  will  signify  by  saying  "Aye"; 
contrary?  The  "Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is 
so  ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  10,  on 
page  39.  This  resolution  has  many  sec- 
tions to  it,  and  I  will  have  to  read  the 
whole  thing:  — 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED: 
That  Section  No.  62  of  the  L.I.U.  Consti- 
tution be  amended  to  read  'The  maximum 
number  of  hours  for  a  day's  work  shall 


be  six,  and  the  maximum  work-week 
shall  be  thirty  hours,'  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That 
this  change  in  hours  per  day  and  per 
week  be  effected  without  violation  of 
existing  written  Agreement  between  Em- 
ployers and  the  respective  Local  Unions 
having  such  written  Agreements,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That 
the  incoming  Officers  recommend  to  our 
Local  Unions  to  endeavor  to  effect  said 
changes  in  hours  without  any  reduction 
in  pay.  Said  Officers  also  to  extend  their 
active  co-operation  to  Locals  with  pre- 
vailing Agreements  to  obtain  consent 
from  their  Employers  to  include  said 
change  in  hours  in  their  present  Agree- 
ments and  before  its  expiration: 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That 
our  Convention  go  on  record  for  the  en- 
actment in  the  United  States  and  Canada 
of  a  Federal  I..aw  providing  for  Unem- 
ployment Old  Age  and  Social  Insurance, 
said  law  to  embody  the  principles  and 
benefits  set  forth  in  the  Frazier-Lundeen 
Bill  presented  to  the  last  United  States 
Congress. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That 
our  Convention  go  on  record  for  the  en- 
actment in  the  United  States  and  Canada 
of  a  Federal  Law  providing  for  a  thirty- 
hour  work-week  without  reduction  in 
pay,  and  that  the  Delegates  from  the 
L.I.U.  to  the  A.F.  of  L.  Convention  seek 
the  adoption  of  these  measures  in  the 
coming  Convention  of  the  A.F.  of  L." 

Your  Committee  has  recommended  that 
this  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Board, 
and  I  move  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  be  adopted.  (Seconded.) 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  be 
adopted.  You  have  heard  the  motion; 
are  you  ready  for  the  question?  All 
those  in  favor  will  give  the  usual  sign 
by  saying  "Aye";  contrary?  The  "Ayes" 
have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  48,  page 
100;  Resolution  35,  page  47;  Resolution 
14,  page  40.  I  want  to  state  here  the 
Committee    recommends    concurrence  in 
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Resolution  4  8  and  the  subject  matter 
boinf?  covered  in  Resolution  4  8,  they 
non-concur  in  Uesolutions  Nos.  3  5 
and  14.  I  will  read  the  Resolves  of  tlie 
three  resolutions,  and  reading  llcsolution 
No.  48  first:  — 

"RESOLVED,  any  member  taking  out 
a  withdrawal  card  and  depositing  it  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  12  months  be 
required  to  pay  the  full  dues  for  the  ex- 
tent of  the  withdrawal  card." 

Now,  this  resolution  No.  35  that  was 
non-concurred  in,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
Resolution  No.  48  was  adopted;  I  will 
read  now  the  resolve  of  the  resolution 
No.  35:  — 

"RESOLVED:  that  the  following  be 
added  to  Section  137  upon  depositing  a 
withdrawal  card  —  No  member  will  be 
issued  another  withdrawal  card  until  six 
months  elapse." 

Now,  resolution  No.  14,  on  page  40 
is  the  one  we  non-concurred  in,  and  I  will 
read  the  resolve:  — 

RESOLVED:  That  Section  137  be 
amended,  striking  out  the  second  part  of 
Section  137,  after  the  words  "to  date," 
to  read  as  follows:  'That  members  of  the 
L.I.U.  may  take  out  withdrawal  cards 
without  losing  their  good  standing  or 
death  benefits  provided  they  pay  their  In- 
ternational per  capita  tax  of  ninety  cents 
per  month  to  the  Local  in  whose  juris- 
diction they  may  be,  same  to  be  for- 
warded to  Headquarters  in  the  usual 
manner." 

This  was  non-concurred  in.  I  move  the 
adoption  of  the  Committee's  report  on 
Resolution  No.  48  in  which  they  concur. 
(Seconded.) 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  is  that  they 
concur  in  Resolution  No.  48  and  non- 
concur in  Resolutions  Nos.  35  and  14.  It 
has  been  regularly  moved  and  seconded 
that  the  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee be  adopted.  You  have  heard  the  mo- 
tion; are  you  ready  for  the  question? 

DEL.  HAGEN:  I  do  not  believe  that 
these  various  resolutions  pertain  exactly 
to   the  same  subject.    I   am   in   favor  of 


turning  down  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee and  taking  up  each  resolution  one  at 
a  time.  (Seconded.) 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  resolu- 
tions will  be  taken  up  seriatim. 

DEL.  CASE:  This  resolution  48 — 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Resolution 
48  is  before  the  convention,  and  the  re- 
commendation of  the  Committee  is  con- 
curence  with  the  resolution.  All  those  in 
favor  will  give  the  usual  sign  ))y  saying 
"Aye";  contrary  The  "Ayes"  have  it 
and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  35:  — 

"WHEREAS  Section  137  permits  a 
member  to  take  out  a  withdrawal  card 
free  and  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  he 
may  deposit  his  card,  pay  one  months' 
dues  at  perhaps  $2.00  and  take  out  an- 
other withdrawal  card  and  the  Interna- 
tional Union  loses  $4.10,  as  this  Section 
demands  $5.00  for  a  renewal  " 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Are  you 
reading  the  resolution? 

DEL.  CASE:  I  am  reading  the  resolu- 
tion as  it  is.  I  am  sorry  for  the  language, 
but  it  is  not  my  fault.  (Continues  read- 
ing) : 

" — this  Section  demands  $5.00  for  a 
renewal  of  a  withdrawal  card,  be  it 

RESOLVED  that  the  following  be 
added  to  Section  137  upon  depositing  a 
withdrawal  card  —  'No  member  will  be 
issued  another  withdrawal  card  until  six 
months  elapse'." 

Your  Committee  recommends  non-con- 
currence with  the  resolution,  and  I  re- 
commend the  adoption  of  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee.  (Sec- 
onded. ) 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  be 
adopted.  You  have  heard  the  motion;  are 
you  ready  for  the  question? 

DEL.  HAGEN:  I  think  it  is  a  good  law, 
and  the  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee should  be  voted  down. 

DEL.  McVEY:  I  am  in  favor  of  the 
Committee's  report,   because  the  resolu- 
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tion  you  have  just  adopted  is  in  direct 
conflict  with  this  one.  One  provides  for 
12  months,  and  this  would  provide  for  6 
months,  and  if  you  are  going  to  have 
them  in  your  Constitution,  I  will  take  the 
6  months  clause. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Yes,  there  is 
a  conflict  there. 

DEL.  HAGGERTY:  I  may  say  we  spent 
some  time  on  these  three  resolutions  be- 
cause they  dealt  with  the  same  subject — 
withdrawal  cards.  We  have  had  them  since 
Tuesday,  and  we  decided  that  Resolution 
No.  4S  was  the  one  that  embodied  the  best 
principles  for  the  withdrawal  cards.  We 
considered  these  things  very  carefully,  and 
we  considered  the  12  months'  regulation 
was  a  stringent  change  in  the  present  law 
and  would  cover  very  nicely  all  the  regu- 
lations of  the  Constitution. 

DEL.  NEALOX:  The  other  resolution 
states  12  months.  This  resolution  would 
prevent  a  man  from  taking  out  a  with- 
drawal. Under  the  International  Law  it 
compels  him  to  pay  $5.00  for  a  renewal, 
and  as  the  law  now  is,  he  can  deposit  his 
card  and  then  take  out  another  withdrawal. 
It  would  not  be  a  renewal,  and  this  would 
stop  that  evil  as  I  read  it;  I  may  be  wrong. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  May  I  say  a 
word  here?  I  think  we  ought  to  look  at 
this  thing  in  a  little  different  light.  We 
seem  to  be  viewing  a  proposition  altogether 
from  the  viewpoint  of  the  chiseller,  and  we 
are  not  viewing  it  from  the  viewpoint  of  its 
original  purport  and  intention.  It  was  in- 
tended primarily  that  a  man  takes  out  a 
withdrawal  card  because  it  was  due  to  his 
ceasing  work  at  the  trade  and  that  he  was 
going  into  something  else.  Now  we  are 
dealing  with  the  subject  of  making  the 
whole,  as  it  were,  conform  to  penalize  that 
man  who  wants  to  do  that  in  order  to  get 
at  one  or  two  chisellers.  I  don't  believe 
we  ought  to  do  it. 

DEL.  HAGEN:  I  withdraw  all  objection 
to  this  proposition. 

DEL.  McVEY:    Our  objection  still  stands. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  is  non-concur- 
rence with  the  resolution.  All  those  in 
favor  will  give  the  usual  sign  by  saying 


"Aye";  contrary?  The  "Ayes"  have  it  and 
it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  This  is  a  resolution  that 
the  Committee  thought  was  of  the  same 
nature — Resolution  14,  page  40: 

"WHEREAS,  Many  members  of  the  L.I.U. 
because  of  physical  disability  or  other  rea- 
son to  retire  older  members,  find  it  neces- 
sary to  retire  from  the  trade  of  lathing, 
either  temporarily  or  permanently,  and 
while  they  wish  to  retain  their  good  stand- 
ing at  headquarters  in  order  to  secure  fun- 
eral benefits  in  accordance  with  their  length 
of  membership,  they  find  themselves  de- 
prived of  this  benefit  unless  they  are  pre- 
pared to  continue  paying  monthly  dues  to 
their  local  and 

WHEREAS,  One  of  the  purposes  of  our 
headquarters  tax  is  funeral  benefits  and  the 
system  of  suspending  a  member  unless  he 
continues  paying  full  dues,  even  when  not 
working  at  the  trade  unless  he  takes  out  a 
withdrawal  card,  which  automatically  can- 
cels his  death  benefit,  is  unfair,  especially 
to  those  members  who  have  spent  the  best 
years  of  their  life  in  the  L.I.U.  and, 

WHEREAS,  If  these  members  instead  of 
losing  their  death  benefit  when  taking  out 
a  withdrawal  card  were  charged  full  per 
capita  tax  monthly  and  kept  in  continuous 
good  standing  at  headquarters  and  a  with- 
drawal card  granted  in  the  usual  manner  a 
fairer  method  of  taking  care  of  members 
on  withdrawal  cards  would  thus  result, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  Section  137  be  amend- 
ed, striking  out  second  part  of  Section  137, 
after  the  words  'to  date'  to  read  as  follows: 

'That  members  of  the  L.I.U.  may  take  out 
withdrawal  cards  without  losing  their  good 
standing  or  death  benefit,  provided  they  pay 
their  International  per  capita  tax  of  ninety 
cents  per  month  to  the  local  in  whose  juris- 
diction they  may  be,  same  to  be  forwarded 
to  headquarters  in  the  usual  manner.' 

Strike  out  Sections  138-142  and  143." 

Your  Committee  recommends  non-concur- 
rence with  this  resolution  and  I  move  the 
adoption  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee. (Seconded). 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  we  adopt 
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the  resolution  of  the  Committee.  You  have 
heard  the  motion;  are  you  ready  for  the 
question? 

DEL.  HAGEN:  This  has  been  put  in  in 
order  to  talie  care  of  tlie  older  members  of 
the  organization.  Therefore  I  believe  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  should 
be  turned  down.  I  have  an  amendment  to 
offer  and  whenever  is  the  proper  time  to 
offer  the  amendment  I  would  like  to  sub- 
mit it. 

DEL.  FRANK:  Mr.  President,  I  think 
this  resolution  has  some  very  good  features 
in  it,  and  I  must  agree  with  Brother  Hagen 
on  this  particular  question  for  the  follow- 
ing reason:  That  It  will  enable  a  member 
during  unemployment  to  obtain  other  em- 
ployment and  thereby  provide  more  work 
for  the  remaining  members,  and  It  will  also 
protect  our  funeral  benefit  fund;  but  there 
is  one  thing;  I  think  we  should  educate  the 
members  of  each  local  that  they  should  not 
be  too  hasty  in  taking  out  their  withdrawal 
cards,  which  If  it  occurs  In  large  numbers 
and  without  the  members  giving  their  con- 
sideration to  it  may  result  in  so  many 
withdrawals  that  the  strength  of  the  union 
would  be  impaired.  Therefore  I  think  it 
would  be  as  well  for  the  Executive  Council 
to  direct  a  letter  to  the  respective  local 
unions  in  the  event  that  this  should  pass, 
to  give  them  that  caution. 

DEL.  MOORE:  Mr.  Chairman  and  dele- 
gates, there  is  as  stated  by  the  previous 
speaker  some  good  points  in  the  resolution, 
but  we  must  be  very  careful.  This  Interna- 
tional Union  is  not  an  insurance  company 
and  we  cannot  Interfere  with  the  insurance 
laws.  This  section  within  our  International 
Constitution  is  a  funeral  benefit,  and  if  we 
allow  these  members  to  take  out  a  with- 
drawal card,  who  are  working  at  some  other 
line  of  business,  and  be  able  to  pay  to  the 
International  Union  90  cents  to  receive  this 
benefit,  they  will  be  receiving  the  cheapest 
Insurance  that  we  have  within  the  United 
States  and  Canada.  We  are  not  able  to 
take  this  money  out  of  the  air  and  pay  off 
these  funeral  benefits  when  they  come  along. 
Up  to  20  years  or  more  they  receive  $500. 
This  would  be  all  right,  probably,  to  these 
men,  who  would  be  incapacitated  and  un- 
able to  work  at  any  other  business  whatso- 
ever, and  would  have  some  assistance  from 
their  families  to  help  to  pay,  but  where  we 


have  a  condition  giving  to  anyone  the  right 
to  take  out  a  withdrawal  card  and  pay  90 
cents  continuously  and  working  at  some- 
thing else  then  we  at  that  time  start  an  in- 
surance company  and  our  funeral  benefit  In 
the  past  has  only  been  able  to  be  kept  up 
by  reinstatement  and  fines  that  we  place  on 
the  members  who  have  violated  the  laws 
of  our  International  Union.  So  when  we 
say  that  we  are  going  to  put  something  into 
the  Constitution  that  is  going  to  provide  or 
establish  an  insurance  company,  then  we 
will  have  to  find  some  other  means  whereby 
to  finance  the  treasury  of  our  International 
Union  to  take  care  of  that  part. 

DEL.  SAL  MASO,  Local  No.  143:  I  may 
say  at  this  time  that  in  my  Local  Union 
we  are  carrying  anywhere  between  three 
and  five  men  that  have  been  in  continuous 
good  standing  anywhere  between  15  and  25 
years  on  per  capita  tax  only,  and  I  believe 
that  these  old  Brothers  are  certainly  entitled 
to  some  consideration,  and  I  am  in  favor 
of  voting  down  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee. 

DEL.  DAVID  McVEY,  Local  No.  74:  I  am 
in  favor  of  the  intent,  I  think,  of  the  spon- 
sor of  this  resolution.  This  resolution  is 
not  in  the  form  in  which  it  would  do  the 
job  that  it  is  intended  to  do. 

While  in  the  first  Whereas  you  mentioned 
the  old  folks  to  take  care  of,  "Whereas"  does 
not  mean  a  thing  in  law:  but  the  Resolves 
are  the  words  that  count.  Now  this  Re- 
solve does  not  stop  me,  as  a  man  of  21 
years,  just  for  instance,  coming  into  this 
organization,  pay  a  month's  dues  and  take 
a  withdrawal  out. 

Now  that  is  not  the  intent  of  the  sponsor 
of  this  resolution,  neither  does  it  stop  the 
man  who  has  been  on  the  outside  scabbing 
for  years  squaring  up  and  taking  $100  insur- 
ance. I  think  the  sponsor  of  the  resolution 
should  have  it  redrafted  because  I  want  to 
take  care  of  us  older  fellows.  I  think  the 
sponsor  should  make  a  limit  of  men  who 
have  been  in  continuous  good  standing  for 
15,  20  years. 

Then  I  might  say,  while  I  am  on  my  feet, 
Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  in  hopes  that  the 
time  will  come  in  the  near  future  that  we 
will  not  have  to  wait  until  that  poor  sucker 
dies,  that  we  will  give  him  the  roses  while 
he  is  living. 
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DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  No.  73: 
I  would  like  to  read  the  amendment  I  desire 
to  offer  in  order  to  stop  the  discussion,  if  1 
may. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Go  ahead  and 
read  it. 

DEL.  HAGEN,  Local  No.  73:  This  will 
be  a  substitution  for  the  entire  resolution: 
"Provided  that  members  of  the  L.I.U.  who 
have  been  in  continuous  good  standing  for 
fifteen  years  or  longer  may  take  out  an  hon- 
orary card  without  losing  their  good  stand- 
ing or  death  benefit,  provided  they  pay  the 
same  moneys  to  the  L.I.U.  that  other  mem- 
bers pay  through  their  local  unions  in  whose 
jurisdiction  they  may  reside." 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Question  re- 
curs to  the  report  of  the  Committee.  It  has 
been  regularly  moved  and  seconded,  THAT 
THE  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  BE 
ADOPTED  The  report  of  the  Committee  is 
non-concurrence  in  Resolution  14.  All  those 
in  favor  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee signify  their  consent  in  the  usual 
manner  by  saying  "Aye".  Aye.  Contrary. 
No.  THE  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
IS  LOST. 

Resolution  14  is  now  before  the  Conven- 
tion. 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  No.  73: 
I  would  like  to  offer  this  amendment  now. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Secretary  of 
the  Committee  will  read  the  amendment. 

CHAIRMAN  CASE  OF  RESOLUTIONS 
AND  LAWS  COMMITTEE  read  the  proposed 
amendment — "Provided  that  members  of  the 
L.I.U.  who  have  been  in  continuous  good 
standing  for  fifteen  years  or  longer  may  take 
out  an  honorary  card  without  losing  their 
good  standing  or  death  benefit,  provided  they 
pay  the  same  moneys  to  the  L.I.U.  that  other 
members  pay  through  their  local  unions  in 
whose  jurisdiction  they  may  reside." 

— Seconded — 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  No.  190: 
On  a  point  of  clarification:  It  says  "pro- 
viding they  pay  the  same  amount  of  money." 
As  who? 


DEL.  HAGEN:    The  L.I.U. 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK:  Why  not  say, 
"providing  they  pay  the  regular  90  cents?" 

DEL.  HAGEN:  No. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have 
heard  the  substitute.  All  those  in  favor 
of  the  substitute  will  signify  in  the  usual 
manner  by  saying  "Aye".  Aye.  Contrary. 
The  Ayes  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  No.  73: 
I  want  to  rise  to  a  question  of  special  privi- 
lege. I  would  like  to  make  a  motion  that 
we  convene  at  two  o'clock  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  the  officers. 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  No.  190: 
I  think  it  is  only  fair  that  the  resolutions 
from  my  Local  Union  should  be  given  the 
same  consideration  as  the  others,  and  I 
don't  think  it  should  take  very  long  to  get 
them  over. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  Chair  will 
rule  that  the  Motion  is  cut  of  order  now. 

The  Committee  will  proceed. 

Resolution  16,  page  42. 

Resolution  42,  on  page  99. 

CHAIRMAN  EVANS  ON  RESOLUTIONS: 
These  resolutions  deal  with  the  same  mat- 
ter, and  they  were  both  non-concurred  in. 
I  will  read  the  Resolve  of  both  of  them. 
Resolution  16. 

WHEREAS,  many  times  on  the  death  of 
a  member,  his  legal  heirs  have  difficulty  in 
collecting  any  balance  due  after  the  funeral 
debt  is  paid  by  the  L.I.U.  because  of  the 
wording  of  Section  151  which  states  that 
such  heirs  must  have  been  dependent  on 
the  deceased  brother,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Section  is  unfair  to  legal 
heirs  or  locals  in  many  cases  who  have 
assisted  the  deceased  brothers  financially 
and  otherwise  instead  of  being  dependent  on 
them, 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  in 
Section  151,  the  words  after  legal  heirs, 
which  are  as  follows:  "who  have  been  de- 
pendent on  the  deceased  brother"  be  stricken 
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out,  and  the  following  clause  be  added  after 
the  words,  "in  the  order  named"  "Provided 
that  where  a  local  union  has  maintained  the 
good  standing  of  a  deceased  brother  by  pay- 
ing his  per  capita  tax,  after  the  aforemen- 
tioned heirs  have  refused  to  do  so,  that  such 
local  union  shall  be  entitled  to  the  balance, 
if  any,  of  a  death  benefit  after  the  funeral 
expenses  are  paid  in  full." 

Resolution  No.  42. 

WHEREAS,  our  Lathers  are  a  hardy  lot 
and  in  many  cases  will  not  have  dependents 
on  thorn  when  they  are  put  to  rest; 

AND  WHEREAS,  the  ordinary  Lather  of 
fifty  years  of  age  has  no  dependents,  and 
is  probably  dependent  wholly  or  partially 
on  his  children; 

AND  WHEREAS,  the  Lather  widower  has 
no  dependents  but  has  been  a  care  to  friends 
who  should  be  reimbursed. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that 
the  words  "who  has  been  dependent  upon  a 
deceased  brother"  be  stricken  out  of  Section 
151  of  our  International  Constitution. 

CHAIRMAN  CASE  OF  RESOLUTIONS  & 
LAWS:  Your  Committee  non-concurs  in 
both  of  these  resolutions.  I  move  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  be  adopted. 

— Seconded — • 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  is  non-concur- 
rence and  it  has  been  moved  and  seconded 
that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
be  adopted.  Are  you  ready  for  the  ques- 
tion? 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  No.  73: 
I  have  an  amendment  to  offer  also  on  the 
amendment  of  this  proposition,  and  I  be- 
lieve we  should  vote  down  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee,  so  I  would  also  like 
to  present  this  amendment. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee  will  signify  in  the 
usual  manner  by  saying  "Aye".  Aye.  Con- 
trary! No.  The  report  of  the  Committee 
is  lost. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  What  is  the 
amendment  to,  which  resolution? 

DEL.  CASE  OF  RESOLUTIONS  &  LAWS 
COMMITTEE:    You  are  voting  on  the  am- 


ending of  Resolution  Ifi  now,  amended  to 
read,  "who  have  been  dependent  on  the 
deceased  brother  or  whom  the  deceased 
brother  has  been  dependent  on." 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have 
heard  the  amendment.  It  was  moved  and 
seconded  that  it  be  adopted. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  amendment 
offered  by  Delegate  Hagen  be  adopted.  Are 
you  ready  for  the  question? 

DEL.  DAVID  McVEY,  Local  No.  74:  I  am 
not  sure  that  that  would  not  bring  on  a  legal 
controversy  because  it  is  the  benefit;  that 
would  be  termed  insurance.  The  heirs 
might  cause  a  lot  of  trouble. 

DEL.  FRANK.  Local  No.  190:  I  move 
that  that  be  referred  back  to  the  Executive 
Council  for  action. 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  No.  73: 
All  right,  that  is  O.K.  with  me.  I  will 
second  the  motion. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  motion  is 
made  that  the  entire  subject  matter  and 
amendment  of  Resolution  No.  16  be  referred 
to  the  Incoming  Executive  Council  for  con- 
sideration. You  have  heard  the  motion. 
Are  you  ready  for  the  question?  All  those 
in  favor  will  give  the  usual  consent  by  say- 
ing "Aye".  Contrary?  The  Ayes  have  it 
and  it  is  so  ordered.  The  subject  matter  is 
referred  to  the  Executive  Council. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Resolution  42, 
page  99,  on  the  same  subject.  That  the 
words  "who  has  been  dependent  upon  a  de- 
ceased brother"  be  stricken  out  of  Section 
151  of  our  International  Constitution.  The 
Committee  recommend  non-concurrence.  It 
has  been  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be 
adopted.    Are  you  ready  for  the  question? 

DEL.  DAVID  McVEY,  Local  No.  74:  I 
move  that  be  referred  to  the  incoming  Exe- 
cutive Board. 

— ^Seconded — 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  That  this 
Resolution  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Board.  Are  you  ready  for  the  question?  All 
those  in  favor  will  give  their  consent  by 
saying  "Aye".  Aye.  Contrary!  The  Ayes 
have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 
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CHAIRMAN  CASE  OF  RESOLUTIONS  & 
LAWS  COMMITTEE:  Mr.  Chairman  and 
Brothers:  I  have  three  resolutions  in  my 
hand  that  our  Committee  felt  as  though  they 
all  deal  with  the  same  subject.  I  will  read 
the  Resolves,  and  I  want  to  state  that 
Resolution  No.  54  is  the  one  that  the  Com- 
mittee recommend  adoption  of.  It  is  on 
page  102.  Resolution  27  is  on  page  45. 
And  Resolution  9  is  on  page  39. 
Resolution  54,  page  102. 

WHEREAS,  some  form  of  convention 
assessment  by  the  individual  Local  Unions 
to  be  applied  over  the  entire  period  between 
conventions  would  produce  more  equitable 
representation  and  a  larger  delegation;  and 

WHEREAS,  such  representation  would 
produce  a  more  wholesome  view  of  those 
things  that  are  essential  to  the  improve- 
ment, and  consequent  future  security  of  the 
International  Union, 

THEREFORE  be  it  Resolved  That  we 
recommend  to  the  Local  Unions  of  this  In- 
ternational Union  that  such  an  assessment 
monthly  be  established,  starting  January 
1st,  1937,  and  held  in  reserve  by  them  for 
delegate  representation  purposes  at  the 
future  convention. 

Your  Committee  adopted  this  resolution, 
to  take  care  of  all  three  of  them. 

Now  the  ones  we  non-concurred  in  I  will 
read,  first 

Resolution  No.  27,  page  45. 

WHEREAS,  at  the  sixteenth  Convention 
held  by  the  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lathers' 
International  Union,  an  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  that  organization  was  duly 
presented,  adopted,  and  read  into  the  said 
Constitution  to  be  known  as  Section  No.  182 
thereof;  and 

WHEREAS,  although  we  were  not  privi- 
leged to  enjoy  its  provisions  and  intent,  it 
having  been  deemed  advisable  to  suspend 
the  same,  we  do  appreciate  the  value  and 
purposes  of  the  said  Section,  and  wish  to 
enjoy  the  results  which  will  be  derived  from 
the  same; 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that 
Section  No.  182  be  retained  in  our  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  its  purposes  be  instituted  in 
behalf  of,  and  at,  our  next  and  following 
Conventions." 


CH.\IUMAN  CASE:  Already  covered  in 
54.    We  non-concur  in  that  resolution. 

CH.^IRMAN  CASE:  Now  I  will  read 
Resolution  9,  page  39. 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  object,  and  in  the 
interest  of  our  International  that  all  Its 
affiliated  Locals  are  represented  in  our  Con- 
ventions, and  through  their  collective  ex- 
perience aid  in  the  formation  of  policies 
and  laws  to  the  end  that  the  well  being,  of 
all  Locals  and  its  members,  are  increased 
and  the  constructive  and  democratic  unity 
of  our  International  further  solidified,  and 

WHEREAS,  Many  Locals  are  financially 
unable  to  send  delegates  to  our  Conventions, 
to  participate  in  its  deliberations,  unless  a 
practical  and  democratic  Convention  system 
is  established  through  which  representation 
by  all  Locals  is  made  possible, 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED,  that 
this  Convention  go  on  record  to  re-establish 
into  its  Constitution  the  Convention  Fund 
System  set  forth  in  Section  No.  182." 

CHAIRMAN  CASE:  I  move  the  adop- 
tion of  Resolution  No.  54  as  recommended 
by  the  Committee. 

DELEGATE:    I  will  second  that  motion. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  is  concurrence 
in  Resolution  54  and  non-concurrence  in 
Resolutions  9  and  27.  It  has  been  regularly 
moved  and  seconded  THAT  THE  RECOM- 
MENDATION OF  THE  COMMITTEE  BE 
ADOPTED.  You  have  heard  the  motion. 
Are  you  ready  for  the  question?  All  those 
in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Committee's 
recommendation  will  give  the  usual  consent 
by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary?  The  Ayes 
have  it,  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

CHAIRMAN  CASE  OF  RESOLUTIONS  & 
LAWS  COMMITTEE:  I  want  to  say  at  this 
time,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Brothers,  that  the 
Resolutions  Committee  has  possibly  four  or 
five,  maybe  half  a  dozen  resolutions  that  we 
will  have  to  report  on.  We  will  try  to  be 
able  to  report  at  this  Convention  at  2.30 
if  we  possibly  can.  But  I  would  like,  as  a 
special  privilege,  at  this  time.  Brother  Mc- 
Sorley,  I  would  like  to  say  that  it  has  been 
called  to  my  attention  it  has  been  put  in  the 
Canadian  papers  that  our  organization  is 
endorsing  the  C.I.O.,  and  I  think  that  some- 
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body  should  be  appointed  from  this  organiza- 
tion to  get  in  toucli  with  tlie  press  here 
and  lind  out  wliere  the  information  came 
from  and  liave  it  positively  denied. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  A  motion  has 
already  been  passed  by  this  convention  that 
the  Resolutions  and  Laws  Committee  bring 
in  a  report  denying  the  statement  in  the 
press.    That  has  already  been  taken  care  of. 

DEL.  DAVID  McVEY.  Local  No.  74:  On 
this  last  Resolution  that  was  concurred  in, 
on  a  point  of  information,  Resolution  54, 
that  provides  for  a  referendum  vote,  does 
It  not? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  No. 

DEL.  McVEY:  How  are  you  going  to 
find  out  what  the  Locals  want? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  resolu- 
tion as  adopted.  Brother  McVey,  provides 
that  the  Local  Union  provide  their  own 
Convention  fund. 

DEL.  McVEY:  It  says:  "Therefore  be  it 
resolved  That  we  recommend  to  the  Local 
Unions  of  this  International  Union  that 
such  an  assessment  monthly  be  established, 
starting  January  1st,  1937,  and  held  in  re- 
serve by  them  for  delegate  representation 
purposes  for  future  conventions."  Now  that 
does  not  make  it  mandatory,  but  I  think  the 
purpose  of  these  resolutions  was  to  carry 
out  the  principle  of  Section  182  of  the  Con- 
stitution as  adopted  at  the  St.  Louis  Con- 
vention. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  resolu- 
tions have  been  passed  now,  Bro.  McVey. 
There  is  no  further  discussion. 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  190:  I 
want  to  raise  a  point  of  order.  My  point 
of  order  is  this,  that  the  Chairman  of  the 
Resolutions  Committee  stated  that  these 
resolutions  pertained  to  one  and  the  same 
thing,  and  most  of  the  delegates  became 
confused  by  that  statement.  The  fact  of 
the  matter  is  that  the  resolutions  do  not 
pertain  to  one  and  the  same  thing.  The 
resolution  introduced  by  Local  190  pro- 
vides for  the  re-establishment  and  en- 
forcement of  Section  182  of  our  Interna- 
tional Constitution.  The  other  resolu- 
tion here.  Number  54,  only  recommends 
to  the  Local  Union  that  they  as  a  local 
union  shall  establish  a  special  assessment 


fund.  Hut  nevertheless  there  are  two  op- 
posing questions,  and  I  don't  see  where 
you  can  vote  on  one  resolution  when  three 
resolutions  are  combined,  on  the  conten- 
tion that  they  represent  one  and  the  same 
thing,  when  there  are  two  questions  they 
conflict  as  to  the  manner  In  which  they 
shall  be  carried  out.  My  point  is  that 
they  should  be  divided. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  resolu- 
tions have  been  adopted.  You  should 
have  brought  that  matter  up  before  the 
action  of  the  Convention.  The  resolu- 
tions were  read,  the  numbers  were  enum- 
erated, and  if  you  failed  to  express  your- 
self at  that  particular  time,  I  don't  see 
how  you  can  expect  me  to  over-ride  the 
action  of  the  convention. 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  190:  I 
will  make  a  motion  at  this  time,  that  we 
re-open  the  question  and  take  up  Reso- 
lution No.  9. 

Seconded  by  Delegate  J.  O.  Dahl, 
Golden  Gate  District  Council. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded,  that  the 
convention  give  re-consideration  to  Reso- 
lution No.  9.  You  have  heard  the  mo- 
tion.   Are  you  ready  for  the  question? 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  190:  I 
believe,  as  I  stated  before,  we  should  use 
a  little  more  tolerant  methods.  I  know 
the  delegates  are  anxious  to  go  home,  but 
we  have  not  had  a  convention  for  seven 
years,  and  if  we  take  a  little  more  time 
it  will  hurt  none  of  us,  and  the  rank  and 
file  of  our  International  Union  will  be 
more  satisfied  when  they  know  we  have 
given  thorough  deliberation  to  this  very 
important  subject.  This  is  all  I  ask,  to 
be  given  a  chance  to  reconsider  the  thing 
and  discuss  it  a  little  more  thoroughly. 

DEL.  J.  O.  DAHL,  Golden  Gate  District 
Council:  I  feel  the  same,  as  the  resolution 
presented  by  myself  pertains  to  the  same 
subject  as  that  to  which  the  former 
speaker  referred.  My  resolution  is  No. 
27.    They  both  pertain  to  Section  182. 

DEL.  DAVID  McVEY,  Local  74:  I  am 
in  favor  of  reconsidering  it  because  while 
I  want  to  go  home  as  much  as  any  of  you 
Brothers,  I  want  to  be  fair  and  would 
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like  to  have  the  merits  of  this  considered. 
What  is  going  to  be  your  action?  Your 
incoming  Executive  Board  are  supposed 
to  carry  them  on,  but  let  us  be  fair.  We 
may  not  agree:  I  may  have  to  vote  against 
this  thing  when  it  comes  up.  I  want  to 
hear  everything  you  fellows  propose  and 
I  am  broad-minded  enough  that  if  I  be- 
lieve you  are  right  I  will  go  down  the 
line  wUh  you,  and  if  I  think  you  are 
wrong  I  reserve  the  right  to  express  that 
opinion,  and  I  think  you  should  accord 
me  and  anybody  who  disagrees  with  you 
the  same  courtesy. 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN.  Local  73: 
This  matter  of  $1.50  assessment  was  re- 
ferred to  a  referendum  vote  and  decided 
by  the  entire  membership,  and  I  see  no 
reason  why  this  thing  should  be  reconsid- 
ered, and  I  am  in  favor  of  turning  down 
the  motion  of  Bro.  Frank. 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  190: 
On  a  point  of  information,  I  don't  believe 
is  is  proper  to  make  an  appeal  for  an 
action  of  the  delegates  on  the  basis  of 
an  improper  representation.  That  is  the 
same  as  to  ask  that  the  membership,  the 
delegates  here,  shall  vote  when  our  minds 
are  confused.  That  resolution  that  Bro- 
ther Hagen  referred  to  does  not  call  for 
an  International  referendum  vote.  If  it 
did,  I  would  not  be  opposed  to  it,  and  if 
you  make  an  amendment  referring  this 
question  to  all  the  Local  Unions  upon  the 
basis  of  a  referendum  vote  and  on  the 
condition  that  they  shall  have  from  3  to 
4  months  of  a  d'scussion  period  through 
the  official  journal  "The  Lather,"  in  order 
that  they  may  freely  express  their  view- 
points for  and  against,  then  I  will  be 
heartily  in  favor  of  it.  But  when  Bro. 
Hagen  says  it  has  been  taken  care  of  that 
is  not  stating  a  fact,  although  he  may  be 
sincere  in  saying  so. 

I  hope  now  that  it  has  been  read  he 
should  clarify  his  own  mind. 


PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  Ques- 
tion now  recurs  on  the  motion  to  recon- 
sider Resolution  No.  9.  All  those  in 
favor  of  the  motion  to  reconsider  Reso- 
lution 9  will  signify  by  saying  "Aye". 
Aye.  Contrary?  No.  The  motion  is  lost 
and  it  is  so  ordered. 

The  following  delegates  wished  to  be 
recorded  as  voting  in  favor  of  the  motion:

BRO.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN.  Local  73:  I  .

taken  up  after  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Resolutions,  also  that  we  have 
nominations  of  next  convention  city  at 
that  time. 

Seconded  by  Bro.  James  Mitchell,  Local 
68. 

BRO.  DAVID  McVEY,  Local  74:  I  want 
to  make  an  amendment,  that  the  election 
of  officers  be  held  immediately  after  all 
Committees  have  reported. 

Seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  Consti- 
cution  provides  that  the  election  of  of- 
ficers will  take  place  after  the  transaction 
of  all  other  business,  so  in  order  to 
change  that  we  would  have  to  change  the 
Constitution.  So  that  the  chair  will  have 
to  rule  that  the  elections  shall  take  place 
after  the  report  of  Committees. 

It  is  now  ten  minutes  after  the  time 
for  adjournment,  so  we  will  stand  ad- 
journed until  2.30  p.m.

Regarding  Resolution  No.  70  submitted  by 
A.  A.  Pelletier,  Local  No.  152. 

RESOLUTION  No.  70 

To  the  Seventeenth  Convention  of  the  Wood, 
Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  International 
Union: 

We,  the  members  of  Local  No.  152,  desire 
support  of  our  brother  Delegates  at  this 
Convention,  in  restoring  to  us  our  former 
territory.  At  the  present  time  Local  No.  233 
has  jurisdiction  over  territory  extending  to 
and  inside  our  city  limits  which  according 
to  Section  No.  4  L.I.U.  by-laws  is  an  infringe- 
ment on  our  territory  therefore  we  ask  only 
what  is  rightfully  ours.  We  therefore  ask 
the  Brother  Delegates  to  sustain  our  claim. 

Submitted  by  Delegate  A.  Pelletier,  Local 
No.  152. 

This  resolution  pertains  solely  to  jurisdic- 
tion. 

The  Committee  recommends  subject  mat- 
ter be  turned  over  to  incoming  General 
President  to  enforce  original  territorial 
lines. 

I  move  that  the  report  of  the  committee 
be  concurred  in. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
moved,  and  seconded  that  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  be  concurred  in.  You 
have  heard  the  motion.  Are  you  ready  for 
the  question?    All  those  In  favor  will  sig- 


nify by  saying  Aye.  Contrary? — The  Ayes 
have  it. 

DEL.  JOHN  P.  COOK:  The  next  is  the 
case  of  Local  No.  233 — Resolution  No.  34, 
referred  to  Grievance  Committee  by  Resolu- 
tion Committee  for  action. 

RESOLUTION  No.  34 

To  the  Seventeenth  Convention  of  the  Wood, 
Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  International 
Union: 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Terry  Ford,  Secretary  of 
the  L.I.U.  on  June  7th,  1935,  issued  a  char- 
ter to  Local  No.  233  of  Mount  Vernon,  N.Y., 
with  the  following  provisions — of  wood  lath- 
ing and  stapling  on  lath  only,  and 

WHEREAS,  said  provisions  are  a  direct 
violation  of  Resolution  No.  36  adopted  by 
the  Sixteenth  Convention  of  the  L.I.U.  in 
1929.    Be  it  therefore 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Convention  go  on 
record  annulling  the  above  provisions  to  the 
Charter  of  Local  No.  233  and  restore  to 
Local  No.  233  the  entire  trade  jurisdiction 
of  our  industry. 

Submitted  by  Delegate  J.  F.  Moran,  Local 
No.  233. 

This  is  in  reference  to  a  charter  issued 
by  the  International  Union  with  certain 
specifications.  The  report  of  the  Committee 
is  as  follows: 

Delegate  Moran,  personally  appeared  be- 
fore Committee  and  stated  his  Local's  view- 
points and  reason  for  presenting  resolution. 
Having  no  other  communications  the  record 
of  the  Sixteenth  International  Convention 
was  referred  to. 

First,  we  commend  the  officers  and  members 
of  Local  No.  233  on  the  diligent  manner  in 
which  they  control  our  work  and  abide  by 
agreement  signed  with  other  Locals  in  that 
territory. 
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We,  the  Grievance  Board,  find  that  the 
Laws  on  Charter  have  been  complied  with 
and  Local  No.  233  was  given  a  reinstated 
Charter  with  certain  provisions  as  there 
have  been  cliarters  of  same  nature  given, 
and  allowed  Locals  Nos.  152,  226,  and  old 
Local  No.  100  whose  Charter  had  same  pro- 
visions from  which  Charters  Nos.  152,  226 
and  233  were  composed,  as  Local  No.  233  is 
60  per  cent,  employed  and  no  work  com- 
paratively being  done  by  non-union  men. 

We  concur  in  action  of  our  International 
Officers  in  issuing  the  Charters  above  men- 
tioned. 

We,  the  Committee,  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  Charter  as  is,  seeing  no  reason  for 
a  change  at  this  time. 

I  move  the  adoption  of  the  Committee's 
report. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Com- 
mittee's report  be  adopted.  You  have  heard 
the  motion.  Are  you  ready  for  the  ques- 
tion? 

DEL.  COOK:  Before  Brother  Reynolds 
speaks  I  would  like  to  say  that  the  vote 
was  six-to-one  on  this  report,  with  Brother 
Reynolds  in  the  minority. 

DEL.  REYNOLDS:  In  my  opinion  the 
decision  of  the  Committee  was  not  constitu- 
tional. When  you  accept  the  full  initiation 
fee  you  extend  to  the  members  full  working 
privileges.  If  you  take  away  those  privi- 
leges, where  are  they? 

I  do  not  believe,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  it  was 
the  wish  or  opinion  of  that  committee  who 
brought  the  resolution  in  to  have  Charters 
of  this  type  issued.  I  believe  the  intent  of 
that  resolution  was  that  every  local  which 
has  a  Charter  issued,  and  all  the  members  of 
that  local,  be  entitled  to  full  working  privi- 
leges which  the  constitution  affords. 

I  respectfully  request  every  delegate  from 
my  local  to  vote  non-concurrence  in  the  com- 
mittee's action. 

DEL.  JOHN  P.  COOK:  Mr.  Chairman,  in 
the  proceedings  of  the  16th  Convention  of 
our  International  Union  there  was  a  resolu- 
tion submitted  giving  to  Local  No.  46  of 
New  York  City  the  entire  supervision  of  the 


Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lath  within  that 
jurisdiction.  The  Committee  therefore  was 
forced  to  determine  upon  conditions  exist- 
ing there.  There  were  no  arbitrary  dis- 
agreements by  either  Union  and  therefore 
we  had  to  decide  between  the  two  resolu- 
tions submitted  at  that  Convention. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  Are  there  any 
further  remarks? 

DEL.  MORAN:  The  reason  that  was 
brought  on  this  floor,  Mr.  Chairman,  was 
due  to  the  fact  that  a  resolution  passed  at 
the  Convention  in  1929,  Resolution  No.  36. 
That  is  the  reason  that  was  brought  here. 

DEL.  FRANK  (Local  No.  190):  I  am 
going  to  ask  that  the  resolution  that  he 
referred  to  be  read.  We  would  then  know 
what  it  is  about: 

"To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Six- 
teenth Convention  of  the  Wood,  Wire 
and  Metal  Lathers'  International  Union: 

Greetings. 

WHEREAS,  the  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal 
Lathers'  International  Union,  through  its 
preamble  and  constitution,  has  declared  as 
part  of  its  objective,  the  unification  of  its 
Locals  and  members  into  one  compact  In- 
ternational Union  to  unite  the  efforts  of 
our  members  and  reduce  their  disputes  to 
a  minimum;  to  establish  a  condition  of 
solidarity  to  the  end  that  the  interest  of 
our  members  be  served,  and  their  social  and 
economic  standards  constantly  elevated,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  units  of  our  International 
Union  is  the  craft  of  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal 
Lathing,  a  unit  not  to  be  divided  when 
Locals  are  chartered,  and 

WHEREAS,  our  (unit)  craft  has  been 
divided  by  the  granting  of  Charters  to 
'Wood,  Locals,'  having  jurisdiction  only  over 
what  is  termed  'Wood  Lathing',  and  to 
'Metallic  Lathers'  Local  having  jurisdiction 
only  over  what  is  termed  'Metallic  Lathing', 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  practice  of  splitting  our 
Craft  into  more  parts  is  not  consistent 
with  the  interest  and  opportunity  of  our 
members  to  work  at  our  entire  Craft  in 
one  local;  not  conforming  with  the  unity  of 
purpose  and  solidarity,  and. 
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WIIEUKAS,  past  experience  has  proven 
that  the  segregation  of  our  Craft  into  'Wood' 
and  'Metallic  Lathers'  locals,  leads  to  special- 
ization of  our  Craft;  more  speed-up,  strife 
and  discontent  among  our  members  and 
locals,  over  the  jurisdiction  of  our  own  Craft, 
also  to  discrimination  against  transferring 
members,  particularly  against  those  from 
'Wood',  Locals,  and 

WHEREAS,  such  conditions  not  only 
weaken  our  locals  but  the  entire  structure 
of  our  International  Union,  hindering  the 
strugsle  of  our  members  for  better  wages, 
shorter  hours  and  other  improved  working 
conditions,  and 

WHEREAS,  such  a  policy  of  splitting  up 
our  trade  by  setting  up  'Wood'  Locals,  and 
'Metallic  Lathers  Locals'  if  carried  to  its 
logical  conclusion,  will  lead  to  an  attempt 
if  not  to  an  actual  establishment  of  two 
separate  Internationals  in  our  trade.  Be  it 
therefore  resolved,  that  this  Convention  pro- 
hibits the  practice  of  gi'anting  any  further 
Charters  to  so-called  'Wood  Locals  and 
Metallic  Lathers';  that  Charters  shall  only 
be  granted  to  Locals  that  include  our  entire 
Craft,  Wood,  Wire  and  Metallic  Lathing; 
same  to  be  stated  in  our  International  Con- 
stitution. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  with  any  dispute 
that  may  in  the  future  arise  by  Locals  of 
our  International  Union  over  jurisdiction 
of  our  trade,  that  such  disputes  shall  be 
treated  on  the  basis  of  the  above  prin- 
ciple." 

The  Committee  recommends  we  concur 
in  the  resolution  because  it  is  already  in 
the  accord  with  the  policy  of  our  Interna- 
tional. I  move  the  recommenation  of  the 
Committee.    The  motion  was  seconded. 

DEL.  A.  J.  MOKEDANZ  (Local  97):  On 
the  question  of  distinction  between  wood, 
wire  and  metal  lathers  we  should  first  of 
all  find  what  a  lather  is.  I  am  not  a  Web- 
ster Dictionary  or  anything  like  that.  In 
my  opinion  a  lather  is  a  man  that  con- 
structs something  to  which  a  plastic  ma- 
terial is  adhered. 

If  we  go  to  work  and  make  a  division 
of  our  trade  we  are  not  only  going  to  cut 
off  something  from  the  name  of  our  Wood, 
Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  Organization,  but 
we  are  going  to  divide  the  International  Or- 


ganization into  a  Wood  Lathing  or  add  a 
now  name,  and  we  are  going  to  divide  the 
intent  of  the  formation  of  the  organiza- 
tion. 

It  is  all  riglit  for  us  to  figure  that  we 
can  specialize  in  our  trade,  but  when  it 
comes  to  the  fundamental  principles  for 
which  this  organization  was  formed,  then 
we  cannot  divide  our  trade. 

DEL.  FRANK  (Local  190):  I  think  this 
is  too  im.portant  a  matter  not  to  discuss 
very  thoroughly.  Our  Local  Union  presented 
that  resolution  to  the  last  Convention  of 
the  International  Union.  We  are  of  the 
same  opinion  now  that  we  were  at  that 
time  that  it  is  a  very  dangerous  practice. 
In  the  discussion  here  the  other  day  on  the 
floor  of  the  Convention  regarding,  as  some 
stated,  splitting  tactics  of  Lewis,  we  all 
agreed  upon,  we  like  to  have  the  trade  and 
the  movement  united,  there  were  instances 
or  statements  made  that  these  represented 
splitting  tactics.  Could  it  be  said  if  we 
passed  that,  that  we  could  be  condemned 
for  splitting  tactics. 

If  that  is  passed  it  cannot  be  held  con- 
stitutional unless  you  amend  your  objective 
and  your  preamble.  You  say  you  don't 
like  to  be  dragged  into  Court.  Of  course 
not.  But  you  lay  yourselves  open  to  court 
action  because  if  you,  as  it  is  recommended 
in  the  President's  Report,  strike  out  of  sec- 
tion 53  the  last  sentence  "Such  Charters 
shall  only  be  granted  to  local  unions  that 
include  our  entire  craft,  wood,  wire  and 
metallic  lathing,"  you  know  that  does  not 
cover  everything.  Still  you  have  a  right 
to  demand  charters.  You  have  to  then 
change  your  entire  constitution.  In  your 
Constitution  it  says — What  is  the  name, 
what  is  the  identity  of  our  trade? — Read 
Section  No.  1:  "This  Body  shall  be  known 
as  the  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  In- 
ternational Union  and  shall  consist  of  such 
Local  Unions  of  the  Lathing  Trade  as  shall 
subscribe  to  and  conform  with  its  consti- 
tutional laws."  You  have  to  change  that. 
Then  your  objective  in  section  No.  2:  "Our 
object  shall  be  to  encourage  and  formulate 
local  unions  of  the  craft,"  as  previously  inter- 
preted and  identified.  So  you  are  getting 
nowhere  if  you  are  going  to  accomplish 
this  thing  if  you  think  it  is  correct,  Mr. 
Chairman,  and  Brother  Delegates,  to  grant 
separate  charters  to  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal 
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Lathers'  Uiiiou  then  you  must  be  consistent 
and  follow  it  to  its  ultimate  conclusion  and 
change  the  name  of  your  organization, 
change  the  object  of  your  organization.  And 
those  things  can  have  their  dangerous  re- 
sults. Granted  to  one,  there  will  be  others 
that  might  claim  it.  But  I  appreciate  the 
sincerity  and  endeavor  on  the  part  of  our 
President.  If  I  misquote  it,  I  shall  certainly 
be  willing  to  stand  corrected.  I  take  the 
intent  of  his  report  regarding  Wood  Locals 
is  the  fact  that  throughout  the  country 
they  have  neglected  that  end  of  our  trade 
and  I  believe  he  is  sincere  when  he  comes 
to  the  conclusion  and  the  judgment  that  by 
permitting  a  charter  to  be  granted  to  a 
Wood  Local  in  a  locality  where  the  metal 
lathers  are  organized  that  it  might  help  to 
organize  the  wood  lathers.  I  believe  that 
judgment  is  wrong.  I  believe  that  problem 
of  organization  cannot  be  solved  that  way. 
I  believe  that  by  the  Metal  Lathers  Local 
taking  an  initiative  as  loyal  members  of  the 
International  Union  that  we  all  love  and  re- 
spect and  revere  that  they  set  themselves 
as  the  leaders  in  that  locality  to  build  and 
organize  those  unorganized  lathers.  I  think 
that  is  the  proper  spirit  of  unity. 

Therefore  in  conclusion  I  think  that  the 
problem  you  aim  to  solve  cannot  be  solved 
in  that  way,  and  I  think  we  should  be  very, 
very  careful.  I  hope  that  on  this  issue  that 
we  are  unanimous  in  disapproving  the  idea 
of  splitting  our  trade.  I  have  heard  some 
remarks  about  Hutchinson,  that  he  would 
like  to  gobble  up  our  trade  and,  as  the  old 
saying  used  to  go,  the  miners  want  every- 
thing under  the  ground  and  the  carpenters 
want  everything  above  ground.  Well,  if  our 
International  became  weakened  through  the 
splitting  up  of  separate  charters  and  if  it 
should  lead  to  the  tendency  of  a  division  of 
our  trade,  even  on  an  International  basis, 
it  would  be  the  easiest  thing  in  the  world 
then  to  gobble  up  the  wood  end  of  our  trade 
and  then  later  on  also  take  over  the  Metal 
Lathers.  I  think  it  is  a  dangerous  proce- 
dure. It  is  unconstitutional  from  every 
viewpoint.  We  are  affiliated  and  incorpor- 
ated with  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
under  a  trade  name  and  our  restrictions 
and  rights  are  based  on  our  trade  name  on 
the  basis  of  our  preamble  and  on  the  basis 
of  our  objective. 

Therefore  I  think  that  motion  is  un- 
constitutional in  the  Presidential  report. 


CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  May  I  be 
permitted  at  this  time  to  correct  any  er- 
roneous impression  that  might  be  created 
by  some  of  the  statements  that  have  been 
made.  First  of  all,  I  want  to  state  that 
the  condition  that  exists  in  Greater  New 
York  is  a  condition  that  has  existed  there 
for  many,  many  years.  The  International 
Union  at  its  Cleveland  Convention  ap- 
pointed the  Executive  Council  to  nego- 
tiate with  Local  Union  No.  46  in  order 
to  bring  that  Local  back  to  the  fold  of 
the  International  Union.  The  entire 
Executive  Council  went  to  New  York  and 
drew  up  an  agreement.  That  agreement 
is  still  in  elfect  and  has  always  governed 
that  locality  from  that  time  until  this. 
All  the  Local  Unions  that  have  been  or- 
ganized and  have  been  situated  in  that 
locality  have  been  working  under  those 
conditions  granting  Local  46  jurisdiction 
over  light  iron  furring  and  reinforced  con- 
crete construction. 

The  Convention  at  St.  Louis  adopted 
this  resolution  in  reference  to  the  grant- 
ing of  separate  charters  in  other  sections 
of  the  country.  Local  No.  3,  which  was 
the  predecessor  of  Local  N'o.  100,  was 
working  under  the  same  conditions  that 
existed  there  for  years.  Owing  to  turmoil 
and  discordant  conditions  that  necessitated 
them  withdrawing  from  the  International 
Union  or  allowing  themselves  to  become  sus- 
pended— or  at  least  were  suspended  by  the 
International  Union.  The  Convention  at  St. 
Louis  granted  Local  46  jurisdiction  as  describ- 
ed under  Resolution  No.  27,  which  is  con- 
tained in  the  St.  Louis  Proceedings  on 
page  131  and  says,  in  part  as  follows:  "Re- 
solved that  the  Sixteenth  Convention  give 
back  to  Local  No.  4  6  full  jurisdiction  over 
all  iron  furring  and  metal  or  wire  lath- 
ing, corner  beads,  bending  and  placing  of 
steel  or  mesh  in  reinforced  concrete  and 
fireproof  floor  construction  in  Westches- 
ter County,  New  York."  That  was  adopted 
by  the  St.  Louis  Convention. 

When  I  was  elected  President  of  the 
International  Union  I  proceeded  to  West- 
chester to  try  to  straighten  out  the  con- 
ditions. I  negotiated  with  the  officers  of 
Local  No.  3.  and  at  the  time  told  them 
that  we  could  give  them  back  their  char- 
ter but  it  would  have  to  be  given  back 
under  the  conditions  that  had  prevailed 
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in  that  locality  and  this  additional  pro- 
vision which  had  been  adopted  by  tho  St. 
Louis  Convention.  In  a  meeting  of  Local 
No.  3,  they  agreed  to  that  proposition  and 
asked  me,  as  they  thought  Local  No.  3's 
number  was  a  Jonah,  that  I  might  reinstate 
some  other  local  number  in  that  locality. 
That  is  how  Local  No.  100  got  into  that 
locality.  Previous  to  Local  No.  3  being 
there,  there  were  three  Local  Unions  — 
namely  152,  226  and  233.  Those  three 
Local  Unions  worked  under  the  same  con- 
ditions for  30  years;  and  the  same  con- 
dition prevails  down  there  today  that  has 
prevailed  there  for  years.  As  far  as 
there  being  non-union  lathing  conditions 
in  the  territory,  there  is  no  such  thing  as 
non-union  lathing  conditions  because  the 
three  local  unions  are  taking  care  of  the 
situation  there  at  the  present  time.  Local 
No.  46  has  always  controlled  in  that  ter- 
ritory 100  per  cent,  iron  furring  and  con- 
crete work  and  I  am  proud  to  say  that 
they  properly  take  care  of  it  and  main- 
tain their  standards  and  conditions. 

This  has  not  been  done  with  any 
thought  in  mind  to  discriminate  against 
anybody,  but  just  to  carry  on  the  condi- 
tion that  has  existed  there  for  years  and 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  St. 
Louis  Convention  in  respect  to  the  grant- 
ing of  this  particular  work  in  its  entirety 
to  Westchester  County. 

We  are  not  attempting  to  issue  sep- 
arate charters  to  wood  lathers  in  any  sec- 
tion of  the  country  and  we  did  not  at- 
tempt to  change  the  set-up  that  has  pre- 
vailed with  Locals  244,  308  and  Local  46. 

These  organizations  are  working  under 
agreements  in  co-operation  and  harmony 
with  each  other  and  preserving  the  inter- 
ests of  the  lathers  in  that  section  of  the 
country  as  well,  if  not  better  than  any 
other  section  of  the  country. 

There  is  no  reason  to  draw  a  conclu- 
sion that  we  have  done  something  that 
is  unconstitutional,  for  we  have  not. 
(Loud  applause.) 

DEL.  KLINK  (Westchester  Dist.  Coun.) : 
Mr.  Chairman,  you  have  covered  the  sit- 
uation as  far  as  Westchester  County  is 
concerned  thoroughly  but  I  want  to  add 
something  to  it  that  might  interest  some 
of  the  delegates  here.  After  the  conven- 
tion at  St.  Louis  we  went  back  into  New 


York  City  and  I  talked  to  Delegate  Mat- 
thews and  Secretary  Matthews  (who  was 
elected  secretary  later  on)  and  the  busi- 
ness agents  who  were  out  on  the  road 
with  me,  about  taking  the  men  in  in 
Westchester  County  that  were  competent 
iron  furring  and  metal  lathers  and  about 
five  or  six  months  after  the  Convention 
in  St.  Louis  we  took  every  competent 
metal  lather  in  Westchester  County  that 
had  been  working  under  an  agreement 
previous  to  that  on  a  fifty-flfty  basis  and 
took  them  into  the  Metal  Lathers  Union, 
and  right  now  in  that  territory  there  is, 
I  believe,  from  ninety  to  one  hundred  and 
twenty  members  of  the  Metal  Lathers 
Union  that  live  there  and  are  enjoying 
good  cond  tions,  and  they  are  not  kick- 
ing about  it.  So  everything  that  has  been 
said  on  the  floor  by  some  of  the  delegates 
has  been  absolutely  misrepresented. 

DEL.  FRANK  (Local  190):  I  want  to 
state  that  our  organization  and  myself 
as  a  delegate  have  always  expressed  ap- 
preciation for  the  work  done  by  46,  and 
those  to  the  East.  The  intent  of  the 
resolution  in  St.  Louis  was  not  to  disturb 
the  agreement  that  had  been  made,  nor 
am  I  in  favor  now  that  it  should  be  dis- 
turbed. If  such  agreement  existed  at  the 
time  with  Local  233,  I  frankly  say  that 
the  agreement  that  originated  or  existed 
at  that  time  should  be  carried  out  abso- 
lutely. 

(Applause.) 

I  am  in  accord  with  that.  But  where 
the  confusion  comes  in  is  in  connection 
with  the  report  and  if  we  should  deal 
with  that  section  later  on  I  would  be  more 
than  satisfied  with  that. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  report  will 
signify  by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary?  The 
"Ayes"  have  it. 

DEL.  COOK:  Mr.  Chairman,  this  will 
close  the  report  of  the  Grievance  Commit- 
tee :^ — • 

John  P.  Cook,  Chairman,  Mass.  State 
Council, 

R.  P.  Landers,  Local  299, 
Stanley  O'Hoppe,  Local  34  6, 
A.  Pelletier,  Local  152, 
Geo.

That  closes  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
report  of  the  Grievance  Committee  be 
adopted  as  a  whole.  You  have  heard  the 
motion,  are  you  ready  for  the  question? 
All  those  in  favor  will  signify  by  saying 
"Aye"    Contrary?    The  "Ayes"  have  it. 

We  will  now  hear  from  the  Resolutions 
Committee. 

DEL.  CASE:  Resolution  No.  13  refer- 
red to  the  Committee  on  Executive  Coun- 
cil's Report  has  been  consolidated  with 
part  of  Resolution  No.  6,  and  the  Committee 
recommends  the  adoption  of  this  substitu- 
tion. 

RESOLUTION  No.  6 

To  the  Seventeenth  Convention  of  the  Wood, 
Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  International 
Union. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  all  members  of 
the  L.I.U.  who  died  from  Jan.  1,  1930  to 
January  1,  1935,  and  who  at  the  time  of 
death  had  been  in  continuous  good  stand- 
ing for  twenty  years,  but  who  were  sus- 
pended lor  non-payment  of  dues  because  of 
inability  to  pay  as  a  result  of  unemploy- 
ment, and  who  did  not  work  unfair  to  the 
L.I.U.  after  suspension  that  the  rightful 
wife  or  next  of  kin  to  said  members  shall 
be  paid  the  amount  of  Funeral  Benefits  to 
which  they  were  entitled  at  time  of  sus- 
pension, Be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  all  members  now  in 
good  standing  with  the  L.I.U.  and  who  were 
suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  during 
period  from  Jan.  1st,  1930  to  Jan.  1st,  1935 
because  of  inability  to  pay  as  a  result  of 
unemployment  and  who  were  twenty  years 
in  continuous  good  standing  at  time  of  sus- 
pension and  who  have  during  suspension 
not  worked  unfair  to  the  L.I.U.  that  said 
members  shall  be  restored  to  their  former 
good  standing  in  the  L.I.U.  including  all 
benefits  to  which  they  were  entitled  at  the 
time  of  suspension.

RESOLUTION  No.  13 

To  the  Delegates  of  the  Seventeenth  Con- 
vention of  the  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal 
Lathers'  International  Union. 

WHEREAS,  Within  the  past  six  years  of 
unemployment,  many  members  of  our  craft 
were  dropped  from  the  rolls  of  our  Inter- 
national Union  for  non-payment  of  dues 
through  no  fault  of  their  own  and  other 
members  took  advantage  of  our  withdrawal 
card  system  to  maintain  their  good  standing 
in  our  International  Union  but  suffered  the 
loss  of  their  funeral  benefits,  therefore,  be 
it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  members  of  the  Exe- 
cutive Council  recommend  to  the  Convention 
of  our  International  Union  that  all  members 
who  were  dropped  from  the  rolls  and  all 
members  who  were  required  to  take  out  with- 
drawal cards  from  our  organization  on  or 
after  January  1st,  1931,  may  make  applica- 
tion to  cancel  such  suspension  or  withdrawal 
card  record,  provided  that  they  pay  all  back 
tax  within  six  months  from  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Convention  and  further  pro- 
vided that  they  did  not  work  detrimental 
to  any  of  our  Local  Unions  or  the  Inter- 
national Union.  Six  months  after  the  final 
payment  of  such  back  tax  to  headquarters 
they  shall  have  their  former  good  standing 
restored  as  it  was  on  the  date  of  their 
suspension  or  withdrawal.

DEL.  CASE:  1930  it  says  here.  Reso- 
lution No.  6  and  Resolution  No.  13  have 
been  amended  and  consolidated,  and  the 
Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  substitution:  — 

RESOLVED,  That  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Council  recommend  to  the 
delegates  to  the  next  Convention  of 
our  International  Union  that  all  mem- 
bers   five   years    or    more    in  continuous 
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good  standing  who  were  dropped  Iroin  the 
rolls,  and  all  members  who  were  required 
to  take  out  withdrawal  cards  from  the  or- 
ganization on  or  after  January  1,  1930,  may 
malfo  application  to  cancel  such  suspension 
or  withdrawal  card  record,  provided  they 
pay  all  back  tax  by  January  1,  1936,  and 
further  provided  that  they  did  not  work 
detrimentally  to  any  of  our  Local  Unions 
or  the  International  Union  six  months  after 
the  hiuU  payment  of  such  back  tax  to  head- 
quarters they  shall  have  their  former  good 
standing  restored  as  it  was  on  the  date  of 
their  suspension  or  withdrawal; 

PROVIDED  that  no  local  union  be  per- 
mitted to  collect  back  indebtedness  from 
any  of  this  type  of  re-instated  members  ex- 
cept the  amount  they  paid  out  prior  to  their 
suspension ; 

FURTHER  PROVIDED  that  all  members 
now  in  good  standing  with  the  L.I.U.  and 
who  were  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues 
during  the  periods  of  January  1,  1930  to 
November  1,  1936  because  of  inability  to 
pay  and  who  had  five  years'  continuous  good 
standing  at  the  time  of  suspension  be  ac- 
corded the  same  privilege  as  the  man  would 
be  who  came  in  now  or  six  months  from 
now. 

I  move  the  adoption  of  the  substitution. 

DEL.  McVEY:  May  I  inquire  of  our 
worthy  chairman  if  that  should  not  read 
"38"  instead  of  "36"  on  that  resolution? 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  The  report  of 
the  Committee  was  to  offer  a  substitute  for 
Resolution  6  and  Resolution  13,  and  the 
motion  is  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee.   It  has  been  moved  and  seconded. 

DEL.  CHAS.  EVANS  (Local  72) :  We  have 
been  all  looking  to  see  who  is  going  to  cover 
the  other  fellow.  Now  in  Boston,  Local  72, 
whicli  I  represent — For  20  years  we  have 
had  a  sick  and  death  benefit  into  which  a 
man  pays  $11.40  a  month  and  he  receives 
$150.00  a  year.  $10.00  a  week  wages  for  ten 
weeks  and  $5.00  a  week  for  ten  weeks  more, 
and  you  fellows  say  you  cannot  do  that. 
That  is  very  successful  in  Local  72.  We 
got  thousands  of  dollars  there.  Who  put 
that  money  in  there?  What  are  you  going 
to  do  with  him?  Cut  his  throat?  Are 
you  going  to  take  that  money  away  from 
the  fellow  that  put  it  in  there.    Every  local 


union  of  the  International  Organization  can 
do  the  same  thing.  You  have  it  in  Clilcago 
and  you  have  it  everywhere.  We  look  after 
the  old  fellow,  of  course. 

DEL.  HAGEN:  There  is  nothing  wrong 
with  the  original  recommendation  of  the 
Executive  Board.  They  spent  considerable 
time  getting  this  proposition  together.  With 
the  exception  we  should  have  "1930"  read 
"1931"  in  the  book.  I  am  in  favor  of  turn- 
ing those  resolutions  down  and  adopting 
the  report  of  the  resolution  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board,  substituting  1930  for  1931. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  We  are  now 
discussing  the  report  of  the  Committee. 

DEL.  FRANK  (Local  190):  In  the  event 
that  the  report  of  the  Committee  is  adopted 
does  that  mean  that  those  members  who 
have  become  re-instated  and  are  now  re- 
instated when  they  make  application  for 
this  thing  that  is  provided  for  in  the  re- 
commendation can  demand  and  obtain  re- 
funding of  the  amount  of  re-instatement  fee 
if  they  have  paid  to  the  respective  locals. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  No. 

DEL.  McVEY  (Local  74):  I  am  not  in 
favor  of  concurrence  in  this  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee  because  it  takes  away 
the  chance  of  any  man  to  go  back  if  the 
substitute  was  read  correctly.  The  substi- 
tute read  that  they  have  until  January  1st, 
1930  to  meet  their  indebtedness. 

DEL.  C.  J.  HAGGERTY  (South  Califor- 
nia District  Council) :  I  wish  to  say,  for 
clarification  purposes,  that  this  resolution  is 
a  consolidation  of  what  the  Committee  con- 
sidered the  best  parts  of  Resolution  No.  6 
and  amendments  were  made  in  No.  13.  As 
a  member  of  the  Executive  Council  I  as- 
sisted in  some  small  way  in  drawing  this 
original  Resolution  No.  13.  When  discuss- 
ing it  in  the  Committee  afterward  I  noticed 
that  we  had  failed  to  provide  for  a  member 
who  had  been  re-instated  and  was  now  in 
good  standing  since  1930  might  have  come 
back  in  1934  or  1935,  who  had  lost  all  his 
insurance  fund  and  good  standing  during 
that  period.  Resolution  No.  13  provides  for 
the  man  who  comes  back  from  now  on,  who 
wasn't  hurt  a  bit  more  than  the  man  might 
have  been  if  re-instated  last  March  or  last 
year,  but  would  have  no  benefits  at  all 
against  the  man  who  came  in  tomorrow  or 
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6  months  from  tomorrow.  In  order  to  cover 
him  we  added  a  new  paragraph.  This  is 
from  No.  6,  hut  we  reduced  it  somewhat: 
"  Further  provided  that  all  members  now  in 
good  standing  with  the  L.I.U.  and  who  were 
suspended  tor  non-payment  of  dues  during 
the  period  from  January  1,  1930  to  Novem- 
ber, 1936  because  of  inability  to  pay  and  who 
had  five  years'  continuous  good  standing  at 
the  time  of  suspension  be  accorded  the  same 
privilege  as  the  man  would  be  who  came 
in  now  or  six  months  from  now." 

Now,  to  clear  up  the  question  asked  by 
one  of  the  delegates  through  an  error  in 
reading  the  date  of  "36,  '  I  would  like  to  read 
the  entire  resolution  if  I  may:  — 

"RESOLVED  that  the  members  of  Execu- 
tive Council  recommend  to  the  delegates  to 
the  next  Convention  of  our  International 
Union  that  all  members  live  years  of  more 
in  continuous  good  standing  who  were  drop- 
ped from  the  rolls,  and  all  members  who 
are  required  to  take  out  withdrawal  cards 
from  the  organization,  on  or  after  January 
1,  1930,  may  make  application  to  cancel  such 
suspension  or  the  withdrawal  card  record, 
provided  they  pay  all  back  tax  by  January 
1,  1938. 

AND  FURTHER  PROVIDED  they  did  not 
work  detrimentally  to  any  of  our  local 
unions,  or  the  International  Union,  six 
months  after  the  final  payment  of  such  back 
tax  to  headquarters,  they  shall  have  their 
former  good  standing  restored  as  it  was  on 
the  date  of  their  suspension  or  withdrawal, 
provided  no  local  union  be  permitted  to  col- 
lect back  indebtedness  from  any  of  this  type 
of  reinstated  members  except  the  amount 
they  paid  out  prior  to  their  suspension." 

That  is  put  in  to  avoid  a  local  union  col- 
lecting $100.00  or  $200.00  to  get  a  man  back 
in  good  standing. 

The  Intent  of  the  resolution  is  to  restore 
to  good  standing  the  real  trade  union  man 
since  1930,  to  give  him  his  insurance  fund. 

We  also  have  the  final  paragraph  allowing 
the  man  who  is  now  in  since  1930.  In  my 
opinion  all  members  who  are  on  the 
Rolls  and  whose  record  is  good  since  1930, 
giving  them  fourteen  months  time  to  re- 
instate— the  original  resolution  presented 
by  the  Executive  Council  in  Its  report  in 


1935,  I  believe,  was  six  months  after  con- 
vention. That  was  too  short  a  time,  the 
Committee  felt,  to  give  the  organizer  a 
chance  to  go  out  and  get  these  men  back 
into  the  organization;  so  the  Committee  in 
its  judgment  lengthened  the  time  to  four- 
teen months. 

When  I  am  talking  about  this  resolution, 
a  man  must  be  six  months  in  good  standing 
after  his  re-instatement  before  he  partici- 
pates in  full  benefits. 

DEL.  MULLANE  (N.J.  State  Council): 
It  is  not  very  clear  to  me.  That  is  a  pro- 
viso that  no  back  dues  can  be  collected  by 
the  Local.  Under  this  proviso  it  makes  it 
mandatory  that  no  Local  can  collect  any 
back  dues  and  back  taxes  that  may  have 
been  paid  by  that  Local  prior  to  the  sus- 
pension of  the  member.  I  would  like  to 
have  that  clear. 

DEL.  HAGGERTY:  If  I  may  reply,  that 
is  partly  correct,  yes.  There  is  nothing  in 
that  proviso  prohibiting  the  local  union 
collecting  because  they  have  to  carry  that 
man  during  the  time  he  is  under  suspen- 
sion, even  if  they  carried  him  for  two  years. 
Say  if  they  carried  me  for  two  years  and 
I  paid  no  dues,  I  would  have  to  pay  the 
full  amount  prior  to  my  suspension,  and 
that  is  all  they  can  collect  from  me  up  to 
that  time.  Does  that  answer  the  question 
of  the  delegate? 

DEL.  EDWARDS:  Does  the  last  para- 
graph mean  that  the  brothers  who  come 
in  prior  to  July  1  under  that  special  dis- 
pensation resume  their  former  status? 

DEL.  HAGGERTY:  Not  prior  to,  but  sub- 
sequent. It  has  no  bearing  on  the  dispensa- 
tion. The  only  requirement  is  he  must  be 
reinstated  since  January  1,  1930,  up  to  Sep- 
tember 1,  1936,  and  have  been  in  continuous 
good  standing  for  five  continuous  years. 
If  he  came  in  before  1930  it  does  not  cover 
it. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  question 
that  Brother  Edwards  asked  is  this:  He 
wants  to  know,  does  a  man  who  has  been 
reinstated  have  to  pay  all  of  his  back  taxes 
in  order  to  get  his  standing  back,  and  the 
answer  is.  Yes,  he  has  to  pay  it  all. 

DEL.  McVEY:  There  is  another  point  in 
that  resolution  that  I  would  like  to  call 
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your  attention  to.  That  reaolutlon  is  not 
the  property  of  this  convention;  that  reso- 
lution calls  for  action  at  the  next  conven- 
tion. I  thinli  it  should  be  clianged  to  read 
"by  this  convention." 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  That  was  the 
Executive  Board's  recommendation  that  will 
be  changed. 

DEL.  HA(!EN:  There  is  a  very  good  point 
in  the  recommendation,  with  the  exception 
of  the  proviso  which  takes  away  the  auto- 
nomy. It  we  had  that,  I  am  in  favor  of  the 
recommendation. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Will  you  write 
an  amendment,  if  you  want  to  change  it, 
and  then  we  can  put  it  to  the  convention 
and  have  a  vote  on  it? 

DEL.  HAGEN:  All  right,  I  will  make  an 
amendment.  "Will  we  vote  on  the  amend- 
ment first? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Yes. 

DEL.  MITCHELL,  Losal  243:  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  Committee  if  as  it  is  constructed 
there  that  resolution  would  interfere  in 
any  way  with  members  who  are  re-instated 
in  the  future  and  collecting  half  initiation 
fees  where  the  local  by-laws  provide  for 
that. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  No. 

DEL.  MITCHELL:  It  would  not? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  No.  You  have 
now  before  you  the  amendment  offered  by 
Brother  Hagen. 

DEL.  CASE:  Brother  Hagen's  amendment 
reads  to  strike  out  this  section — provided 
that  no  local  union  be  permitted  to  collect 
back  indebtedness  from  any  of  this  type  of 
reinstated  members  unless  the  man  has  paid 
it  prior  to  his  suspension. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  question 
recurs  to  the  amendment.  All  those  in 
favor  will  signify  by  saying  "Aye";  con- 
trary? The  "Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  sq 
ordered. 

The  motion  now  recurs  to  the  adoption  of 
the  report  as  amended.  You  have  heard 
the  motion;  are  you  ready  for  the  question? 
All  those  in  favor  will  give  the  usual  sign 
by  saying  "Aye";  contrary?  The  "Ayes" 
have  it,  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

Committee? 


DEL.  CASE!:  The  Committee  recommends 
the  concurrence  in  that  part  of  the  Presi- 
dent's Report  in  reference  to  Funeral  Benefits, 
and  recommends  concurrence  in  Resolution 
No.  18.  I  want  to  say  that  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  President's  report  was 
handed  to  us,  and  we  have  adopted  Reso- 
lution No.  18.  We  recommend  concurrence 
in  the  report.    Resolution  18  on  page  42:  — 

"WHEREAS,  the  funeral  benefit  payment 
of  our  organization  is  beyond  the  income  re- 
ceived at  our  General  Office  to  pay  the  sal- 
aries of  all  officers  and  employees  not 
speaking  of  ofiice  expenses,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  Sections  147,  148,  149 
and   150  be  amended. 

To  change  Section  147,  to  read: 
A  new  member  shall  be  in  benefit  for  $50 
after  the  expiration  of  twelve  full  months 
from  the  date  of  the  issuance  of  his  Inter- 
national number  by  the  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer;  and  in  benefit  for  $75.00  after 
the  expiration  of  24  full  months'  continuous 
good  standing. 

To  change  Section  148,  to  read: 

A  reinstated  member  shall  be  in  benefit 
for  $50.00  after  the  expiration  of  twelve  full 
months  from  the  date  of  the  reinstatement 
at  headquarters  by  the  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer;  and  in  benefits  for  $75.00  after 
the  expiration  of  24  full  months'  continu- 
ous good  standing  at  headquarters. 

To  change  Section  149,  to  read: 
Provided,  when  a  man  is  reinstated  who 
has  previously  been  suspended  and  rein- 
stated one  or  more  times,  he  will  be  in  bene- 
fit for  $50.00  after  the  expiration  of  twenty- 
four  full  months  from  date  of  reinstatement 
at  headquarters,  and  in  benefit  for  $75.00 
after  the  expiration  of  forty-eight  full 
months'  continuous  good  standing  at  head- 
quarters. 

To  change  Section  150,  to  read: 
Provided  that  at  the  death  of  a  member 
who  has  been  in  continuous  good  standing 
for  a  period  of  five  full  years  he  shall  re- 
ceive the  sum  of  $150.00.  Further  provided 
that  at  the  death  of  a  member  who  has  been 
in  continuous  good  standing  for  a  period  of 
ten  full  years  he  shall  receive  the  sum  of 
$300.00,  and  at  the  expiration  of  fifteen 
years  in  continuous  good  standing  he  shall 
receive  $400.00,  and  at  the  expiration  of 
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twenty  years  in  continuous  good  standing 
he  shall  receive  $500.00" 

Your  Committee  recommends  concurrence 
In  the  resolution,  and  I  move  the  adoption 
of  the  Committee's  report. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  be  adopted.  You 
have  heard  the  motion;  are  you  ready  for 
the  question? 

DEL.  EVANS:  That  has  been  in  there 
for  years.  What  is  the  matter  with  the  old 
regulations?  You  tell  our  local  unions  to 
pay  their  per  capita  tax  to  keep  them  in 
good  standing.  They  pay  their  per  capita 
tax  and  if  they  get  sick  or  aged  they  get 
$150  per  year.  We  probably  would  not  be 
so  prominent  in  this  organization,  but  when 
you  cut  down  a  man  — 

DEL.  MULLANE:  Mr.  Chairman,  the 
reason  we  are  opposed  to  that  is  because 
there  are  quite  a  few  members  of  Local  67 
who  were  suspended  for  a  principle  which 
they  thought  was  right.  In  1920  we  had 
men  who  would  have  been  25  to  30  years  in 
good  standing,  but  at  the  present  time  are 
approximately  only  15  years  in  good  stand- 
ing, and  I  believe  that,  as  a  delegate  from 
the  State  Council,  that  the  funeral  benefits 
as  enumerated  in  our  Constitution  should 
stand. 

DEL.  McVEY:  I  just  want  an  interpre- 
tation, so  that  there  is  no  misunderstand- 
ing here.  From  those  who  have  spoken  it 
seems  that  they  think  that  this  is  going  to 
be  retroactive,  and  I  would  like  to  hear  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  tell  us  whether 
that  is  so  or  not. 

DEL.  IIAGGERTY:  If  I  may,  I  would 
like  to  have  that  point  cleared  up  myself. 
As  I  understand  what  the  resolution  means 
— Your  Chairman  in  this  convention  stated 
in  his  opening  that  these  laws  enacted  here 
take  effect  the  first  of  the  year,  Decem- 
ber, 1936,  which  means  that  this  is  partially 
retroactive,  that  it  covers  any  member  now 
a  member  of  the  organization  who  has  been 
in  fifteen  years.  He  now  has  $500  coming 
to  him  and  after  December,  1936,  he  only 
has  $400  coming  to  him.  Is  that  right,  Mr. 
President? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  That  was  the 
ruling. 


DEL.  EVANS:  Tell  us  what  we  are  vot- 
ing on. 

DEL.  McVEY:  I  think  that  is  the  bone 
of  contention  in  this,  and  I  want  to  say 
that  I  have  to  be  opposed  to  it  if  it  is  re- 
troactive. Some  measure  of  words  have 
been  said  in  here  about  a  contract.  When  I 
was  in  this  organization  for  a  certain  time 
they  made  a  contract  with  me  that  they 
would  give  me  so  much,  and  now  you  want 
to  abrogate  that  contract.  Anybody  that 
says  they  want  to  make  this  retroactive 
and  make  a  new  law  for  me  is  not  within 
their  province,  in  my  opinion. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  We  want  to 
be  frank.  We  do  not  want  any  misunder- 
standing. If  you  adopt  this  recommenda- 
tion it  applies  to  every  member  of  the  In- 
ternational Union  after  the  law  goes  into 
effect. 

DEL.  EDWARDS:  It  rightfully  should 
apply  to  several  members  of  this  organiza- 
tion. The  man  that  has  been  in  15  years 
and  we  have  had  90c  per  capita  tax  during 
that  period  and  has  paid  into  this  organiza- 
tion $162 — into  our  International  Union — 
and  now  he  does  not  want  to  take  $100.00  cut. 
We  have  never  had  sufficient  to  pay  our 
funeral  benefits;  fines  and  re-instatements 
have  carried  the  load. 

This  resolution  was  brought  in  here  to 
reduce  the  expenses  on  the  International 
Union  without  putting  anything  on  the  old 
time  members.  The  only  ones  that  are  really 
affected  are  the  men  who  are  reinstated  and 
go  out  and  come  back  in  again;  it  does 
not  materially  affect  the  others,  and  I  be- 
lieve that  anyone  who  has  the  interests  of 
this  International  Union  at  heart  would  not 
object  to  having  our  benefits  reduced  to 
$400.00  if  it  was  for  the  benefit  of  our  or- 
ganization. This  resolution  is  not  in  accord 
with  that. 

DEL.  MATTHEWS  (Local  46):  I  could 
jiot  go  back  to  our  Local  and  tell  them  that 
after  they  have  been  in  for  fifteen  years 
that  they  have  to  take  a  cut  of  $100.00  in 
their  benefits;  I  could  not  make  that  report. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  I  am  just 
explaining  this  thing  so  that  there  will  be 
no  mistake.  As  I  understand  the  resolution 
of  the  Committee  — 

Voices:   Question,  Question. 
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PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  right,  if 
you  want  the  questi(5Ti  ■ — • 

DEL.  HAGGERTY:  This  is  too  import- 
ant to  pass  over  — 

Voices:    Question,  Question. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  .1  just  want  to 
make  a  statement  just  before  you  take  the 
vote.  I  am  just  as  anxious  as  any  of  you 
to  give  all  we  possibly  can,  but  there  is  one 
thing  I  am  vitally  interested  in,  and  that  is, 
that  we  can  give  it  when  it  is  due.  Bear 
this  in  mind;  it  is  all  right  to  be  chuck 
full  of  sentiment  and  say  that  you  will  give 
almost  anything  away  that  you  do  not  have, 
but  you  cannot  pull  this  money  out  of  the 
air  and  you  cannot  give  more  than  you 
take  in,  and  when  you  stop  to  think  If  all  of 
the  ninety  cents  per  month  for  per  capita 
tax  were  placed  into  a  fund  it  would  take 
a  member  forty-six  and  a  half  years  to  pay 
in  $500.00.  Now,  we  are  doing  this,  at  least 
the  Committee  suggests  it,  the  Committee 
suggests  that  if  a  man  is  in  here  for  fif- 
teen years  give  him  $400.00,  if  he  is  in  for 
twenty  years  he  gets  $500.00;  and  you  are 
paying  him  back  twice  what  he  paid  in.  So 
you  have  to  view  it  not  from  the  viewpoint  of 
sentiment  but  mostly  from  the  point  of  a 
real  sound  actuarial  basis,  so  that  when  a 
man's  death  benefit  is  due  he  will  get  it. 
It  is  no  use  saying  you  are  going  to  pay  it 
if  you  have  not  the  money  to  pay  it  with. 

DEL.  CASE:  As  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee, the  main  part  of  this  resolution 
that  I  am  so  highly  in  favor  of,  is  the  last 
part  of  it.  It  means  that  it  will  strengthen 
the  functions  of  the  International  Organi- 
zation by  making  it  twenty  years  instead  of 
fifteen  years.  We  all  know  that  during  the 
season  of  depression  there  was  not  enough 
money  to  pay  out  death  benefits  on  the 
"dot",  and  I  would  do  anything  to  help  to 
bring  about  something  that  when  a  man 
was  dead  and  lying  in  his  coffin  and  his 
widow  is  dependent  on  whatever  he  has 
coming  she  shall  get  it  as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible. I  am  deeply  interested  in  the  last 
two  lines  of  the  resolution — 

Voices:    Question,  Question. 

DEL.  FRANK:  I  want  to  register  my  op- 
position to  any  reduction  of  the  benefits  to 
old  members.  A  new  law  can  be  enacted  to 


take  care  of  tlie  new  members;  to  take  ef- 
fect when  the  new  members  come  in. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have 
passed  a  resolution  for  a  twenty-five  cent 
assessment  in  order  to  carry  on  a  cam- 
paign of  organizing  and  looking  after  the 
jurisdictional  claims  and  that  may  re- 
lieve the  general  fund  from  a  lot  of  that 
burden;  and  you  have  also  increased  the 
per  capita  tax  from  ninety  cents  to  a  dol- 
lar and  it  may  be  we  might  possibly  be  able 
to  get  over  until  the  next  convention  with 
those  aids. 

DEL.  McVEY:  I  would  like  to  make  an 
amendment  under  your  interpretation ;  this 
means  something — 

Voices:    Question,  question. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee  will  signify  by  saying  "Aye"; 
contrary?  The  substitute  is  lost. 

The  question  now  recurs  on  the  President's 
Recommendation.    A  motion  is  in  order. 

DEL.  FRANK:  I  move  that  the  report 
of  the  Committee  including  the  recommen- 
dation be  placed  on  file. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee 
including  the  Resolution  be  placed  on  file. 
You  have  heard  the  motion,  are  you  ready 
for  the  question?  All  those  in  favor  will 
signify  consent  by  saying  "Aye";  con- 
trary? The  "Ayes"  have  it,  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 

DEL.  CASE:  The  Committee  on  Resolu- 
tions and  Laws  were  advised  to  approve 
two  Resolutions.  One  is  dealing  with  the 
Press,  where  the  Press  of  the  City  of  Tor- 
onto in  some  manner  unknown  to  this 
Convention  —  Let  us  have  order  Mr.  Chair- 
man for  I  think  everybody  should  hear  this. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Order,  broth- 
ers. 

DEL.  CASE:  They,  in  some  manner  un- 
known to  this  Convention  obtained  false 
information  to  the  effect  that  this  Conven- 
tion has  placed  itself  on  record  as  favoring 
the  ten  International  Union  members  on 
the  Industrial  organization,  and  WHEREAS 
this  information  is  false  and  erroneous  and 
entirely  contrary  to  the  action  of  this  Con- 
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vention,  therefore  be  it  Resolved  that  this 
Convention  go  on  record  as  denying  this 
false  and  erroneous  public  statement,  and 
place  itself  on  record  as  a  Craft  Union  op- 
posed to  the  present  unethical  practice  of 
the  other  ten. 

AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that 
this  Resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  Press 
in  this  City  and  all  other  cities  of  this  na- 
tion". 

This  Committee  recommends  its  adoption, 
and  I  so  move.  (Seconded). 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
Resolution  of  the  Committee  be  adopted. 
You  have  heard  the  motion,  are  you  ready 
for  the  question? 

DEL.  FRANK:  I  am  heartily  in  favor 
of  the  intent  of  the  Resolution  up  to  a  cer- 
tain point.  Our  Local  introduced  a  Resolu- 
tion and  we  want  to  be  on  record  to  vig- 
orously condemn  the  Press  for  giving  false 
information.  We  make  our  own  decision, 
not  a  capitalist  Press.  I  do  believe  that  that 
part  of  the  Resolution  that  is  controversial 
in  nature  should  not  be  included  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  International  Union. 
I  do  not  believe  it  is  necessary  to  further 
increase  the  rift  between  this  International 
Union  by  inserting  that  Resolution,  and  I 
ask  in  all  sincerity,  and  it  would  he  to  the 
better  interest  of  our  International  Union  if 
we  eliminate  that  part  and  confine  ourselves 
to  the  condemnation  of  the  Press  for  hav- 
ing obtained  erroneously  the  actions  of  our 
Convention.  I  don't  like  to  see  it  insert 
something  to  be  used  against  our  Interna- 
tional Union,  and  I  don't  think  we  should 
allow  the  Press  to  utilize  that  against  our 
interest. 

Voices:    Question,  Question. 

DEL.  DUTY:  I  believe  that  is  possibly 
due  to  some  remarks  that  I  stated  on  the 
floor  the  other  day  jthat  made  it  possible 
with  the  aid  or  without  the  aid  to  get  that 
into  the  paper.  I  want  to  say  here  that  what 
I  said  at  that  time  I  honestly  believed. 
That  probably  will  be  the  solution  to  it, 
but  I  want  you  to  understand  it  and  if 
necessary  give  it  to  the  Press  that  I  don't 
endorse  any  such    thing  as  that. 

DEL.  X  X  X  X  X:  I  want  to  make  an 
amendment  there  to  strike  out  that  part 


of  the  Resolution.  We  have  two  Craft  In- 
dustrial Unions  and  I  think  in  so  doing  we 
are  helping  to  reconcile  the  difference  in- 
stead of  irritating  U. 

DEL.  SMITH:  I  insist  on  getting  my 
word  in.  I  am  not  a  delegate  from  Petro- 
grad;  remember  that.  I  am  a  delegate  from 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  the  white  man's  village. 
Mussolini  thinks  he  went  through  Ethiopia, 
but  I  went  through  it  first  and  beat  him  to 
the  Punch;  laugh  that  off.  I  know  some- 
thing about  these  five  organizations.  In 
Cleveland  the  Building  Trades  Council 
withdrew  because  of  a  quarrel  one  organi- 
zation had  with  the  Lathers'  Union,  and  I 
don't  care  whether  it  gets  in  the  paper  or 
not,  I  got  a  call  this  morning  from  the 
United  Press  and  they  said  I  was  absent 
from  the  meeting  all  yesterday  morning, 
and  wanted  to  know  if  I  wanted  to  string 
along,  and  I  said  1,000  per  cent  I  am  for 
my  friends  and  not  my  enemies.  I  am  not 
playing  ball  with  someone  in  Europe  on 
that  kind  of  stuff.  I  want  them  to  strictly 
understand  that,  and  that  goes  for  Lewis 
and  two  or  three  others.  There  is  one  thing 
we  must  consider;  take  no  action  that  will 
lose  the  identity  of  our  organization,  and  I 
will  serve  notice  on  you  right  now  that  I 
am  doing  everything  I  can  as  an  individual 
to  maintain  that  identity.  Let's  play  ball 
on  that  basis. 

Meeting:  Question. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  Resolution  will 
signify  by  saying  "Aye".

WHEREAS,  at  the  present  there  are  no 
provisions  in  our  International  Constitution 
governing  a  referendum  on  a  matter  of  ex- 
treme emergency, 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  a 
section  be  inserted  into  our  International 
Constitution  under  the  caption  "Referen- 
dum" providing  that  a  period  of  three 
months  shall  be  given  in  which  discussion 
in  our  official  journal  the  "Lather"  shall  be 
afforded  to  the  proponents  and  opponents  of 
the  emergency  measure  proposed, 


It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer to  submit  the  proposal  to 
each  and  every  local  at  least  one  week  prior 
to  the  three  month  discussion  period  men- 
tioned above.  The  General  Secretary  shall 
prepare  the  ballots  with  the  proposal  print- 
ed thereon  and  squares  for  the  affirmative 
and  negative  votes.  He  shall  also  prepare 
tabulation  sheets,  these  shall  be  sent  to 
the  local  unions  in  sufficient  time  for  the 
referendum.  The  date  to  be  set  by  the 
general  office.  The  local  secretary  shall  noti- 
fy in  writing  all  members  of  the  time  and 
place  of  referendum  which  shall  be  by  secret 
vote.  The  ballots  shall  be  counted  by  a 
committee  of  tellers  elected  by  the  local 
union  and  the  results  of  the  tabulation 
thereof  be  forwarded  to  headquarters  within 
three  days  after  voting.  Failure  to  comply 
with  these  provisions  governing  the  referen- 
dum by  any  local  will  be  punishable  by 
fine  not  to  exceed  $500  and  the  ballots  of 
the  offending  local  disqualified."

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  Secretary 
desires  to  have  a  moment. 

SECRETARY  FORD:  Mr.  Chairman  and 
Delegates:  A  short  while  ago  there  was  a 
communication  sent  by  one  of  our  ex-mem- 
bers to  all  the  Locals  throughout  the  coun- 
try, protesting  against  the  action  of  Interna- 
tional headquarters  revoking  the  charter  of 
Local  38.  Accompanying  this  letter  there 
is  a  photostatic  copy  of  a  check  which  was 
sent  to  headquarters,  and  in  this  Brother's 
letter  he  calls  the  attention  of  the  recipients 
of  this  letter  to  the  matter  that  this  cheque 
was  self-explanatory  and  should  disqualify 
Mr.  Terry  Ford  from  holding  office.  Or,  in 
other  words,  the  man  that  sent  this  letter 
out  wanted  the  members  of  the  International 
Union  to  believe  that  I  accepted  this  cheque 
as  a  bribe  to  revoke  the  charter  of  Local  38. 

Now  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  this 
check.  The  check  was  mailed  to  the  office 
on  the  31st  day  of  March,  1933,  accepted  by 
me  from  Local  46  for  per  capita  tax.  The 
Local's  charter  was  revoked  in  1935,  two 
years  later,  so  according  to  that,  it  took  me 
two  years  to  earn  the  money  that  was  sent 
to  me  for  revoking  the  charter.  And  I  would 
like  to  have  the  Brothers  explain  this  to 
their  organizations  when  they  go  home  what 
this  check  was  for,  because  I  know  lots  of 
them  are  in  doubt.  I  want  this  to  go  down 
as  a  matter  of  record,  so  that  all  will  see 
what  my  explanation  was  in  regard  to  it. 
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DEL.  WALTER  MATTHEWS,  Local  46: 
I  happen  to  be  the  gentleman  who  was  the 
recipient  of  tliis  check.  I  was  straighten- 
ing out  a  job  there  with  four  non-Union  wood 
lathers  on  the  job.  The  members  were  not 
satisfied  with  the  job.  They  also  wanted  a 
settling  of  wages.  I  had  received  a  check 
from  Business  Agent  Glennon  for  $100,  two 
ilays'  pay  each  for  four  men.  The  men's 
nc.mes  were  as  follows:  J.  Clifford,  Thomas 
Hanlon,  a  man  by  the  name  of  Tinimins  and 
one  by  name  of  Young.  I  cashed  that  check, 
gave  the  men  the  money  and  put  the  check 
In  a  safe  until  the  end  of  the  month,  then 
sent  that  check  at  the  end  of  the  month, 
along  with  my  orders  and  other  checks  to 
headquarters  to  pay  on  our  per  capita  tax. 
Secretary  Ford  had  no  more  to  do  with  that 
check  than  Bro.  Yoder  on  the  other  side 
of  the  room. 

Bro.  Clark  of  Local  38,  who  was  the  in- 
stigator of  all  this  trouble,  took  us  into 
court  in  Mineola.  He  offered  a  photostatic 
copy  of  the  check  as  "evidence  and  the  Judge 
refused  to  admit  the  check  as  evidence. 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  73:  I 
want  to  make  a  motion  That  this  conven- 
tion go  on  record  as  expressing  our  confi- 
dence in  the  honesty  and  integrity  of  our 
Secretary-Treasurer,  Terry  Ford,  and  con- 
demning the  action  and  activities  of  the 
writer  of  that  letter. 

Seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  That  the  mo- 
tion of  Bro.  Hagen  be  adopted.  Are  you 
ready  for  the  question? 

BRO.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  190:  I 
wish  to  make  a  statement  in  behalf  of  our 
organization  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  we 
presented  the  resolution  asking  for  a  hearing 
that  this  Local  38,  or  former  38,  be  granted 
a  hearing,  and  I  want  to  say  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Brothers  that  there  was  no  one  in 
our  organization  that  was  infiuenced  by 
the  matter  of  the  check.  What  we  were 
interested  in  were  the  principles  of  trade 
union  democracy  to  the  extent  that  the 
local  be  given  a  hearing.  Our  intent  was 
to  obtain  such  a  hearing.  We  still  believe 
in  the  correctness  of  that  principle,  and  I 
believe  the  purpose  of  the  resolution  has 
been  carried  out. 


PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  of  Brother  Hagen's  motion  will  signify 
their  consent  by  saying  Aye.  Contrary  if 
any.    The  Ayes  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  I  would  like 
to  say,  Brothers,  there  are  agreements  here, 
two  agreements  that  were  entered  into  be- 
tween representatives  of  Local  46  and  Local 
244,  also  between  Locals  46  and  308,  and  if 
there  are  no  objections  I  would  like  to  have 
them  put  in  the  records,  as  these  four  or- 
ganizations are  satisfied  with  them. 

There  appear  to  be  none,  and  it  is  so  ord- 
ered. 

COPY  AGREEMENT 

"This  Agreement  entered  into  this  20tli 
day  of  October,  1936,  in  the  City  of  Toronto, 
Ontario,  at  the  Seventeenth  Convention  of 
the  International  Union,  by  and  between  the 
members  of  Local  No.  46,  Wood,  Wire  and 
Metal  Lathers  International  Union  and 
Local  No.  244,  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lath- 
ers' International  Union  of  Kings,  Queens, 
Nassau  and  Suffolk  Counties,  N.Y.

1.  The  members  of  Local  No.  46,  Wood, 
Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  International  Un- 
ion agree  to  concede  to  the  members  of 
Local  No.  244,  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lath- 
ers, the  right  of  jurisdiction  over  all  nail- 
ing and  stapling  on  of  all  metal  lath  on 
wood  construction  jobs  in  the  territory  of 
Kings,  Queens,  Nassau  and  Suffolk  Counties, 
New  York. 

2.  The  members  of  Local  No.  244,  Wood, 
Wire  and  Metal  Lathers  of  Kings,  Queens, 
Nassau  and  Suffolk  Counties,  New  York, 
agree  to  concede  to  the  members  of  Local 
No.  46  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  all 
light  iron  furring,  steel  for  reinforcing  for 
concrete  construction  and  other  appurten- 
ances used  on  fireproof  buildings  and  which 
come  under  the  jurisdiction  claims  of  the 
Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  International 
Union. 

3.  Both  parties  to  this  agreement  hereby 
agree  to  at  all  times  carry  out  the  strict 
enforcement  of  this  agreement  and  to  pre- 
vent their  members  from  violating  same. 

4.  Where  there  are  100  yards  of  stapling 
it  would  belong  to  local  No.  46;  over  100 
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yards  of  stapling  on  any  mixed  job  wonld 
belong  to  Local  244.

WHEREAS,  our  membership,  as  well  as 
labor  in  general,  have  suffered  greatly  in 
want  and  deprivation,  during  one  of  the 
greatest,  and  most  disastrous  depressions 
ever  experienced  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  from  which  we  are  happily  pro- 
gressing; and 

WHEREAS,  such  conditions  have  been  so 
greatly  improved,  during  the  past  three 
years,  by  the  administration  of  the  President 
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of  that  natiun,  which  has  ostablisliod  for  a 
certainty,  in  our  estimation,  that  normal 
conditions  will  have  been  resumed  very 
shortly  throughout  the  same;  and 

WHEREAS,  we  arc  firm  in  our  belief 
that  tlie  resumption  of  such  favorable  con- 
ditions have  been  brought  about,  in  a  great 
degree,  .by  the  untiring  efforts  which  have 
been  put  forth  by  President  Roosevelt; 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That 
this,  the  17th  convention  of  the  Wood,  Wire 
and  Metal  Lathers'  International  Union,  in 
an  endeavor  to  bestow  the  humble  grati- 
tude and  sincere  faithfulness  of  its  organiza- 
tion and  membership  in  the  policies  and  ad- 
ministration thereof,  hereby  endorses  Frank- 
lin Delano  Roosevelt  for  President  of  the 
United  States,  requesting  that  its  member- 
ship put  forth  its  efforts  to  ensure  his  elec- 
tion; and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  copies 
of  this  resolution  be  immediately  forwarded 
to  President  Roosevelt  and  the  press  of  the 
nation,  and  to  any  other  source  deemed  ad- 
visable or  necessary  by  the  General  Presi- 
dent or  General  Secretary-Treasurer  of  this 
organization." 

JAMES  MITCHELL,  Local  No.  68:  I 
move  adoption  of  this  Resolution  by  the 
Convention, 

Seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have 
heard  the  motion  duly  moved  and  seconded. 
Are  you  ready  for  the  question. 

BRO.  McVEY,  Local  No.  74,  spoke  but  did 
not  wish  to  be  recorded. 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  No.  190: 
On  this  issue,  I  want  to  be  placed  in  the 
Record,  and  I  want  to  say  this,  that  the 
Farmer-Labor  Party  that  Brother  McVey 
belongs  to  must  be  a  poor  one  that  is  afraid 
to  take  a  stand.  Now  the  Farmer-Labor 
party  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  through  its 
great  leader  that  is  now  dead, — 

DEL.  JOS.  H.  DUTY,  Local  No.  33:  Might 
I  raise  a  point  of  order?  Does  our  Constitu- 
tion not  provide  that  we  don't  take  religious 
or  political  sides?  If  they  speak  for  Roose- 
velt, may  I  speak  for  Landon? 

DEL.  FRANK,  continuing,  through  the 
State    Administration    of    Minnesota  and 


through  the  Farmer-Labor  party  they  have 
gone  on  record  to  support  Roosevelt.  They 
arc  supporting  Roosevelt  not  the  Democratic 
I)arly,  Init  we  firmly  believe  that  the  great 
historic  step  tor  American  Labor  is  that  in 
1940,  through  a  National  Farmer-Labor 
party,  we  will  be  able  to  elect  a  president 
out  of  that  party,  that  will  go  farther  in 
the  interest  of  Labor  than  what  President 
Roosevelt  has  done. 

DEL.  FRANK  FETRIDGE,  Local  No.  102: 
I  did  not  intend  to  get  up  on  this  floor  to 
say  anything,  but  when  Bro.  Duty  made  the 
remarks  and  I  saw  the  overwhelming  major- 
ity of  Roosevelt  men,  I  was  ahvays  proud 
of  my  open  avowal  of  my  convictions  and 
standing  on  my  feet  and  not  being  ashamed 
to  proclaim  them,  and  I  want  the  delegates 
here  and  everyone  to  know  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  Alfred  Landon. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  All  those  in 
favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  will  signify  by  saying  "Aye". 
Contrary,  if  any?  The  Ayes  have  it,  and  it 
is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  No.  73: 
I  move  we  now  proceed  with  the  election 
of  oflScers.  Seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have 
heard  the  Motion,  are  you  ready  for  the 
Question?  All  in  favor  will  signify  their 
consent  by  saying  Aye.  Contrary.  The  Ayes 
have  it,  and  we  will  proceed  with  the  elec- 
tions. I  will  ask  Vice-President  Moore  to 
take  the  Chair. 

VICE-PRESIDENT  MOORE.  Chicago, 
takes  the  Chair.  He  addressed  the  delegates 
as  follows:  The  delegates  will  please  come 
to  order  and  remain  as  quiet  as  possible, 
so  that  the  delegate  who  may  rise  to  nomin- 
ate any  of  the  delegates  will  have  the  atten- 
tion of  those  in  the  assembly.  As  the  first 
procedure  for  the  election,  I  will  appoint  a 
Judge  and  two  tellers.  The  secretary  will 
call  the  delegates'  names  and  you  will  come 
forward  and  deposit  your  ballot.  The  Judge 
and  the  Tellers  that  I  will  appoint  will  be, 

FRANK  C.  BURKE,  Local  No.  142. 
HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  No.  73, 
and  WENDEL  P.  EDWARDS,  Local  No. 
378. 

They  will  please  step  forward. 
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The  Secretary  will  read  the  names  of  the 
officers  and  the  present  incumbents.  The 
first  nomination  will  be  for  President.  Mr. 
Secretar> ! 

SECRETARY  FORD:  General  President, 
William  J.  McSorley! 

DEL.  THOS.  PRIESTLY,  Local  No.  435: 
Mr.  Chairman,  Officers  and  Delegates  to  this 
17th  Convention:  I  rise  at  this  time  to  place 
in  nomination  one  that  we  all  know.  Before 
presenting  this  man  in  nomination,  I  am 
going  to  preface  that  nomination  with  a 
few  remarks.  I  have  cut  these  down  largely 
through  the  fact  that  several  of  the  dele- 
gates of  this  convention  are  now  in  a  hurry 
to  get  the  business  of  the  convention  com- 
pleted in  order  to  return  to  their  homes 
and  their  business. 

In  1906  in  this  City  of  Toronto  I  had  the 
pleasure  and  privilege  of  seconding  a  nomin- 
ation for  president  of  the  man  who  was 
then  elected  president  of  the  L.I.U.  and 
whom  I  rise  at  this  time  to  present  in 
nomination  at  this  convention. 

Time  marches  on,  and  through  the  suc- 
cessive years,  he  is  showing  an  ever  broad- 
ening path  for  the  lather  individually  and 
through  the  L.I.U.  collectively,  and  ever 
rising  atmosphere  of  honor  and  respect. 

And  so  we  come  to  1925,  when  the  courage, 
the  honor  and  the  executive  ability  of  this 
man  was  recognized  by  the  entire  organized 
Building  Industry  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  In  his  new  field  he  gained  high 
honor  and  greater  love  of  his  friends  and 
the  confidence  and  respect  of  leaders  of 
Labor  and  the  rank  and  file  alike. 

And  so  time  marches  on  and  comes  1929, 
and  with  it  the  realization  that  our  own 
organization  was  in  dire  distress  and  need, 
and  we  begin  to  ask  ourselves  "Why,  and  the 
answer  was  plain.  We  had  lost  that  leader- 
ship that  had  made  us  great  and  were  sink- 
ing back  into  the  slough  of  our  own  despond- 
ency and  some  of  us  went  to  this  man  and 
told  him  of  our  trouble  and  petitioned  his 
help,  and  he  lent  ear  and  aid.  He  sacrificed  his 
high  position  as  president  of  the  Building 
Trades  Department  in  order  that  he  might 
once  more  return  to  his  own  sheep  and 
lead  them  back  to  their  former  high  estate. 
All  this  he  did  for  his  own  organization. 


And  then  came  the  greatest  honor  of  all 
when  this  man  was  the  choice  of  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor  to  represent  Labor 
of  the  United  States  and  Canada  in  the 
British  Trades  Union  Congress. 

Time  marches  on.  And  now  we  are  re- 
turned to  this  fair  City  of  Toronto  and  are 
in  convention  assembled  and  dealing  with 
the  same  problems  we  were  dealing  with  in 
1906,  and  we  have  now  come  to  that  greatest 
responsibility  of  all,  the  Election  of  Officers, 
and  it  is  now  my  great  honor  and  privilege 
to  present  before  you  the  nomination  for 
President,  the  greatest  lather  of  all  time, 
William  J.  McSorley! 

The  entire  delegation  rose  to  their  feet, 
according  prolonged  applause. 

CHAIRMAN  MOORE:  The  name  of  Wil- 
liam J.  McSorley  has  been  presented  by 
Delegate  Priestly  for  General  President  of 
the  Lathers'  International. 

DEL.  CASE,  Local  No.  47:  In  rising  to 
second  the  motion  of  Brother  McSorley,  1 
want  to  say  to  you  that  I  have  had  the 
honor  of  nominating  President  McSorley  on 
many  occasions.  Never  was  he  defeated,  and 
we  all  know  that  he  is  not  going  to  be  de- 
feated here.  It  was  a  pleasure  for  me  to 
extend  that  privilege  to  Bro.  Priestly  who 
wanted  to  nominate  him  in  this  city,  and 
I  did  nominate  him  thirty  years  ago.  That 
was  a  pleasure  for  me  to  do.  I  am  not  look- 
ing for  honors,  just  trying  to  do  anything 
I  can  that  is  for  the  best. 

Speaking  of  President  McSorley,  I  believe 
I  am  as  well  acquainted  with  him  as  any  of 
you  in  this  room.  I  have  dealt  with  him 
the  last  thirty  or  thirty-two  years. 

Brother  Priestly  spoke  of  him  going  to 
Great  Britain.  I  have  always  believed  the 
people  that  they  send  from  Great  Britain 
to  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  to  be 
outstanding  for  their  intelligence.  A  man 
must  be  highly  educated  to  come  from  Great 
Britain  to  represent  that  great  country  in 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor.  When  I 
read  the  address  of  President  McSorley  in 
Great  Britain,  I  believe  every  man  that  reads 
that  report  will  agree  with  me,  that  it  is 
the  greatest  address  ever  delivered  by  a 
delegate  sent  from  Great  Britain  or  any 
other  part  of  the  world. 
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I  could  go  on  and  eulogize  Brotlior  McSor- 
ley  here  for  four  years  and  I  would  not 
begin  to  speak  of  lialf  his  qualifications  and 
his  accomplishments.  In  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  and  in  tlie  Building 
Trades  Department,  every  time  they  get 
into  an  entanglement  they  come  to  consult 
the  old  Parliamentarian,  Brother  McSorley 
just  as  members  of  this  organization  go  to 
him.  Men  that  have  been  educated  and 
represent  International  Labor  organizations, 
they  come  to  Brother  McSorley.  He  was  an 
oflicer  of  the  old  Building  Trades  Alliance. 
From  that  time  on  he  has  always  held  some 
of  the  highest  offices  in  the  Building  Trades 
Department.  He  was  the  President  of  the 
Building  Trades  Department,  and  when  he 
was  president  of  the  Building  Trades  De- 
partment, I  went  to  his  country  home  and 
begged  him  to  come  back  to  this  organiza- 
tion. I  said:  "Mac,  we  can't  take  No  for 
an  answer."  And  I  want  to  say  to  you,  he 
can  tell  you  facts  and  make  you  like  him 
while  he  is  talking  to  you,  because  he  has 
a  way  of  convincing  everybody.  He  has  con- 
vinced me  many  a  time.  I  don't  always 
agree  with  President  McSorley,  but  99  times 
out  of  100  he  is  right. 

Brothers,  I  don't  want  to  take  up  the  time 
of  the  convention  to  say  all  the  good  things 
that  I  could  say  about  Brother  McSorley,  and 
I  want  to  congratulate  him  now,  because  he 
is  our  president. 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  No.  190: 
Mr.  Chairman,  I  also  want  to  rise  to  second 
the  nomination.  I  am  going  to  be  very 
brief.  I  am  going  to  say  this  that  one  of 
the  outstanding  qualifications  of  leadership 
in  Brother  McSorley  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant qualifications  that  a  leader  must 
have  in  the  Labor  movement  and  that  is  his 
tolerance  towards  the  viewpoints  of  others 
with  which  he  may  sharply  clash.  Anyone 
that  does  not  possess  that  qualification  can- 
not engage  in  such  deliberations  that  will 
bring  about  the  greatest  unity.  And  it  gives 
me  great  pleasure  to  second  his  nomination. 

DEL.  JAMES  MITCHELL,  Local  No.  68:  I 
simply  want  to  say  that  I  made  the  state- 
ment before  this  convention  at  a  previous 
date,  and  I  think  all  of  the  delegates  are 
aware  of  that  statement,  I  say  to  you  again 
with  all  the  sincerity  that  I  can  command 


and  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart,  it  ia  one 
of  the  pleasures  of  a  lifetime  to  second  the 
nomination  of  Brother  McSorley: 

BRO.  DAVID  McVEY,  Local  No.  74:  1 
also  want  to  second  the  nomination  of  Bro. 
McSorley.  I  have  come  in  contact  with 
Brother  McSorley  for  years.  I  reiterate 
what  Brother  Frank  has  said.  I  don't  think 
there  was  ever  a  fairer  chairman  sat  in 
the  chair  of  any  organization.  While  I  on 
divers  occasions  have  differed  with  him — 
and  we  may  differ  again,  that  is  my  privi- 
lege and  he  grants  me  that,  and  I  grant  it 
to  him — but  I  want  to  at  this  time,  as  I 
did  7  years  ago  when  I  went  out  to  bring 
him  back — I  want  to  say  I  am  still  for  him 
100  per  cent.,  because  I  know  he  will  lead 
us  in  the  right  direction. 

DEL.  CHARLES  EVANS,  Local  No.  72: 
Local  No.  72  endorses  Brother  McSorley 
positively  100  per  cent. 

BRO.  JOHN  J.  LENIHAN,  Local  No.  5: 
I  have  known  Brother  McSorley  for  a  long 
time.  I  am  here  to  say  I  have  known  him 
longer  than  anyone  in  the  room;  I  knew  him 
when  he  was  a  kid,  worked  with  him,  and 
have  always  found  him  as  he  is  today,  and 
I  take  the  greatest  pleasure  in  the  world  in 
seconding  his  nomination. 

BRO.  PATRICK  MULLANE,  New  Jersey 
State  Council:  New  Jersey  wishes  to  be 
recorded  in  seconding  the  nomination  of 
Brother  McSorley. 

DEL.  LEONARD  KLINK,  Westchester 
District  Council:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  want  to 
say  that  we  all  know  the  ability  of  Brother 
McSorley  in  running  an  International  Union. 
I  know  the  success  of  the  International  or- 
ganization and  the  position  we  are  in  today 
is  due  solely  to  the  ability  of  our  General 
President. 

There  is  nobody  here  has  said  anything 
about  his  ability  as  a  mechanic.  Some  years 
ago  he  was  working  under  me,  me  being  the 
foreman,  and  Mac  was  working  on  the  job 
under  me,  and  that  goes  away  back  to  1903. 
I  had  a  lather  on  the  job  that  used  to  go 
out  of  the  back  window  and  get  "pints",  and 
me  being  the  foreman  I  told  him  if  I  catch 
anybody  going  out  for  a  "pint"  I  am  going 
to  sack  him.   But  the  "pints"  used  to  come 
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in  just  the  same,  and  Mac  and  1  used  to 
sneak  in  and  drink  them  up  as  well  as 
anybody  else. 

The  State  of  New  York  and  Local  No.  46 
and  all  the  Locals  in  the  State  of  New  York 
second  the  nomination  of  President  Mc- 
Sorley. 

DEL.  JOHN  P.  COOK,  Massachusetts  State 
Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  for  the  State  of  Massachu- 
setts and  for  Massachusetts  State  Council, 
I  wish  to  second  the  nomination  of  Brother 
McSorley. 

DEL.  FRANK  R.  SMITH,  Local  No.  2:  I 
desire  at  this  time  to  also  take  the  oppor- 
tunity to  second  the  nomination  of  Brother 
McSorley. 

DEL.  J.  F.  BERRY,  Local  No.  19:  Being 
but  one  nominee,  I  move  that  the  nomina- 
tions for  our  worthy  President  be  closed. 

DEL.  LESLIE  BAGE,  West  Penn  State 
District  Council:    I  second  the  motion. 

CHAIRMAN  MOORE:  It  has  been  regu- 
larly moved  and  seconded  that  the  Nomina- 
tions for  the  OflBce  of  General  President  be 
closed.  Are  you  ready  for  the  question?  All 
in  favor  of  the  motion  will  signify  by  say- 
ing "Aye".  Contrary!  No.  The  Ayes  have 
it  and  so  be  it  ordered. 

Prolonged  applause  from  the  delegation, 
who  all  again  rose  to  their  feet. 

DEL.  W.  F.  DAVIS,  Local  No.  234:  I  rise 
to  say  that  the  men  of  Georgia  have  their 
desires. 

DEL.  W.  P.  EDWARDS,  Local  No.  378:  I 
would  like  to  move  that  the  Chair  instruct 
the  Secretary  to  cast  a  unanimous  ballot  for 
the  election  of  Brother  McSorley  as  General 
President. 

Seconded. 

CHAIRMAN  MOORE:  You  have  heard 
the  motion  duly  moved  and  seconded.  That 
the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  cast  a  ballot 
for  the  election  of  Brother  McSorley  as  Gen- 
eral President. 

DEL.  JAMES  MITCHELL,  Local  No.  68: 
May  I  request  a  standing  vote.  Gentlemen? 

CHAIRMAN  MOORE:  Delegate  Mitchell 
requests  a  standing  vote  on  this  motion? 
Is  there  any  objection? 


The  Secretary  will  read  the  motion  and 
the  delegates  will  stand. 

SECRETARY  FORD:  It  has  been  regu- 
larly moved  and  seconded  that  the  Secre- 
tary cast  a  unanimous  vote  for  the  election 
as  General  President  of  William  J.  Mc- 
Sorley. 

Applause. 

CHAIRMAN  MOORE:  Delegate  McSorley, 
it  is  a  pleasure  to  me  to  hand  over  this 
gavel  to  you  as  General  President  of  our 
International  organization. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  I  want  to  say, 
Mr.  President  and  Brothers,  that  all  of 
these  eulogies  put  me  in  mind  of  a  story, 
I  have  told  the  story  before  and  some  of 
you  may  have  heard  it, — it  puts  me  in  mind 
of  a  story  I  heard  about  a  wake.  There  was 
an  old  Irishman  and  he  died,  and  they  held 
a  wake  over  him,  and  a  lot  of  his  friends 
came  in  and  they  were  all  talking  around 
his  bier,  and  his  wife  and  daughter  were  sit- 
ting over  in  a  corner  mourning,  and  finally 
a  group  of  young  Irish  fellows  came  in  from 
some  local  lodge  and  they  were  standing 
around  the  cofRn  telling  about  what  a  won- 
derful fellow  he  was,  what  a  good  man  he 
was,  how  many  good  things  he  had  done, 
and  then  after  they  had  paid  their  respects 
they  turned  around  and  filed  out  single  file. 
So  the  mother  said  to  the  daughter,  she 
said:  "Mary,  go  over  and  look  in  that  coflan 
and  see  if  that  is  your  father."  (Amuse- 
ment). 

Well,  that  is  about  the  way  I  feel  when 
looking  around  to  see  if  I  am  the  one  all 
these  things  have  been  said  about,  but  1 
can  only  say  this  as  I  have  often  said  in  the 
past:  my  efforts  of  the  future  will  be  those 
of  the  past.  I  will  endeavor  to  do  all  that 
I  possibly  can  in  order  to  promote  and  ad- 
vance the  interest  of  our  organization  and 
our  industry  in  general,  and  while  I  may 
make  mistakes,  may  be  many  of  them,  I 
want  everybody  to  feel  assured  that  ray  in- 
tentions are  not  to  make  any  mistakes  but 
to  render  to  everybody  a  fair,  just  and 
equitable  break,  no  matter  what  controversy 
they  are  mixed  up  in,  and  that  shall  be  my 
effort  and  aim  in  the  future. 

And  I  want  to  thank  you  for  the  confidence 
you  have  reposed  in  me,  and  if  I  happen 
to  stick  around  until  the  next  convention  it 
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will  make  about  35  years  that  I  have  served 
as  an  officer,  and  I  realize  that  we  begin  to 
slip,  and  the  future  of  course  will  tell  how 
long  I  may  be  able  to  stand  up  and  under- 
take these  works,  but  if  I  have  to  step 
aside  I  want  to  see  some  militant,  energetic 
fellow  get  in  who  will  carry  on  and  try  to 
do  everything  in  his  power  to  promote  and 
advance  the  interest  of  the  Lather  through- 
out the  United  States  and  Canada. 

(Applause) 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY  again  takes  the 
Chair. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  next  is 
Nomination  and  Election  of  the  First  Vice- 
FVesident. 

SECRETARY:  The  present  incumbent  is 
George  T.  Moore. 

DEL.  L.  RODIER,  Local  20:  Mr.  Chair- 
man and  Brothers:  I  want  to  bring  a  man's 
name  before  you  in  nomination  for  this  office, 
but  I  want  to  preface  this  with  a  few  re- 
marks, that  this  gives  me  the  greatest  oppor- 
tunity I  have  ever  had  in  the  Lathing  in- 
dustry as  long  as  I  have  been  a  member. 
This  Brother  I  am  about  to  present  to  you 
is  a  brother  I  have  worked  with  on  the 
scaffolding,  I  have  roomed  with  him,  and 
travelled  about  the  country  with  him.  He 
has  been  on  this  floor  and  we  should  not 
allow  him  to  speak  owing  to  his  physical 
condition,  but  he  got  up  here  for  the  benefit 
and  good  of  the  Lathers'  International  Un- 
ion, and  there  is  not  a  man  in  this  hall  who 
can  question  his  integrity  or  ability  as 
Vice-President  of  our  International  Union. 
And  I  want  to  present  the  name  of  George 
T.  Moore  before  this  convention  as  First 
Vice-President  of  thfs  International  Union. 

CHAIRMAN  McSORLEY:  Vice-President 
Moore  has  been  nominated  as  First  Vice- 
President. 

DEL.  DAVID  McVEY,  Local  74:  I  want 
lo  rise  at  this  time  to  second  the  nomination 
of  Bro.  George  T.  Moore.  I  have  known 
George  Moore  possibly  as  long  as  anybody 
in  here.  He  was  a  kid  when  I  first  made 
his  acquaintance.  Ever  since  I  have  known 
him  he  has  been  a  worker  for  the  organiza- 
tion, and  while  he  and  I  have  not  always 
agreed,  he  has  always  been  a  worker  for 


what  he  tlioUKht  was  right,  and  1  am  satis- 
fied that  he  always  will  be. 

It  certainly  gives  me  great  pleasure  to 
second  that  nomination  because  I  know  Bro- 
ther Moore  will  do  the  job  that  is  intended 
tor  him. 

DEL.  ARTHUR  D.  YODER,  Illinois  State 
Council:  Mr.  Chairman,  the  two  previous 
speakers  have  stated  my  sentiments.  I  don't 
know  that  I  can  add  anything  to  it  except 
to  say  that  I  know  that  we  are  losing  noth- 
ing and  gaining  a  lot  by  having  the  services 
of  Brother  Moore  as  First  Vice-President. 

DEL.  E.  K.  RHODES,  Local  6.5:  Mr.  Chair- 
man and  Brothers,  I  want  to  say  this  for 
your  delegation  and  especially  for  myself 
from  the  Pacific  Coast:  we  came  here  at 
our  own  expense  for  the  express  purpose 
of  forwarding  if  possible  the  ambitions  of 
Bro.  Moore  in  any  office  he  may  seek  in  this 
international  organization.  I  want  to  say 
the  Pacific  Coast  Locals  are  100  per  cent,  in 
accord  with  the  nomination  of  Bro.  Moore. 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  190:  I 
move  that  Nominations  be  closed. 

Seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  nominations 
close  on  George  T.  Moore  as  First  Vice- 
President.  Are  you  ready  for  the  question? 
All  in  favor  will  signify  their  consent  by 
saying  "Aye".  Contrary?  The  Ayes  have 
it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  W.  P.  EDWARDS,  Local  378:  I 
move  that  the  Secretary  cast  a  unani- 
mous ballot  for  Brother  George  T.  Moore 
as  First  Vice-P'resident. 

Seconded. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  Secretary  cast 
a  ballot  for  the  election  of  Brother  George 
T.  Moore  as  First  Vice-President.  You  have 
heard  the  Motion.  Are  you  ready  for  the 
question?  All  those  in  favor  will  signify 
their  consent  by  saying  "Aye".  Aye.  Con- 
trary? The  Ayes  have  it  and  be  it  so  ord- 
ered. 

The  Secretary  will  cast  the  ballot. 

SECRETARY  FORD:  The  unanimous  vote 
of  this  convention  is  cast  for  George  T. 
Moore  as  First  Vice-President. 
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PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  I  hereby  de- 
clare Bro.  Moore  elected  as  First  Vice-Presi- 
dent lor  the  ensuing  term. 

FIRST  VICE-PRESIDENT  GEO.  T. 
MOORE,  Chicago:  Mr.  President  and  Dele- 
gates: It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  make 
any  lengthy  address  in  reference  to  my  elec- 
tion and  your  choice  as  General  First  Vice- 
President,  any  more  than  it  is  to  state  my 
policy  in  the  future  "that  the  leopard  does 
not  change  his  spots",  and  I  will  carry  on 
as  I  have  in  the  last  seven  years  as  General 
First  Vice-President  of  this  International 
Union.  I  carried  on  that  office  to  the  best 
of  my  ability,  in  which  I  thought  in  my  fair 
judgment  was  right.  We  differ  in  our  opin- 
ions many  a  time  and  in  our  decisions,  but 
in  all  fairness  to  the  cases  that  have  been 
presented  to  us  we  try  to  deal  with  them  to 
the  best  of  our  ability. 

And  with  those  few  words,  may  I  say  that 
in  the  future,  I  will  carry  on  in  the  same 
manner  as  I  did  in  the  past. 

I  thank  you. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  next  is 
the  nomination  for  the  office  of  Second  Vice- 
President.    Brother  Dahl. 

DEL.  DAHL:  I  will  make  my  statement 
as  brief  as  possible.  It  is  with  very  great 
pleasure  as  well  as  with  a  feeling  of  duty 
to  this  Organization  and  gratitude  for  the 
service  rendered  by  the  Brothers  that  I  am 
faking  this  opportunity  to  present  the  name 
of  a  Member  who  is  well  known  and  highly 
esteemed  in  this  Organization,  one  with 
whom  I  had  the  pleasure  of  co-operating 
with  occasionally,  in  Conventions  in  our 
State  of  California,  and  who  has  always  been 
faithful  and  courageous  and  untiring  in  liis 
efforts  to  obtain  the  best  results  for  our  In- 
ternational Union.  I  therefore  nominate 
Brother  Cornelius  J.  Haggerty  for  the  Office 
of  Second  Vice-President. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Brother  Hag- 
gerty has  been  nominated  for  the  office  of 
Second  Vice-President.  Are  there  any  other 
nominations?  It  has  been  regularly  moved 
and  seconded  that  Brother  C.  J.  Haggerty 
be  nominated  to  the  office  of  Second  Vice- 
President.  You  have  heard  the  motion,  are 
you  ready  for  the  question?    All  those  in 


favor  signify  consent  by  saying  "Aye".  Con- 
trary.  The  Ayes  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

A  motion  is  in  order. 

DEL.  MITCHELL:  I  move  that  the  Secre- 
tary be  instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote 
of  this  Convention  for  the  election  of  Bro- 
ther Haggerty  for  the  office  of  Second  Vice- 
President. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have  heard 
the  motion  are  you  ready  for  the  question? 
All  those  in  favor  will  give  the  usual  con- 
sent by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary?  The 
Ayes  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER:  As  per  in- 
structions I  have  cast  a  unanimous  ballot 
for  Cornelius  J.  Haggerty  for  Second  Vice- 
President.  (Applause). 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  And  I  hereby 
declare  him  elected. 

DEL.  HAGGERTY:  Mr.  President  and 
Brothers:  I  know  you  are  all  in  a  hurry  to 
get  home,  and  I  will  be  very  brief.  I  want 
to  say  that  it  has  been  a  very  great  pleasure, 
an  honor  to  serve  this  organization  in  my 
District,  and  I  appreciate  the  confidence 
placed  in  me  and  I  will  do  the  best  I  can 
in  the  next  ensuing  three  years.  I  thank 
you. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  next  is 
the  nomination  for  the  Third  Vice-President. 
Delegate  Bage. 

DEL.  BAGE:  I  wish  to  nominate  a  man 
who  you  know  well  in  this  Convention — Mr. 
Joseph  Duty. 

DEL.  KLINK:     I  second  the  motion. 

A  DELEGATE:  I  move  that  nominations 
be  closed. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
moved  that  the  nominations  be  closed.  You 
have  heard  the  motion  are  you  ready  for 
the  question.  All  those  in  favor  will  signify 
consent  by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary.  The 
Ayes  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

DEL.  MITCHELL:  I  move  that  the  Secre- 
tary cast  a  white  ballot. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
moved  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to 
cast  a  unanimous  ballot  for  Brother  Duty 
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as  Third  Vice-President.  You  have  heard 
the  motion  are  you  ready  for  the  question. 
All  those  in  favor  will  signify  consent  by 
saying  "Aye".  Contrary.  The  Ayes  have 
it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER:  As  per  in- 
structions I  have  cast  the  unanimous  ballot 
of  this  convention  for  Joseph  H.  Duty  for 
the  ofBce  of  Third  Vice-President. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  And  I  hereby 
declare  him  elected. 

DEL.  DUTY:  I  thank  you  all,  and  as 
brevity  is  the  soul  of  wit,  I  thank  you. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  next  is 
the  nomination  and  election  of  Fourth  Vice- 
President. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER:  The  present 
incumbent  is  Matthew  Nealon. 

DEL.  MITCHELL:  I  am  not  going  to 
take  very  much  time  but  I  am  going  to 
have  a  little  bit  of  fun  while  I  am  at  it. 
I  want  to  say  to  you  that  time  and  travel 
produce  experience,  and  experience  is  one 
of  the  most  valuable  assets  that  we  as  in- 
dividuals, or  as  a  local  union,  or  as  a  Inter- 
national Union  may  possess.  I  have  in  mind 
the  name  of  a  man  who  has  been  some 
twenty-eight  years  in  this  organization  and 
who  has  travelled  extensively  over  the  ter- 
ritory, and  who  is  thoroughly  familiar  with 
your  International  Law,  and  he  has  an  ex- 
ceptionally large  personal  acquaintance;  you 
may  find  him  down  on  the  Mississippi  River 
in  a  tow  boat  with  a  fishing  pole  in  his 
hand,  or  you  may  find  him  on  the  Adiron- 
dack mountains  after  ducks  with  an  air  gun, 
but  when  there  is  a  fight  on  affecting  the 
lathers,  you  can  gamble  on  it  he  will  be 
there,  and  he  will  have  all  the  armament 
that  is  necessary  to  adequately  handle  the 
situation.  He  has  served  the  International 
Organization  with  credit  to  them,  and  to 
himself,  and  I  want  to  assure  you  that  it 
is  a  privilege  and  a  pleasure  that  I  should 
be  permitted  to  put  forth  the  name  of  Bro- 
ther Nealon. 

DEL.  LANDERS:  I  second  the  nomina- 
tion. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  You  have  heard 
the  motion,  are  you  ready  for  the  question? 
All  those  in  favor  will  give  consent  by  say- 


ing "Aye".  Contrary?  The  Ayes  have  it 
and  it  is  so  ordered. 

A  motion  is  in  order  to  cast  a  unanimous 
ballot. 

DEL.  MITCHELL:     I  move  that. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Secre- 
tary cast  a  unanimous  ballot  of  this  conven- 
tion that  the  office  of  Fourth  Vice-President 
for  Brother  Nealon.  You  have  heard  the 
motion,  are  you  ready  for  the  question?  All 
those  in  favor  will  give  consent  by  saying 
"Aye".  Contrary?  The  Ayes  have  it  and 
it  is  so  ordered. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER:  As  per  in- 
structions I  have  cast  a  unanimous  vote  of 
this  convention  for  Matthew  F.  Nealon  for 
Fourth  Vice-PVesident. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  And  I  hereby 
declare  Brother  Nealon  elected. 

DEL.  NEALON:  I  want  to  thank  you 
for  the  confidence  you  have  placed  in  me, 
in  electing  me  to  this  office.  You  have  sup- 
ported the  wisdom  of  the  Executive  Council 
in  selecting  me  to  fill  the  vacancy.  I  just 
want  to  say  that  in  future  I  will  give  as  I 
have  in  the  past.  I  may  make  mistakes, 
but  if  I  make  mistakes  it  is  because  I 
thought  I  was  doing  what  is  right.  I  again 
thank  the  delegates  and  assure  them  I  will 
act  in  the  future  as  I  have  in  the  past. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  next  is 
the  nomination  of  the  Fifth  Vice-President. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER:  The  present 
incumbent  is  John  P.  Cook. 

DEL.  EVANS:  I  arise  to  nominate  John 
P.  Cook.  His  father  was  a  lather  and  he 
comes  from  a  family  of  lathers;  one  is  dead 
now.  They  all  carry  a  card  in  the  Inter- 
national organization.  I  would  like  to  pre- 
sent to  this  organization  my  apprentice 
JoTin  P.  Cook  for  the  office  of  Fifth  Vice- 
President.     (Applause).  (Seconded). 

DEL.  FRANK:  I  move  to  close  nomina- 
tion. 

DEL.  BERRY:  I  second  the  nomination 
of  John  P.  Cook. 

THE  CAPITOL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 
wants  to  go  on  record  as  seconding  the  nom- 
ination of  John  P.  Cook. 
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RESIDENT  ISIcSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  John  P. 
Cook  be  nominated  for  the  oflRce  of  Fifth 
Vice-President.  You  have  heard  the  motion 
are  you  ready  for  the  question.  All  those 
in  question  will  give  consent  by  saying 
"Aye".  Contrary.  The  Ayes  have  it  and 
it  is  so  ordered. 

rf  there  is  no  objection  the  Secretary  will 
cast  the  unanimous  ballot  of  the  Convention 
for  Brother  Cook. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER:  As  per  in- 
structions I  cast  the  unanimous  ballot  of 
this  Convention  for  John  P.  Cook  for  Fifth 
Vice-President.  (Applause). 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  And  I  hereby 
declare  him  elected  for  the  ensuing  term. 

DEL.  COOK:  Brothers,  the  only  hope  I 
have  in  my  mind  is  that  I  can  fulfil  the 
standards  and  traditions  that  we  have  set 
up  in  this  Organization,  and  with  that 
thought  in  view  I  am  going  to  leave  the 
Convention  with  that  in  my  mind;  to  main- 
tain the  standards  of  those  old-timers  who 
have  preceded  me  and  who  have  set  them 
up.    I  thank  you.  (Applause). 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  next  is 
the  nomination  for  the  election  of  the  Sixth 
Vice-President. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER:  The  present 
incumbent  is  Ora  Kress. 

DEL.  YODER:  Mr.  Chairman  I  want  to 
assure  you  and  the  delegates  here  that  it 
is  a  real  pleasure  for  me  to  nominate  the 
man  I  have  in  mind,  for  he  is  a  man  I  have 
had  considerable  dealings  with  ofiTicially,  and 
I  have  come  into  contact  with  him  many 
times  personally;  he  is  a  man  that  has 
represented  the  Building  Trades  Council, 
and  the  State  Council  and  over  where  he  is, 
he  is  respected  by  everyone  he  comes  into 
contact  with.  I  don't  know  that  an> thing 
that  I  can  say  to  you  delegates  here  will 
add  anything  to  his  credit,  for  he  is  too 
well  known  to  everyone.  I  take  great  pleas- 
ure in  nominating  Brother  Ora  Kre^s  from 
the  Buckeye  State  Council. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Brother  Ora 
Kress  has  been  nominated — 

DEL.  HAGEN:  Mr.  Chairman  I  want  tn 
take  the  floor  to  second  the  nomination  of 


a  man  with  whom  I  worked  for  some  time. 
A  more  sincere  and  honest  Labor  Leader 
and  a  more  aggressive  and  militant  Labor 
Leader  I  do  not  know.  Therefore  it  gives 
me  indeed,  a  very  great  deal  of  pleasure 
to  second  the  nomination  of  Ora  Kress,  of 
Dayton,  Ohio.  (Applause). 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  nom- 
ination is  closed,  and  that  Brother  Kress 
be  nominated  as  Sixth  Vice-President.  You 
have  heard  the  motion,  are  you  ready  for 
the  question?  All  those  in  favor  will  sig- 
nify consent  by  saying  "Aye";  contrary. 
The  "Ayes"  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

If  there  is  no  objection  the  Secretary 
will  cast  a  unanimous  ballot  of  this  Con- 
vention. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER:  As  per  in- 
structions I  have  cast  the  unanimous  ballot 
of  this  Convention  for  Ora  Kress  for  Sixth 
Vice-President. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  And  I  hereby 
declare  him  elected. 

DEL.  KRESS:  Mr.  Chairman  and  dele- 
gates, I  fully  realize  and  appreciate  the 
honor  as  well  as  the  responsibility  placed 
upon  an  Executive  Board  member,  and 
while  I  am  comparatively  new  as  one  of  your 
oflScials,  I  have  had  some  experience  in  or- 
ganization work,  as  well  as  long  experience 
as  an  offlcer  of  the  local  unions  in  these 
years.  I  have  made  a  lot  of  mistakes  and 
I  no  doubt  will  continue  to  make  some  mis- 
takes as  a  member  of  your  organization,  and 
if  they  are  mistakes  I  hope  I  do  not  get 
into  the  position  of  making  more  mistakes, 
but  I  want  to  assure  you  that  what  mistakes 
I  may  make  will  be  mistakes  of  the  mind 
and  not  mistakes  of  the  heart.  (Applause). 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  next  is 
the  nomination  and  election  of  the  Seventh 
Vice-President: 

DEL.  MULLANE:  Mr.  Chairman  and 
brother  delegates  to  this  Convention.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  it  has  been  our  misfortune 
to  lose  one  of  our  most  able  and  conscien- 
tious workers  of  this  organization  and  who 
was  called  to  his  reward  and  for  whom  it 
would  have  been  a  great  pleasure  to  re- 
nominate for  the  office  of  Vice-President.  I 
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know  that  you  join  with  ine  in  revering 
the  memory  of  our  late  Brother  Bill  Mur- 
phy from  New  Jersey.  However,  we  who 
remain  must  continue  our  labors,  and  it  is 
with  a  feeling  with  deep  gratitude  and  satis- 
faction that  I  rise  to  place  before  you  the 
name  of  a  man  who  will  prove  to  be  an 
invaluable  asset,  not  only  to  this  organiza- 
tion but  to  all  organized  labor  as  well. 
It  is  with  deep  gratitude  to  the  delegates 
who  have  chosen  me  to  represent  them,  and 
by  so  representative  a  body  of  lathers,  and 
with  satisfaction  because  of  the  fact  that  I 
will  be  able  to  place  before  you  the  name  of 
a  man  who  has  every  qualification  for  the 
office  that  we  from  New  Jersey  are  seeking 
for  him.  A  few  short  years  ago  this  Brother 
transferred  into  a  local  that  had  become 
demoralized  and  was  practically  on  the 
verge  of  suspension  due  to  the  fact  that 
there  had  been  no  work  of  any  great  magni- 
tude in  this  city  or  vicinity.  He  immedi- 
ately offered  to  help  and  assist  them  in  what- 
ever way  they  might  chose.  They  were  only 
too  eager  to  do  this,  and  in  a  very  short 
time  they  elected  him  Business  Agent. 
Why?  Because  he  showed  them  that  he 
could  and  would  organize  them  into  the 
body  that  they  should  be,  and,  brothers, 
today  that  local  is  in  a  condition  second  to 
none  in  this  organization.  He  was  elected 
President  of  the  Building  Trades  of  that 
city  and  vicinity  and  within  one  year  he 
had  every  organization  that  had  dropped 
out  or  was  suspended,  back  into  the  fold 
where  they  belonged.  He  was  elected  Second 
Vice-President  of  the  New  Jersey  State 
Building  Trades,  and  was  chosen  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Legislative  Committee,  and  he 
performed  a  wonderful  job,  and  at  their 
Convention  he  was  elected  to  Second  Vice- 
President  by  a  unanimous  vote,  and  was 
given  the  greatest  ovation  of  any  candidate 
at  that  Convention.  My  friends  and  bro- 
thers, he  is  given  credit  by  our  fellow-crafts- 
men of  the  State  Building  Trades  and  the 
State  Federation  of  Labor.  He  has  been 
one  of  the  most  able  and  conscientious 
workers  in  the  movement.  Time  means 
nothing  to  him  and  no  task  is  too  great  for 
him  to  tackle.  He  has  placed  the  lathers 
in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  where  they  be- 
long, that  is,  up  at  the  top,  and  friends  and 
brothers,  if  you  feel  as  we  feel,  and  we  feel 
that  you  do,  that  this  brother  is  entitled  to 


your  favorable  suffrage,  I  know  you  will 
never  regret  it.  It  gives  me  a  great  deal  of 
pleasure  to  present  to  this  Convention  the 
name  of  Brother  Sal  Maso  of  Local  No.  143, 
Paterson,  New  Jersey. 

DEL.  MOUAN:  I  second  the  nomination 
of  Brother  Sal  Maso.  The  District  Council 
recognizes  the  ability  and  the  constructive 
work  that  has  been  done  by  our  neighbor 
Sal  Maso,  and  we  second  the  nomination  of 
Sal  Maso  for  Seventh  Vice-President. 

DEL.  FETRIDGE:  I  do  not  know  that 
I  can  add  anything  to  the  qualifications  of 
Brother  Maso.  Brother  Maso  is  a  young 
man  and  Brother  Maso  has  qualifications  as 
expressed  by  our  President  here,  a  short 
time  ago.  He  is  militant,  he  is  active,  and 
he  is  thoroughly  confidential.  I  am  one  of 
the  oldest  members  attached  to  this  organi- 
zation, and  I  am  a  very  militant  member  too. 
What  we  want  is  men  like  Sal  Maso,  men 
who  put  their  chin  right  out  and  men  that 
know  what  they  are  doing  and  who  are  not 
afraid  to  talk.  And  one  such  a  man  is 
Brother  Maso.  I  have  had  many  honors 
conferred  upon  me  by  the  labor  movement 
and  Brother  Maso  is  following  the  same 
footsteps  as  I  did,  almost  identical,  in  the 
oflBces  he  held.  Delegates  there  is  nothing 
pleases  me  more  why;  because  every  man 
who  has  been  nominated  and  elected  up  here 
are  tried  and  true  members  who  have  held 
office  in  our  International  Movement  for 
several  years.  But  this  man  is  new,  and  you 
will  appreciate  it  very  much  when  he  gets 
there.  It  is  with  extreme  pleasure,  and  I 
consider  it  an  honor  to  second  the  nomina- 
tion of  Brother  Sal  Maso,  our  Vice-President 
and  Business  Agent  of  Local  No.  143  of 
Paterson,  New  Jersey. 

DEL.  LANDERS:  Mr.  Chairman  and 
brothers.  I,  too,  want  to  get  up  and  be 
placed  on  record  to  say  that  he  will  be  an 
asset  as  one  of  our  Vice-Presidents,  and  I 
too,  second  his  nomination. 

Motion  made  to  close  the  nomination. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded,  are  you 
ready  for  the  question.  All  those  in  favor 
will  signify  consent  by  saying  "Aye".  The 
Ayes  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

If  there  is  no  objection  the  Secretary  will 
cast  a  unanimous  ballot  for  Brother  Maso. 
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SECRETARY-TREASURER:  As  per  in- 
structions I  cast  tlie  unanimous  vote  of  this 
convention  for  Sal  Maso  as  Seventli  Vice- 
President. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  And  I  hereby 
declare  him  elected. 

DEL.  MASO:  I  am  going  to  make  my 
remarks  very  brief.  I  thank  you  for  the 
confidence  you  have  placed  in  me.  (Ap- 
plause). 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  next  is  the 
nomination  and  election  of  the  Eighth  Vice- 
President. 

DEL.  WARREN:  Mr.  Chairman  and 
brother  delegates.  I  wish  to  nominate  a 
man,  open  and  above  board  in  his  dealings 
and  who  has  been  a  member  of  this  organiza- 
tion for  34  years  and  has  travelled  a  large 
part  of  the  country  and  who  has  always 
fought  for  us  and  has  always  insisted  on 
having  his  work  done  properly.  It  is  a 
pleasure  and  honor  to  nominate  Charles 
King,  Local  No.  9,  Washington,  D.C.,  for 
Eighth  Vice-President. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Are  there  any 
further  nominations? 

DEL.  MITCHELL:  I  want  to  be  placed 
on  the  record  as  seconding  that  nomination. 

DEL.  MASO:  I  second  the  nomination 
of  Brother  King. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  nom- 
inations be  closed,  and  that  Brother  King 
be  nominated  as  Eighth  Vice-President.  You 
have  heard  the  motion  are  you  ready  for  the 
question.  All  those  in  favor  will  give  the 
usual  consent  by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary. 
The  Ayes  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

If  there  is  no  objection  the  Secretary 
will  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  this  Con- 
vention for  brother  King  for  the  office  of 
Eighth  Vice-President. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER:  As  per  in- 
structions I  cast  the  unanimous  ballot  of 
this  Convention  for  Charles  King  for  Eighth 
Vice-President. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  And  I  here- 
by declare  him  elected.  (Applause). 

DEL.  KING:  Mr.  Chairman  and  brother 
delegates.    I  think  it  is  an  honor  to  have 


this  office.  I  have  been  a  member  of  this 
organization  for  many  years  and  I  don't 
think  that  I  have  ever  done  anything 
against  them.  I  will  do  all  in  my  power 
to  fulfil  the  office  to  which  this  body  has 
elected  me.  (Applause). 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  next  is 
the  nomination  and  election  of  the  Ninth 
Vice-President. 

DEL.  McVEY:  I  want  at  this  time  to 
rise  and  point  out  to  the  convention  the 
name  of  a  man  with  whom  I  have  come  into 
contact  at  various  conventions;  this  Is  the 
third  one,  I  believe.  He  is  a  man  whose 
work  I  have  followed  in  the  district  in 
which  he  lives  where  he  went  out  and 
practically  .alone,  and  with  the  crowd 
against  him  was  successful  in  making  a 
town  out  of  it  for  the  lathers,  and  bring- 
ing them  into  the  fold.  He  was  successful 
in  being  picked  as  leader  of  the  Building 
Trade  Council  of  this  city  and  leading 
them  on  to  success.  He  has  always  been 
energetic,  fearless  and  capable,  and  I 
believe  those  to  be  the  qualifications  of  a 
man  aspiring  for  'office  of  this  kind  in  our 
organization,  should  have.  He  is  a  man 
of  intelligence  and  while  we  may  not 
agree  at  times  with  him  in  various  things 
we  know  he  has  made  himself  a  student 
and  studied  the  economic  situation  and  is 
today,  in  my  opinion,  one  of  the  brightest 
minds,  and  I  think  he  is  further  advanced 
than  we  are,  and  away  ahead  of  us  that 
sit  in  our  Union.  You  have  seen  him  in 
this  Convention,  he  has  taken  the  position 
and  stood  where  he  thought  he  was  right, 
and  he  will  do  that  anywhere  regardless 
of  whether  you  like  him  or  not,  he  will 
do  it.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  place 
before  you  for  consideration  the  name  of 
Walter  Frank,  from  Local  No.  190. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Brother 
Frank  has  been  nominated,  are  there  any 
further  nominations. 

DEL.  FRANK:  I  consider  it  a  great 
honor  to  be  placed  in  the  nomination  for 
the  Ninth  Vice-President.  I  think  you 
have  at  this  time  such  a  large  selection 
that  I  would  not  want  to  be  at  this  time 
the  one  to  divide  your  votes,  but  I  can 
assure  you  the  membership  of  our  organiz- 
ation, jointly  with  me  and  our  Delegate 
Brother  Peffer  and  his  membership,  are 
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goiug  to  do  all  iu  our  power  to  maintain 
a  one  hundred  per  cent  condition;  and  I 
want  to  say  at  this  time  that  the  woudor- 
ful  co-operation  and  unity  with  which  we 
work  with  the  plastering  trades  in  the 
two  cities.  It  is  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  labor  movement  in  the 
twin  cities  that  these  trades  can  work 
together  and  under  the  same  program 
and  with  the  same  ambitions  and  desires 
to  maintain  that  feeling  with  the  plaster- 
ers, lathers  and  cement  finishers  and  to 
work  together  to  maintain  the  union  con- 
ditions, and  with  them  I  am  going  to 
continue  to  help  to  maintain  these  con- 
ditions, and  we  hope  to  bring  back  the  few 
spots  in  Minnesota  that  have  not  yet  been 
cleaned  up  but  will  be  cleaned  up  and  so 
will  help  to  maintain  union  conditions. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Are  you  de- 
clining Brother  Frank? 

DEL.  FRANK:  Yes. 

DEL.  MULHOLLAND:  Mr.  President 
and  brothers  I  offer  the  name  of  Brother 
Jack  Langan.  I  cannot  get  up  to  say  what 
he  did,  but  anyone  who  knows  Langan 
knows  that  he  is  very  much  on  the  level, 
very  honest,  and  I  think  he  would  make 
a  very  good  Vice-President.  That  is  all  I 
am  going  to  say. 

DEL.  DINSMORE:  I  rise  to  second  the 
nomination  of  Brother  Langan.  I  think 
it  is  time  we  had  a  man  in  the  neighbor- 
hood where  we  still  control  the  wood  lath- 
ing who  would  be  interested  in  that 
problem.  Therefore  I  second  the  nomina- 
tion of  Brother  Langan  for  the  office  of 
Ninth  Vice-President. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
nominations  be  closed  and  the  nomination 
of  Brother  John  Langan  be  accepted. 
You  heard  the  motion;  are  you  ready  for 
the  question.  All  those  in  favor  will 
give  the  usual  consent  by  saying  "Aye"; 
contrary?  The  "Ayes"  have  it,  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 

If  there  is  no  objection  the  Secretary 
will  cast  a  unanimous  ballot  of  this  con- 
vention for  Brother  Langan  for  the  office 
of  Ninth  Vice-President. 

THE  SECRETARY  TREASURER:  As 
per    instructions   I    cast   the  unanimous 


ballot  of  this  convention  tor  Brother  John 
I.,angan  for  Ninth  Vice-President. 

DEL.  LANGAN:  Mr.  Chairman  and 
Delegates  I  want  to  thank  the  Delegates 
for  the  confidence  they  have  placed  in  me, 
and  I  want  to  assure  them  that  in  future 
I  will  not  do  anything  to  make  them  sorry 
for  their  convictions. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  next  is 
the  election  of  a  delegate  to  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  the  Building  Trades 
Department  Convention.  Brother  Moore, 
will  you  take  the  chair,  please. 

(DEL.  MOORE  takes  the  chair.) 

SECRETARY-TREASURER:  The  pres- 
ent incumbent  for  the  Building  Trades 
Department  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  is  Brother  Charles  J.  Case. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  I  want  to 
take  this  opportunity  of  placing  before  you 
the  nomination  of  Charles  Case,  because 
I  believe  that  he  deserves  the  reward. 
Brother  Case  has  been  a  member  of  our 
organization  for  a  long  number  of  years 
and  has  always  been  an  active  worker. 
He  has  also  been  General  Secretary  and 
Organizer  of  the  Ohio  Stato  Building 
Trades  Council.  There  has  never  been  an 
opportunity  to  do  something  for  the 
International  Union  that  he  has  not  done 
it,  and  willingly  and  unselfishly  contri- 
buted his  time  and  energy  in  order  to 
promote  and  advance  the  interests  of  our 
Organization.  He  is  very  well  known  to 
all  the  officers  of  the  Building  Trades 
organization  who  attend  the  conventions, 
and  I  think  he  is  in  a  position  to  aid  and 
assist  in  bringing  about  through  legis- 
lation in  this  Organization  results  that 
will  be  of  lasting  benefit  to  the  Organiza- 
tion. I  therefore  take  very  great  pleasure 
to  again  recommend  the  nomination  of 
Brother  Charles  Case  as  Delegate  to  the 
Building  Trades  Department. 

CHAIRMAN  MOORE:  Delegate  Case  has 
been  nominated  as  delegate  to  the  Building 
Trades  Department  and  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor. 

DEL.  ORA  KRESS,  Buckeye  State  Council: 
In  seconding  the  motion  of  Brother  Case, 
allow  me  to  say  he  happens  to  come  from 
my  home  State.    I  have  been  sitting  in  state 
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conventions  with  this  man  for  more  years 
than  I  would  like  to  tell  you  about.  I  know 
the  influence  that  he  has  had  upon  our 
Labor  movement  in  Ohio,  as  also,  in  my  ex- 
perience, as  a  representative  of  the  Lathers' 
and  Building  Trades  organization  came  in 
contact  -with  dozens  and  possibly  hundreds 
of  International  oflScers  who  are  in  the  habit 
of  attending  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  and  the  Building  Trades  Department 
Conventions  year  after  year.  I  know  of  the 
esteem  that  Charlie  Case  is  held  in  the  minds 
of  those  men  who  attend  those  conventions, 
and  I  just  wanted  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  telling  you  some  of  those  things  that  I 
know  in  my  own  mind  that  Charlie  Case 
will  always  be,  as  he  has  always  been,  to 
our  International  Union,  as  he  has  been  by 
being  a  delegate  to  the  Building  Trades  De- 
partment and  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor. 

FRAXK  R.  SMITH,  Local  2:  I  believe  I 
would  be  neglecting  my  duty  if  I  did  not 
second  the  nomination.  This  was  not  on 
the  slate,  I  know,  but  I  want  this  distinctly 
understood  that  Brother  Case's  prestige,  hon- 
esty of  purpose  and  sincerity  is  of  influence 
in  our  part  of  the  country,  and  it  is  a  pleas- 
ure for  me  to  second  the  motion. 

DEL.  JAMES  MITCHELL,  Local  68:  1 
would  move  that  the  nominations  close,  Mr. 
Chairman. 

Seconded. 

CHAIRMAN:  It  has  been  regularly  mov- 
ed and  seconded,  That  the  nominations  close 
for  the  delegate  to  the  Building  Trades  De- 
partment and  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor.  All  in  favor  of  the  motion  will  signi- 
fy by  saying  "Aye".  Contrary,  no!  The 
Ayes  have  it  and  so  be  it  ordered. 

DEL.  JAMES  MITCHELL,  Local  68:  I 
move  that  the  Secretary  cast  a  white  ballot 
for  the  election  of  Charles  J.  Case  as  dele- 
gate to  the  Building  Trades  Department  and 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  Conven- 
tions. 

Seconded. 

CHAIRMAN:  It  has  been  regularly  mov- 
ed and  seconded.  That  the  Secretary  cast  a 
white  ballot  for  the  election  of  Charles  J. 
Case  as  delegate  to  the  Building  Trades  De- 
partment in  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  Conventions.

SECRETARY  FORD:  As  per  instructions 
of  this  Convention  I  cast  a  unanimous  bal- 
lot for  Charles  J.  Case  as  delegate  to  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  in  the  Build- 
ing Trades  Department. 

CHAIRMAN:  I  at  this  time  declare 
Charles  J.  Case  as  delegate  to  the  Building 
Trades  Department  in  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor. 

DEL.  CHARLES  J.  CASE,  Local  47:  Mr. 
Chairman  and  Delegates  to  this  convention: 
It  is  pleasing  indeed  to  know  that  you  men 
have  re-elected  me  to  represent  our  honor- 
able organization  in  the  Conventions  of  the 
Building  Trades  Department  and  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor. 

I  was  just  thinking,  listening  to  your  ap- 
plause, I  know  what  it  is  to  get  applause 
for  making  people  laugh,  telling  funny  stor- 
ies and  for  singing  when  I  could  sing  and 
dance  when  I  could  dance,  but  every  time 
that  I  have  ever  received  applause  for  what- 
ever I  have  been  able  to  do  in  the  Labor 
movement,  the  applause  that  I  received  in 
the  interest  of  the  wife  and  baby  and  mother 
and  sister  at  home  that  I  am  out  trying  to 
do  my  little  bit  for,  I  want  to  say  to  you 
that  that  applause  is  as  sweet  to  me  as  the 
tune  of  the  Star  Spangled  Banner.  It  is 
needless  for  me  to  say  how  I  will  conduct 
myself  in  the  future,  because  you  know  and 
I  know  that  I  will  conduct  myself  in  such  a 
manner  to  bring  honor  and  credit  to  this 
organization,  and  flght  like  hell  for  every- 
thing that  belongs  to  our  organization. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY  again  took  the 
Chair. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  Next  is  the 
nomination  and  election  of  Secretary-Treas- 
urer. 

The  present  incumbent  is  Terry  Ford. 

DEL.  CHARLES  J.  CASE,  Local  47:  Mr. 
Chairman  and  Delegates  to  this  convention: 
I  want  to  say  to  you  that  I  have  known 
Brother  Ford  for  just  about  thirty  years. 
His  ability  to  hold  the  office  that  he  has  the 
honor  to  hold  at  this  particular  time  can 
not  be  questioned.  The  man  was  secretary 
of  the  biggest  Local  in  the  United  States 
for  thirty  years,  handled  the  finances  and 
the  business  end  of  that  great  organization. 
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I  have  watched  witli  keen  interest  the 
work  of  Brother  I<\)r(l,  not  only  through  our 
Journal  but  also  in  the  ollice  of  our  Inter- 
national Union.  I  remember  the  llrst  time 
I  went  to  Ringling  Bros,  circus.  It  was  very 
clear  to  me  that  everything  worked  just  like 
a  clock.  If  anybody  ever  saw  Ringling 
Bros,  circus,  from  the  time  that  they  started 
the  parade  until  it  stopped  something  was 
in  action  and  it  worked  just  like  a  clock. 
I  want  to  say  to  you  that  anybody  who  goes 
into  our  international  office  will  see  one 
of  the  best  uniform  conditions  of  any  office 
I  have  ever  been  in.  and  I  have  been  in  a 
great  many  international  ofBces  of  interna- 
tional organizations. 

Terry  is  a  good  faithful,  conscientious, 
honest,  humble  servant  of  this  organization. 
I  know  you  don't  want  me  to  talk  too  long, 
and  I  could  not  say  enough  in  behalf  of 
Terry  Ford,  and  it  is  a  great  pleasure  and 
an  honor  to  me  to  present  him  to  be  our 
Secretary-Treasurer  ol  this  International 
Union. 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  73:  Mr. 
Chairman,  it  is  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to 
me  to  get  up  and  second  the  nomination  of 
Brother  Ford.  His  honesty,  integrity  and 
ability  are  unquestioned.  The  efficient  and 
intelligent  manner  in  which  he  has  conduct- 
ed the  important  office  of  Secretary-Treasur- 
er of  the  L.I.U.  and  the  practical  and  meth- 
odical manner  in  which  he  has  at  all  times 
compiled  the  records  at  our  head  office 
clearly  illustrate  to  me  the  fact  that  there 
is  not  within  the  ranks  of  our  entire  Inter- 
national Union  a  man  more  competent  or 
qualified  for  that  very  important  office. 

DEL.  PATRICK  MULLANE,  New  Jersey 
State  Council:  I  have  been  instructed  by 
the  delegates  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
that  it  is  their  sincere  wish  to  go  on  record 
in  favor  of  seconding  the  nomination  of 
Brother  Ford  for  general  secretary. 

DEL.  CHARLES  EVANS,  Local  72 :  As  a 
representative  of  the  Massachusetts  delega- 
tion we  wish  to  go  on  record  as  seconding 
the  nomination  of  Terry  Ford  as  Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

DEL.  THOMAS  PRIESTLY,  Local  435:  I 
have  not  been  instructed  by  anyone,  but  at 
this  time  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  add 
my  personal  endorsement  to  Brother  Ford. 


I  want  to  only  at  this  time  second  his  nom- 
ination and  give  room  to  somebody  else. 

DEL.  LESLIE  BAGE,  West  Penn.  State 
District  Council:  The  West  P'enn.  District 
Council  wishes  to  go  on  record  as  seconding 
Terry  Ford's  nomination  as  Secretary-Treas- 
urer. 

HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  73:  I  move 
tliat  Nominations  close  on  Brother  Ford  for 
the  office  of  Secretary-Treasurer. 

DEL.  LEONARD  KLINK,  Westchester 
District  Council:  I  want  to  say  that  the 
District  Council  in  New  York  City,  the 
Distrfct  Councils  of  the  State  and  all  of  the 
local  unions  of  the  State  of  New  York  want 
to  go  on  record  as  seconding  the  nomination 
of  Terry  Ford.  I  want  to  say  that  person- 
ally I  have  known  Ford  for  a  good  many 
years.  We  were  mixed  up  in  lockouts  and 
strikes  and  trade  agreements  and  I  travelled 
around  with  him  during  lock-outs  when 
neither  of  us  had  anything  to  eat,  and  I 
want  to  say  that  Terry  Ford  always  lived 
up  to  the  proposition  of  being  a  real  organ- 
ization man  and  a  real  lather. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded,  that  the 
Nominations  close  on  Secretary  Ford  for 
the  office  of  Secretary-Treasurer.  You  have 
heard  the  motion.  Are  you  ready  for  the 
question?  All  those  in  favor  will  signify  by 
saying  "Aye".  Contrary!  The  Ayes  have  it 
and  it  is  so  ordered. 

If  there  is  no  objection,  the  President 
will  cast  the  unanimous  ballot  of  this  conven- 
tion for  Terry  Ford  as  Secretary-Treasurer 
for  the  ensuing  term. 

( Applause) . 

SECRETARY  FORD:  Mr.  Chairman  and 
Delegates:  I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  dele- 
gates of  this  convention  for  conferring  the 
honor  upon  me  to  again  act  as  their  secre- 
tary-treasurer for  the  ensuing  term,  and  you 
can  rest  assured  that  I  will  do  everything

Now  we  are  open  for  nominations. 

DEL.  HARRY  J.  HAGEN,  Local  73:  Mr. 
Chairman:  I  have  the  honor  and  privilege 
of  performing  the  pleasant  duty  of  nomin- 
ating the  city  wher'e  cur  next  convention 
will  be  held  and  of  inviting  all  of  you  dear 
brothers  to  attend.  Unlike  my  friend,  the 
4th  Vice-President  who  told  you  men  you 
should  have  left  your  wives  at  home,  be- 
cause of  the  beautiful  women  here  in  Tor- 
onto, I  and  the  entire  delegation  from  the 


city  I  have  in  mind,  invite  you  most  cordially 
to  not  only  bring  your  own  wife  along  but 
if  the  fancy  strikes  you  bring  some  one  else's 
wife  also,  and  I  say  this  knowing  full  well 
(although  some  selfish  people  will  dispute  it) 
that  with  the  exception  of  St.  Louis,  this 
city  I  refer  to  has  the  most  beautiful  and 
attractive  women  in  the  world. 

I  know  that  none  of  the  delegates  here 
assembled  have  the  least  idea  of  the  next 
convention  city  I  refer  to,  so,  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  desire  at  this  time  to  call  their  attention 
to  the  beautiful  banner  hanging  on  the  wall 
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aliovo  your  manly  brow.  Notice  the  wording 
of  the  banner,  how  prominent  and  outstand- 
ing the  lettering — particularly  the  beautiful 
scarlet  color  of  the  lettering  and  the  border 
— so  much  so — that  I  am  sure  it  should  have 
even  the  approval  and  sympathetic  support 
of  my  intellectual  brother  from  Minnesota. 

To  our  friends  from  the  Pacific  Coast,  the 
sunshine  state  the  home  of  the  Sunkist  Or- 
anges, the  California  poppy  and  the  golden 
sunsets,  we  extend  our  sympathy  and  sincere 
good  will.    It  is  unfortunate  that  these  two 
wonderful  cities  desire  the  convention  at 
the  same  time  and  very  unfortunate  that 
our  delegates  will  have  to  miss  one  of  the 
world  fairs.    If  I  were  to  make  a  decision 
on  this  subject,  I  would  favor  two  conven- 
tions for  that  year  so  we  could  attend  both 
fairs.    That  being  impossible  I  will  try  and 
tell  you  as  briefly  as  possible  why  N.Y.C. 
deserves  the  next  convention.   To  begin  with 
they  never  have  had  an  L.I.U.  Convention. 
New  York  City  where  the  largest  local  of 
our  International  Union  has  its  headquart- 
ers— a  local  we  can  point  to  with  pride  as 
the  only  local  in  the  United  States  or  Can- 
ada, whose  members  install  all  the  reinforced 
rod  work  on  buildings,  bridges,  tunnels,  sub- 
ways, highways  underpasses,  viaducts,  etc., 
in  the  metropolitan  area,  I  am  proud  of  our 
organizations  in  that  city  who  have  contri- 
buted so  much  to  the  good  and  welfare  of 
our  International  Union,  not  only  in  a  finan- 
cial way  but  in  a  broader  sense  by  their 
continued  efforts  to  maintain  wages,  condi- 
tions and  agreements  that  are  second  to  none 
in  the  entire  nation.    The  protection  of  our 
jurisdictional  claims  and  the  retention  of 
work  lost  to  all  our  other  locals  is  in  no 
small  measure  due  to  the  vigilance,  persist- 
ence and  aggressiveness  of  our  leaders  in 
that  city  and  the  splendid  support  of  the 
members  of  the  locals  they  represent.  "We 
cannot  consider  lightly  a  request  for  recogni- 
tion and  consideration  from  such  a  splendid 
body  of  men.    They  have  made  a  request  of 
this  Convention  that  is  going  to  cost  them 
thousands  of  dollars,  a  request  that  is  going 
to  cause  their  officers  and  convention  com- 
mittee many  a  headache  before  the  conven- 
tion in  that  city  is  adjourned  and  I  for  one 
when  they  ask  for  it  am  not  hard-hearted 
enough  to  ignore  their  request.     I  cheer- 
fully acquiesce  and  I  know  this  body  will 
do  likewise. 


Our  visit  to  New  York  City  in  1939— and 
God  grant  we  may  all  be  alive  to  make  It — 
will  not  only  be  instructive  and  educational, 
but  I  know,  from  the  efllcient  and  mag- 
nanimous manner  in  which  our  representa- 
tives there  entertain  guests  on  occasions  of 
this  kind  that  we  can  all  look  forward  to 
having  a  wonderful  time.  I  know  when  our 
delegates  leave  New  York  City  they  will  say 
it  was  the  grandest  convention  thoy  ever 
attended  and  I  know  their  wives  and  fam- 
ilies and  their  neighbors'  wives,  if  they  come 
along,  will  concur  with  that  conclusion. 

The  world's  fair  in  New  York  in  1939, 
will  in  itself  be  attractive  enough  to  war- 
rant a  visit  there.  It  will  excel  in  every 
way  any  previous  world  fairs  ever  held. 
The  thrill  of  seeing  and  riding  through 
the  Holland  Tunnel,  one  of  the  greatest 
engineering  feats  in  the  history  of  the 
world,  is  another  attraction  in  itself 
worthy  of  a  visit  to  New  York.  A  visit  to 
the  Tower  of  the  Empire  State  Building, 
the  tallest  building  in  the  world,  and  to 
the  American  Museum  of  Natural  History, 
the  Aquarium,  Botanical  and  Zoological 
Gardens,  the  Hall  of  Fame,  Broadway  (the 
Great  White  Way)  Coney  Island,  the 
Bowery  and  many,  many  other  points  of 
interest  too  numerous  to  mention,  offer 
visitors  the  greatest  attractions  of  any 
city  in  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  with  the  greatest 
of  pleasure  and  anticipation  that  I  pre- 
sent to  this  body  for  their  consideration 
as  the  City  wherein  we  shall  hold  our 
1939  convention — the  greatest  city  in  the 
world — New  York  City! 

DEL.  FRANK  R.  SMITH,  Local  No.  2: 
I  did  not  know  there  were  two  Graham 
MacNamees  in  the  world — this  one  tells 
you  in  one  breath  about  the  snow-peaked 
mountains  with  roses  at  the  bottom,  and 
then  he  starts  talking  about  New  York, 
and — what  must  be  left  from  the  records 
is  those  beautiful  women  or  we  will  not 
be  allowed  to  go  there.  I  rise  to  second 
the  nomination  for  New  York  City. 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  No.  190: 
Brother  Hagen  evidently  knew  that  the 
District  Council  of  the  Twin  Cities,  as  well 
as  Local  No.  483  and  Local  No.  190  of 
Minneapolis  had  instructed  us  to  try  to 
bring    the    convention    to  Minneapolis 
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There  has  never  been  held  a  convention  in 
that  city,  bnt  I  realize  very  well  that  it 
will  be  diflicult  to  put  it  over.  We  might 
as  well  leave  the  competition  between 
California  and  New  York,  so  that  we  can 
get  out  from  the  middle. 

Now,  Brother  Hagen  has  referred  to  the 
color  of  the  banner.  We  must  admit  that 
that  too  is  a  beautiful  banner — a  back- 
ground of  white  which  indicates  and  sym- 
bolizes purity,  and  the  color  of  red  which  is 
the  everlasting  color  of  the  rising  and  the 
setting  of  the  sun  and  the  struggle  of  man- 
kind for  freedom. 

But,  taking  it  more  seriously,  I  sincere- 
ly believe  that  when  it  comes  to  the  ques- 
tion of  choosing  the  place  where  we  are 
to  meet  next,  that  we  should  consider 
California  as  well.  But  the  most  import- 
ant thing,  and  the  reason  why  we  wanted 
to  present  Minneapolis  in  nomination  was 
that  it  is  a  centrally  located  city  that 
would  in  my  opinion  bring  the  largest 
number  of  delegates.  If  the  Convention 
fund  had  been  adopted  it  would  not  have 
made  such  a  great  deal  of  difference 
whether  the  convention  was  held  in  New 
York  City  or  San  Francisco,  so  I  am  going 
to  take  the  responsibility,  along  with  my 
colleague,  not  to  present  in  nomination, 
Minneapolis,  with  the  hope  that  next  time, 
whether  I  am  fortunate  enough  to  be  the 
delegate  from  our  local,  that  you  will  go 
down  the  line  for  Minneapolis,  and  then 
we  are  going  to  come  here  with  all  the 
necessary  paraphernalia  to   put   it  over. 

DEL.  J.  O.  DAHL,  Golden  Gate  District 
Council:  Much  time  has  been  taken  up 
on  this,  and  I  don't  intend  to  continue  to 
take  up  the  time  of  the  delegates.  I  will 
make  it  very  brief.  We  have  presented  a 
resolution  which  has  been  read  to  this 
convention  which  informs  you  of  the 
aspirations  of  the  Golden  Gate  District 
Council  to  have  the  convention  brought 
to  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  We  have 
also  been  provided  by  the  Mayor  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Down  Town 
Association,  the  Hotelmen's  Association, 
and  others,  letters  inviting  this  body  to 
attend  a  convention  to  be  held  thereby  in 
the  City  of  San  Francisco.  We  have  come 
to  this  convention  with  the  best  interests 
of  the  organization  at  heart,  not  knowing 


that  there  were  any  others  in  the  field 
for  the  convention. 

I  to"o,  as  well  as  Brother  Hagen,  am 
very  sorry  that  both  sides  of  our  Nation, 
or  rather  the  two  sides  o'ne  against  the 
other,  have  to  compete  for  this  conven- 
tion. I  don't  recall  that  there  has  ever 
occurred  a  World's  Fair  at  the  same  time 
in  two  cities  in  the  United  States  before, 
but  in  our  request  that  the  next  conven- 
tion be  held  in  San  Francisco,  we  had  this 
world  fair  as  a  play-up,  so  to  speak.  We 
will  all  be  wearing  long  beards  before 
San  Francisco  will  ever  have  another 
World's  Fair. 

We  are  not  situated  as  New  York  City  is 
where,  if  you  land  in  the  East,  New  York 
is  easy  to  get  to,  but  in  the  West  we  have 
but  two  attractive  cities,  San  Francisco 
and  Los  Angeles. 

Down  in  Los  Angeles  vicinity  they  also 
have  the  beautiful  women  that  Bro.  Smith 
is  anxious  to  see,  but  in  San  Francisco  we 
have  even  more  beautiful  women.  We  will 
have  two  bridges  that  the  Brothers  may 
lead  these  women  over  on  the  beautiful 
moonlight  nights.  They  can  see  into  the 
Golden  Gate  on  into  the  ocean;  they  can 
view  from  that  the  fair  cities  surrounding 
San  Francisco. 

I  deeply  regret,  Bro.  President,  that  this 
has  come  about,  that  two  of  the  greatest 
cities  in  the  United  States  had  to  compete 
for  this  convention. 

I  nominate  San  Francisco  for  the  next 
Convention. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  San  Fran- 
cisco has  been  nominated.  Are  there  any 
further  nominations. 

DEL.  DAVID  McVEY,  Local  74:  I  want 
to  rise  at  this  time  to  second  the  nom- 
ination of  San  Francisco.  I  listened  with 
great  attention  to  the  magnificent  outburst 
of  oratory  in  respect  to  New  York  City, 
but  there  is  one  thing  Bro.  Hagen  forgot 
to  say— I  think  I  include  Jersey  in  that — he 
forgot  to  say  that  they  would  at  least  be  a 
little  magnanimous.  The  situation  in  this 
convention  has  been  New  York  got  pretty 
near  anything  they  wanted.  Now  I  think 
that  if  they  would  show  some  spirit,  they 
would  give  the  other  fellow  something,  and 
I  happened  to  speak  to  several  that  are 
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from  the  East — I  am  not  Roing  to  mention 
any  names — but  they  would  rather  go,  they 
told  me  to  the  West  Coast,  than  stay  in 
New  York  City;  and  I  think  that  if  the 
delegates  to  this  convention  were  not  bound 
by  obligations,  that  Frisco  would  be  the 
scene  of  your  next  convention. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the 
nominaton  for  San  Francisco. 

DEL.  WALTER  FRANK,  Local  190: 
I  rise  to  nominate  San  Francisco  as 
the  place  of  next  convention,  and  I  think  we 
ought  to  give  it  unanimous  approval.  I  am 
of  the  same  opinion  as  Brother  McVey  has 
expressed. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  San  Fran- 
cisco has  been  nominated.  Are  there  any 
further  nominations. 

DEL.  HARRY  HAGEN,  Local  73:  I 
move  that  Nominations  close. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  It  has  been 
regularly  moved  and  seconded,  THAT 
NOMINATIONS  CLOSE,  and  we  proceed 
to  ballot  for  the  next  place  of  Convention. 
Are  you  ready  for  the  question?  All  those 
in  favor  will  signify  by  saying  Aye.  Con- 
trary. The  Ayes  have  it.  The  tellers  will 
distribute  the  ballots  and  you  will  come  up 
here  and  drop  your  ballots  in  the  basket. 

The  Secretary  called  the  Roll  and  the 
delegates  ballotted  for  the  next  Convention 
City. 

CHAIRMAN :  Is  there  any  delegate  pre- 
sent whose  name  has  not  been  called  or 
who  has  not  voted? 

None  responding,  the  Chairman  directed: 
Tellers  will  proceed  with  the  count. 

The  Tellers  proceeded  with  the  count,  the 
Secretary  taking  the  count. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  Secre- 
tary will  announce  the  result  of  the  ballot. 

SECRETARY  FORD:  We  find  44  bal- 
lots cast  for  New  York  for  the  next  Con- 
vention city.    San  Francisco  16. 

NEW  YORK  DELEGATES  sing  "On 
the  Sidewalks  of  New-  York". 


PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  New  York 
having  received  the  majority  vote,  will  be 
the  next  convention  city. 

DELEGATE:  Will  we  be  able  to  obtain 
the  proceedings  of  today,  tomorrow? 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  The  Pro- 
ceedings will  not  be  out  until  Monday,  and 
the  delegates  who  return  home  before 
should  leave  their  address  with  the  Secre- 
tary. We  don't  know  whether  the  printer 
works  tomorrow  or  not.  Anybody  who  re- 
mains in  town  can  call  over  and  see  the 
Secretary  tomorrow  and  we  may  have  some 
of  the  proceedings. 

DELEGATE  J.  0.  DAHL,  Golden  Gate 
District  Council:  In  behalf  of  the  Golden 
Gate  District  Council  and  its  affiliated  lo- 
cals, may  I  extend  to  the  next  convention 
and  the  city  wherein  it  is  to  be  held  the  best 
of  success. 

APPLAUSE  AND  CHEERS. 

PRESIDENT  McSORLEY:  We  want  to 
make  an  announcement,  that  the  newly 
elected  Executive  Board  will  meet  here  im- 
mediately after  adjournment,  and  I  would 
like  all  the  newly  elected  officers  to  come 
forward  and  be  installed,  and  also  I  would 
like  to  give  the  honor  to  Delegate  Frank 
Fetridge  to  come  here  and  install  the  officers. 
President  McSorley  then  requested  Dele- 
gate Fetridge  of  Local  102  to  come  to  the 
rostrum  to  obligate  the  newly  elected  offi- 
cers. 

DEL.  BERRY  (Local  19)  :  Brothers,  I 
would  like  at  this  time  to  thank  the  Conven- 
tion delegates  for  the  courtesy  and  toler- 
ance shown  to  me  on  the  floor  of  this  con- 
vention, myself  being  a  new  delegate  in 
your  midst,  and  this  being  the  first  con- 
vention of  our  International  Union  that  I 
have  had  the  pleasure  and  privilege  of 
attending. 

All  business  having  been  completed,  all 
delegates  to  the  Convention  arose  and 
joined  with  Vice-President  Haggerty  in 
singing  Auld  Lang  Syne,  after  which  Presi- 
dent McSorley  announced  that  the  Conven- 
tion was  adjourned  sine  die.
